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RULES  AND  ORDERS 


COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  KINGSTON. 


^  By-Lcno  to  regulate  the  Proceedings  of  the  Munici- 
pal Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Kingston. 

Passed  Monday.  February  13,  1882. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  pass  a  by-law  to  i-egulate  the  proceetl- 
ings  in  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  City  of  Kingston  and  Com- 
mittees of  the  same;  be  it  resolved  by  the  said  Municipal  Council 
fhat  the  following  Eules  and  Eegulations  shall  be  observed  for  the 
o]'der  and  despatch  of  business  in  the  said  Council  and  its  Com- 
mittees : 

1.  That  the  Council  shall  meet  c\cry  aitiTuate  Monday  in  the 
yeai'.  beginning  with  the  tirst  Monda\-  after  inauguration,  at  eight 
<»clock  p.m.,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  special  motion  oi-  unless 
such  ^[onday  shall  be  a  j^ublic  holiday  accoi-ding  to  law,  when  the 
Council  shall  meet  at  the  saiae  hour  on  the  following  evening. 
The  Mayor  nuiy  at  any  tinier  summon  a  special  meeting,  and  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  do  so  whenever  rc((ucstcd  in  wi'iting  by  a 
majority  of  the  mend.iers  of  tlu?  Council. 

'1.  That  unless  there  shall  be  a  (|U<»ruru  pi-csent  in  Icii  niinules 
■  il'lii-  llic  lime  ;n»|i<»int('(l  li.i-  ihc  mealing  of  Council,  tbr  Council 
shall  slaiid  absc.hitely  adjounied  until  the  nc.\t  da\   (»t' nici-tini;. 
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3.  As  soon  after  the  hour  of  meeting-,  as  there  shall  he  a  quorum 
present,  the  Mayor  shall  take  the  Chair  and  eall  the  members  to 
order. 

4.  In  case  the  Ma_yor  is  absent,  or  should  wish  to  leave  tln' 
Chair,  the  Clerk  will  call  the  members  to  order  and  on  a  Cliaii'man 
being  chosen,  the  business  shall  be  proceeded  with. 

5.  The  Maj'or  or  Presiding  Alderman  shall  pivserve  order  and 
decorum;  he  may  speak  to  points  of  ()r<ler  in  |)retei'ence  to  otiier 
members,  and  shall  decide  all  cpiejstions  of  order,  subject  to  an  ajj- 
peal  to  the  Council,  on  motion  of  an}-  Member  regularly  seconded. 

6.  The  Mayor  or  Presiding  Aldernuin  shall  not  take  ]»art  in  de- 
l)ate  except  in  connnittec  of  the  whole.  lie  may  liowever  slate 
facts  and  give  his  opinion  on  (piestions  ot  order. 

7.  When  the  Mayor  or  Pi'csiding  Aldei-man  is  called  upon  to  de- 
cide a  point  of  oi'der  or  practice,  lu-  shall,  if  recpiested  liy  any 
Member  of  the  Council,  stati'  the  law  and  i-ule  apj)lic-able  to  tlie 
case. 

8.  Immediately  at\(.'r  the  Mayor  or  i'residing  Alderman  shall 
have  taken  his  seat  at  any  regular  meeting,  the  Minutes  of  the 
])i'eceding  meeting  or  meetings  shall  l)e  read  by  the  Clerk,  in 
order  that  any  mistake  tliej-ein  may  be  correctecl  liy  the  ( 'ouncil, 
an<l  business  pi'oceed  in  order. 

!•.  Every  Mi'mlier  of  the  Council  shall  rise  when  hv  addi'csses 
the  Chair,  liutmay  read  sitting. 

10.  The  Mayor  or  Pivsiding  Alderman  shall  ])ropose  all  ques- 
tions, in  the  reverse  oi-der  in  which  they  ai'e  moved,  exce])t  in 
naming  sums  and  iixing  times. when  the  largest  su]u  and  the  longest 
time  shall  be  ])Ut  tii'st. 

11.  Aftt'r  a  motion  is  secunded  and  submilled  i>y  the  Mayoi-  or 
Presiding  Alderman,  it  shall  be  deenic;!  to  be  in  possession  of  the 
('♦)uncil.  I)ut  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  tinu^  bet<»ri'  decision  or 
amendment  with  jH-rmission  ol'the  Comicil. 

12.  The  Mayor  oi'  Pi-esiding  .VIderman  shall  considrr  a  motion 
to  adj<;urn  as  always  in  oi-ilrr  unless  ;i  mendter  has  j)ossession  of 
the  floor,  oi-  any  (|iicstiiin  Ikc^  I'ern  |mi1  and  not  decided:  antl  it 
shall  Ih'  decided  liy  ||ie  ('ouncil  witlioiil  deliate.  lint  no  si'cond 
mot i (in  to  the  same  elfect  shall  lie  made  unt  i  I  alter  si.inc  interme(li- 
ate  |iic)ci'eding  shall  ha\c  been  had. 


13.  No  questiuu  or  luutioii  .shall  be  debated  or  inii  unless  the 
same  be  seconded.     AVhen  a  motion  is  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated 
Iw  the  Mayor  or  Presiding  Alderman  before  debate,  and  evei-y  . 
such  motion  shall  lie  reduced  to  "wi-itiuii'. 

14.  When  a  motion  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
unless — 

1.  To  amend;  ,  4.  To  postpone  it ; 

2.  To  i-efer  to  Committee;  5.  For  previous  f]uestion  ; 

3.  To  laA'  on  the  table;  G.  To  adjourn. 

15.  The  jirevions  question,  mitil  it  is  decided,  shall  ])reclude  all 
amendments  and  debate  of  the  main  question,  and  shall  be  in  this 
form:    ''Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put  ?" 

IG.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  division  may  be  called  tor  by  any 
member. 

17.  Wlien  two  or  moi'e  members  happen  to  rise  at  the  same  time, 
the  Mayor  or  Presiding  Alderman  shall  name  the  member  who  is 
first  to  speak'. 

18.  When  any  member  is  abouf  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  in  Council,  he  shall  rise  in  his  place,  and  respectfully 
address  the  Mayor  or  Presiding  Alderman,  and  shall  contine  him- 
self to  the  question  ujider  debate,  or  consideration  ;  he  shall  strictly 
avoid  all  pei'sonality,  and  shall  sit  down  as  soon  as  he  is  done  speak- 
ing. 

19.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is  put, 
shall  vote  thereon,  mJess  the  council  shall  excuse  him  or  unless  he 
be  personally  interested  in  the  question;  ])rovided  such  interest  is 
resolvable  into  personal  pecuniary  piotit,  and  not  in  common  with 
the  interests  of  the  citizens  at  large,  in  which  case  he  shall  not  vt)te. 

20.  When  the  xMayoi'.  or  Pj-esiding  Alderman,  is  putting  a  ques- 
tion, no  mend)er  shall  walk  out  of  the  room,  nor  when  a  member  is 
speaking,  shall  an}'  other  member  hold  discourse  which  may  inter- 
rupt him;  but  if  any  member  is  speaking  or  otherwise  transgress- 
ing the  rules  of  the  Council,  the  Ma^'oi-,  or  Presiding  Alderman, 
shall,  or  any  member,  may  call  him  to  order,  in  which  case,  the 
mend)er  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  per- 
mitted to  explain;  and  the  Council,  if  a])pt'akMl  to.  shall  decide  on 
the  case,  but  without  deltato. 
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21.  Anj-  meinlM'V  Juay  of  rijiht  i\M[iiiro.  the  (pu^stion  oi-  motion  in 
discussion  to  be  read  for  liis  intbnnation  at  any  time  durin«:  the 
debate,  but  not  so  as  to  inttM"i'U])t  a  ineinb(M"  sjwaking. 

22.  No  menibei'  shall  sjieak  more  than  once,  (and  thi'n  ik)! 
longer  than  ten  minutes  unless  permitted  by  the  Council,)  to  the 
same  question  except  the  movei-.  who  will  have  the  I'ight  of  reply- 
ing, when  all  other  members  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken, 
unless  the  member  wishes  to  explain  a  material  ])art  of  his  speech, 
which  may  have  been  misconceived  or  misunderstood,  but  then 
he  is  not  to  introduce  any  new  mattei-. 

23.  When  a  motion  has  once  been  made,  and  carried  in  the 
affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  an}'  memlier  to  move 
for  a  reconsideration;  and  if  such  motion  is  secondcd.it  shall  be 
open  to  debate  and  be  disposed  of  by  the  Council,  and  in  case  the 
motion  be  made  at  the  same  meeting,  it  shall  be  competent  toi'  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  to  pass  a  vote  of  i-econsideration  ; 
l)ut  if  it  be  not  made  until  next  meeting,  the  subject,  shall  not  be 
reconsidered,  unless  a  majority  of  the  whole  Council  shall  vote 
thei'efor  ;  but  no  more  than  oncn^otion  foi-  reconsideration  of  any 
vote  shall  be  permitted. 

24.  AVhenever  it  shall  Ite  moved  and  cari'ied.  that  the  Council 
shall  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  Mayor  or  Presiding 
Alderman,  shall  leave  the  Chair,  and  appoint  a  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  who  shall  i-cport  the  jiroceedings  of  the 
Committee.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  Council  shall  be  observed 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  so  fai-  as  they  may  l>e  applicable,  ex- 
cept TIIF  RULE  LIM1T[NG  THE  NUMBER  OF    TEMES    OK    SPEAKTNCf    and 

the  taking  of  the  yeas  and  nays  ;  but  no  mend)er  shall  s})eak  more 
than  once  to  any  (luestion,  until  every  other  memi)ei'  choosing  to 
speak  shall  have  s])oken. 

25.  On  motion  in  Conunittee  to  I'ise  and  repoi't.  the  (piestion 
shall  be  decided  without  deltate. 

20.  Of  the  nun\l)ei'  of  mcmbei's  a]i])ointed  to  coin])ose  a  Com- 
nuttee,  such  luunber  thereof  as  shall  be  equal  to  a  majority  of  the 
whole  nunil)ei-  chosen,  shall  be  a  (]Uorum  competent  to  ])rocee(l  to 
business.

35.  Members  of  the  Council  may  attend  any  meetingvS  of  the 
Committees  of  which  they  are  not  members,  but  shall  not  exercise 
the  privilege  of  voting  :  nor  shall  they  address  the  Committee 
except  by  consent. 

36.  No  Committee  shall  enter  into  an}-  contract  with  or 
authorize  the  purchase  of  any  article  from  any  of  its  members. 

37.  The  (_*hairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  sliall  not  audit  or 
approve  of  any  bill  or  account  against  the  City,  for  any  supplies 
or  services,  which  shall  not  have  been  regularl}'  ordered  oi- 
authorized  by  tiie  Council,  or  a  Committee  properly  authorized.

14.  Board  of  Health,  consisting  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen, 
Citv  Physicians,  Ex- Mayors,  and  such  other  citizens  as  the  Coun- 
cil may  select. 

43.  The  Members  of  the  Council  shall  not  leave  their  places  on 
adjourimient,   until    the  Mayor  or  Presiding    x\lderman    leaves 
the  Chaii'.

A   By-Lazu  Respecting  the  Interpi'ctatioii  of  the  By- 
Lazus  of  the  City  of  Kingston. 
,     Passed  Monday,  Jauuai-v  23,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Kingston,  as  tblloAvs  : 

1.  This  By-law  may  be  cited  as  •'  The  Interpretation  By-law.' 

2.  In  the  construction  of  every  By-law  of  the  said  Council,  passed 
after  this  By-law  takes  elfect,  except  in  so  far  as  the  ])rovisions  of 
this  section  are  inconsistent  with  the  intent  and  meaning  of  such 
By-law,  or  the  interpretation  which  such  provisions  would  give  to 
any  word,  expression  or  clause,  is  inconsistent  with  the  context, 
antl  except  in  so  fiir  as  any  jwovision  thereof  is  in  any  such  By-law 
declared  not  applicable  thereto,  and  subject  to  the  I'ule  of  law  in 
the  case. 

(1.)  The  law  shall  Ije  cc^nsidered  as  always  speaking,  and  when- 
ever any  matter  or  thing  is  expressed  in  the  present  tense  the  same 
is  to  be  applied  to  the  cii'cumstances  as  they  arise  so  that  eifeet 
may  be  given  to  each  By-law,  and  evei-y  part  thereof,  according  to 
its  spirit,  true  intent  and  nieaiiiug. 

(2.)  The  word  "  shall  "  shall  be  construed  asiiu|)erati\-e.  and  the 
word  "  may  "  as  ]jermissive. 

(3.)  Whenever  the  word  •■lierein"  i>  ur^ed  in  any  section  of  a 
i>V-law,  it- shall  lie  undei-slood  to  I'clale  to  the  wlmle  l>y  law.  and 
not  tu  that  section  (n\\\ . 


(4.)  The  word  "  person  "  shall  include  any  body  corporate,  oi- 
politic,  or  party,  and  the  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  or  other 
legal  representatives,  of  such  person,  to  Avhom  the  context  can  ap- 
ply according  to  law. 

(5.)  The  word  "  month  "  shall  mean  a-  calendar  month,  and  the 
word  "  year  "  a  calendar  year, 

{().)  The  wo)'d  "holiday  "  shall  include  Sunday,  New  Year's  Day, 
Good  Friday,  Christmas  Day,  Dominion  Day,  the  Birthday  of  Her 
Majest}',  and  Her  Eoyal  successors,  and  any  day  appointed  b}'  pro- 
(^lamation  of  the  Governor-General,  or '  Lieutenant-Governor,  as  a 
public  holiday,  or  for  a  general  fast  or  thanksgiving,  oi-  any  day 
])roclaimed  by  the  Mayor  as  a  public  holiday  Tinder  the  authority 
of  this  Council, 

(7.)  Words  importing  the  singular  number,  or  the  masculine 
gender  onl}',  shall  include  more  persons,  parties,  or  things,  of  the 
same  kind,  than  one,  and  females  as  well  as  males,  and  the  converse. 

(8.)  The  word  "  sureties  "'  shall  mean  sufficient  sureties,  and  the 
word  security  shall  mean  sirfficient  security. 

(9.)  The  repeal  of  any  By-law,  or  part  of  a  By-law,  shall  not  re- 
vive any  By-law  or  provisions  of  law  repealed  by  such  By-law,  or 
part  of  a  By-law,  or  prevent  the  effect  of  any  saving  clause  therein, 
unless  otherwise  expressly  declai-ed,  or  prevent  the  application  ot 
any  such  By-law,  or  part  of  a  By-law,  as  first  in  this  section  is  men- 
tioned, to  any  transaction,  matter,  or  thing,  antei'ior  to  the  repeal 
of  the  same,  to  which  it  would  otherwise  apply. 

(10.)  Where  a  i53'-law  is  repealed  AvhoUy,  or  in  part,  and  other 
prt)visions  sul)stituted,  all  otflcers,  persons,  bodies  politic,  or  cor- 
porate, acting  under  the  old  law,  shall  continue  to  act  as  if  appoint- 
ed under  the  new  law,  until  others  ai-e  appointed  in  their  stead,  and 
all  proceedings  taken  under  the  old  law  shall  lie  taken  up  and  con- 
tinued under  the  new  law,  when  not  inconsistent  therewith,  and 
all  penalties  and  forfeitures  may  be  recovered,  and  all  proceedings 
had,  in  relation  to  matters  which  have  happened  before  the  rej)eal, 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  l.iw  were  still  in  force,  pui-suing  the 
new  provisions  us  fai-  as  (hey  can  be  a(laj)ted  to  the  old  law. 

(11.)    N^o  oH'encf  coniiniKc'd,  and  no  penalty   or  luril'iturc  incur- 
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rod,  and  no  proceeding  pending,  under  any  Bj^-law,  at  any  time  re- 
pealed, shall  be  affected  b}'  the  repeal,  except  that  the  proceedings 
shall  be  conformable  where  necessary  to  the  i-epealing  By-law, 
and  that  where  ain'  penalty,  forfeiture,  or  punishment,  has  been 
mitigated  b}'  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  repealing  By-law,  such 
provision  shall  be  extended  and  applied  to  any  judgment  to  be  pro- 
nounced after  such  repeal. 

(12.)  That  this  By-law  shall  e<mie  in  fore-e  and   tak-e  cffet't  upon 
and  from  its  passing.

to  Repeal  Certain  By-Laws.

By-laws  of  the  Corpoi'atiim  of  (he  City  of  Kingston,  conlrai'V  to  oi- 
inconsistent  with  this  By-law.  or  the  subject  mattci'  of  which  is 
dealtwitb  in    this    B\-law,  he,  and  the  same  arc  hcrebj-  i'e])ealed. 

Provided  that  nikIi  ri'iual  shall  not  ha\c  I  he  rir.ci  of  re^ivinu•  anv 


Ey-Iaws,  or  ])arls  ot  Ey-laAvs,  wliich  litivc  been  repealed  by  the  said 
iiow-repcalod  By-laws,  and  provided  further  that  everything  hitherto 
hiwfully  done  or  eifected  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  said  repealed 
By-laws,  and  everj^  liability  or  penalty  accrued  or  incurred  there- 
under, shall  be  valid  and  binding,  and  obligatory  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  and  may  be  sustained  and  enforced  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  the  said  By-laws  were  still  unrepealed.

TITLE   1-CLERK. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  City  Clerk. 

4.  The  duties  of  such  Clerk,  in  addition  to  those  prescribed  by 
law,  or  by  any  By-law  oi-  resolution  of  the  Council,  now  or  hereafter 
to  be  passed,  shall  be : 

(a)  To  notify  each  member  of  the  respective  Committees  ap- 
])ointed  by  the  Council,  so  soon  as  the  appointment  has  been  made, 
of  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  will 
be  held. 

(6)  To  furnish  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  each  of 
the  Committees,  with  certified  copies  of  all  resolutions,  enactments, 
and  orders  of  the  Council,  i-elative  to  the  matters  over  which  such 
Committees  may  respectively  have  jurisdiction,  or  in  which  he  or 
they  may  be  named,  on  the  day  next  succeeding  that  upon  which 
the  action  of  the  Council  in  respect  thereof  takes  place. 

(c)  To  communicate  or  convey  to  the  Committees  all  petitions 
or  other  documents  referred  by  the  Council. 

(d)  To  have  control  over  all  officers  employed  in  his  office,  sub- 
ject to  such  orders  as  he  may  from  time  to  time  receive  from  llie 
Maj'or  or  the  Council. 

(e)  To  cause  a  notice  of  ea(;h  regular  and. special  meeting  of  the 
Council,  and  of  the  Committees,  to  be  served  on  each  of  the  mem- 
bers thereof  and  upon  the  Mayor  on  the  (hiy  of  such  meeting  be- 
inii'  held. 
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(/)  Ti)  attend  all  nici^tin^s  of  llic  < 'ouncil.  and   also  ot    (he  Com 
mitteos  when  re(]iiired  80  to  do  hy  tlu'  (Jhuirmau  or  actiug  Chair- 
man thereof,  and  to  i-ecord  the  nunutes.  orders,  and  reports,  of  all 
such  meetijigs  in  the  books  pi'ovided  i'ov  the  ])iir[)ose. 

(^/)  To  have  charge  of  the  City  8eal  and  to  attach  the  same  to 
any  document  connected  with  the  business  of  this  Corporation, 
on  the  order  of  the  Council,  or  other  proper  authoritj^,  and  to 
the  By-laws  passed  by  the  Council,  and  to  such  other  documents 
as  the  law  i-equires. 

(A)  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by 
the  Council. 

(0  The  said  Clerk  shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Police  Court  of  tlie  City. 
and  shall  faithfully  and  punctually  perform  all  the  duties  of  that 
office.  kee])ing  and  regularly,  posting  up,  and  making  all  neces- 
sary entries  in  a  suitable  set  of  books,  and  shall  on  the  tirst  day  of 
every  month  make  a  return  in  writing  to  the  City  Treasure!-  of 
all  fines,  forfeitures  and  costs  received  by  him  during  the  preced- 
ing month,  and  pay  over  the  same  to  said  Treasurer,  as  well  as 
make  a  similar  return  of  the  fines  and  costs  remaining  uncollected 
for  the  preceding  month,  which  returns  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
file  in  his  office. 

5.  The  said  Clei-k  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  By-laws  and  docu- 
ments to  which  he  has  affixed  the  City  seal  with  dates  of  sealing. 

G.  The  said  Clerk  shall  occujjy  the  office  in  the  City  Buildings  as- 
signed to  him  l)y  this  Council,  and  shall  keep  therein  safely  all 
public  documents,  l)ooks  and  papers,  which  come  into  his  hands  as 
Clerk,  and  his  office  hours  shall  be  from  ten  o'clock  a.  m.  to  three 
o'clock  p.  M.,  each  lawful  day. 

7.  When  the  Clerk  ceases  to  hold  office  he  shall  deliver  up  to 
the  Mayor,  or  acting  Maj'or,  the  City  Seal  and  all  books,  jiapers. 
deeds  and  documents  in  his  office,  possession,  or  control,  as  such 
Clerk,  or  belonging  to  this  Corporation. 

8.  The  renumeration  of  the  said  Clerk  shall  be  as  is.  or  ma}'  be 
from  time  to  time,  fixed  by  this  Council. 

9.  The  said  Clerk  shall,  when  necessary,  employ  ;nul  i)ay  any 
assistance  he  may  require  out  of  the  allowance  made  to  him  lor 
that  purpose,  the  person  employed  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Mavoi'. 
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TITLE  2-TREASURER. 

10.  There  shall  he  a  City  Treasurer. 

11.  The  person  appointed  to  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Kingston  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  or  executes  the  duties  of  said 
office,  and  within  twenty  days  after  receiving  notice  of  his  appoint- 
ment thereto,  execute  a  Bond  to  the  corporation  of  the  said  City, 
with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  being  freeholders  of  the  City 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  Cit}-  Council  and  deposited  Avith  the  Clerk 
thereof  for  safe  custody,  the  said  Treasi;rer  in  the  sum  of  fbm' thou- 
sand dollars,  and  his  sureties  in  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars 
together,  with  a  condition  to  the  said  Bond  annexed,  in  the  words 
following,  to  wit : 

"•Whereas  the  above  bounden  (A  B)  has  lately  been  appointed  to 
the  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  said  City  by  the  City  Council  thereof 

"Now  the  condition  of  the  preceding  obligation  is  such,  that  if  the 
said  (A  B)  shall  and  will,  in  all  things  whatsoever,  which  shall  and 
ma}'  in  any  wise  relate  to  his  said  office,  observe,  comply  with,  and 
adhere  to,  such  laws,  orders,  and  directions,  as  are  now  in  force, 
or  shall  from  time  to  time  be  devised,  passed,  or  given  by  the  said 
Cit}'  Council,  or  by  any  Legislatui*e,  respecting  the  said  office  of 
Treasurer,  or  respecting  the  duties  of  Treasurer,  or  the  method  or 
form  to  be  observed  by  the  Treasurer,  for  conditcting  the  business 
of  the  said  office,  and  the  more  orderly  stating  and  keeping  of  a  just, 
true,  and  exact,  account  of  the  receij)ts  and  expenditures,  and  debts 
and  credits,  of  the  said  Corporation  of  the  said  City,  and  shall  and 
will  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  time  during  his  (A  B's)  con- 
tinuance in  office,  deal  with,  take  cai-eof,  and  safely  keep  all  mon- 
ies, promissory  notes,  bonds,  debentures,  securities,  deeds,  mort- 
gages, leases,  agreements,  and  all  other  documents,  registers,  and 
other  things,  coming  into  his  hands,  as  such  Treasurer,  and  shall  at 
least  once  in  every  six  months,  and  oftener,  if  he  shall  be  there- 
unto required  by  the  said  City  Council,  furnish  to  the  said  Coun- 
cil, true,  just,  and  regular,  accounts  of  his  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, and  also  daily,  and  regularly  state  the  same  in  such  proper 
books,  as  shall  be  provided  or  directed  for  that  purpose,  and  also 
shall  and  will,  when  he  (the  said  A  B)  shall  cease  to  hold  the 
said  office  of  Treasurer,  or  if  the  said  (A  B)  shall   happen  to   die 
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dui'iiig' lii.s  rontiinuiucc  in  otlico  as  ut'orcsiiid,  then  il' his  oxecuturH 
or  tidministrator.s  shall  and  will,  within  thirty  days  after  his 
decease,  to  the  said  Cit}'  Couneil,  or  to  such  person  or  persons  as 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  an}-  resolution  or  order  of 
the  said  City  Couneil,  render  a  just  and  true  aceount,  fairly  en- 
tered in  the  books  kept  by  the  said  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  of  all 
such  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  shall  well  and  truly  pay  or 
deliver  to  the  said  corporation,  or  to  such  person,  or  persons,  as 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  same  by  the 
said  City  Council,  all  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall  be  in 
his  or  their  hands,  or  which  he  or  they  shall,  upon  such  accounts, 
be  in  arrear  or  liable  for,  to  the  said  Corporation,  without  an}'^ 
deduction  or  abatement  whatsoever;  also  deliver,  as  aforesaid, 
all  deeds,  conveyances,  leases,  mortgages,  bonds,  obligations, 
assurances,  and  all  other  muniments,  books,  documents,  papers, 
vouchers,  accounts,  goods,  chattels,  and  effects  belonging  to  the 
said  corporation  of  the  said  City,  and  which  at  any  time  during 
the  continuance  in  office  of  the  said  (A  B)  shall  have  come  to  his 
hands,  or  possession,  or  which  in  any  wise  belong  or  appertain  to 
the  said  Corporation,  or  to  the  said  office  of  Treasurer,  and  also 
the  Seal  of  the  said  City,  then  the  preceding  obligation  to  be 
void,  but  if  default  shall  be  made  in  the  performance  of  any  of 
the  said  matters  and  things  in  this  condition  contained,  then  the 
said  obligation  to  remain  in  full  force,  effect  and  virtue." 

12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasm-er  to  state  all  accounts  (in 
proper  books)  between  the  said  corporation  of  the  said  City  and 
every  person,  delator,  or  creditor,  of  the  said  coj  poration,  and  to 
examine,  and  audit  and  liquidate,  the  claims  of  all  persons  against 
the  said  corporation,  in  cases  where  provision  shall  have  been  there- 
for made  by  any  By-law  or  Eesolution  of  the  said  City  Council, 
and  in  all  cases  where  no  such  provision  shall  have  been  made,  or 
where  he  cannot  liqiudate  any  claim  without  further  provisions, 
he  shall  examine  and  report  the  same,  and  the  facts  concerning  it 
to  the  City  Council,  with  his  o])inion  thereon,  and  also  to  examine, 
adjust,  and  settle,  the  accounts  of  all  persons,  indebted  to  the  said 
corporation,  and  to  pay  all  monies  directed  b}'  any  By-law  oj- 
Eesolution  of  the  Council  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  and  to 
exhibit  to  the  City  Council,  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  convenient- 
ly done,  after  his  appt)intment,  and  on  the  third  Monday  in  January 
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alic! July  in  each  3'oar,  or  oftener  if  thereunto  i-equested,  a  complete 
statement  of  the  Funds  and  Accounts  of  the  said  corporation,  and  of 
the  annual  revenue  thereof,  and  of  the  amount  of  the  salaries  of 
their  officers,  and  other  contingent  expenses  and  appropriations 
paid,  and  of  all  monies  received  into  the  Treasuiy,  since  the  ex- 
hibition of  the  last  preceding  statement,  and  from  time  to  time  to 
report  any  improvements  that  ma}^  lie  made  in  the  premises,  and 
the  most  proper  and  advisable  mode  of  raising  such  monies  as  the 
said  coi'poration  may  from  time  to  time  have  occasion  for,  and  to 
pay  out  no  monies  whatsoever  except  by  the  directitm  of  the  City 
Council,  to  be  certified  to  him  by  the  Clerk  thereof — provided 
that  he  may  pay  interest  on  debentures  and  loans  and  also  debent- 
ures and  loans  and  all  fixed  salaries  due — and  also,  punctually  to  do 
and  perform  all  other  duties  imposed  upon  him,  the  said  Trc^asurer, 
by  any  City  B^'-law,  or  resohition  of  the  C'ity  Council,  or  any 
statute,  passed,  or  to  be  passed. 

13.  All  deeds,  conveyances,  leases,  mortgages,  documents,  bonds, 
obligations,  notes,  agreements,  releases,  securities,  and  assurances  for 
money,  given,  or  belonging,  to  the  said  corpoi'ation,  and  all  other 
instiniments  of  writing,  relating  to  an}'  real  or  personal  estate  of 
the  said  corporation,  shall  be  deposited  and  hept  in  the  office  of 
the  Treasurer,  and  all  monies  which  shall  from  time  to  time  be- 
come due  to  the  said  corporation  on  the  said  leases,  mortgages, 
bonds,  obligations  and  assurances  for  money,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  with  all  monies  received  by  him  as  such  Treasurer 
from  taxes,  or  other  sources,  nhall  be  by  liini  deposited  in  ojie  of 
the  banks  of  the  said  City  appointed  by  the  Citj'  Council. 

14.  TheTreasurershall,and  he  is  hereby  re([uired  to,  licpiidate 
from  time  1o  time  the  debts  owing  by  the  said  corporation  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  cor]»oration  as  the  Council  order  the  same  to  be 
made,  and  annex  a  just  and  true  account  Ihei-cof  to  liis  aforesaid 
statement  of  funds  and  revenue,  distinguishing  in  such  account 
to  whom  such  debts  are  owing,  whethei-  payable;  with  oi-  without 
interest,  when  conti'actcd,  on  wlial  account,  and  when  payable, 
and  what  security,  if  any,  may  have  been  givcMi  tor  the  ]»avtiK'nt 
ihereol'. 

15.  II  shall  he  the  diil  \-  of  the '^I'rcasurcr  (o  <;ill  on  all  jx-rsons 
who  may  Ix'  indrlilcd  to  the  s:iid  <'oi'poi  at  ion  lor  {\\i-  |i;i\  ini'nl    o( 


the  principal  and  interest  of  their  said  debts,  as  and  whenever 
the  same  shall  become  due,  and  also  to  call  on  all  pei-sons  en- 
trusted with,  or  who  have  received  any  monies  belonging  to  the 
said  corporation,  and  who  shall  not  have  accounted  for  the  same, 
to  collect  and  settle  their  accounts,  and  to  report  fVom  time  to 
time  the  names  of  all  persons  in  default  to  the  City  Council, 
designating  in  such  report  the  sum  or  sums  due  from  each 
defaulter  and  the  particular  circumstances  relating  thereto. 

16.  The  Treasiirer  shall  attend  the  Auditors  during  the  annual 
or  other  audit  of  the  accounts  that  may  be  ordered,  and  shall 
furnish  the  Auditors  with  all  l)Ooks,  vouchers,  papei-s,  documents, 
and  other  information,  required  by  them  during  their  audit. 

1*7.  The  Treasurer  in  conducting  the  business  of  his  ottice  shall 
observe  the  following  rules  : — 

(1.)  He  shall  open  accounts  in  the  ledger  with  every  person, 
debtor,  or  creditor,  to  the  said  corj)oration,  by  specialty",  act  of  the 
City  Council,  or  otherwise. 

(2.)  He  shall  post  the  journal  of  expenditure  and  receipts  at 
least  once  in  every  month  of  the  year. 

(3.)  He  shall  post  all  interest  which  shall  become  due,  by  special- 
ties or  otherwise,  on  debts  owing  by,  or  due  to,  the  said  coi'j)ora- 
tion,  whenever  the  interest  thereon  may  become  due,  and  also  all 
payments  on  the  same,  whenever  they  shall  be  made. 

(5.)  Where  payments  are  made  by  the  said  Treasurer  by  virtue 
of  any  By-law  oi-  resolution  of  this  Council,  the  cci'tificate  of  the 
Clei-k,  together  with  the  receipt  specifying  the  sum  so  Daid, 
shall  be  considered  to  be  his  vouchei-.  But  that  this  provision 
shall  not  affect  the  proviso  in  Section  Eleven. 

(0.)  He  shall  deposit  in  a  City  Bank  as  aforesaid  all  monies 
which  shall  come  into  his  hands  belonging  to  the  corporation,  to  its 
credit  in  its  account  to  be  kept  in  said  B:ink  in  its  name,  when 
such  monies  amount  to  one  hundred  dollars  or  upwards. 

J  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  attend  the  stated  meetings  of  the  (!ity 
Council  if  required,  and  any  otlier  of  its  meetings  he  may  Ik- 
notified  •'o  attend,  and  his  ottice  shall  be  kept  open  from  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  1(t  three  o't-lock  in  Ihr  attei-noon  every 
day  in  thcwi'ck,  Sundays  and  holidays  t.'XCo[)t<.Ml.

19.  The  Bond  of  this  corporation  from  the  present  Treasurer, 
F.  C.  Ireland  and  his  sureties  is,  notwithstanding  anything  herein 
contained,  confirmed. 

20.  The  Treasurer  shall  also,  at  all  times,  well,  faithfull}^  and 
punctually,  do  and  j^ei-form  all  other  acts  and  duties  imposed 
upon  him,  or  which  may  be  imposed  upon  him,  by  any  act  of  the 
Legislature,  or  byanyEj^-law  or  resolution  of  this  Council,  passed 
or  to  he  jjassed,  and  conform  to  all  directions  of  the  Council,  and 
its  Finance  Committee,  consistent  with  law  and  the  By-laws  of 
the  city,  and  also  furnish  any  statements  or  information  which 
the  Council  or  any  Committee  of  the  Council  may  at  any  time 
require  of  him.

24.  The  Treasurer  shall,  when  necessary,  employ  and  ]rdy  fin- 
any  clei'ical  assistance  he  may  require  out  of  the  allowance  made 
to  him  for  that  purpose,  the  jjerson  em^iloj-ed  to  be  subject  to  the 
apj^roval  of  the  Mayor. 

TITLE  SSOLICITOR. 

25.  There  shall  be  a  City  Solicitor,  who  shall  hold  office  dui-ing 
the  pleasure  of  this  Council. 

26.  His  duties  shall  be  those  usually  performed  by  a  Solicitor 
for  a  client. 

27.  He  shall  advise  all  members,  committees  and  officers  of  this 
Council  who  may  consult  him  as  to  the  affairs  of  the  Municipality. 

28.  He  shall  advise  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Police. 

29.  His  office  shall  be  in  the  City  Buildings. 

.'ill.  His  office  hour.^  shall  lie  from  ten  o'elocic  a.m.  to  four  o'clock 


P.M.,  with  llic  interval  ()]  one  lioui-   from    hvclvo  o'cloek   noon   to 
one  o'clock  p. jr. 

31.  lie  hIiuII  attend  C'ouneil  and  Coniniittee  meetings  when 
required  to  do  so. 

32.  AVlien  he  ceases  to  hold  office  he  shall  delivei-  up  to  the 
Ma^'oror  acting  Mayor  all  books,  papers,  deeds  and  documents  in 
his  possession  or  control  as  such  Solicitoi-. 

33.  The  remuneration  of  the  City  Solicitor,  ovei'  and  above 
the  costs  recovered  from  parties  litigating  \vith  this  cor})oration, 
shall  be  as  is,  or  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  this  Council. 

TITLE  4-ENCINEER. 

34.  There  shall  be  a  City  Engineer  who  shall  hold  office  dui-ing 
the  pleasure  of  this  Council. 

35.  His  office  shall  be  in  the  City  Buildings  and  his  hours  of 
duty  shall  be,  in  summer,  from  ():45  o'clock  a.m.  to  six  o'clock 
P.M.,  and  in  winter  from  (5:45  o  clock  a.m.  to  five  o'clock  p.m.  on 
each  lawful  da}',  excepting  one  hour  between  twelve  o'clock 
noon  and  one  o'clock  p.:\i. 

36.  He  shall  be  in  his  office  in  the  City  Buildings  from  eleven 
o'clock  A.M.  till  twelve  o'clock  noon  each  lawful  day. 

37.  He  shall  perfoi-m  all  tluties  api)ro])riate  to  his  office,  such  as 
hitherto  have  been  performed  by  such  officer,  and  observe  and  obey 
all  By-Laws,  Eesolutions  and  orders  of  this  Council,  or  of  the 
Committee  of  this  Council  on  Streets,  Parks  and  City  Property, 
passed  or  to  be  passed,  and  also  all  orders  of  the  Chairman  of 
such  Committees  and  Chairmen  of  Wards  casting  any  duty  n\)Ou 
him. 

38.  He  shall  especially  sec  that  the  j)r(tvision  of  this  lU'-law  i-e- 
lating  to  streets  ai'e  strictly  observed  l)y  all  persons  and  have 
offendei's  prosecuted. 

39.  He  shall  jjromptl}'  examine  and  re])ort  upon  any  disrepair 
of  the  sti'eets.  sidewalks  and  crossings,  and  shall  rei)air  any  defect 
in  any  sidewalk  or  crossing  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  come  to  his 
knowledge. 

40.  lie  shall  cai'dnllx'  ]irc])arc  all  t'stimales,  plans  and  specitica- 
lions  for  work  and  sujiplit's  recjuii'cd  and  keep  (lM])licat(,'s  lliercol' 
on  f\le  in  his  ollicc. 


-U.  When  ho  ceasas  to  Jiold  oHico  lie  shall  (U^livcr  uj)  lo  tlio 
iMa^-oi'  or  acting  Ma3-()r  all  Ixjoks,  papers,  maps,  plans,  documents 
and  instruments  in  his  office,  ])Ossession  or  control  as  such  En- 
gineer or  belonging  to  this  Cor]»oi'ation. 

42.  He  shall  sujjerintend  all  work  being  done,  whethei-  b}' 
contract,  or  otherwise,  and  see  that  it  is  jiroperl}'^  done,  and  pro- 
per materials  used.  . 

43.  He  shall  keep  the  time  of  the  artisans  and  labourers,  in  a 
book,  and  make  fortnightly  returns  thereof,  with  the  amount  of 
pa}'  each  is  entitled  to,  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  tile  duplicates 
of  such  returns  in  his  olfice,  and  he  shall  see  that  nt)  contractor 
is  overpaid  at  any  time,  and  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  have 
been  complied  with  before  he  certifies  for  payment. 

44.  He  shall  prevent  all  excavation  in,  or  disturbance  of,  the 
streets  and  sidewalks  for  any  jmrpose  and  prevent  the  entry  of 
any  public  sewer,  or  drain,  without  proper  authority  and  the 
provisions  of  this  By-law  a])plicable  to  the  case  having  been  first 
complied  with. 

45.  He  shall  measure  all  broken  stone  required  for  the  streets, 
and  see  that  it  is  of  proper  size,  and  keep  an  account  of  the 
(quantity  used  in  each  year  and  on  hand. 

46.  He  shall  see  that  all  ward  and  other  appropriations  for 
street,  sidewalk,  and  crossing  repairs,  or  the  making  of 
streets,  sidewalks,  and  crossings  are  economically  expended 
and  not  exceeded. 

47.  He  shall  attend  meetings  of  the  (-ouncil  when  required,  and 
all  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Streets,  and  make  all  statements, 
reports,  and  returns  required. 

48.  When  he  ceases  to  be  City  Engineer  ho  shall  deliver  itp  to 
the  Mayor,  or  acting  Mayor,  all  books,  plans,  reports,  returns, 
accounts,  papers  and  documents  whatsoever  in  his  hands,  posses- 
sion, or  office,  as  such  Engineei'. 

40.  The  remuneration  of  the  City  Engineer  shall  In;  as  is,  oi- 
may  from  time  to  time  1)0  fixed  by  this  Council. 


TITLE    5-ASSESSOR. 

50.  There  shall  be  one  Assessor  :ip[)oinU'il  lor  the  Municipality 
of  tlie  City  of  Kingston,  and  he  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleas- 
sure  of  this  Council. 

51.  The  Assessor  of  this  Municipality,  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided, shall  also  act  as  (.*ity  Commissioner  therefor,  but  so  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  due  and  proper  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
Assessor. 

52.  Such  Assessor  shall  use  and  occupy  a  separate  office  in  the 
City  Buildings,  and  when  he  is  not  out  assessing,  his  office  hours 
each  lawful  day  shall  be  from  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  to  four  o'clock 
P.M.,  excepting  one  hour  between  twelve  o'clock  noon  and  one 
o'clock  P.M.  each  day. 

53.  In  addition  to  the  Assessment  Eoll,  such  Assessor  shall 
keep,  and  enter  up  carefully  and  punctually,  and  con-ect  from 
time  to  time,  a  set  of  office  books,  in  the  nature  of  a  registrj^  and 
indexes,  of  all  information,  documents,  des(?ription&  of  property, 
plans,  and  data,  acquired,  or  received,  by  him,  in  connection 
with  his  office  of  Assessor,  and  duly  and  promptl}-,  each  day, 
enter  therein,  said  documents,  descriptions,  plans,  and  data,  and 
he  shall  also  keep  and  carcfuU}^  enter  up  and  correct  from  time 
to  time,  such  other  books,  registers,  indexes,  documents,  des- 
criptions, data  and  plans,  in  connection  with  his  said  office,  as 
he  may  be  directed  to  obtain  and  keep  from  time  to  time  b}-  the 
Mayor,  or  the  Court  of  Eevision  of  this  Council,  or  this  Council, 
and  he  shall  also  make  all  such  entries  in  said  Books,  Eegisters, 
and  Indexes,  and  keep  them  in  such  a  form  and  manner,  as  the 
Mayor,  or  said  Court  of  Eevision,  or  this  Council  may,  from  time 
to  time,  direct,  and  he  shall  also  obey,  observe  and  keep,  such 
rules,  and  regulations,  respecting  such  books,  registers,  indexes, 
information,  documents,  data,  and  plans,  and  the  keeping  thereof, 
and  entries  therein,  as  may  be,  from  time  to  time,  adopted  by  the 
said  Court  of  Eevision,  or  this  Council,  and  brought  to  his  notice, 
and  all  such  books,  registers,  indexes,  documents,  plains  and 
data,  shall  belong  to  this  Corjioration,  and  shall  remain  pernian- 
entl}^  in  the  Assessor's  office,  and  shall  be  correctly  and  legibly 
kept  and  docketed  and  indexed. 
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')4.  Such  Assessor  «li:ill,  within  one  wcok  of  his  ;ij)i)Oiiitiuont, 
with  two  sutHcient  surctii^s,  enter  into  ti  bond  to  this  Corporation 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  doUars,  such  Assessor  in  Five  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  each  of  his  sureties  in  Two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  for  the  due  performance  of  his  duties,  as  such  Assessor, 
and  of  indemnity  in  case  of  default  by  him  therein,  during  the 
time  he  shall  hold  the  ofHce  of  Assessor. 

55.  Such  Assessor  shall  at  all  times  exorcise  due  diligence,  appli- 
cation, and  attention,  in  obtaining  and  recording,  all  necessary 
and  useful  information,  to  enable  him  to  make  a  correct  assess- 
ment, including  the  changes  in  the  ownerships  of  propeHies, 
with  names,  quantity  and  prices,  and  also  the  improvements 
made  thereon,  from  time  to  time,  and  other  like  information,  and 
he  shall  obey,  observe,  and  keep,  the  rules  and  regulations  afore: 
said,  and  all  such  information  shall  be  treated  by  such  Assessor 
as  confidential,  and  shall  not  be  communicated  to  any  one,  except 
to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  Court  of  Eevision,  and  to  any  C'ity  official, 
to  whom  the  Mayor,  or  the  said  Court,  may  direct  it  to  be  com- 
municated, by  all  of  whom  it  shall  be  treated  as  confidential : 
Provided  that  an}-  member  of  this  Council  may  examine  the 
books,  documents,  and  plans  in  the  Assessor's  office. 

56.  Such  Assessor,  when  he  ceases  to  be  Assessor,  shall  deliver 
up  to  the  Mayor,  or  acting  Mayor,  all  the  said  books,  registers, 
imdexes,  papers,  documents,  data,  information  and  plans,  in  his 
possession,  or  office,  as  such  Assessor. 

57.  The  salary  of  the  Assessor  and  Commissioner  lor  his  duties 
as  detailed  in  this  By-law,  is  hereb}^  fixed  at  the  sum  of  Seven 
Hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly. 

58.  Such  Assessor  shall  also  duly  perform  all  other  duties  as 
prescribed  by  law  to  be  performed  b}'  him. 


TITLE    6-CITY    COMMISSIONER. 

5n.  There  sliall  be  appointed  a  competent  person,  to  fje  called, 
"The  CitN'  Commissioner"  for  the  City  of  Kingston,  who  shall  holil 
such  office  during  the  pleasure  of  th(!  Council. 

(>0.  The  said  City  Commissioner  shall  be;  providi'il  with  an  office 
in  the  City  Buildings,  and  shall  keep  a  correct  record  ol'  all 
proceedings  taken,  and  accounts  and  business  done  by  him  in  coji- 
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ncctioii  with  thi"  dutk-s  of  his  said  oftirr,  wiiich  shall  ixilDiii;-  \(>  ami 
reiuain  in  the  City  CVunraissioncr's  otticc. 

61.  WIr'U  iIk^  said  (Jity  ( 'oiumissioiu-r  ceases  to  be  Cit\-  Coinmis- 
siouer,  ho  shall  deliver  ii)*  to  the  Mayor,  or  actin_<>;Ma\-oi-,  all  hooks, 
diaries,  papers,  and  doeuments,  belonging  to  the  office  of  City 
Comniissionei",  or  in  his  office  or  ])ossession  as  City  Commissioner. 

62.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  CUty  Commissioner  to  be  in 
his  office  at  stated  portions  of  each  day,  that  is  to  say:  from  ten 
o'cloclc  A.M.  to  eleven  o'clock  a.m.,  and  from  three  o'clock  p.m. 
to  tour  o'clock  p.:m.,  tor  the  purjjosc  of  receiving  complaints 
against  any  breach  of  an}'  of  the  B3'-La\vs  in  section  64  of  this 
By-Law  mentioned,  and  at  such  times  it  shall  be  the  right  of  every 
citizen  to  attend  upon  the  said  City  Commissioner,  and  lodge  com- 
plaints in  writing  of  an}'  breach  of  any  ot  the  said  Ey-Laws.  Pro- 
vided that  the  regular  office  hours  of  the  said  City  Commissioner 
shall  be  from  ten  o'clock  a.m.  to  four  o'clock  p.m.  each  lawful  day, 
with  the  exception  of  the  hour  between  twelve  o'clock  noon  and 
one  o'clock  p.m.,  and  during  said  hours  he  shall  be  in  his  office, 
or  attending  to  business  as  said  City  Commissioner 'outside  in 
the  City. 

63.  The  said  City  Commissioner  shall,  upon  receiving  any 
complaints  under  the  preceding  section,  proceed  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible  to  visit  and  personally  inspect  the  premises,  or 
locality,  complained  of,  and  investigate  the  cause  of  complaint, 
and  if  an}"  infraction  of  any  of  the  By-laws,  mentioned  in  the 
64th  section  of  this  By-law.  has  taken  place,  he  shall  then  and 
thfere  direct  immediate  compliance  with  its  provisions,  and  in 
case  of  non-compliance  therewith,  he  shall  forthwith,  and  with- 
out further  notice,  or  with  such  notice  as  may  l)e  provided  in  this 
By-law,  prosecute  the  offender  or  offendei's.

(!7.  Tli(^  said  Cit_\'  C()inmissi(^ncr  shall  have  control  of  the 
Pounds.  Pound  Keepers,  and  I'oinul,  oi'  ('nttlc  Bailiffs,  ;iii(l  it  shiill 
Ik'  the  (lilt  \-  of  the  said  ( 'it  \  < 'oniniissjonci-  to  a'lvisc  and  inslian'l 
th<'  said  ol'licials  in  (hi'ir  I'csiifcl  i\c  (hilics. 
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t)8.  It.  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cit}^  Coiniiiissioncr  to  prosecute, 
for  all  and  every  violation,  or  infraction,  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  By-hnv  lici-ctotbre  mentioned  and  emimerated,  or  of  any 
amendtnent  thereof,  or  of  any  By-law  hereafter  ]7assed,  and  to  be 
vigilant  and  active  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  in  this  respect. 

69.  All  expenses  necessarily  incurred  bv  the  said  City  Commis- 
sioner, and  not  otherwise  paid,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of 
the  Municipality,  saving  any  recourse  thei'e  may  be  against  any 
])erson  or  persons  therefor. 

TO.  The  said  City  Commissioner  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
each  month,  make  a  monthly  return  to  the  Finance  Committee,  of 
all  expenses  incurre<l  in  carrying  (Mit  the  duties  of  Ids  office. 

71.  Until  otherwise  provided,  the  City  Assessor  shall  be  also 
City  Commissioner,  and  shall  do  the  duties  of  both  offices  for  the 
Assessor's  salary,  and  without  any  increase  of  such  salary,  and 
that  this  shall  be  a  condition  of  his  appointment  as  Assessor. 

*72.  The  Assessor's  office  in  the  City  Buildings  shall  be  the 
City  Commissioner's  office  while  the  Assessor  and  Commissioner 
is  the  same  person. 

73.  The  said  City  Commissioner  shall  obey  the  orders  of  the 
City  Council  and  of  the  Mayor,  and  shall  attend  the  Meetings  of 
the  Council,  and  Committees  when  required. 

74.  While  the  said  City  Commissioner  is  engaged  making  the 
(Jity  Assessment,  the  High  Bailiff  of  the  City  shall  be  acting  City 
Commissioner,  without  salary,  and  shall  discharge  all  the  duties 
of  the  City  Commissioner. 

75.  It  shall  the  duty  of  the  said  City  Commissioner  to  examine 
carefully-,  whenever  he  may  be  directed  ly  the  Mayor,  the  Police 
Magistrate,  oi*  any  Alderman  of  the  said  City,  all  chimneys,  tire- 
places,  hearths,  ovens,  boilers,  furnaces,  stoves,  steam  pipes,  stove 
l>i]3es,  funnels,  flues,  and  all  places  where  fii'cs  are  made  or  kept, 
or  where  ashes  are  kept,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Ma^'or,  Police 
Magistrate,  or  any  presiding  Justice  of  the  Peace,  for  the  said 
City  of  Kingston,  and  undei'  the  direction  of  the  said  Mayor, 
Police  Magistrate,  or  .Justice,  to  notify  the  owner,  occujjier,  or 
party  using  the  l)uilding  where  such  chimney,  1ii'e-])lacc,  heartli, 
oven,  boiler,  fui-nace,  stov(\  steam  pipes,  funnels,  (»!■  other  jilace 
f()r  keeping,  oi-  making  fire,  nr  \\)v  k'eeping  ashes,  may  be,  if  the 
same  be  dangei'ous,  to  disct^nlimie  the  use  of.  or  to  ivniDNc   t]U- 
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same,  and  also  to  examine  any  buildings,  or  premises,  where 
lumber,  gunpowder,  coal  oil,  or  other  inflammable  substances  are 
kept,  or  where  any  trade  dangerous  in  causing  oi-  promoting  Are 
is  carried  on,  and  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  as  well 
as  those  of  any  By-law  that  may  hereinafter  be  passed  for  the  pi-e- 
vention  of  fires,  respecting  the  same. 

76.  Whenever  any  building  in  the  said  City  is,  by  I'eason  of 
age  or  accident,  in  danger  of  falling,  or  being  set  on,  or  taking- 
tire,  and  endangers  the  surrounding  property,  or  the  lives  of  the 
citizens,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  City  Commissioner  to 
uotif)'  the  ownei-,  agent  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such 
building,  to  put  the  same  at  once  in  a  safe  condition,  and  to  guard 
against  such  fire,  or  dangerous  accident,  and  such  owner,  agent, 
or  pei'son  shall  forthwith  obey  such  notice,  and  every  person  who, 
for  twenty-four  houi'S  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  neglects  to 
obey  the  same  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  of  this  By-law. 

77.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  City  Commissioner  to  over- 
see the  erection  of  all  buildings  hereafter  to  be  built,  enhxrged, 
altered,  or  re-erected  within  the  City  of  Kingston,  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  this  By-law,  applicable  to  the  case,  ai-e  duly  observed. 


TITLE    7.-COLLECTOR. 

78.  There  shall  be  a  Collector. 

79.  The  Collector  for  the  Municipality  of  the  City  of  Kingston 
shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  this  Council. 

80.  Such  Collector  shall,  within  one  week  of  his  appointment, 
and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  with  two  good 
and  sufficient  sureties,  execute  a  bond  to  the  Corpoi-ation  of  the 
said  City,  for  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dolUirs,  himself  in  the 
sum  of  four  thousand  doUai's,  and  his  two  sureties  in  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  each,  with  the  following  recital  and  condi- 
tion thereto,  that  is  to  say  : — 

■  Whereas  the  above  (A  B)  lias  been  recently  appointed  Col- 
Icctoi-  of  the  Municipality  of  the  (^'ity  of  Kingston,  to  collect  the 
taxes,  rutcs  and  assessments  for  the  present  year  of 
the  said  City,  and  hath  been  required  and  hath  agi-ced,  in  consid- 
eration  of  such    ap|ioiiitmeTit.    to   furnish    good    and    sufficient 


sureties  to  the  said  Corporatiuu,  ior  the  due  and  faithful  perturm- 
ance  of  his  duties  as  such  CoUeetoi-,  and  for  the  due  and  faithful 
payment  to  the  Cit}'  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Kingston  (or  other 
person  duly  appointed  to  I'eceive  the  same)  of  all  moneys  coming 
into  his  hands  as  such  (JoUectoi-,  And  whereas  the  said  (0  D)  and 
(E  F)  have  agi-eed  to  become  sureties  for  the  said  (A  B)  in  this 
behalf. 

"Now  the  condition  of  the  abo\e  obligation  is  such,  that  if 
the  said  (A  B)  do  and  shall,  well  and  trulj-,  without  delay,  or  de- 
fault, collect  the  said  taxes,  rates,  and  assessments,  and  pay  over 
and  account  tor  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer,  or  person  acting 
as  such  for  the  time  being,  or  appointed  liy  the  said  Corporation 
to  receive  the  same,  and  at  least  daily,  so  long  as  he  shall  hold 
the  said  office  of  Collector,  all  taxes,  rates,  and  moneys,  coming 
into  his  hands,  or  which  shall,  or  ma-}',  be  collected,  or  received  bj' 
him,  as  such  Collector,  as  aforesaid,  and  also  make  and  deliver  to 
the  said  City  Treasurer,  daily,  a  statutory  declaration,  shewing 
the  ])ai'ticulars,  names,  and  amounts,  of  the  collections,  and  i-e- 
ceipts.  of  said  taxes,  rates,  and  assessments,  of  each  preceding  day. 
Or  that  there  wei-e  none  such,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  also  return 
the  Eolls  in  manner  and  Avithin  the  time  limited  by  laAV,  or  as 
prescril:)ed  and  i-ecpiired  in.  or  as  may  l»e  prescribed  and  required 
by,  any  Act  of  Parliament,  or  in,  oi*  under,  any  By-law,  or  resolu- 
tion, of  the  Council  of  the  said  Corporation,  ]>asscd,  or  to  be 
passed,  by  the  said  Council,  or  other  law,  in  anywise  relating  to 
his  the  said  (A  B's)  duties,  as  such  Collector,  as  aforesaid,  or  ex- 
tending the  time  tor  the  return  of  the  said  liolls.  and  if  the  said 
(A  B),  do  and  shall,  also,  in  all  and  every  respect,  faithfully  and 
diligentl}',  and  when  the  same  ought  to  be  done  and  pertormed, 
do  and  pertorm,  all  and  every  act,  matter,  and  thing,  which,  as 
such  Collector,  it  is,  or  nuiy  be.  his  duty,  l)y  law,  to  do  and  per- 
form, and  if  the  said  (A  B)  do  indemnifv  and  save  harmless  the 
said  Corpoi'ation  at  all  tinu's,  against  and  from,  all  damages, 
losses,  and  costs,  caused  by,  or  arising  trom,  any  act,  or  omission, 
of  his,  as  such  ('olleetor,  or  in  connection  with  his  .>aid  office, 
then  the  above  obligalion  to  be  \oid.  otherw  isc  lo  lie  and  remain 
in  full  foi'ce,   etfecl  ami  \  irluc.  ' 

81.  Such  Ciillcclor  shall,    in   :dl    lliiiig.-.    diligently    and    tiiitli- 
fully  observe  and  kce|»  the   said   condition,   and   didv    [leiiorni  all 
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the  (Inties,  nets,  matters,  and  thing's,  therein  nientioned,  as  to  be 
]>orlbrmed  by  hiiu,  and  also  all  oIIk-i-  duties,  aels,  matters,  and 
thing's,  hiwlully  hiid  upon  him  to  |)ertorm  at  any  lime. 

82.  Such  Collector  shall  ()e('U])y  the  office  in  th^  City  B'dldings 
assigned  to  him  by  this  Council,  :ind  his  office  hours  each  lawful 
day  shall  be  from  nine  o'clock  a.m.  to  four  o'clock  p.m.,  excepting 
one  hour  between  one  and  two  o'clock  p.m.  each  da}'. 

83.  If  there  be  more  than  one  Collector  appointed  tlie  tbregoing 
provisions  shall  apply  to  each  Collector. 

84.  The  remuneration  of  the  Collector,  or  Coliectoi's,  and  the 
manner  and  time  of  payment  shall  be  as  is,  or  may  be,  from  time 
to  time,  by  resolution,  or  By-law,  fixed  hy  this  Council. 

TITLE    8-HICH    BAILIFF. 

85.  There  shall  be  a  High  Bailitf. 

86.  The  offices  of  High  Bailitf  and  Chief  Constable  of  the  City 
shall  be  held  by  the  same  person,  and  the  Chief  Constable  of  the 
City  for  the  time  being  shall  be  High  Bailitf  of  the  City  so  long  as 
he  shall  hold  the  office  of  Chief  Constable  and  no  longer. 

87.  No  salary  or  other  emolument  shall  be  attached  to  the  said 
office  of  High  Bailitf. 

88.  The  High  Bailitf  shall,  in  addition  to  his  duties  ^jrescribed 
by  law,  obey,  observe,  and  co-opei'ate,  with  the  City  Commissioner 
in  having  obeyed,  observed,  and  carried  out,  all  B_y-laws,  regula- 
tions, resolutions,  and  orders,  of  the  City  Council,  or  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  or  other  proper  authority,  and  while  the  City  Assessors 
is  engaged  in  assessing,  shall  pertbi'm  the  duties  of  City  Com- 
missionei". 


TITLE  9.— Present  Officers  and  their  Saiaires  and  Emoluments  Confirmed. 

89.  The  pci'sons  holding  the  Otfices  of  Assessor,  (/ollectoi-.  City 
Commissioner,  High  Hailitf,  City  Clei-k,  Cit^-  Ti-easurer,  City 
Engineer,  and  City  Solicitor  respectively,  at  the  time  this  Jiy-law 
comes  into  force,  are  hereby  confirmed  in  theii*  said  respective 
offices  with  tlieii-  jjresent  salai'ies  and  emoluments. 
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DIVISION   11. 


TITLE    I  .—Auctioneers. 

90.  Every  auctioneer  or  other  person  selling,  or  putting  up  for  sale, 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  ett'ects,  by  public  auction  within  the 
City  of  Kingston,  shall  before  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  so  to  do, 
fii-st,  take  out  an  obtain  from  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  said  City, 
who  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  same,  a  license  to  act  as  such 
auctioneei",  and  for  which  license  there  shall  be  paid  before  the 
issue  thereof,  by  every  such  person  to  the  said  City  Treasui-ei-,  the 
sum  of  forty  dollars,  and  such  license  shall  not  be  ti-ansfcrable 
without  leave  of  this  Council,  and  no  such  license  shall  be  issued 
to  more  than  one  person,  or  contain  the  name  of  more  than  one 
person,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  no  person  ov  clerk, 
agent,  or  employee,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  all(jw- 
ed  to  sell  by  public  auction  as  afoi'esaid,  for,  or  in  the  place  or 
stead  of  any  auctioneer,  under  or  by  virtue  of  such  auctioneer's 
license,  and  any  person,  clerk,  agent,  or  employee,  so  doing  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  shall  be 
dealt  with  accordingl}-. 

91.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  licensed  auctioneers,  subject  to  the  right 
of  the  public,  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Siitui-days,  between  the 
hours  of  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  one  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon, to  sell  by  public  auction  on  the  public  street,  ov  place  in 
front  of  their  own  shops,  or  auction  rooms,  subject  to  the  B^'-Law 
relating  to  the  public  markets  where  aj^plicable,  provided  always 
that  the  adjoining  sidewalk  or  pavement,  is  not  adowed  by  them 
to  be  at  any  time  obstructed  by  goods,  or  persons,  (including 
themselves),  and  is  kept  t\-ee  and  clear  tor  the  passing  and  le- 
passing  of  the  public,  and  that  no  more  than  ten  feet  of  the  public 
street,  or  place  outward  from  the  sidewalk,  oi-  pavement,  and 
directly  in  front  of  theii-  shops,  or  auction  rooms,  be  occupied  by 
the  goods,  or  wares  the}'  arc  selling,  or  which  are  exposed  by  them, 
and  not  more  than  three  feet  farther  out  by  the  persons  attending 
the  sales,  such  occupation  to  be  allowed  onl^'  on  the  said  days 
named,  between  the  hours  aforesaid,  and  every  such  auctioneer, 
betbre  availing  himself  of  the  j^rovisions  of  this  By-law,  shall,  with 
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{wt>  sufUcieul.  smvlic?;,  cuter  into  ;i  IxmkI  in  ;i  [it'iialty  oi' tour  hiui- 
(Ired  floUars  tor  the  ohservauee  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-law, 
rehiting  to  auctioneers,  and  of  indemnity  to  tliis  Corporation  for 
any  loss  or  (hunages  arising  from  or  in  consequence  of  the  exer- 
cise of  the  privileges  hereby  gi-anted,  or  of  the  neglect  or  default  of 
the  said  auctioneer  in  connection  therewith  or  with  said  provi- 
sions. 

92.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  licensed  auctioneers,  subject  as 
aforesaid,  after  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  the  before  named 
days,  to  sell,  b}-  public  auction,  live  stock,  fai-m  produce, 
carriages  and  other  wheeled  vehicles,  sleighs,  cutters,  trees, 
shrubs,  plants,  and  flowers  in  pots,  and  agricultural  imple- 
ments, in  such  places,  in  that  part  of  the  market  square  of 
market  number  one,  including  the  cattle  market,  and  the  part  be- 
tween the  cattle  market  and  King  Street,  as  the  clerk  of  the  public 
markets  shall  point  out,  Provided  always,  that  the  crossings  and 
sidewalks  oi-  pavements  shall  be  at  all  times  kept  free  from  obstruc- 
tions by  goods,  articles,  and  persons,  as  aforesaid,  and  clear  for  the 
passing  and  re-passing  of  the  public.  And  provided  also  that  the 
market  fees  on  the  articles  ottered  for  sale  shall  in  all  cases  be  tirst 
paid  by  such  auctioneer. 

93.  Except  as  jjrovided  in  the  two  preceding  sections,  no  auc- 
tioneer shall  occupy  or  obstruct  any  public  street,  walk,  pavement, 
or  place,  by  goods,  wares,  or  articles,  or  by  drawing  together  a 
crowd  or  number  of  persons  for  or  to  attend  a  sale  or  attempted 
sale. 

94.  No  auctioneer  shall,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  sell  by 
public  auction  any  goods,  wares,  or  other  articles  or  things,  in  any 
public  street  or  place. 

95.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  auctioneers,  without  notice  or  re- 
quest, immediately  to  remove  from  the  public  streets  or  places,  at 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  aforesaid  days,  such  goods, 
articles  or  wares  as  they  may  have  placed  thereon,  and  also  to  pay 
the  market  fees  on  said  goods,  articles  or  wai'es  when  liable  thereto 
and  any  such  auctioneer  neglecting  to  do  eithei-  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  committed  a  bieach  of  this  H^'-law,  and  shall  i>e  dealt 
with  accordingly. 

96.  Ever}'  licensed  auctioneer  shall  exhibit,  hung  up  in  a  con- 
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spicuous  placT  ill  liis  Miutiou  room,  his  nanio.  husine?^s  and  license, 
and  sliall,  ifn-qiU'sted  on  the  oceusion  ol'a>^alc,  f»r()(hife  his  liecuse, 
and  in  case  there  is  no  license,  or  it  is  not  ])i'oduced.  the  sale  may 
he  stopped  until  a  license  is  ju'oduced. 

97.  Licenses  niaj-  he  <^ranted  to  tirms  (naming  each  member), 
doing-  business  iii  the  same  premises,  for  a  license  fee  of  fort}- 
dollars,  to  be  increased  by  a  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  member 
of  the  firm  beyond  one,  and  such  license,  shall  expire  at  the  same 
time  as  the  other  licenses,  to  be  issued  under  this  By-Law,  and  in 
case  of  the  illness  or  tem])orary  absence  of  amy  licensed  auction- 
eer his  clerk  or  any  person  (])rovided  such  clerk  or  person  has 
been  a  resident  of  the  City  for  one  month  continuously  imme- 
diately preceding  the  occasion)  may  sell  by  public  auction  in  his 
behalf  under  his  license  during  such  illness  or  absence. 


TITLE   2. -Bagatelle  Tables,  Billiard   Tables,   Ball  Alleys,   Bowling  Alleys, 
Racket  or  Tennis  Courts. 

98.  That  tromand  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law,  no  Bagatelle 
Tables,  Billiard  Tables,  Ball  Alleys,  BoAvling  Alleys.  Racket  or 
Tennis  Courts,  shall  be  kept  or  used  in  the  said  city,  unless  licensed 
by  the  City  Council  as  hereinafter  provided. 

99.  Ever}^  person  who  shall  within  the  City  of  Kingston,  keep 
or  have  in  his  possession,  or  on  his  premises,  any  bagatelle  table, 
or  tables  for  hire,  or  gain,  directly  or  indirectl}^,  or  who  shall  keep 
oi-  have  any  such  bagatelle  table,  or  tables,  in  any  house  or  place 
of  public  entertainment,  or  house  or  place  of  public  resort,  whether 
such  bagatelle  table  or  tables  be  used  or  not,  before  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  him  so  to  do,  shall  first  take  out  and  obtain  from  the 
City  Treasurei'  of  said  City,  who  is  hereby  authoi-ized  to  issue  the 
same,  upon  payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  mentioned,  of  license 
monej^'  for  each  table,  a  license  to  keep  or  have  such  bagatelle 
table,  or  tables,  as  aforesaid,  and  for  every  such  license  there  shall 
be  first  paid  by  such  person  to  the  said  .Treasurer,  the  sum  of 
^10.00,  and  for  each  additional  bagatelle  table  kept  on  the  same 
premises,  the  sum  of  $5.00. 

100.  Every  person  who  shall  within  the  City  of  Kingston,  keep 
or  have  in  his  possession,  or  on  his  jjremises,  any  billiard  table,  or 
tables,  for  hire  or  gain,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  Avho  shall  keep  or 
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have  nuy  such  billiard  table  or  tables,  in  any  house  or  place  of 
public  entertainment,  or  house  or  place  of  public  resort,  whether 
such  billiard  table  or  tables  be  used  or  not,  before  it  shall  be  lawful 
lor  him  to  do  so,  shall  tirst  take  out  and  obtain  i'vom  the  City 
Treasurer  of  the  said  city,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the 
same,  upon  payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  mentioned  of  license 
money  for  each  table,  a  licsnse  to  keep  or  have  such  billiard  ta})le 
or  tables  as  aforesaid,  and  for  every  such  license  there  shall  be  fii-st 
paid  by  such  person,  to  the  said  Treasurer,  the  sum  of  $80.00.  and 
for  eacli  additional  billiard  table  kept  on  the  same  premises,  the 
sum  of  $10.00. 

101.  Every  person  setting  up  or  keeping  for  hire  oi-  profit  any 
ball  alle}',  bowling  alley,  racket  or  tennis  court,  within  the  City 
of  Kingston,  shall  hrst  take  out  and  obtain  a  license  from  the 
City  Tj'easurer,  who  is  hei'eby  authorized  to  issue  the  same,  upon 
payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  required  to  be  paid  for  such 
license,  and  the  person  obtaining  the  license  shall  pay  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  at  the  time  of  takii^-  out  the  same,  for  a  license 
for  a  bowling  alley  the  sum  of  $30.00,  and  for  a  license  for  a  ball 
alle}',  racket  court  or  tennis  court,  each  the  sum  of  $10.00. 

102.  No  person  shall  allow  play  in  a  bowling  alley  or  at  a  billiard 
table,  or  bagatelle  table,  later  than  twelve  o'clock  at  night,  except 
on  Saturday  night,  and  then  not  later  than  half  past  eleven  o'clock 
at  night,  and  any  person  so  offending  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalties  authorized  by  this  By-Law,  and  on  conviction  (except  for 
the  first  offence)  he  shall  forfeit  his  license,  if  the  Magistrate  shall 
think  proper. 

lOo.  For  each  day  upon  which  any  bagatelle  table,  billiard  table 
ball  alley,  bowling  alley,  or  racket,  or  tennis  C(^urt,  shall  be  had  and 
Icept  for  hire,  or  gain,  or  pi'ofit  as  aforesaid,  whether  i)lay  has 
taken  place  or  not,  without  the  proper  license  therefoi-,  as  recpiired 
iy  this  By-Law,  a  distinct  and  separate  offence  in  res])ect  of  each 
such  table,  alley,  and  court,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  co)n- 
mitted  against  this  By-Law,  an<l  the  ])ei-son  guilty  thereof  shall  he 
dealt  with  accordinii'h'. 


TITLE    3    Hawkers    and    Petty    Chapmen. 
104.    Kvery  hawker  or  petty  chapninu,  and  cvfry    oilier    person 
earrving  on  a  petty  trade  wlio  has  not  becctme  a    |ieniianeut  resi- 
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dent  householder  in  the  City  of  Kingston,  or  who,  not  being  such 
resident  householder,  goes  from  place  to  place,  or  to  other  men's 
houses,   on   loot,   or  with   any  animal.  Ijearing   or    drawing   any 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  for  sale,  or  in  or  with  any  boat,  ves- 
sel or  other  craft,  or  otherwise,  within  this  citj",  carrying  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  for  sale,  before  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to 
exercise  any  such  calling  as  aforesaid,  within  this  city,  shall  take 
out  and  obtain  from  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  said  City,  who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  same,  a  license  to  exercise  such  call- 
ing, and  for  which  license  there  shall  be  first  paid  by  such  person 
to  the  said  Treasurer,  the  several  and  respective  sums  hereinafter 
mentioned,  as  the  case  may  require,  that  is  to  say  : 
By,  every  such  person  travelling  on  foot,  the  sum  of  $20.00. 
By  every  such  person  travelling  with  any  animal,  bearing  or  draw- 
ing any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  for  sale,  the  sum  of 
$30.00. 
By  every  such  person  trading  as  aforesaid,  in  or  with  any  boat, 
vessel  or  other  craft,  not*  decked,  carrying  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise  for   sale,   the   sum    of  $30.00  for  each  boat  or 
vessel. 
By  every  such  person  trading,  as  aforesaid,  in  or  with  a  decked 
vessel,  carrying  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  for  sale,  the  sum 
■   of  $40.00   for   each   vessel.     And    a   similai'   sum  by  every 
such  person  employed  or  being  on  any  steamer  or  other  deck- 
ed vessel  carrying  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  fo]-  sale,  in 
such  steamer  or  decked  vessel. 
105.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  every  policeman,  constable 
or   peace  officer,  to  seize  and  detain    any  such  hawker  or  pett^' 
chapman,  oj-  other  trading  person,  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  found 
trading  without  a  license  contrary  to  this  By-hnv,  or  who,  being 
found  trading,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  produce  and  shew  a  license 
according  to  this  By-law  after  being  ivciulrcd  to  do  so,  in  order  to 
his  being  taken,  and  rhcy  ai-e  hereby  icuiuircd  to  take,  without  dc- 
hiy.  evei'v  such  ])('rson   so  seized  and  detained   hetore  the  I'olice 
Magistrate,  or  any  ningisti'atc  of  the  city  having  jurisdiction,  lo  lie 
dealt  with  as  hei'cinaftcr  jirovidcd  ;is  toi-  a   lircacii  of   iln^  Uy-law. 

lOG.  No  ])erson  cxci'cisiiig  any  of  such  callings  oi-  I  I'.-ulcs.  as  ati)rc- 
.«^aid,  shall  neglect  or  ix'fiisc  to  prodiicf  his  license  when  ic(|iiiii-(.l 
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so  (()  do  l)y  the  Major  or  any  alderman,  or  justice  of  the  peace 
having- jurisdiction,  or  by  any  policeman,  constable  or  peace  officer, 
and  if  any  such  person  so  does,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  accoi-dingly. 

107.  Any  person  or  persons  who 'shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale  by 
sample  or  otherwise,  going  from  shop  to  shop,  or  from  house  to 
house,  in  the  city,  goods  then  in  the  city  or  in  transit  to  the  city, 
and  also  any  person  who  shall,  upon  arrival  in  the  citv,  put  up  in 
any  yard,  shed,  or  other  place,  his  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
and  subsequently  offer  the  same  for  sale  by  sample  or  otherwise, 
going  from  shop  to  shop,  or  house  to  house,  in  the  city,  for  the 
pui-pose  of  selling  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  treated  in  all  re- 
spects as  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  respecting 
hawkei's  and  petty  chajimen,  and  other  persons  carrying  on  petty 
trades,  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  i-equire  a  license  such  as  is  required 
by  this  By-law  to  be  taken  out  by  a  hawker,  petty  chapman  or 
person  carrying  on  a  petty  trade,  as  afoi-esaid. 

108.  Provided  always,  that  no  such  license  shall  be  requii-ed  for 
ha\\king,  ])eddiing,  or  selling  from  any  vehicles  or  othei-  convey- 
ances, any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  to  any  i-etail  dealer,  or  for 
hawking  or  peddling  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  the  growth, 
produce  or  manufacture  of  this  Province,  not  being  liquors  within 
the  meaning  of  the  law  relating  to  taverns  or  tavern  licenses,  if 
the  same  ai-e  being  hawked  or  peddled  by  the  manufacturer  or 
})roducer  of  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  by  his  bona  fide 
servants  or  employees  having  WM'itten  authorit3Mn  that  behalf,  and 
any  such  servant  or  employee  shall  produce  and  exhibit  his  written 
authoi'ity  when  required  to  do  so  by  any  municipal  or  peace  offi- 
cei',  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  produce  and  exhibit  such  authority 
shall  be  held  to  be  a  breach  of  this  Bj'-law,  and  shall  be  dealt  with 
accoi'dingly,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  excuse  or  exempt 
any  person  from  the  payment  of  any  market  fee  which  may  be 
lawfidly  imposed  and  collected. 

100.  It  shall  not  lie  lawful  for  any  ])erson  to  otter  for  sale  or 
can-)-  or  hawk  about  in  the  streets,  or  other  j)ui)lic  places,  in  any 
basket,  or  other  recejttacle,  or  thing,  any  fruit,  or  othei-  article 
bornt-  or  conveyed  l»y  hand,  subject  to  the  j)r()viso  to  the  last  pre- 
ceding  st'i-tion    of  this    Hy  law.  i'\(H'|i(    licensed  hawkiMs  or  |K'tty 
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chapmen  or  other  licensed  petty  tradesmen  as  atbrcsaid.  Provided 
always  that  stands,  fbi-  the  sale  of  triiit  b}"  adult  persons,  may  be 
])laced  in  o'ateways,  areas,  and  other  i-ecesses,  oit'  the  public  sti-eet, 

under  the  direction  oftlic  IIiM;h  Baiiittoj' the  v\\\. 


TITLE    4-lntelligence    Offices. 

110.  Eveiy  person  setting  up,  intending  to  keep,  or  keeping  an 
intelligence  office  within  the  City  of  Kingston,  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  the  mnnes  and  residences  of,  and  giving  infbrmution  to 
or  procuring  servants  foi-,  employers  in  want  of  (hmiesiics  or  labour- 
ers, oi-  for  registei'ing  the  names  and  i-esidences  of,  and  giving  in- 
formation to,  or  procuring  emplojnnent  for  domestics,  servants,  and 
other  lal)Ourers  desiring  employment,  shall,  before  entering  upon 
such  business,  take  out  a  license,  to  be  issued  by  the  City  Trea- 
sui'ei',  who  is  hereb}'  authorized  to  issue  the  same  on  ])ayment  of 
the  license  mone}-,  for  which  said  license  the  person  obtaining  the 
same  shall  pay,  at  the  time  of  obtaining  the  same,  the  sum  of  §2.00. 

111.  Every  person  licensed  to  keep  an  intelligence  ofrice  shall 
keep'a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered,  at  the  time  of  a])plication, 
the  name  and  residence  of  any  person  who  ma}'  apply  for  employ- 
ment, and  the  name  and  residence  of  any  person  wlio  may  make 
application  to  be  supplied  with  male  or  female  domestics,  servants, 
or  other  labourers,  and  also  any  and  all  sums  of  money  which  may 
be  received  fi-om  any  person  for  any  such  services,  and  such  liook 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  City  Commis- 
sioner or  High  Bailiif  of  the  city,  and  of  the  City  l-ouncil  Com- 
mittee on  Jjicenses. 

112.  Ever}'  person  licensed  to  keep  an  intelligence  oftice  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive,  at  the  time  of  application,  the  tbllowing  fees 
and  no  moi-e  : — From  every  male  applying  lor  place  or  employ- 
ment a  sum  not  exceeding  25cts. ;  from  every  female  a])plying  for 
place  or  em])loyment,  a  sum  not  exceeding  20cts. ;  from  every 
person  making  ap]»lication  foi-  a  male  donu'stic,  servant,  or  other 
laboiu'er,  a  sinii  not  e.xciH'tling  2r)cts. :  from  e\cr\-  |k'I'soii 
making  application  for  a  female  donu'stic.  servant,  orotiier  lalioui'er. 
a  sum  not  exceeding  20cts. ;  for  which  said  siinis.  a  receipt  sliall 
be  given  at  the  tinieot  making  a|iplii'at  i<in  to  the  jiei'son  so  ajt- 
plying.  anil  iii  the  e\enl  ot  no  place  or  enijilo\  nicnl  heing  olitaint-d 
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;is  ;i|)i)lic'i|  l()r.  oi'  no  doinuslir.  scrvanl  or  ollicf  hihoiirrr,  as  a[i- 
])lie(l  Ibi-  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  the  a2>[)lieatioi],  one 
half  the  fees  so  paid  shall  be  refiuided  on  the  demantl  of  the  person 
jjroducing  the  i-eceipt. 

113.  Every  person  licensed  to  keep  an  intelligence  oftice,  Avho 
shall  directly  or  indirectly,  or  through  any  person  or  persons, 
make  or  iise  an}'  imjjroper  device,  deceit,  false  representation, 
false  pi-etences,  or  any  imposition  whatsoever,  tor  any  improjjcr 
])Ui']>oae,  or  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  fee,  money,  or 
graluit}'  or  other  thing  of  value  from  an}'  cusfomer,  person 
or  persons,  patron  or  patrons,  or  who  shall  bo  guilty  of 
extortion,  or  of  taking  or  demanding  any  article  or  thing 
oi- any  fees  except  those  authoi'ized  by  the  preceding  section  shall 
be  subject  to  the  penalties  of  this  Bj'-Law,  as  for  a  breach  thereof, 
and  upon  conviction  for  the  same  shall,  except  for  the  fii'st  offence, 
forfeit  his  license. 


TITLE  5-"  Junk"  Stores  or  Shops. 

114.  Every  person  opening  or  keeping  a  "junk"  store  or  shoj)  in 
the  Cit}',  shall  first  obtain  from  the  City  Treasm-ei-  a  license,  and 
pay  him  the  license  fee  hereinafter  fixed  for  such  license,  and  the 
Cit}'  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  such  license  u]ion  re- 
ceiving the  license  fee. 

115.  The  said  license  fee  shall  be  $30.00. 

116.  The  said  license  shall  be  issued  upon,  and  shall  have,  the 
following  conditions  endorsed  on  the  back  of  the  same,  that  is  to 
say : 

(a).  The  licensee  shall  keep  a  suitable  book  in  w^hich  he  shall 
enter  as  they  are  made,  all  the  ])urchases  made  by  him,  or  by  any 
oiK^  in  his  behalf,  describing  the  articles  purchased  and  stating  the 
price  ]>aid,  and  also  the  name  and  residence  <^f  seller,  giving  the 
number  and  street,  Avhich  jmrticulars  he  shall  obtain  from  the 
seller,  and  also  the  date  of  the  juirchase. 

(b).  Tlie  licensee,  or  any  one  in  his  behalf,  shall  not  sell  ajiy 
article  purchased  by  him,  until  two  days  (not  including  Sunday), 
alter  its  purchase  during  which  time  he  shall  keep  such  article  ex- 
posed to  public  view  in  his  store  oi-  shoj)  in  the  front  part  of  the 
same  in  a  special  place  or  compartment  and  allow  imy  person  to 
examine  the  same  without  charge. 
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(c).  The  liccusee  shall  iiul  nor  shall  any  per.son  in  his  bohalt 
purchase  any  article  from  any  pei-son  who  is  under  fittecn  yeai-s 
of  ag-e. 

(d).  The  licensee  shall  not,  nor  shall  any  one  in  his  behalf,  pur- 
chase any  article  which  he  thinks  or  has  reason  to  think,  has 
been  stolen,  and  shall  immediately  inform  the  police  of  the  at- 
tempt to  sell  such  article  to  him. 

(e).  The  licensee  shall  at  all  times,  between  seven  o'clock  A.M. 
and  eight  o'clock  P.M.,  on  any  lawful  day  or  days,  permit  any  de- 
tective or  policeman  to  search,  without  a  search  warrant,  his 
house,  store  or  shop,  for  stolen  goods  or  articles,  and  to  examine 
the  book  in  condition  {(i)  mentioned. 

(/).  Each  licensee  shall  lv"eep  suspended  in  a  public  place 
in  his  shop  or  store,  so  as  to  be  read  by  persons  therein,  a  copy 
of  the  provisions  of  this  By-law,relating  to  "Junk''^stores  or  shops, 
such  copy  to  be  furnished  on  application  by  the  City  Treasure)-. 

(g).  Upon  the  breach  of  any  of  the  above  conditions  the  said  li- 
censee shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  liable 
to  the  penalty  in  such  case  provided. 

(h).  Upon  the  licensee  being  convicted  of  a  third  breach  of  the 
said  conditions,  his  license  shall  be  forfeited,  and  a  breach  of 
any  one  of  the  said  conditions  shall  be  held  •'o  be  a  breach  of  the 
said  conditions,  within  the  meaning  of  this  condition. 

117.  The  High  Bailiff  shall,  without  a  warrant  as  aforesaid, 
visit  or  cause  to  be  visited,  on  every  alternate  lawful  day,  each 
licensed  "Junk"  store  or  shop  within  the  hours  before  mentioned, 
but  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  prevent  him  visiting, 
or  causing  to  be  visited,  such  stores  or  shops  at  other  times  when 
he  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  proper  to  do  so. 

TITLE    6-Fre8h    Meat. 

118.  Except  as  hereafter  in  this  section  is  provided,  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  person  to  offei-  or  expose  for  sale,  or  sell,  fresh 
meat  in  this  city  unless  in  a  shoj)  or  place  fixed  upon  and  autho- 
rized for  the  purpose  by  this  Council  by  resolution  duly  passed 
which  shop  or  place  shall  in  all  cases  be  a  room  or  compartment 
in  whieh  nothing  but  fresh  or  cured  meat  is  exposed  for  sale  or 
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sturi'd,  oil  the  linst  or  y;r()Uii(i  floor  of  a  house  built  of  such  lualev- 
ials  as  may  bo  authorized  in  its  locality  by  the  jirovisioiis  of  this 
By-law.  relating'  to  fii'e  limits  in  force  at  the  time,  and  such  room 
oi-com))artment  shall  open  to  the  public  street,  and  shall  be  of  the 
dimensions  following,  that  is  to  say  :  it  shall  be  at  least  nine  feet 
wide  with  a  superficial  area  of  floor  of  one  hundred  and  forty-four 
Bquare  feet,  and  at  least  eight  feet  six  inches  from  the  surface  of 
the  floor  to  the  ceiling,  and  it  shall  be  fitted,  drained,  arranged 
and  ventilated  as  hereinafter  is  specified  and  required.  Provided 
that  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  prevent  the  sale  of 
fresh  meat  hy  the  quarter,  side,  or  carcase,  in  the  oiDen  market 
IVo  1,  or  in  the  public  streets,  under  the  provisions  of  this  By- 
law, relating  to  the  public  markets,  or  shall  in  any  way  apply  to 
the  sale  of  fresh  meat  in  the  Shambles  in  the  Market  Building, 
"which  may  be  conducted  as  hitherto,  except  as  to  the  license  and 
license  fee  which  ma}'  be  required. 

119.  This  Council  shall  from  time  to  time,  on  application  to  be 
made  l)y  petition  to  this  Council,  consider  the  suitability  of  any 
shop  or  place  mentioned  in  any  such  application  as  a  shop  or 
place  for  the  sale  of  fresh  meat,  and  if  this  Council  considers 
such  shop  or  place  satisfactory  as  a  shop  or  place  for  the  sale  of 
fi"esh  meat,  it  may  b}'  resolution  duly  jiassed,  fix  and  authorize 
slich  shoj)  or  place  as  a  place  where  fresh  meat  may  be  sold  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  By-law,  relating  to  the  sale  of  fresh 
meat. 

120.  Licenses  for  the  sale  of  fresh  meat  in  less  quantities 
than  by  the  quarter  carcase  shall  be  granted  annually  or  oftener, 
as  may  be  i-equired,  to  persons  applying  to  this  Council  for 
the  same,  and  who  have  a  shop  or  place  suitable  for  such  sale 
suitably  situated  in  the  city,  and  who  produce  a  certificate  from 
the  Clerk  of  the  Market  that  the  shop  or  ])lace  is  suitable,  and 
that  the  provisions  of  this  By-law,  i-elating  to  the  sale  of  fresh 
meat,  have  been  fully  cojnjilied  with  by  the  applicant  in  respect 
to  the  said  shop  or  ])lace,  its  size,  fitting  up,  ventilation,  drainage, 
arrangement  and  otherwise;  and  no  liceusi!  shall  be  gi-aiitcd 
without  such  a  certificate,  nor  unless  this  Couiu-ildo  by  resolution 
fix  and  authorize  such  shop  or  place  as  a  ])lace  for  the  sale  of 
fresh  meat,  or  have  already  done  so;  provided  that  this  Council, 
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ma}'  iTriiso  any  lirciisc  appliod  lor,  oi-  (o  lix  or  aiilhoi'i/.c  aiiv 
^liup  or  |»lai,-c  as  a  iilacc  Cor  llic  .sale  of  iresli  meal,  if  thc\'  arc  of 
o)iiiiion  thai  (lie  situation  or  the  |(lacc  is  unsuitable  for  the  })ur- 
]K)se  f>f  exposinu'  ibr  sale  or  sclliui;-  fresh  meat  therein;  and  pro- 
vided that  thei-e  shall  be  paid  for  eueh  license  a  license  fee  of 
$50.00. 

121.  Said  licenses  shall  be  issued  annual!)-  or  oftener,  as  may 
l)e  re(|uired  by  the  City  Ti'easurer,  uj)on  the  oi'der  of  this  Coun- 
cil, and  upon  the  payment  to  him,  b}'  the  person  taking  out  the 
license,  of  a  license  fee  of  $50.00  for  each  license  issued;  and  no 
license  shall  be  issued  or  shall  l>e  valid  unless  the  same  has  been 
ordered  by  this  (.'ouncil. 

122.  Every  license  shall  be  issued  in  connection  with  a  sho]) 
OI-  ])lace  tixed  u])on  and  authoi-ized  for  the  sale  of  fresh  meat  by 
this  Council  as  aforesaid  and  not  otherwise,  and  shall  not  apply  to 
or  l)e  eftective  as  to  an}-  other  shoj)  or  place  whether  the  latter  be 
so  authoi'ized  or  not,  and-siich  license  may  be  transferred  by  the 
licensee  to  another  pei'son  by  leave  of  this  Council  on  projDer  ap- 
plication being  made,  and  an  entry  of  such  transfei-  shall  be  made 
b}'  the  City  Treasui-er  in  the  license  book  to  be  kept  by  him. 

123.  Jt  shall  not  be  lawful  tbi-  any  person  to  expose  or  offer  for 
sale,  or  to  sell  fresh  meat,  in  this  city  in  quantities  less  than  by 
the  quarter  cai-case  without  having  obtained  and  holding  a  valid 
license,  or  having  had  a  valid  license  transfej-red  to  him  or  her  by 
leave  of  this  Council  as  aforesaid  and  holding  the  same  ;  and  no 
person  shall  expose  or  offer  tor  sale  or  sell  fresh  meat  in  this 
city  unless  in  a  shop  or  place  tixed  upon  and  authorized  lor  the 
sale  of  fresh  meat  b}'  this  Council  as  aforesaid,  excepting  always 
as  is  provided  in  the  })iT)viso  to  the  118th  section  of  this  By-law. 

J 24.  ISo  ju'ticle,  commodity  or  thing,  except  fresh  meat,  or 
ciu-ed  meat,  shall  be  ottered  oi-  ex])osed  for  sale,  or  sold  or  stored 
in  any  shop  or  })lace  tixed  ujion  and  authorized  for  the  sale  ot 
fresh  meat  by  this  Council,  as  aforesaid,  during  the  time  any  li- 
cense issued  in  connection  with  such  shop  or  jjlace  shall  remain 
in  force  and  said  slioj)  or  j)lace  is  used  tor  the  sale  of  fresh  meat 
thereundci',  or  while  the  shoj)  or  place  is  used  fbi-  the  purpose  of 
the  sale  of  Iresh  meat,  or  while  Iresh  meat  is  exposed  for  sale  there- 
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in,  unci  any  pcM-son  contravening  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  committed  a  breach  of  this  By-lnw,  and  shall  be  dealt  with 
aecoi'dingly. 

,  125.  The  Clerk  of  the  Public  Mai-ket  of  this  city  shall  inspect 
in  the  da}^  time  all  shops  or  places  fixed  upon  and  authorized  by 
this  Council  for  the  sale  of  fresli  meat  as  aforesaid,  and  in  which 
fresh  meat  is  exposed  for  sale  or  sold,  at  least  once  a  week  fi-om 
the  first  da}-  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  October,  following,  in  each 
yeai",  an'd  at  least  once  a  fortnight  from  the  fii'st  day  of  October 
until  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year,  and  shall  rejjort  imme- 
diately and  from  time  to  time  to  this  ('ouncil  any  infringeme*nt 
of  the  provisions  or  requirements  of  this  Bj'-law  relating  to  the 
sale  of  fresh  meat  which  niay  have  taken  place;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  to  s^e  that  the  said  jirovisions 
and  of  any  further  regulations  res])ecting  the  sale  of  fresh  meat 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  by  this  (youncil,  be  duly 
observed  and  carried  out  and  the  parties  ])unished  who  fail  to  ob- 
serve or  carry  out  the  same  according  to  law. 

126.  The  following  conditions  and  re({uirements  must  be  com- 
plied with  by  tlie  applicant  for  a  license  to  sell  i'resh  meat  as 
aforesaid,  and  by  licensees  licensed  to  sell  fresh  meat,  and  any 
breach  <jf  or  non-compliance  with  any  of  the  said  provisions  or 
requirements  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and 
the  persons  ott'ending  shall  be  dealt  with  accoi'dir.gly  ;

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Third. — In  the  case  of  huildings.  in  which  such  a  room  or  com- 
partment forms  a  part,  having  basements  and  having  rock  ft)und- 
ations,  the  whole  surface  of  rock  must  be  thoroughly  channeled  so 
as  to  carry  off  all  surface  water  towards  the  main  sewer.  In  the 
case  where  the  foundations  ai-e  of  clay,  the  whole  surface  must  be 
graded  towards  the  main  sewei"  and  covered  with  at  least  three 
inches  of  ordinar}'  concrete.  In  the  case  of  such  buildings  having 
no  basement,  the  spaces  below  floor  level  must  be  filled  in  with 
clay  or  broken  stone  and  finished  with  concrete  as  above  specified. 

Fourth The  room  or  compartment  in  Avhich  the  Fresh  Meats 

are  exposed  for  sale,  must  have  a  superficial  area  on  floor  of  at 
least  144  square  feet,  and  a  total  capacity  of  at  least  1224  cubic 
feet. 

Fifth. — The  said  rooms  or  compartments  to  l)e  thorough!}- 
ventilated  by  means  of  flues  connecting  with  main  flues  of  build- 
ing or  independent  ventilating  shafts  as  specified  in  last  clause  of 
Section  Second.  The  sectional  area  of  main  ventilating  flues  must 
be  equal  to  one  square  inch  for  each  square  foot  of  area  on  floor. 

Sixth. — In  the  case  of  the  containing  walls  of  said  rooms  or  com- 
partments being  formed  in  jilaster,  the  surfaces  shall  receive  a 
coat  of  lime-wash  at  least  once  every  six  motiths  after  being  tho- 
roughly cleansed  from  all  impurities.  In  the  case  of  the  said  walls 
being  formed  in  wood,  the  surfaces  shall  receive  one  coat  of  oil 
paint  or  varnish  at  least  once  every  twelve  months,  after  said  wood 
woi'k  has  been  thoroughly  painted  in  the  usual  manner,  and  af- 
ter having  been  thoroughly  cleansed  from  all  impurities.  The 
floors  of  said  rooms  or  compai-tments,  together  with  all  tables, 
blocks  and  shelves  or  other  apparatus,  shall  be  thoroughly  clean- 
sed daily,  and  all  impurities  thus  arising  removed  from  ofl'  the  pre- 
mises without  delay. 

Seventh. — All  the  foi'egoing  details  of  construction,  drainage, 
ventilation  and  cleansing,  shall  be  subject  to  daih^  inspection,  and 
the  decision  of  the  Jns])ector  (who  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  mai-- 
ket)  in  I'efcrenco  (o  the  inter]irelatioii  of  the  foregoing  sj)ecifica- 
lion  shidl  be  Hnal  ami  willioiit  rel'crence  to  any  other  ])erson. 

I'iightli. — The  ilealei's  occupying  such  rounis  or  c(»ni)»aiinicnls 
shall  in  all  cases  carry  o\it   the  directions  of  iln'  ln>iiccli>r  :is  to 
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the  keeping  of  the  same  clean  and  free  from  offensive!  smells,  and 
the  appliances  to  be  used  for  the  purpose. 

127.  The  City  Clerk  shall  without  dela}-  furnish  to  the  City 
Ti-easurer  a  list  of  all  applications  for  such  licenses  granted  b^- 
this  Council,  wjth  the  shojjs  oi"  places  with  reference  to  which 
they  were  granted,  and  a  similar  list  of  all  transfers  of  licenses 
allowed  by  this  Council;  and  he  shall  at  the  same  time  furnish  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Public  Market  similar  lists.

128  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  B3--Law,the  sum  to  be

sui-er  oi'  the  said  City  on  his  receiving  an  authority  in  writing 
li'om  the  Mayor,  or  in  his  absence  from  the  Chairman  of  the 
City  (Jouncil  committee  on  licenses,  to  grant  the  same,  and  the 
person  to  whom  the  said  license  shall  be  granted  shall  pay 
to  the  said  Treasurer  at  the  time  of  obtaining  such  license 
llic  sum  due  and  chargeable!  therefoi-  as  fixed  by  this    By-Law.

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Performance,  Enter taininent  or  Elxhibition  ulbresaid,  and  in  case 
an}'  indecent  or  immoral  matter  or  thing-,  tshall  be  spoken,  sung,

139.  Every  transient  trader  or  other  person,  who  occupies  pi-e- 
mises  in  the  said  city,  for  a  temporary  period,  and  whose  name  has 
not  been  duly  entered  on  the  Assessment  Eoll,  in  respect  of  income 
or  personal  property  for  the  then  current  year,  and  Avho  ma}' 
offer  goods  or  merchandise  of  any  description  for  sale  in  the  said 
city,  by  auction  conducted  by  himself!,  or  b}- a  licensed  auctioneer, 
or  otherwise,  befoi-e  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  offer  any  goods 
or  mei'chandise,  for  sale  as  aforesaid,  shall  obtain  a  license  from 
the  City  Treasurer,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  same, 
upon  pa3'ment  of  the  license  fee  thei-efor,  for  which  license  such 
trader  or  other  person,  shall  pay  to  the  said  Treasurer,  the  sum  of 
$40.00  before  obtaining  the  same,  Provided  that  this  section 
«hall  not  affect,  apply  to,  or  restrict,  the  sale  of  the  stock  of  an 
insolvent  estate,  which  is  being  sold  or  disposed  of  within  the 
County  in  which  the  insolvent  carried  on  business  therewitii,  at 
the  time  of  the  issue  of  a  writ  of  attachment,  or  of  the  execution 
of  an  assignment.  And  provided  also  thai  ])ersons  occupying,  or 
using,  a  room  or  rooms,  in  a  hotel,  tavern,  or  other  house  or 
place,  and  selling  or  offering  for  sale  as  afoi-esaid,  goods  or 
merchandise  therein,  and  whose  names  have  not  been  entered  on 
the  Assessment  Roll,  in  respect  of  income  or  2)ersonal  pi-operfj- 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  transient  ti-adei-s  within  the 
meaning  of  the  foregoing  sections  of  tiiis  By-law  ifhiting  lo 
transient  traders,  and  b'able  accoi'(liii<>-l\-. 
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TITLE     lO-VlctuallIng    Houses. 

140.  The  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Kingston, 
may  from  time  to  time  grant  licenses  to  the  keepers  of  victuall- 
ing houses,  ordinaries,  and  houses  where  fruit,  oysters,  clams,  or 
victuals  are  sold  to  be  eaten  therein,  and  all  other  places  for  re- 
ception, retreshment  or  entertainment  of  the  public. 

141.  Every  person  who  within  the  said  City  of  Kingston  shall 
keej)  a  victualling  house,  ordinary,  or  house  where  fruit,  oysters, 
clams  or  victuals,  are  sold  to  be  eaten  therein,  or  other  place  for 
the  reception,  refreshment  or  entertainment,  of  the  public,  before 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  do  so  shall  obtain  a  license  from  the 
City  Treasurer  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  same  upon 
])ayment  of  the  license  money. 

142.  For  every  such  license  the  person  ol)taining  the  same 
shall  \niy  to  the  City  Treasui^r  at  the  time  of  taking  out  such  li- 
cense the  sum  of  $15. OU  license  fee. 

143.  The  provisions  relating  to  victualling  houses  in  this  By- 
law shall  not  apply  to  any  licensed  Tavern  or  Saloon  or  the  keep- 
ers thei-eot.

without  having  first  obtained  leave  from  this  Council. 
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l-io.  I"]v(ji'\'  ]K'i">()ii  (lilniiiiii!^'  H  license  under  lliio  J^y-luw.  shall 
cau.se  the  same  or  a  vo\)y  thei'eoi'lo  be  luiiii;'  up  in  a  conspicuous 
place  within  the  business  part  oi' the  licensed  jireiuises  durini;' the 
whole  time  the  same  are  so  licensed. 

1-40.  Every  Victualliiiu-  house,  Eowliuu;  Alley,  or  Billiard  or  other 
Eoom  containing  any  Table  or  Tables  as  aforesaid,  licensed  under 
this  By-law,  which  shall  be  situate  in  any  house  or  premises 
which  is  licensed  as  a  tavern  or  shop  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  shall  he  and  remain  closed  frcmi  and  after  the  hour  of  seven 
o'clock  on  Saturday  evening  until  the  hour  of  six  o'clock  on  the 
Monday  nioi-ning  next  thereafter  and  on  ^londa^'s,  Tuesdaj's,  AVed- 
uesdays,  Thursdaj's  and  Fridays,  the  said  houses,  alle_ys  and  rooms, 
shall  be  closed  at  the  hour  of  halt-past  eleven  o'clock  at  night  and 
jcmain  closed  until  the  hour  of  tive  o'clock  on  the  following  morn- 
ing, and  all  other  Victualling  houses,  Bowling  Alleys  and  Bil- 
liard or  other  Eoonis  with  Tables  as  aforesaid,  and  all  Ball  Alleys, 
Racket  and  Tennis  Courts,  Theatres,  Exhibitions,  Shows  and  places 
as  aforesaid,  licensed  under  this  By-hiM',  shall  be  closed  on  every 
Sunday,  and  shall  be  closed  on  every  other  day  from  the  hour  of 
half  past  eleven  o'clock  at  night,  to  the  hour  of  five  o'clock  on 
the  following  morning. 

14*7.  No  person  licensed  under  this  By-law  to  keep  a  Victualling 
house.

|)lay,  or  shall  keep,  or  sutfer,  or  permit  to  be  kept,  in  his 
house  01-  premises,  any  Faro  Table,  Rouge  et  noir  Tal>le,  Rou- 
lette Table  oi-  any  other  device  or  devices  for  gambling  or  gam- 
ing, or  shall  sutt'er  or  permit  any  tip]3ling  or  gambling  or  gaming 
of  an}'  kind  to  be  carried  on  therein  or  thereu])on, 

148.  If  any  licensee  under  this  By-law,  is  convicted  of  a  breach 
of  any  of  the  ]>rovisions  of  the  license  sections  of  this  By-law,  re- 
lating to  his  license,  or  in  case  of  keepers  of  Bagatelle  Tables,  Bil- 
liai'd  Tables,  Ball  Alleys.  Bowling  Alky^s.  Racket  or  Tennis  Courts,

or  Vicliiallino-  houses,  ot  any  breach  of  the  Liquor  Licenses  act  in 
the  said  city,  the  license  of  any  such  licensee  may  by  order  of  this 
council,  in  addition  to  any  other  penalt_y  incurred  by  such  licensee 
undei-  this  By-law,  or  otherwise,  be  forfeited  and  declared  void  and 
of  none  etfect  for  the  remainder  ot  the  cui-rent  3'ear,  and  such  licen- 
see shall  be  notified  of  such  forfeitm-e  foi-thwith  after  it  has  taken 
place  and  t^hall  thereafter  cease  to  carry  on  business  nnder  such  li- 
cense.

Police  Magistrate,  City  (\)nimissionei\  or  any 
Alderman  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction,  constable 
or  other  ])erson,  duly  autliorized. 

152.  This  Council  ma}'  allow  the  transfer  of  licenses  from  one

154.  No  person  shall  exci'cise  any  calling,  or  do  anything,  or  do 
or  carry  on  any  business,  oi-  keep  any  house,  room,  table,  alley, 
court,  place  or  thing,  for  which  a  license  is  required  by  this  E3-- 
law,  without  having  fii-st  obtained  and  paid  tor,  and  having,  the 
proper  license  required  to  enable  him  so  to  do  under  the  pi'ovisions 
of  this  By-law. 

155.  No  person  holding  a  valid  license  under  the  licoise  clauses 
of  this  By-law  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  B^'-law,  shall  be 
required  to  take  out  a  new  license  for  the  same  business,  or  call- 
ing or  thing,  until  the  said  license  so  held  by  him  shall  expire. 

156.  Licenses  of  the  vai-ious  kinds,  issued  under  this  By-law, 
shall  be  numbei  ed  in  yearlj''  series,  from  one  upwards,  and  a  new 
license  issued  to  replace  one  that  has  expired  shall  l)ear  the  num- 
ber of  the  latter. 

157.  Every  license  issued  under  this  By-law  shall  contain  a 
proviso  that  the  licensee  shall  obsei"ve  and  keep  the  provisions  of 
this  By-law  relating  to  licenses  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  his  license, 
and  of  being  dealt  with  as  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law. 

158.  Every  license  issued  under  this  By-law  shall  be  nund)ered 
as  aforesaid,  and  sKall  contain  the  name  and  phu-e  of  ivsidence  of 
the  licensee,  the  thing  or  business  licensed,  the  numbei',  sti-eet  or 
other  description  oi  the  ])reniises.  place,  or  locality,  to  be  occii])ied 
or  used  in  (•omicdioii  with  siicli  license,  the  period  foi-  which  such 
license  has  been  granted,  with  tlie  price  ])aid  thei-etbr.  and  shall  be 
signed  by  tlu^  Mayor  and  countei'signi'd  by  the  otticer  issuing  the 
same,  the  Cit\-  ^Freasurer. 
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159.  Only  licenses  granted  to  the  keepers  of  bagatelle  tabks, 
billiard  tables,  ball  alleys,  bowling  alleys,  racket  courts,  tennis 
courts,  victualling  houses,  intelligence  offices,  and  to  butchers,  or 
sellers  of  fresh  meat,  to  hawkers  or  petty  chapmen,  and  to  auc- 
tioneers, are  hereby  classed  as  annual  licenses,  and  such  licenses 
shall  end  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  folloAving  their  issue, 
the  charges  for  which  may  be  reduced  as  aforesaid  according  to 
to  the  time  of  their  issue. 

160.  Before  any  license  is  issued  the  premises  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  use  or  occupy  in  connection  therewith  shall  be  inspected 
by  the  City  Commissioner  who  shall  report  in  wj'iting  to  the 
Mayor  or  Chaiiman  of  the  Committee  on  Licenses  upon  the  titness 
or  unfitness  of  the  same  :  Pi'ovided  that  the  clerk  of  the  market 
shall  inspect  the  premises  pi'oposed  as  places  for  the  sale  of  fresh 
meat. 

161.  Where  the  delay  of  having  the  application  disposed  of  by 
the  City  Council  would  cause  loss  or  much  inconvenience  the 
Mayor  or  said  Committee  on  Licenses  may  grant  the  license  pro 
visionally  subject  to  the  action  of  the  City  Council, 


DIVISION  III. 


TITLE   I  .—Fixing  the  time  for  taking  the  Assessment. 

1()2.  The  assessments  in  and  toi-  the  city  of  Kingston,  shall  be 
made  and  taken  as  follows,  that  is  to  say:  between  the  first  day  of 
.luly  and  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  in  each  year;  that  the  rolls 
shall  be  returnable  to  the  City  Clerk  on  the  first  day  of  October 
in  each  year;  that  the  time  for  closing  the  Court  of  Kevision  shall 
lie  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each  year;  and  that  the  time 
foi-  final  return  by  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court  shall  be  the 
thirty-first  tlay  of  December  in  each  year;  and  the  periods  fin- 
taking  said  assessment  and  for  the  revision  of  fhc^  rolls  by  the 
tVmit  uf  Revision  and   l>y  tliC  County  Judge,  shall  henceforth  be 


as'hereiu  is  pi-ovided,  and  not  otherwise  ;  and  that  tiie  assessment 
to  be  made  and  taken  under  the  above  provisions,  first  after  the 
passing  of  this  By-law,  shall  be  adopted  as  the  assessment  on 
which  the  rates  shall  be  levied  for  the  next  year  following  the 
year  in  which  the  same  was  made  and  taken,  and  the  assessment 
so  made  and  taken  in  each  year  following  the  last  mentioned  year, 
shall  be  the  assessment  on  which  the  rates  shall  be  levied  for  the 
year  following  the  year  in  which  it  is  so  made. 


TITLE    2.— Respecting    the    Assessment    of    Paddocks,  Parks,   Lawns  and 
Pleasure    Grounds. 

163.  The  ground  used  as  a  })addock,  ])ark,  lawn   or  })leasure 
ground,  shall  be  assessed  like  other  ground. 


DIVISION  IV 


TITLE    I. -Cruelty  to  Animals. 

164.  Ni^  person  shall  excessive!} %  cmielly,  wantonlj'  or  unneces- 
saril}',  beat,  bind,  ill  treat,  abuse  or  torture,  or  otherwise  crnell}' 
treat,  any  horse  or  other  animal,  within  the  limits  of  the  said  City, 
and  no  person  shall  urge,  by  beating  or  otherwise,  any  horse  or 
other  animal,  to  draw  or  carry  any  load  or  bui'den  which  shall  ajv 
pear  to  be  beyojid  its  ordinary  or  natural  strength,  or  ability,  to 
draw  or  carry. 

165.  No  person  shall  urge,  by  beating  or  otherwise,  any  horse 
or  other  animal,  beyond  its  oi'dinary  or  natural  strength,  to  draAV 
any  heavy  load  by  a  sleigh,  or  other  vehicle  Avithoiit  wheels,  over 
the  bare  ground  in  Avinter,  or  at  any  (illiei'  time,  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  member,  or  officer,  of  tlic  City  Council,  or  of  the 
Police  force,  to  order  any  person  so  offending,  to  stoj)  imiucdiately 
and  reduce  the  weight  of  the  load,  until  it  can  be  easily  drawn. 

166.  No  })ersoii  shall  promote,  m-  encourage,  or  lie  in  any  wa\' 
pi'esenl  at.  or  aid.  o]-  take  pari  in.  any  nialcli.  oi-  cxliibition.  of  a 
prize    or    prearranged  tight.  <>r  eliallen^-e  figlit.  lietween  men  or 
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vvomun,  or  of  bull-baiting,  eock-tighting,    or  dog-fighting,  nor  shall 
any  person  encourage,  or  set  on,  any  dogs  to  tight. 


TITLE    2.-D0KB. 

167.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  dogs  to  run  at  large  in  the  said 
City. 

168.  If  any  dog  running  at  large  in  the  said  City  shall  run  at 
or  attack  an}-  person  jjeaceably  travelling  in  an}-  public  street, 
highway  or  public  place  in  the  said  C-ity,  or  the  horse  upon  which 
any  person  may  be  riding,  oi-  which  au}^  pei'son  may  be  leading 
or  driving  in  any  carriage  or  other  vehicle,  and  complaint  there- 
of be  made  to  the  Police  Magistrate  of  the  said  City,  t)r  other 
Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction,  such  Police  Magistrate  or 
Justice  aforesaid,  shall  inquire  into  the  complaint,  and  if  satistied 
of  its  truth,  and  that  such  dog  is  dangerous,  or  in  the  habit  of 
running  after;  barking  at,  or  attacking,  persons  oi-  horses  in  the 
streets  of  the  said  City,  such  Police  Magistrate  or  other  Justice  as 
aforesaid  shall  issue  an  order  in  writing  to  the  occupier  of  the 
house  in  which  such  dog  is  kept  to  kill,  securely  chain,  confine  oi- 
remove  such  dog  out  of  the  City  immediately  on  receipt  of  such 
order,  and  if  the  occu})ier  of  the  house  in  which  such  dog  is  kept 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  the  saitl  order  within  forty-eight 
hom's  after  being  served  therewith,  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  tinetl 
in  the  sum  of  two  dollars  together  with  costs,  and  in  a  further 
sum  of  two  dollars  with  costs  for  every  forty-eight  hours  there- 
after until  such  dog  be  killed,  securely  chained,  confined  or  re- 
moved fi'oni  the  said  City,  and  eveiy  occupier  of  a  house  in  which 
such  dog  shall  be  kept  shall  upon  receiving  notice  for  that  purpose 
from  the  Police  Magistrate  of  the  said  City  or  Justice  as  aforesaid, 
or  Clerk  of  the  Police  Coui-t  of  the  said  City,  before  whom  any 
such  complaint  may  be  made,  produce  such  dog  at  the  hearing  of 
such  complaint  in  order  that  the  complainant  may  identify  the 
same,  and  ever}-  occupier  of  a  house  or  premises  in  which  any 
dog  is  keptoi-  suffered  to  reniain  for  the  space  of  twenty  days 
previous  to  the  assessment  of  a  tax  in  respect  thereof,  or  previous 
to  any  complaint  being  made  against  such  dog,  shall  be  deemed 
the  owner  thereof  for  all  the  pui-poses  of  this  By-law. 
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16'J.  11' the  oecupirr  of  any  house  or  ]>i-fiuibcs  in  or  about  which 
au}''  Bitch  is  kept  or  allowed  to  remain  shall  not  tie  up  oj-  confine 
the  same  within  such  house  or  jn-emises  dui-ing  the  whole  period 
such  Bitch  shall  be  in  heat  the  said  occupier  shall  upon  conviction 
before  the  Police  Magistrate  of  the  said  City  or  other  Justice  of 
tlie  Peace  having  jurisdiction,  fbi-feit  and  pay  for  every  such 
olt'ence  a  tine  of  four  dollars  together  with  costs,  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  foi-  the  Chief  of  Police  or  any  constable  or  inhabitant  of  the 
said  City  to  destro}^  such  Bitch  during  the  period  aforesaid  if 
found  running  at  large. 

170.  Tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  occupiei-  of  any  house  oi-  pi-e 
mises,  in  or  about  which  a  dog  is  kept,  to  keep  in  and  contine  or 
muzzle  the  same  after  any  order  shall  be  issued  by  the  Maj'or  and 
City  Council  for  the  purpose,  for  the  period  mentioned  in  such 
order,  and  if  the  said  occupier  shall  I'efuse  or  neglect  so  to  do  the 
day  after  the  publication  of  such  order  or  notice,  he  or  she  shall 
upon  conviction  l^efore  the  Police  Magistrate  of  the  said  City  or 
other  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction,  foi-feit  and  pay  for 
every  such  offence  a  fine  of  four  dollars  and  costs,  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  High  Bailiff  or  any  constable  or  inhabitant  of  the 
said  Cit}'  to  kill  and  destroy  any  dog  running  at  large  dui'ing  the 
time  ordered  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  for  the  same  to  be 
kept  in,  chained  or  muzzled. 

171.  Any  person  who  shall  fasten,  or  tie,  any  kettle,  wood,  or 
other  article,  to  the  tail  of  any  dog,  and  turn  the  same  at  lai'ge 
therewith,  shall  forfeit  for  such  offence  a  fine  of  four  dollars  witli 
costs,  upon  being  convicted  thereof,  before  the  Police  Magistrate, 
or  other  Justice  of  the  Peace,  as  aforesaid. 

172.  Any  person  who  shall  set  on,  or  encourage,  any  dogs  to 
fight,  or  aid,  or  assist  in  so  doing,  and  the  owner  of  any  dog  who 
shall  neglect,  or  refuse,  immediately  to  separate  and  take  away  his 
dog  when  fighting,  upon  being  requested  to  do  so  b}''  the  High 
Bailiif,  or  any  constable,  oi-  inhabitant,  of  the  said  City,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  a  fine  of  two  dollars  and  costs,  upon  being  convicted 
thereof,  before  the  Police  Magistrate  or  other  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
as  aforesaid. 

173.  The  occupier  of  every  house,  or  premises  in  which  an}'  dog 
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is  kept,  shall  lune  a  collar  with  the  name  of  the  owner  le^'ibly  en- 
graved, painted,  or  written  thereon,  constantly  kept  arovmd  the 
neck  of  every  such  animal,  under  the  penalty  of  two  dollars 
and  costs,  upon  conviction  before  the  Police  Magistrate,  or  other 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  as  aforesaid,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
High  Bailitf,  or  any  constable,  of  the  said  City,  to  destroy  any  dog- 
running  at  large  without  such  collar,  at  the  expiration  of  one 
month  next  atter  the  passing  of  this  By-law. 

P7-i.  Any  butcher,market  gardener,  or  huckster,  frequenting  the 
market  oi"  the  said  City,  who  shall  keep,  or  harbour  any  dog  in  the 
butchers'  shambles,  or  in  any  ]jart  of  the  market  square,  during 
the  hours  appointed  by  this  By-law,  for  the  said  market  to  be 
kept  o]:)en,  shall,  for  every,  such  otfence,  forfeit  and  pay  a  tine  of 
one  dollar  and  costs,  on  being  convicted  thereof  betbi'e  the  Police 
Magistrate  of  the  said  City  or  other  .Justice,  as  aforesaid,  and  the 
clerk  (jf  the  market  and  High  Bailiff  of  the  said  City,  are  hereby 
required  to  give  notice  to  the  clerk  of  the  City  Council  of  the  said 
City,  of  all  persons  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  By- 
law. 

175.  The  owner,  or  possessor,  of  any  dog  found  running  at  large 
or  without  a  collar  such  as  is  required  in  and  by  section  173  of  this 
By-law,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law, 
tbi"  erery  day  his  dog  is  so  found,  and  liable  accordingly. 


DIVISION  y 


TITLE   I  .—Fire  Department  and  the  Suppression  of  Fires. 

170.  The  Fire  l)ej)ai1nieut  of  the  City  of  Kingston,  shall  consist 
and  be  composed  of  one  Chief  Engineer,  one  First  Assistant 
Hngineer,  one  Second  Assistant  Engineer,  a  Mechanical  Engineer 
and  Cai-etaker,  and  a  Foreman,  and  of  not  less  than  twelve  men 
nor  more  than  twenty-Hve  men  inclusive  of  otficei's  except  the 
Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers  :  Provided  alwaA's,  that  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  (.'ouncil,  by  resolution,  at  any  time  to  increase 
the  number  of  men  or  officers,  oi-  to  deci-ease  the  sanu:"  in  theii- 
discretion. 
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ENGINEERS. 

177.  The  Chief  I'higiiieer  and  Assistaut  Engineers  and  the 
Mechanical  Engineer  and  Caretaker  shall  be  appointed  h}-  the 
Council  and  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council: 
Provided  that  the  Engineers  now  in  office  shall  remain  and  con- 
tinue therein  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid. 

178.  The  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers  and  ^Mechanical  En- 
gineer and  Caretaker  shall  be  a  board  of  Avhich  the  Chief 
Engineer  shall  be  Chairman  to  make  rules  and  orders  for  the 
Government  of  the  Department  not  inconsistent  with  or  contra- 
dictoi-y  to  this  By-law  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council 
Committee  on  Fire.  Water  and  Gas,  and  also  of  the  Council. 

179.  The  Chief  Engineei",  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  En- 
gineers, shall  be  responsible  for  the  disci])line,  good  order  and 
conduct  of  the  whole  Fire  Department,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  re- 
spectively to  see  that  the  piovisions  of  this  Bj'-law  respecting  the 
duties  of  the  members  of  the  Department  and  the  eai-e  of  the 
engines,  hose  carriages,  hose  and  other  ap])a)-atus  and  fiu-ni- 
ture  belonging  thereto  be  carefully  and  strictly  carried  out,  and 
the  Chief  Engineer  or  person  acting  in  that  capacity  or  in  lieu  of 
him,  shall  have  chief  control  and  superintendence  under  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire,  Water  and  Gas,  and  undei-  tlie  jirovisions  of  thiw 
By-law,  of  the  same,  and  of  all  engines  and  other  apparatus  used 
by  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Department  and  of  all  furniture  and 
apparatus  belonging  thereto. 

180.  The  Chief  Engineer  on  lire  duty  shall  have  supreme  con- 
trol and  command  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall  be  assisted 
in  his  duties  by  the  First  and  Second  Assistant  Engineers  who 
shall,  when  on  dut}',  keep  in  communication  with  him,  transmit 
his  orders,  see  that  the}'  ai-e  properly  obeyed,  and  shall  themselves 
give  no  orders  but  his,  except  in  his  absence  from  duty. 

181.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer  the  First  Assistant 
Engineei-  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  First  Assistant  Engineer  such  duties  shall  be 
discharged  b}'  the  Second  Assistant  Engineer  and  the  person  per- 
forming such  duties  shall  be  acting  Chief  Engineer  for  the  time 
being  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  pertaining  to  the  office  of 
Chief  Enyineer  while  acting  as  such. 
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182.  The  Chief  Engineer,  assisted  by  the  Assistant  Engineers 
shall  at  least  once,  and  not  more  than  twice  in  each  year,  muster 
the  whole  Department  at  such  place  in  the  City  and  on  such  day 
and  days  as  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  a])p()ini.  (of  which  muster 
the  members  of  the  Department  shall  jcceive  from  the  Chief  En- 
gineer at  least  one  week's  notice),  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water  and  Gas  to  attend  such 
musters,  of  Avhich  they  shall  be  duly  notitied  by  the  Chief  En- 
gineer at  least  two  days  befoi'c  they  take  jjlace,  and  on  such 
occasions  the  Department  shall  be  reviewed  and  exei'cised  with 
their  engines,  hooks  and  ladders,  hook  and  ladder  caniages,  hose 
and  hose  carriages  and  all  their  other  tire  apparatus. 

183.  At.  every  such  muster  a  list  of  the  men  and  officers  present 
shall  be  taken  by  tbe  Chief  or  acting  Chief  P]ngineer,  or  one  of  the 
Assistant  Engineers,  and  th»se  absent  without  leave  shall  be  im- 
mediatelj'  reported  to  the  Commiitee  on  Fire,  Watei-  and  Gas  as 
aforesaid,  and  upon  encpiir}-,  such  of  them  as  were  absent  without  a 
sufficient  reason  satisfactory  to  the  said  Committee,  shall  be  dealt 
with  by  the  said  committee,  who  shall  re])rimand,  suspend  or  dis- 
miss, as  they  deem  proper,  and  such  persoiis  so  offending  shall  also 
be  deemed  to  have  been  guilty  of  a  bi-each  of  this  By-law  and 
liable  to  the  penalties  mejitioued  and  ])i-ovi(ic(l  in  such  case. 

184.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  such  muster,  the  Chief  Engineei- 
shall  transmit  to  the  City  Clerk,  a  copy  of  such  list,  and  also  a 
list  of  the  absentees  M'ith  leave,  with  his  report,  to  be  laid  before 
the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water  and  Gas  ;  he  shall  also  at  the  same 
time  transmit  to  the  City  Clerk  to  be  also  laid  l>efore  the  said 
Committee  a  M'l-itten  report  of  the  numbers  and  state  of  efficiency 
of  the  D#j)artment  and  the  state  of  the  engines,  hooks  and  ladders, 
carriages,  hose  and  appai-atus  of  the  Dejiartincnt.  in  which  report 
he  shall  state  such  repaii's  and  other  matti-rs  which  may  be  re- 
quired and  which  he  may  think  needful. 

185.  The  Chief  Engineei',  or  one  of  the  Assistant  JMigiiiccrs, 
shall  attend  the  monthly  meeting  ot  thi'  I)e])ai-tmen(  to  give  such 
advice  or  infoi-mation  ;is  nia\'  lie  ic'<|iiii-e(l  of  him.  or  wliidi  he 
may  think  jnopei-  to  give,  but  the  Kngiuei-r  .•-o  atleiidini;- shall  not 
viitt'  iipon  aiiA  of  tiie  procewiings. 


186.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Assistant  Eiigineers  shall 
promptly  attend  all  tires  where  the  Chief  or  aeting  Chief  Engineer 
shall  place  himself  in  a  conspicuous  position,  so  that  those  whose 
duty  it  may  be  to  communicate  with  him,  and  those  desirous  of 
doing  so,  may  readily  tind  him.  and  the  Assistant  Engineers  shall 
place  themselves  under  his  orders  and  at  his  disposal  to  assist 
him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  carry  his  orders  and  direc- 
tions to  the  Firemen  and  others  engaged  at  the  fire,  and  otherwise 
obeA'  all  his  lawful  commands. 

187.  It  shall  l)e  the  duty  ot  the  Assistant  Engineers  to  report 
to  the  Chief  Engineer  who  shall  also  hiinself  take  notice  of  and 
report  in  writing  to  the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water  and  Gas  any 
act  of  disobedience,  insubordination,  or  irregularity,  committed  by 
any  member  of  the  Department,  and  the  name  and  rank  of  the 
ottender,  and  if  the  charge  preferred  be  found  by  the  said  Com- 
mittee upon  investigating  the  same,  to  be  Avell  founded,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  Committee  to  re])rimand,  suspend,  or  dis- 
miss the  ottender  or  otherwise  lawfully  deal  with  him  as  to  the 
Committee  shall  seem  meet,  and  an}-  member  so  offending  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and  subject  to  the 
penalties  in  such  case  provided. 

188.  The  Chief,  or  acting  Chief  i^ngincer,  shall  have  power  to 
suspend  any  man  of  unstead}-,  disorderly  or  intemperate  habits, 
or  incompetent  to  discharge  his  duty  while  on  duty,  reporting 
such  suspension  forthwith  to  the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water,  anrl 
Gas  aforesaid. 

ISO.  The  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers  shall  in  every  case  of 
fire  take  all  proper  measures  for  extinguishing  the  same  and  for 
the  preservation  of  Hie  and  property  thereat,  an<l  (he  said  Chief 
Engineer,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Engineers,  or  eithei'  of 
*hem.  or  in  tbeii-  al)sence  the  Foreman,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Mayoi',  oi-  in  his  absence,  of  the  Coinmittee  on  Fire,Water,and  (ras, 
or  any.  three  membei's  thereof,  one  of  whoiii  shall  Ik-  the  ( 'haii'- 
inan.  or  in  the  absence  oi'  these,  with  tlu'  consenl  ot  any  Ihree 
nieniln'is  of  the  CduiicjI,  ni:n-  cause  to  Ik'  pulled  down,  de'inolish- 
ed,  bloAvn  up  or  removed,  all  buildings,  ei'ectionsor  fences,  which 
lie  or  they  shall  deeJU  necessary  to  so  deal  with  in  order  to  arrest 
the  pi'Ogress  of  any  tiii-  and  [u-evfut  its  t-xtentling. 
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r.lO.  It  shall  lurthei-  Ik-  ihc  duty  of  tliu  (Jhicl  JMii;'iin'ci-  to  ex- 
amine inonthly,  oroftener  if  necessary,  or  if  directed  so  to  do,  into 
the  condition  of  tiic  engines,  hose  and  all  other  apparatus  per- 
taining- to  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  houses  or  stations  where- 
in the  same  are  kept,  and  to  report  in  writing  on  the  state  of  th« 
same  to  the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water  and  Gas  inimediatel}'  after 
each  monthly  examination,  or  oftener  if  necessary  or  retj^uired  to 
do  so. 

(a.)  Also  to  see  that  the  tire  engines  and  all  apparatus  belong- 
ing to  the  Fire  Department  are  kept  in  good  order  and  efficient 
repaii',  so  as  to  be  serviceab'e  at  an}-  moment. 

(^.)  Also  to  report  in  writing  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of 
November  in  each  year  all  fires  that  have  taken  place  within  the 
City  dui-ing  the  preceding  j^ear,  with  the  causes  thereof  as  well  as 
can  be  ascertained,  the  number  and  description  of  the  buildings 
and  amount  of  property  destroyed,  the  number  and  description 
of  buildings,  or  other  erections,  which  may  have  been  pulled  down, 
blown  up  or  demolished,  to  prevent  the  fire  extending,  with  the 
names  of  the  owners  and  occujjants  of  such  buildings,  and  if  any 
lives  have  been  lost,  the  name  or  names  ot  the  deceased,  and  the 
cause  of  death. 

(c.)  Also  to  keep  correct  rolls  of  the  Department,  the  time  of 
admission  of  the  members,  their  names,  ages,  residence  and  pro- 
fession, and  the  time  of  their  suspension,  i-estoration,  dismissal, 
or  discharge,  with  a  memoi-andum  of  the  olfence  or  cause  thereof. 

(<I.)  Also  to  attend  all  di'ills,  musters,  reviews  and  meetings  of 
the  Department  for  ])arade  or  exercise. 

(e.)  Also  to  enforce  all  rules  and  regulations  made  lor  the  good 
order  and  discipline  of  the  Department,  ajid  the  pi-ovisions  of  this 
By-law  relating  to  the  Department  and  the  supression  of  fires. 

(/.)  Also  to  i-eport  in  wi-iting  to  the  Committee  on  Fire, Water 
and  (Jas,  the  ahsence  of  the  Assistant  Engineers  or  of  the  Mechani- 
cal Engineer-  from  tii-esor  theirothei-  duties  with  the  i-easoiis  there 
for  if  any  be  known  to  him. 

(g.)  Also  to  i-eport  in  writing  to  the  Coniiiiillet-  on  p'ire.  Water 
and  (las  his  own  ahsence  from  tires  or  his  other  duties,  and  the  rea- 
sons therefoi-,  l'i-o\i(led  that  the  (  "om  mil  Ice  on  l-'ii-e.  Watei-.  and  (Jas 
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may  gi-anl.  leave  of  absence  to  the  Chief  Engineer  or  either  of  the 
Assistant  Engineers,  or  to  the  Mechanical  Engineer,  providing  a 
suitable  substitute  for  the  latter  at  his  expense. 

(A.)  Also  to  rece-ive  and  transmit  to  the  City  Clerk  all  returns 
of  officers  and  members  as  required  by  this  Bj^-law,  and  all  com- 
munications relating  to  the  Fire  Department,  all  which  the  Cit}^ 
Clerk  shall  at  its  tirst  meeting  after  receiving  the  same  lay  before 
the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water,  and  Gas. 

(<".)  Also  to  see  that  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Department 
discharge  their  respective  duties  properly. 

(J).  Also  to  examine  and  certify  if  correct  the  accounts  of  any 
person  or  persons  for  having  repaired  or  kept  in  repair  the  engines 
or  othei'  apparatus,  for  having  supplied  fuel  to  the  Dejjai-tment, 
for  having  supplied  new  apparatus,  for  ringing  alarm  bells,  and 
such  other  accounts  and  services  connected  with  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment as  he  may  be  required  to  certify  bj-  this  Bj'-law,  or  which 
may  be  rendered  against  or  to  the  said  Department,  or  ma}'  be  re- 
ferred to  him  by  the  Committee  on  Fire  Water,  and  Gas. 

191.  The  Chief  Engineer,  except  when  he  is  also  Chief  Con- 
stable, shall  receive  a  yearly  salary,  to  be  tixed  by  the  Council, 
payable  quarterl}^  on  the  tirst  day  of  the  months  of  Februaiy 
May,  August,  and  November  in  each  year,  and  out  of  which  the 
sum  of  $5  shall  be  deducted  for  each  time  he  may  be  absent  from 
a  muster  or  fire,  to  be  paid  to  the  Assistant  Engineer,  who  shall 
have  been  acting  Chief  Engineer  on  the  occasion,  and  that  the 
First  Assistant  Engineer  shall  receive  a  yearly  salary  to  be  fixed 
and  payable  as  aforesaid,  and  subject  to  a  like  reduction  of  $3  for 
absence  as  aforesaid. 

192.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Assistant  and  Mechanical 
Engineers  shall  wear  a  distinguishing  uniform  and  badges  to  be 
chosen  by  themselves,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on 
Fire,  Water  and  Gas,  and  they  shall  always  when  on  duty  ap])ear 
in  such  uniforms,  which  uniforms  and  badges  they  shall  provide 
at  their  own  expense:  Provided  that  ihej  may  have  a  working 
uniform  also  at  their  own  expense. 

FIREMEN. 

193.  The  members  of  the  Department  sliall   meet  at  the  Fire 
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Hiill  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  eight  o'clock 
P.M.,  the  Chief  Engineer,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Assistant 
Engineers  presiding. 

194.  All  the  subordinate  officers  of  the  Department  below  the 
Assistant  Engineers  and  the  Mechanical  Engineer  and  Caretaker 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City 
Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the  said  Committee  on  Fire, 
Water  and  Gas,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasm-e  of  this 
Council. 

195.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  be  appointed  to  any  office 
in  the  Department  who  has  been  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  any  of 
the  sections  in  thisBy-law  relating  to  firemen  and  the  suppression  of 
fires,  nor  until  after  he  shall  have  continued  a  member  of  the 
Department  for  one  year  continuously  without  having  a  charge 
proved  against  him  under  any  of  the  said  sections  of  this  By-law^ 

196.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Department  Avho  is 
under  eighteen  or  over  fifty-five  years  of  age,  or  remain  a  mem- 
ber after  the  latter  age. 

197.  No  member  of  the  Department  shall  be  eligible  to  be 
elected  to  or  hold  office  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

198.  Every  member  and  officer  of  the  Department  shall  be  a 
bona  fide  resident  of  the  City  of  Kingston. 

199.  No  pei-son  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  Department  as  a  member  without  the  written 
consent  of  his  parent,  guardian  or  master. 

200.  No  member  of  the  Department  shall  become  intoxicated 
or  make  use  of  any  profane  swearing,  obscene,  blasphemous, 
indecent,  or  grossly  insulting,  language,  while  on  duty  or  at  any 
muster. 

201.  No  member  of  the  Department  while  on  duty  or  at  any 
muster  shall  enter  any  saloon  or  tavern  for  the  purpose  of  drink- 
ing or  to  loiter  therein. 

202.  The  members  of  the  Department  except  the  Engineers 
shall  decide  upon  and  adopt  a  uniform  which  shall  be  worn  on 
all  occasions  of  musters,  parades  and  reviews,  whiclv  unifo  m  shall 
he  pi'ovided  at  (heir  own  expense,  Provided  that  they  n-  ,y  have 
a  uniform  for  duly  and  one  t()i' other  occasions  if  they  so  decide 
at  their  own  expense. 


-{)'.'>.  The  otlicc'i's  ami  moinbci-s  ot  t!ie  JH'jiaiiiin'iit-  shall  u])()ii 
the  alarm  of  tire  rcj)air  immediately  to  llieir  rendezous,  which 
shall  be  the  lire  alai'm  ]»ox  Avhenee  (he  alarm  came,  Avith  all  dis- 
patch. 

204.  They  shall  not,  on  i^'oing  oi-  rctui-ning-  fi-om  any  tii-e,  go 
along  or  upon  any  sidewalk  with  an  engine  or  tire  ap])aratus  ex- 
cept to  cross  the  same,  nor  shall  they  continue  on  any  ci-ossing  or 
sidewalk  anj^  longer  tlian  the  time  necessaiy  to  cross  the  same, 
except  Avhen  ordei-ed  to  do  so  at  any  tii'e  by  the  Chief,  or  acting- 
Chief  Engineer. 

205.  They  shall  avoid  all  collisions  and  shall  avoid  runnijig 
against  or  injuring  any  pci'son,  and  on  arriving  at  the  tire  they 
shall  take  up  the  position  assigned  to  them  b}^  the  Chief  Engineer 
or  person  acting  for  him,  whose  orders  Avhether  given  b}'  himself 
or  his  Assistants  they  shall  implicitl_v  obey  on  pain  of  the  penal- 
ties herein  provided  in  case  of  disobedience,  insubordination  or  ir- 
regular! t}'. 

206.  The}-  sliall  exert  themselves  diligently  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duty  at  the  tii'e  ;  they  shall  not  cease  work  until  pei'mittod 
bj^  the  Chief  OI- acting  Chief  Engineer  ;  they  shall  wlien  pci-mit- 
ted  I'e-form  and  march  back  to  the  Fire  Hall  with  the  engines  and 
ap[)aratus  in  an  orderly  and  regular  manner  not  faster  than  a 
walk  and  without  loitering  or  delay  or  noise. 

207.  The  Council  may  on  petition  of  the  Department  ])ermit  it 
to  proceed  on  an  excursion  in  uniform  with  the  engine  or  other 
tire  ap])aratus  bej-ond  the  limits  of  the  City  lor  a  stated  time,  and 
without  such  piu-mission  it  shall  not  be  lawtul  to  do  so,  and  the 
Department  when  it  so  pi-oceeds  must  l»o  undei-  the  command  of 
and  accompanied  by  the  Chief  Engineer  or  one  of  the  Assistant 
Engineers,  and  shall  i-eturn  by  the  time  stated:  Provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  to  ])i'event  the  Department 
fi'om  proceeding  on  an  excursion  in  unifoi'in  without  the  engine 
and  other  fire  apparatus. 

208.  The  members  of  the  J)c])artment  shall  not  in  iinifoi'in  or 
with  their  engine  oi-  other  tire  a])])aralus  take  ])ait  in  any  proces- 
sion exce])t  the  finuTal  of  amember  wilhout  the  |n'i-inissi(in  ot'the 
Committee  oil  l-'ire.  Water  and  ( las  or  of  ihc  ( '(iiincil. 
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209.  The  Committee  on  Fire,  Water,  and  Gas  may  from  time 
to  time  pass  regulations,  not  contrary  to  law,  or  to  this  or  any 
other  By-law  of  the  City,  for  the  governance  of  the  Department, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Citj'  Council. 

210.  All  officers  and  men  upon  ceasing  to  belong  to  the  Fire 
Department  shall  restore  all  appai-atus,  implements  and  badges 
with  which  they  have  been  entrusted,  not  being  their  own  pro- 
pert}^,  to  the  Chief  Engineer  or  person  entitled  to  receive  the 
same,  and  any  person  failing  to  do  so  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
an  infraction  of  this  By-law  and  lialde  to  the  penalties  herein 
contained:  Provided  that  the  punishment  of  such  person  or  per- 
sons under  this  By-law  shall  not  interfere  with  any  civil  remedy 
the  Corporation  may  hove  in  the  premises. 

211.  Each  person  before  being  admitted  a  member  of  the  De- 
partment shall  make  and  sign  the  following  declaration,  namely : 

"  I,  of  No.  Street,  Ward,  in  the  City 

of  Kingston,  do  hereby  declare  that  1  am  of  the  age  of  ^^ears, 

that  1  desire  to  be  admitted  and  become  a  member  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  City  of  Kingston,  and  1  hei-eby  promise  and 
declare  that  I  will  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  observe,  perform, 
conform  to,  fulfil  and  keep,  the  provisions  of  the  clauses  of  the 
Consolidated  By-laws  of  the  City  of  Kingston  relating  to  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  suppression  of  fires,  and  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  said  Department  from  time  to  time  in  force, 
and  of  all  Bj'-laws  of  the  said  City  and  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water  and  Gas,  which  ma}'  l)e  hereafter 
enacted  and  made,  binding,  on  or  affecting  me  oi-  my  conduct  or 
duty  as  a  member  of  said  Department  under  and  subject  to  the 
penalties  and  disabilities  contained  or  imposed  in  and  by  the  said 
By-laws,  or  which  may  be  contained  or  imposed  in  and  by  aii}- 
By-law  or  By-laws    which   may  hereafter  Ite  ])assed  as  aforesaid.

212.  Tlic  mcml)crs  of  the  Dc])ai'tnu'nl  siiall  obey  all  lawliil 
commands  of  theii'  superior  officers^  and  failing  to  do  so  shall  lie 
subject  to  the  penalfies  herein  contained  as  to  acts  of  disobedience 
or  insubordination. 
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213.  Tlie  sum  of  six:  limi(li'od  dollars  sluill  be  paid  annually  in 
equal  monthly  payments  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  in  each 
year  by  the  City  Ti'easurer  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  Department  receiving  no 
salary,  and  it  shall  be  equally  distributed  between  them,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  B^^-law  relating  to  the  Fire  Department 
and  the  Supj)ression  of  fires. 

SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER. 

214.  Two  of  the  ordinary  members  of  the  Department  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  the  offices  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Depart- 
ment, respectively,  by  the  City  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  said  Committee  on  Fire,  Water,  and  Gas',  founded  upon  their 
nomination  by  a  majority  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  De- 
partment. 

215.  The  Secretary  of  the  Depafi'tment  shall  keep  a  minute 
book  in  which  the  proceedings  of  the  Dej^artment  shall  be  enter- 
ed, and  he  shall  also  keep  a  book  to  be  called  the  "  Department 
Eoll,"  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name  of  each  officer  and 
member,  age,  time  of  admission,  and  aj^j^ointment,  wai-d  and 
street  of  residence,  any  change  that  may  take  Y>\ace  thei-ein.  j^ro- 
fession,  suspension,  restoration,  and  dismissal,  reason  for,  and  time 
of  discharge  or  leaving,  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  said  "Depart- 
ment Eoll "  to  the  City  Clerk  in  the  months  of  Mai-ch  and  Septem- 
ber in  each  year  certified  by  himself  and  the  Chief  Engineer. 

216.  The  said  Seci-etary  shall  furnish  to  the  Chief  Engineer  a 
Eoll  of  the  Department  taken  from  the  said  book  and  containing 
the  particulars  in  the  last  section  mentioned  in  tlic  months  of 
March  and  September  in  each  year,  certified  by  himself 

217.  The  said  Secretar)'  shall  at  every  turn  out  and  muster 
make  a  list  of  the  members  absent,  and  on  the  return  of  the  De- 
jsartment  from  a  fire  the  Eoll  shall  be  called  and  a  list  of  those 
members  who  have  been  absent  from  the  fire,  or  when  the  roll  is 
called,  shall  be  then  made  by  the  Sccrotar}-  who  shall  forthwith 
forward  to  the  Chief  Engineer  a  list  of  such  aljsentees,  retaining  a 
coi)y  thereof;  and  the  said  persons  if  absent-  without  leave  shall  be 
dealt  with  asitrovided  in  this  By-law  foi' disobeilience  or  absence 
without  leave,  and  shall  he  siilijn'l  lo   the  disahililies   in  such   case 
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provided,  and  a  report  thereof  in  writing  Hhnll  be  transmitted  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  to  the  Cit}-  Clerk  who  sliall  lay  the  same  be- 
fore the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water  and  Gas,  who  shall  deal  witli 
the  persons  in  default  as  aforesaid,  and  persons  absent  without 
leave,  or  a  sufficient  reason  satisfactory  to  the  said  Committee,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  this  Bj'-law  and 
liable  to  the  penalties  in  such  case  provided. 

218.  The  Ti-easurer  of  the  Department  shall  before  entering  on 
the  duties  of  his  office  execute  a  bond  to  the  City  Corporation 
with  two  sufficient  sureties,  himself  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  and  his  sureties  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  each, 
for  the  due  accoiinting  to  the  Department  for  all  monies  received 
by  him  under  the  authority  of  this  By-law. 

219.  The  said  Treasurer  shall  hold  all  monies  received  by  him 
for  the  Dei^artment,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Dejiartment,  and 
disburse  the  same  as  directed  b}'  resolution  of  the  members 
thereof 

220.  The  said  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall 
enter  the  monies  received  by  him  for  the  Department,  and  the 
disbursements  made  by  him  for  the  Department. 

221.  The  said  Treasurei-  shall  half  yearly  in  the  months  of 
January  and  Jul}^  in  each  year  send  a  report  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bui-sements  with  the  sources  and  pui'poses  to  the  City  Clerk,  wdio 
shall  lay  the  same  before  the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water  and  Gas, 
suth  i-eport  to  be  countersigned  by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

222.  The  books  kept  by  the  said  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may 
at  any  time  be  examined  by  the  Chief  or  Assistant  Engineers  or 
any  member  of  the  Department,  and  also  by  the  Committee  on 
P'^ire,  Water  and  Gas,  or  the  Chairman  or  an^-  member  thereof,  or 
any  member  of  the  City  Council. 

22:^.  The  monies  received  by  the  Ti'casui-er  of  the  Department 
shall  Itc  by  him  deposited  in  one  of  the  Chartered  Banks  of  the 
(vity,  and  he  shall  procure  a  bank  book,  and  all  paj-ments  shall  be 
by  cheques  signed  by  the  ('hief  i^]ngineer  and  countersigned  by 
the  said  Treasurer,  and  wo  ])ayments  shall  be  made  unless  first 
ordered  by  a  regulai-ly  constituted  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, which  Committee  sluill  be  comprised  of  the  Chief  Ei\gin- 
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OCT,  wlio  .shall  he  ( 'liaii'iiKUi,  and  the  Atst^istaiil  Engineers,  the 
Mechanical  Engineer,  the  Foreman,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Trea- 
sui-er  Avlio  shall  be  Secretary  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

MECHANICAL    ENGINEER   AND    CARETAKER. 

224.  The  Council  sshall  appoint  a  tit:  and  proper  person  to  take 
care  of  all  engines  and  tire  apparatus  belonging  to  the  Fire  De- 
jjartment,  and  such  pei"son  shall  iiold  office  during  the  pleasure  oi 
the  Council,  and  shall  be  the  Mechanical  Engineer  and  Caretaker 
of  the  Department. 

225.  He  shall  be  a  competent,  practical  steam  engineer  and 
mechanic,  having  a  practical  knowledge  of  steam  engines,  steam 
tire  engines  and  machines,  and  equal  to  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  required  to  be  performed  by  him,  which  shall  be  as  follows  : 

(a.)  He  must  be  capable  of  taking  charge  of  and  operating  a 
steam  tire  engine  and  the  fire  alarm  telegraph. 

(6.)  He  shall  after  every  fire  examine  and  clean,  oil  and  pack 
the  engines  when  necessary,  clean  and  oil  the  hose  and  see  that  it 
is  properly  thawed  out  and  dried,  examine  all  engines,  hose,  hose- 
carts,  hooks  and  ladders  and  other  fire  apparatus,  see  that  all  are 
in  a  state  of  efficiency  and  repair  at  all  times,  and  guard  against 
the  same  being  frozen  or  otherwise  unfit  for  service,  report  in 
wi-iting  to  the  Chief  Engineer  any  loss,  damage  or  injury  to  the 
same,  and  necessary  repairs,  superintend  all  repairs  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  done  proper!}',  certify  the  same  to  the  Chief  Engineer 
when  done,  cause  the  engines  and  other  apparatus  to  be  restored 
to  their  usual  place  of  deposit  as  soon  as  possible  after  being- 
repaired,  and  report  in  writing  to  the  Chief  Engineer  once  every 
month  the  state  of  the  engines  and -other  fire  apparatus  under  bis 
cai-e.       ' 

(c)  He  shall  inspect  monthly,  or  oftener  if  necessary,  all 
hydrants  or  fire-plugs  in  the  City,  and  repoi't  in  writing  after 
each  inspection  the  condition  thereof  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

{d.)  He  shall  atlt'iid  all  fires  and  general  musters  ot  the  De- 
partment, and  on  all  oeeasions  wlien  the  engines  and  other  fire 
appai'atus  are  to  be  taken  out  or  used. 

(e,)  He  shall    be  untler  the  conlml   of  the  Chid    Engiiu'cr  or 
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person  acting  m  that  capacity,  and  shall  obey  all  his  lawful  coin- 
mands  and  directions,  and  assist  on  all  occasions  to  the  best  of  his 
ability. 

(f.)  After  every  fire  or  muster  he  shall  see  that  the  engines 
and  other  apparatus  have  been  returned  lo  their  usual  places  of 
deposit,  and  that  the  hose  has  been  properly  washed  as  soon  after 
as  possible. 

226.  If  absent  from  an}' tire  or  muster  without  leave  or  a  rea- 
sonable excuse,  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  latter 
officer  shall  report  him  to  the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water  and  Gas, 
who  shall  deal  with  him  as  to  them  ma}'  seem  meet,  not  contrary  to 
law  or  to  this  By-law,  sul)ject  to  an  appeal  to  the  City  Council,  to 
which  Council  the  said  Committee  shall  rejjort  its  findings,  and 
the  said  engineer  may  have  deducted  from  his  salary  $3.00  lor  each 
absence  without  leave  or  reasonable  excuse. 

227.  He  shall  be  assisted  by  a  Stoker  properly  qualified  to  bo 
ap]:>ointed  bv  the  City  Council,  and  said  Stoker  shall  assist  him  in 
all  his  duties  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

228.  The  ]Mechanical  Engineer  shall  receive  an  aunual  salaiy 
pa3'able  monthly  on  the  first  day  of  each  month. 

229. /The  said  Stokei'  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  payable 
monthly  on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  and  the  said  Stoker  shall 
be  taught  by  the  Mechanical  Engineer  to  operate  a  steam  tii-e  en 
gine  besides  his  other  duties. 

ENGINES    AND    OTHER   FIRE    APPARATUS. 

230.  The  engines,  hooks  and  laddei-s,  carriages,  hose,  hose  carts, 
and  other  fire  apparatus,  shall  be  kept  where  the  same  ai-e  now 
kept,  or  in  places  assigned  for  the  same  ly  the  Council  or  the 
Committee  on  Fire.  Water  and  Cas. 

231.  No  engine  or  other  fire  apparatus  shall  be  taken  out  fiu' 
practice,  or  drill,  or  other  purpose  except  on  the  alarm  of  lire,  or 
in  any  case  beyond  the  limits  of  the  City  without  the  leave  of  the 
.said  Committee  on  Five,  Water  and  Gas,  or  of  the  City  Council, 
nor  shall  any  engine  or  other  fire  apparatus  be  used  for  auj''  pri 
vate  use  or  purjiose  whatever,  and  all  persons  authorizing  or 
permitting  such  use  or  causing  the  same  in  this  maimer  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  ol' an  infraction  oi'  this  liy-law  and  be  liable  to  the 
[)enalties  in  such  case  provided. 


232.  The  Chid' En^im'tT  shall  keep  an  accoiini  of  ihe  (|uaiitity 
of  hose  uikI  other  articles  of  tire  apparatus,  and  wlien  delivered 
and  in  Avhat  order,  and  whether  new  or  old  when  delivered,  a 
CO])}'  of  Avhich  account  he  shall  furnish  quai'terly  to  the  City 
(Merk,  and  he  shall  also  take  a  receipt  from  the  Caretaker  for  the 
same,  expi-essing  these  particuhu's,  and  any  injury  to  the  said 
engines,  hose  or  carts,  hooks  and  ladders,  or  carriages,  or  other 
ajjparatus  occasioned  by  the  carelessness,  wilful  neglect  or  default 
ot  the  Caretaker,  shall  be  made  good  by  him. 

COMMITTEE    ON    FIRE,    "WATER   AND    GAS. 

233.  The  Committee  on  Fire,  Water  and  Cas  subject  to  the 
Council  shall  have  the  general  control  and  management  of  the 
Fire  Department  and  of  all  the  otficers  and  men  belonging  to  it, 
and  of  all  the  engines  and  other  tire  apparatus  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, and  of  the  houses  and  places  where  the  same  are  kept,  and 
of  the  Fire  Hall,  and  of  the  horses  when  required  for  tire  purposes. 

234.  The  said  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Council  the  new 
apparatus  which  may  1)6  from  time  to  time  required  1)}'  the  De- 
partment, with  an  estimate  of  the  exj^ense  of  the  same,  and 
may  Avithout  referring  to  the  Council  order  repairs  or  such  ap- 
paratus to  the  extent  of  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  in 
each  year,  reporting  in  all  cases  to  the  Council,  the  liabilities  in- 
curred and  +he  purchases  made  at  its  first  meeting  thereaftei". 

235.  The  siiid  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  sunnuon  before 
them  and  examine  an}'  officer  or  membei'  of  the  Department,  and 
the  person  thus  summoned  failing  to  attend  without  an  excuse 
satisfactory  to  the  Committee  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach 
of  this  Bj'-law  and  liable  to  the  penalties  in  such  case  provided. 

236.  The  said  Committee  shall  have  power  to  suspend  tor  a 
time  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Department  on  grounds  which 
they  may  deem  sutficient,  re]iorting  all  such  cases  to  the  Council 
for  adoption  oi-  othei-  disposal. 

237.  Tlie  said  ('oiiimitlee  shall  attend  the  general  musters  and 
exercises  of  the  De]iarlnien(  and  review  the  same. 

238.  The  said  Committee  may  oi'der  out  the  Departmenti  for 
drill,  review  or  i»ra('tice  at  any  time,  giving  the  Chief  Engineer 
thre<' da\s"   notice,   and    the  said   ('liief   i'lnuinei'r   shall    gi\'e    two 
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days'   notice  to  the  Dopartmcnl,  and  the  ahsciilccs  on    8ucli   occa 
sions  without  leave  or  a  sufficient  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  (Uiief 
Engineer  shall  be  dealt  Avith  as  for  disobedience  as  is  herein  pro- 
vided. 

239.  The  said  Committee  may  also  direct  the  Dejjartment  to 
take  part  in  any  public  procession  or  ceremony  not  of  a  reli- 
gious, political  or  sectarian  character,  in  uniform  and  with  or  with- 
out their  engines  and  apparatus  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  offi- 
cers and  men  of  the  Department  to  attend  upon  pain  of  the  pe- 
nalties of  this  By-law  as  to  disobedience  as  aforesaid. 

CITY    CLERK. 

240.  The  City  Clerk  shall  lay  before  the  Committee  on  Fire, 
Water  and  Gas  at  its  first  meeting  after  receiving  the  same  all 
reports  and  other  documents,  connected  with  the  Fire  Department 
transmitted  to  him,  and  afterwards  fylo  away  carefully  such  as 
are  to  be  preserved. 

241.  The  Clerk  shall  half  yearly  furnish  to  the  Chief  Constable, 
to  be  hung  up  at  the  police  offices,  lists  containing  the  names  of 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  Department,  their  Ward  and  street  of 
residence,  and  their  profession  and  business. 

242.  The  said  Clerk  shall  furnish  to  each  member  of  the  Fire 
Department  a  certificate  that  lie  is  a  member  thereof,  wdiich 
certificate  shall  entitle  such  person,  so  long  as  he  continues  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Department,  to  exemption  from  the  payment  of 
statute  labor  tax  and  such  other  exem])tions  as  he  is  and  may 
be  entitled  to  by  law  by  being  a  fireman.  Provided  always  that 
such  certificate  shall  be  renewed  once  a  year  at  least,  and  such 
certificate  must  in  all  cases  be  countersigned  by  the  Chief  En- 
gineer. 

HIGH    BAILIFF    AND    POLICE    FORCE. 

243.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  High  Baiiitt'  to  attend  ail  fires 
and  render  all  the  assistance  in  his  power  under  the  tlirection  of 
the  Chief  Engineer. 

244.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Coiistal)le  and  as  man}-  of 
the  Force  under  him  as  can  be  s])ared  from  oilier  duties  to  attend 
all  fires  where  they  shall  be  under  Ihe  command  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Police  or  such  of  them  as  nuiy    he   present,   and   in 
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tlioir  ;il»si'nco  (lioy  shall  1)C  under  the  eoinniaiid  of  the  Chaii'inan 
oCtlie  ('oimnitlee  on  Fire,  Watei'  and  Gas,  in  his  absence  ot  any 
niemlicr  ihcrcof.  and  t'ailini;-  these  ofthe  senior  Aldei-man  }»resent. 

245.  It  shall  be  the  duty  ofthe  Police  Force  at  fires  to  preserve 
good  order,  to  ])i-event  irregularity  and  confusion,  to  ]>i'event  the 
firemen  froUT  being  obstructed  or  hindered  or  liampered  in  the 
discharge  of  theii-  duties,  to  keep  the  ])eo])le  at  such  tii-es  back  to 
the  position  to  which  the}'  may  be  restricted  by  the  Chief  p]ngin- 
eer,  to  exert  themselves  to  the  utmost  to  save  life  and  property, 
and  to  take  charge  of  and  guard  and  ])rotect  such  pro])erty  as 
may  be  rescued  or  placed  under  their  charge  for  safety. 

24C.  And  to  take  into  custody',  all  ]x>rsons  who  aiv  di'unk',  oi- 
acting  im])roperly,  or  who  i-efuses  to  obey  any  lawful  commands 
or  directions,  which  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-law,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  ])ersons  to  ohey. 

247.  Any  member  ofthe  force  on  liecoming  aw^are  bj' the  fire 
alarm,  or  otherwise  ofthe  existence  of  a  fire,  shall  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  the  City  Messenger,  and  inform  him  thereof,  and  of  the 
Ward  in  the  City  in  which  the  fire  has  occurred,  and  if  the  mes- 
Benger  cannot  be  found  such  Policeman  shall  j-ing  the  alarm  bell 
ofthe  City  Hall  himself,  and  so  soon  as  any  fire  has  been  so  far 
extinguished  or  got  under  as  to  render  the  further  ringing  ofthe 
alarm  bells  unnecessary,  a  policeman  shall  pi-oceed  to  the  City 
Hall  and  infoi-m  the  person  ringing  the  bell  there  to  that  cH'ect 
which  person  shall  thereupon  cease  to  I'ing. 

248.  F^ver}^  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  so  far  as  possible 
make  himself  acquainted  with  the  places  of  residence  of  the  fire- 
men in  the  City,  and  on  the  alarm  of  fire  the  policeman  or  police- 
men on  each  beat  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  every  fireman  w^hose 
place  of  residence  in  such  beat  maj'  be  known  by  knocking  at  the 
door  there(^f  or  otherwise. 

FIRE    ALARMS. 

249.  The  Fire  Alarm  ior  St.  Lawrence  Wai'd  shall  be  one  stroke 
on  the  bell  at  the  (-ity  ifall,  and  the  tire  alarm  tin-  Ontario  Ward 
shall  be  two  strokes  on  the  said  bell,  and  throughout  the  rest  of 
the  City  Fire  Alarm  boxes  shall  be  disti-ibuted  and  numbered  as 
follows  that  is  to  sav: 
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No.  :>.  Al  tlic  Comer  of  Queen  and  Moiitiviil  Streets. 
No.  4.  Brewery,  King  Street  Went. 
No.  5.  At  All  Saints  C'hureh  Division  Street. 
No.  6.  At   Geoi-ge    NewltmUs   House   south    side   of  Princess 
Street. 

No.  7.  At  the  Corner  of  Barrie  and  Princess  Streets. 

No.  8.  At  the  Corner  of  Earl  and  Barrie  Streets. 

No.  9.  At  Queen's  College  Gafe  on  Arch  Street. 

No.  12.  At  the  late  P.  Nugent's  House,  Montreal  Street. 

No.  13.  At  the  Corner  of  King  and  Union  Streets. 

No.  14.  At  the  Military  College. 

No.  15.  At  the  General  Hospital. 

No.  22.  At  the  Canadian  Locomotive  and  Engine  works. 

and  the  fire  alarm  for  the  locality  of  each  tire  alarm  box,  shall  be 
a  number  of  strokes  on  the  Bell  at  the  City  Hall,  con-esponding 
to  the  number  of  the  tire  alarm  box  of  the  locality. 

250.  A  list  of  the  fire  alarms  and  fire  alarm  boxes  with  their 
number^  shall  be  hung  up  in  the  City  Clerk's  Office,  in  the  Police 
Office,  and  in  every  Engine  House  or  place  where  any  of  the  fire 
a])paratus  is  kept,  cons])icuously  printed  on  card-board. 

251.  Upon  any  alarm  of  fire  the  City  Messenger  with  the  Bell 
at  the  City  Hall  and  the  Sexton  of  St.  Mar^^'s  Cathedral  shall 
sound  a  general  alarm  for  the  space  of  live  miiuites. 

252.  When  the  Bell  at  the  City  Hall  ceases  sounding  the  gene- 
ral alarm  which  it  shall  do  after  the  lapse  of  two  minutes  the  other 
Bell  shall  also  cease  ringing,  and  when  information  has  arrived 
of  the  locality  of  the  fire  the  person  ringing  the  Bell  at  the  City 
Hall  shall  sii'ike  distinctly  and  at  due  intervals  strokes  to  the 
number  prescribed  as  the  fire  alarm  for  the  locality,  after  which 
he  shall  ])aus('  for  (ho  space  of  tw' o  minutes  and  then  strike  as  be- 
fore. 

25:5.  The  person  ringing  the  Bell  of  St.  Mary's  Cathedral  shall 
imitate  the  Bell  at  the  City  Hall  in  the  number  of  strokes  and 
intervals. 

254.  The  Bells  shall  continue  to  sti-ike  the  ahirm  as  above  for 
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the  s]):icc  ofoiie  (|uarlor  of  an  libiir,  for -which  the  Sexton  of  8t. 
Mtuy's  Cathedral  shall  he  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  tlie 
Council  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 

255.  If  the  alarm  has  been  false  or  Avheji  he  has  been  notified 
by  a  policeman  that  tlie  lire  has  been  got  under  the  person  ringing 
the  bell  at  the  City  Hall  shall  strike  nine  strokes  at  intervals 
twice  in  succession,  when  the  bells  shall  cease  ringing. 

25G.  Any  person  wilfully  giving  or  causing  to  be  given  a  false 
alarm  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and  liable 
to  the  penalties  in  such  case  provided. 

RELATING   TO    THE    PREVENTION    OF    FIRES. 

257.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  High  Bailiti;  Chief  Constable,  any 
Police  Constable  or  other  Officer  of  the  City,  to  enter  in  or  upon 
and  search  or  examine  any  lot,  house,  workshop,  cellar,  yard 
stable,  shed  or  other  premises  or  erections  in  or  on  which  there  is 
reason  to  believe  there  is  any  stove,  stove-pi])e,  furnace,  chimneys, 
flues  or  other  implements,  gunpowder,  shavings,  straw,  oi"  any 
combustible  or  other  matter  which  may  be  considered  as  hazar- 
dous or  dangerous  in  causing  or  communicating  fire,  and  for  the 
said  High  Bailitf,  or  other  Officer,  personally  to  notify  the  owner 
or  occupier  of  such  premises  to  take  down,  remove,  carry  away, 
make  secure  or  destroy  the  same,  and  in  case  such  owner  or  occu- 
pier shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  do  so  for  the  space  of  twenty-four 
hours  after  such  notice,  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  liable  in  such  pe- 
nalty as  is  authorized  b}^  this  By-law  for  a  breach  thereof,  and  in 
the  like  penalty  for  every  day  such  nuisance  or  danger  shall  re- 
main un removed,  undestroyed  or  unabated,  and  also  that  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  High  Bailiff,  or  other  Officer  as  afore- 
said, with  the  authority  of  the  Mayor  or  the  Police  Magistrate,  in 
case  the  said  nuisance  or  danger  remains  unremoved,  undestroyed 
or  unabated,  at  the  expiration  of  twentj'-fbur  hours  after  such  no- 
tice to  cause  such  nuisance  or  dangerous  article  or  thing  to  be  ta- 
ken down,  removed,  carried  away  or  destroyed  at  the  expense  of 
such  owner  or  occupier  and  for  tliat  purpose  to  enter  into  tmy  such 
place  or  premises  as  aforesaid,  with  such  woi-kmen  or  others  as 
may  be  necessai-y  for  the  purpose. 

258.  All  stove-pipes  whicii  may  be  carrietl  tii rough  any  parti- 
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tion of  wood  or  wood  and  lime  or  other  thing,  or  through  an3'flooi- 
or  any  house  or  building,  shall  in  every  case  pass  through  stove- 
pipe stones  or  bricks,  or  within  pots  or  tin,  and  shall  be  kept  at 
least  six  inches  from  any  part  of  the  wood  of  the  partition  or  floor 
and  at  least  ten  inches  from  the  beam  or  ceiling  of  any  room 
through  which  any  stove-pipe  may  bo  conveyed  which  shall  be 
safely  and  properly  secured  to  the  beams  or  ceiling  with  wire, 
chain,  or  iron-hoop. 

259.  No  stove-pipe  shall  be  carried  through  a  window,  side-wall 
or  gable  end  of  any  building. 

260.  That  every  stove-pipe  carried  through  the  roof  of  a  house 
or  building  of  any  description  shall  l)e  secured  in  a  sutficient  bi-ick 
flue  built  fi'om  the  garret  floor,  and  ascending  at  least  three  feet 
beyond  the  roof  of  the  said  building. 

261.  All  pipe-holes  in  an}-  chimney  in  any  house  or  building 
not  being  in  use  shall  be  by  the  occupant  kept  closed  with  a  tin 
or  sheet  iron  stopper  or  ventilator  and  all  fire-boards  shall  be 
protected  inside  at  the  bottom  and  for  six  inches  uj)  from  the  bot- 
tom by  covering  them  with  tin  or  sheet-iron  securely  fastened. 

262.  Every  stove  used  in  any  house  or  building  within  the  City 
shall  be  jjlaced  not  less  than  twelve  inches  from  any  lath,  or  wood- 
en partition,  and  every  stove  so  used  shall  be  furuished  with  an 
ash-pan  of  suitable  size,  constructed  of  proper  material,  metal  or 
wood,  securely  and  wholly  covered  with  tin  or  sheet-iron,  to  bo 
placed  in  front  of  the  door  of  or  under  such  stove. 

2()3.  No  person  shall  cai-ry  through  any  square,  street,  or  lane 
oi-  through  an}-  yard,  or  into  or  through  any  mill,  stable,  barn, 
oi-  out-house  in  the  City,  any  fire,  lighted  coals  or  wood  uidess  in 
a  covered  vessel  of  iron,  or  other  sate  material,  and  no  blacksmith 
or  other  person  shall  make  an}-  fire  in  any  street  or  s(puirc  or 
elsewhere  near  any  cond)ustible  material. 

264.  Eveiy  occupant  of  any  house  or  huilding  within  the  City 
ill  which  a  fii'C  is  kept,  is  required  to  provide  for  all  aslies  removed 
from  stoves  and  fire-])laces  a  safe  receptacU'  to  be  nuide  of  mater- 
ials not  suiiject  (o  lake  (ire,  and  any  such  occupant  depositing  or 
keeping  (»r  sullering  to  l)e  deposited  or  ke))t,  any  ashes  in  a  l»ox, 
liarrc^l,  cask  or  any  other  thing  consisting  of  materials   subject  to 
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take  fire,  in  such  tenement  or  in  any  premises  occupied  thei'cwith 
shall  for  each  and  ev^ry  offence  forfeit  and  pay  such  penalty  as 
may  be  imposed  under  this  By-law. 

265.  No  person  shall  carry  or  keep  any  lighted  candle  or  lamp 
in  any  livery  or  other  stable  ov  mill,  barn  or  out-house  in  the  said 
City,  or  near  any  gun-powder  or  inflamable  or  exjjlosive  or  other 
substance  or  fluid,  unless  the  same  shall  be  carried  or  enclosed  in 
a  lantern  so  constructed  as  to  emit  light  and  prevent  its  com- 
municating fire  to  any  such  combustible  materials  in  such  places. 

266.  No  person  shall  smoke  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession 
any  lighted  pipe  oi"  cigar  in  any  work-shop  or  other  place  where- 
in are  combustible  materials  oi-  in  any  stables,  out-house  oj-  bai'u. 

267.  No  person  shall  place  or  deposit  any  (]^uick  lime  or  un- 
slacked  lime,  in  contact  with  any  wood  of  a  house,  out-house  or 
other  building  or  fence,  and  any  pei-son  so  doing  or  failing  to  re- 
move such  lime  or  to  secure  the  same  so  as  to  prevent  an}'  danger 
of  fire  when  required,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law. 

268.  No  person  shall  use  any  house  or  jjremises  in  the  Cit}'  as 
a  manufactory  of  hicifer  matches,  fire-works,  or  gunpowder,  nitro- 
glycerine, dynamite,  or  other  explosive  material. 

269.  No  person  shall  use  or  occupy  within  the  City  any  build- 
ing or  place  for  the  manufactory  of  turpentine,  tar,  refined  petro- 
leum, oil,  kerosine,  paraffine,  benzine,  camphine,  naptha,  oi'  other 
dangerous  or  easily  inflamable  or  explosive  substance  or  for  the 
storage  of  fire-works. 

270.  No  person  shall  sto]"e  or  pile  coal  in  a  heap  except  in  a 
shed  inclosed  on  three  sides  or  other  enclosed  place  with  a  good 
water  tight  roof  or  with  a  watertight  covering  and  in  such  a 
manner  that  no  water,  rain  or  snow  can  reach  it. 

271.  No  person  shall  have,  put  or  keep  hay,  straw,  grain  in 
sti-aw,  cotton,  flax,  hemp  or  Avood  shavings  or  other  easily  in- 
flamable material  in  stack  or  pile  in  the  Cit}^  without  securel}' 
enclosing  or  covering  the  same  so  as  to  protect  the  same  from  the 
danger  of  ignition  b}^  sparks  or  other  means. 

272.  No  ]ters()n  shall  have  or  kt'cj)  a  hiniluT  yard  within  the 
('ity    whereat  tiu'  buying  or  selling  of  hiniber  or  Innhcr  isi-arricd 
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on  or  whereat  lumber  or  timber  is  .stored  unless  such  yard  shall 
be  enclosed  with  a  good  and  substantial  close  board  I'ence  at  least 
six  feet  in  height  from  the  ground. 

2*73.  The  Members  of  the  City  Council  shall  be  Fire  Wardens 
for  the  City  and  as  such  shall  use  their  best  eftbrts  in  the  suppress- 
ing of  fires  within  the  City  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By- 
law. 

274.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to  ins|)ecti  all 
houses  and  buildings  in  the  course  of  erection  and  all  other  houses 
and  IniildingH  as  he  may  deem  necessai-y  and  see  that  the  provi 
sions  of  this  By-law  relating  to  the  ])i'evention  of  fires  have  been 
and  are  carried  out. 

275.  All  chimney  stacks  shall  be  carried  to  a  height  of  not  less 
than  four  feet  above  the  ridge  or  deck  of  an}'  roof  carried  by,  con- 
nected with  o]'  abutting  upon,  the  walls  to  which  the  said  chimney 
stack  is  attached,  and  where  a  chimney  stack  is  used  to  carry  away 
smoke  or  noxious  vapours  irom  any  manufactory  where  an  en- 
gine and  boiler  of  more  than  twelve  or  less  than  eight  horse  power 
are  used'  such  chimneys  shall  not  bo  less  than  fifty  feet  in  height 
above  the  level  of  the  street  adjoining  such  manufactoi-y,  and  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  or  iise  within  the  fire  limits  of  this 
City,  as  defined  in  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  relating  to  wood- 
en buildings,  any  other  description  or  kind  of  chimney  stacks. 

27G.  No  timber  shall  belaid  within  two  feet  of  the  inside  of  any 
oven,  cojiper,  still,  boiler  or  furnace,  nor  within  nine  inches  of  the 
o])ening  of  any  chimney  or  within  seven  inches  of  the  inside  ot 
any  fine. 

277.  No  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter  place  any  stove  in 
any  iioiisc  or  building  in  the  said  City,  without  leaving  twelve  in- 
ches clear  from  any  wood-work,  immediately  above  such  stove  and 
nine  inches  from  any  wood-work  opposite  the  sides  of  the  same  and 
at  least  six  inches  from  the  floor. 

278.  No  pipe  or  funnel  for  coiive3'ing  steam  or  hot  air  shall  be 
fixed  next  any  jiublic  street  or  highway  or  the  front  of  any  l)uild- 
ing  nor  shall  an}-  funnel,  ]»ipe  oi-  Hue  for  conveying  fire,  smoke  or 
hot  air,  he  fixed  on  the  inside  of  any  building  nearer  than  twelve 
inches  to  the  face  of  any  timbers  of  rcjofs,  ceiling  or  pai'tilions,  nor 
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Bhall  any  such  tiiDm-l,  pipe  or  Hue  pasts  through  any  limber  tram- 
ing  or  partition  of  wood  or  wood  and  lime  or  through  any  wooden 
floor  in  an^-  house,  outhouse,  office,  or  building  whatever,  within 
the  said  City,  unless  there  shall  be  a  space  of  at  least  six  inches 
cleai"  between  the  said  funnel,  pipe  or  flue  and  such  framing,  par- 
tition or  floor,  or  unless  the  "same  shall  pass  through  a  chimne}' 
of  stone  or  brick  and  mortar  or  shall  be  encircled  by  a  I'im  of  so- 
lid stone,  brick  or  metal,  not  less  than  three  inches  wide  and 
equal  in  thickness  to  the  full  finished  thickness  of  the  framing- 
through  which  such  j^ij^e  shall  pass. 

279.  All  depositories  of  ashes  shall  be  built  of  brick  or  other 
fire-proof  material  without  wood  in  any  part  thereof;  and  no  per- 
son within  tlie  said  Cit}',  not  having  an  ash-jjit  as  above  pi'es- 
cribed,  shall  keep  more  than  two  bushels  of  ashes  on  his,  her  or 
their  premises. 

280.  No  person  oi-  persons  sliall  2)lace  or  keep  any  ashes  re- 
moved from  any  stove  or  fire-place,  in  any  wooden  box  or  other 
wooden  vessel,  or  within  three  feet  of  any  wooden  partition  in  his, 
her  or  their  house  or  premises  in  the  said  City  or  in  any  out-house 
or  shed,  or  shall  place  or  j^ermit  to  be  placed  any  hay,  straw"  or 
other  combustible  material,  uncovered,  in  his,  her  or  their  court- 
yard or  lot  of  ground  withhi  one  hundred  feet  of  any  buildi]ig. 

281.  No  person  shall  Avithout  leave  of  tlie  said  Comicil,  by  reso- 
lution thereof,  set  up  to  woik  an}'  steam  engine  in  the  said  City, 
or  erect,  construct,  or  build  or  aid  in  the  erection,  construction  or 
building  of  any  fire-place,  hearth  or  chimney  to  be  used  in  any 
iron  foundry,  furnace  or  blacksmith  shop  or  in  the  casting  of 
molten  iron  or  other  metals  or  shall  make,  light,  or  kindle  an}"  fire 
in  or  upon  any  such  fire-place,  chimney  or  fui-nace  so  made  or 
constructed. 

282.  No  person  shall  es(ai)lisli,  set  up,  carry  on,  or  continue 
witliin  the  said  C'ity,  a  tannery,  fellmongery  or  place  for  boiling 
soa)),  making  or  i-unning  candles,  or  fi)i'  the  melting  of  tallow,  oi- 
any  manufactory  of  varnish,  or  fire-works,  or  any  coal  oil  retiiuny  or 
refini'rics  OI"  any  otlu-r  factory  which  fi'om  its  nature  or  the  ma- 
terial used  therein  siiall  be  dangerous  in  causing  oi*  ])romoling  lii'es 
unless  and  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the  City  Kngiiu'er  a 
cerlifie;ile  of  coin  j)li:iiic('  with  ;iii\'  general    regiilalions    presei'llied 
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oi-  to  be  proscribed  by  By-iaw  ofllie  Council  in  Ibal  b(^h:ill",  which 
certificate  slmll  expire  on  the  thirty-tirsl  day  of  December  in  each 
year  and  shall  be  renewed  annually,  and  any  person  carrying  on 
such  business  without  such  cerliticate  shall  be  subject  to  the  pen- 
alties of  this  By-law.  For  such  certificate  a  fee  of  one  dollar  shall 
be  jjaid  by  the  pei-son  ol)tainini;-  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

283.  No  person  shall  smoke  or  have  in  his  or  her  ])Ossession 
any  lighted  jnpe  or  cigar  hi  any  stable,  carpenter  or  cabinet  mak- 
ers shop  or  building  where  straw,  shavings  or  other  combustible 
material  may  be,  or  carry  or  keep  or  suffer  to  be  carried  or  kept 
any  lighted  lamp  or  candle  in  any  livery  or  other  stable  within 
the  said  City,  unless  such  lani])  or  candle  shall  be  enclosed  in  a 
lantern  or  shade,  so  as  to  jirevent  an}"  accident  from  fire  there- 
from. 

284.  When  any  building  or  buildings  in  course  of  erection  with- 
in the  City  limits  shall  be  deemed  unsafe  by  the  City  Commis- 
sioner the  owner,  contractor  or  agent  shall  be  notified  at  once  to 
make  the  same  safe  and  secure,  and  every  person  so  notified  who 
fails  Avithin  twenty-four  hours  to  comply  with  such  notice  shall  be 
subject  to  the  penalties  of  this  By-law. 

285.  No  window  sills,  dressings,  string  courses,  eave  troughs, 
cornices,  or  other  details  or  ornaments  in  anyway  projecting  from 
the  face  of  external  walls,  or  surmounting  the  same  shall  be  fixed 
to  any  such  walls  above  the  line  of  shop  fronts  of  any  buildings 
or  sui'mounting  the  party  walls  thereof,  unless  such  details,  dress- 
ings, string-courses,  eave  troughs,  cornices,  details  or  ornaments 
shall  l)e  constructed  of  stone,  brick  oi-  iron  or  shall  be  com])letely 
covered  with  iron,  tin,  zinc,  copj)er  or  some  other  material  of  an 
incombustible  nature. 

286.  All  cranes  and  hoisting-gil)s  pi'ojecting  from  the  face  of 
any  external  wall  of  any  house,  wai-ehouse,  storehouse  or  other 
building,  above  the  ceiling  line  of  the  ground  floor,  shall  be  con- 
structed of  ii'on  or  other  incombustible  material  or  covered  infer- 
nally and  externally  witli  incombustible  material,  such  crane  or 
gib  not  to  project  over  any  street  or  lane. 

287.  No  person  shall  hereafter  establish  a  lumber  yard 
within  that  part  of  the  City  called  the  "Fire  limits." 

288.  No  breast  of  an}-  chimney  shall  be  supporteil   \>y  timber 
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exc(_'|)(iiii;-  sticli  jiiliiii;,'  or  plaiikiiii;'  as  may  Ik^  iicccssury  in  IIk'  f'ouii- 
dalioiis.  and  all  (iiiiiici' shall  he  eii^'lit  inclies  at  least  below  the 
heaj-fli;  chimneys  hack  to  l)ack  in  party  walls  shall  he  in  thecliim- 
ney  back  at  least  one  brick  or  nine  inches  in  thickness;  cliimney 
backs  in  i)ai'ty  walls  not  being  back  to  back  with  any  otiier  chim- 
ney shall  be  at  least  seven  inches  clear  from  the  pai'ty  line. 

289.  The  thickness  above  specified  shall  be  continued  to  a  height 
of  at  least  twelve  inches  above  the  maritelin  every  case  and  all  flues 
built  in  internal,  external,  or  party  walls,  shall  be  surrounded  by 
brickwork  not  less  than  seven  inches  in  thickness. 

290.  All  partitions  or  widths  between  fiues  shall  be  at  least  half 
a  brick  in  thickness,  and  the  breast  and  l)ack  of  every  chimney, 
and  every  breast,  back  and  partition  or  width  of  any  flue  shall  be 
pargetted  within. 

291.  Chimney  hearths  shall  in  all  cases  be  laid  wholly  of  brick  or 
stone,  unless  the  same  be  in  a  cellar  or  basement  stor}'  and  be  laid 
and  bedded  in  solid  earth,  and  every  chimney  shall  have  a  slab  or 
slabs  or  foot  pieces  before  the  same  of  stone,  brick,  marble,  iron  or 
cement,  at  least  one  foot  six  inches  broad  and  extending  at  least 
six  inches  beyond  each  end  of  every  fire-place  0])ening. 

292.  Hei-eafter  every  person  who  shall  erect  or  build  any  house 
or  building  in  any  part  of  the  City  within  the  limits  aforesaid, 
which  shall  be  or  is  intended  to  be  adjacent  to  an}'  other  house  or 
building,  shall  Iniild  a  good  and  substantial  party  Avail  or  party 
walls  (as  the  case  may  be,)  of  brick  or  stone  on  the  side  or  sides 
which  shall  adjoin  or  be  intended  to  adjoin  any  other  house  or 
buikling,  which  party  wall  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches 
thick  if  of  brick  nor  less  than  sixteen  inches  if  of  stone  and  shall  be 
terminated  at  the  top  by  a  fii-e  guard  wall  of  the  same  thickness 
with  pro])er  copmg  and  i-ising  not  less  than  eighteen  inches  aoove 
the  roof.  Pj'ovided  always  that  if  a  wall  of  the  thickness  mater- 
ials and  description  aforesaid  be  previously  standing  in  the  con- 
tiguous or  adjoining  house  or  building,  then  and  in  such  case  the 
])erson  or  persons  wdio  shall  erect  any  such  new  house  (»r  build- 
ing shall  not  be  re(iuired  to  make  a  second  wall  or  walls  as  afore- 
said. 

293.  Hereaftei- no  chimney  shall  be, built  in  the  City  unless  ol 
stone    or  brick    walls    eight   inches     in   thickness  well  ])ljvstered 
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on  i\\v  inside  and  rising  at  least  three  feet  above  the  ridge  of  the 
i-oof,  which  chimney  or  flue  if  built  in  circular  or  square  form  shall 
not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  in  inside  diameter  and  if  of  oval 
foi-m  not  less  than  ten  inches  by  fourteen  inches. 

204.  ft  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Commissioner,  High 
Bailiff  or  any  Constable  of  the  said  City,  personally  to  notif)'  any 
Proprietor,  Master  Builders,  Overseer  or  Agent  having  the 
supcrintendance  of  or  concerned  in  the  erection  of  any  wooden 
building  or  addition  thereto,  or  building  requiring  a  party  wall  or 
walls,  or  chimney  or  flue  as  aforesaid,  of  any  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  By-law  relating  thereto  and  to  forbid  any  such  per- 
son to  proceed  with  any  work  contrary  thereto,  and  in  case  any  such 
person  shall  after  such  notice  persist  in  any  such  work,  contrary 
to  this  By-law,  he  shall  on  conviction  forfeit  and  jjay  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  the 
first  day  and  a  like  penalty  for  every  subsequent  day^  he  shall  con- 
tinue and  persist  in  such  work,  besides  costs. 

295.  Any  person  requiring  to  burn  any  hay,  straw,  chijjs,  shav- 
ings or  other  combustible  materials  in  the  ojjen  air  shall  do  so 
on  a  damp  day  when  there  is  no  wind,  and  at  a  distance  of  not 
less  than  seventy  feet  from  any  house,  building  or  vessel  in  or 
on  the  shores  of  the  harbour,  and  such  fire  shall  be  constantly 
watched  and  completely  extinguished  before  nine  o'clock  at  night. 

296.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  fire  or  set  off"  any 
firc-ai'ms,  gunpowder,  fire-balls  or  fireworks  in  any  part  of  the 
City  whereby  a  danger  of  fire  would  be  created,  and  no  person 
shall  set  or  let  oft'  squibs  or  fire  crackers  in  any  street,  park  or 
other  public  place  in  the  city. 

297.  No  person  shall  light  or  have  a  fire  in  a  wooden  house  or 
outhouse  unless  such  fire  is  in  a  brick  or  stone  chimney  or  in  a 
stove  of  iron  or  other  metal  properly  secured. 

298.  >]very  store,  dwelling  house  or  building  of  two  or  more 
stories  high,  erected  or  which  may  be  erected  in  the  city, 
shall  have  a  scuttle  in  the  roof  and  a  suitable  stairway 
oi-  ladder  leading  to  the  same  from  the  inside  fitted  and  placed 
theiein  by  the  owner  or  occupier  so  as  to  aftord  convenient  access 
to  the  i-oof  in  case  of  fire,  and  the  jjroprietors   or  lessees  of  all 
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hotels,  mills,  liu-tories  and  woi'ksliops  of  two  or  more  stories  hiii;h 
in  which  people  reyide  or  are  emplo3a>d,  or  in  which  it  is  intended 
they  shall  do  so,  sliall  provide  for  the  use  of  such  hotels,  mills 
factories  and  work'shojis  a  sufficient  number  of  fire  escapes  for  the 
saving  of  human  lite  in  the  case  of  tire,  and  the  number  and 
quality  of  such  tire  escapes  shall  be  detei-mined  by  the  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the  Fire  Department,  and  any  person  failing  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  Bj'-law"  and  shall  l)e  dealt  with  accord- 
ingly. 

299.  h]very  dwelling  house,  manufactory,  store,  workshop  or 
other  building,  having  a  chimney  or  chimneys,  shall  be  fui'nished 
and  maintained  Avith  good  and  sufficient  ladders  I'caching  from  the 
ground  three  feet  above  the  eaves  of  the  building  and  from  the 
eaves  to  the  ridge  of  the  roof  against  or  near  such  chimney  or 
chimneys,  and  any  person  failing  to  comjjly  with  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of 
this  By-law  and  shall  be  dealt  Avith  accordingly. 

300.  No  person  sliall  sell  gunpowder  or  permit  gunpoAvder  to  be 
sold  in  his  house,  shop,  storehouse  or  other  building  at  night,  or 
when  so  dai'k  as  to  render  a  light  necessary. 

RELATINO    TO    THE    SAVEEl'INO    OF    CHIMNEA'S. 

301.  As  soon  after  the  jjassing  of  this  By-laAV  as  the  Council 
may  deem  expedient  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Council  a 
Chimnoj"  VicAver  and  Fire  Inspector,  Avho  shall  be  the  person 
Avhose  tender  for  the  Office  shall  have  been  accepted  bj-  the  Coun- 
cil, and  who  shall  be  paid  the  charges  allowed  by  this  By-law  for 
sweeping  chimneys  for  his  serA'ices  and  for  the  services  of  those 
Avhom  he  employs  to  enable  him  to  have  the  duties  prescribed  by 
this  Bj^-law  pro2:)erly  pei'formed,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
officer  to  sec  that  the  provisionsof  this  By-laAV,from  section  301  to 
section  301  inclusive,  and  of  any  other  By-kuv  which  may  here- 
after be  passed  by  the  Council  relating  to  the  ])revention  of  fires 
be  observed,  and  in  case  of  any  neglect  or  refusal  in  the  obserA^- 
ance  of  such  provisions,  to  complain  by  information  to  the  Mayor, 
Police  Magistrate,  oi-  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  having  jurisdic- 
tion. 
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302.  He  shall  when  required  and  not  otherwise  sweep  the  Chim- 
neys of  such  persons  as  desire  them  to  be  swept,  for  which  service 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  the  the  prices  following,  viz.: 

'No.  1.  For  sweejiing-  the  Chimney  of  any  house  which 
does  not  exceed  in  height  a  gi-ound  floor  and  garret  the  sum  of 
ten  cents,  and  for  every  additional  Hue  the  sum  ot  five  cents. 

No.  2.  For  the  sweeping  of  a  Chimney  in  a  house  higher 
than  is  named  in  No.  1.  and  which  does  not  exceed  in  lieight  two 
floors  and  a  garret  the  sum  of  fifteen  cents,  and  for  every  addi- 
tional flue  the  sum  of  flve  cents. 

No.  3.  For  the  sweeping  of  a  Chimney  in  a  house  higher 
than  is  named  in  No.  2.  and  which  docs  not  exceed  in  height 
three  floors  and  a  garret  the  sum  of  t^venty  cents,  and  for  every 
additional  flue  the  sum  of  six  cents. 

No.  4.  For  the  sweeping  of  a  Chimney  in  a  house  higher 
than  is  named  in  No.  3  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  for  every 
additional^  flue  the  sum  of  ten  cents ;  which  charges  as  atoj-esaid 
shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  sweeping  by  the  occupier  or  occupiers 
of  each  liouse. 

303.  He  shall  accompany  tlie  persons  employed  as  sweepers 
and  see  that  the_y  do  their  duty  in  a  proj^er  manner  and  with  the 
least  possible  inconvenience  to  the  citizens. 

304;  He  shall  register  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  a  list  of 
all  houses  and  tenements  in  the  City  in  which  fires  are  used, 
the  names  of  the  occupiers,  of  how  many  stories  in  height,  and 
the  trade,  l)usiness  or  calling  of  the  occupiers. 

305.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chimney  Viewer  to  call  on  each 
occupier  of  a  house  within  the  City  at  least  once  in  every  six 
months  to  ofi'er  his  services  to  sweep  the  Chimneys  and  flues  in 
said  house:  Provided  always  that  no  person  shall  be  fined  as  here- 
in-after mentioned  unless  the  Chimney  Viewer  sliall  have  ten- 
dered his  services  in  accordance  vyith  this  section. 

30(!.  The  (K-cupicr  ot  any  house  in  tiic  ('ily  in  wliicli  a  ('liini- 
ney  or  flue  may  take  tire  and  Avhicli  shall  M(tl  liaxc  been  swe])f 
as  aforesaid  within  six  nionlhs,  shall  be  di'emed  guilty  of  a  breach 
ot  this  Hy-law,  and  shall  Jbrfeit  and  pay  a  lint;  of  not  less  than  two 
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dollarb  and  costs  and  every  person  shall  cause  his  stove-ijipes  in 
use  to  be  well  cleaned  inside  from  soot  at  least  twice  between  the 
months  of  November  and  April,  in  each  year,  subject  to  a  like  pe- 
nalty. 

SOY.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  engage  in  the  bu- 
siness or  occupation  of  sweeping  Chimneys  in  the  said  City  un- 
less lender  the  direction  of  the  Chimney  Viewer  :  Provided  that 
any  person  may  sweep  his  own  chimney. 

308.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  hinder,  molest,  or 
otherwise  disturb,  the  said  Chimney  Viewer,  or  the  servants  em- 
ployed by  him,  while  in  the  execution  of  their  duty. 

309.  The  Council  shall  animall}'  or  oftener  if  need  be,  receive 
tenders  from  persons  willing  to  accept  the  office  of  Chimney  View- 
er and  Fire  Inspector  and  have  power  to  appoint  such  persons  as 
shall  offer  the  best  terms. 

THE    BENEVOLENT     FUND. 

310.  ■  The  Benevolent  Fund  connected  Avith  the  Department, 
now  and  for  some  time  established,  shall  be  continued  and  shall 
be  under  the  management  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Depart- 
ment, subject  to  the  directions  of  the  said  Committee  on  Fire, 
Water,  and  Gas,  on  an  apjieal  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Department,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Dejjartment  regularly  called  to 
consider  the  matter. 

311.  All  fines  and  penalties  payable  under  this  By-law  shall 
be  paid  over  when  received  or  collected  ^to  the  City  Treasm-er, 
who  shall  in  the  months  of  February,  May,  August  and  Novem- 
ber, ill  each  year,  jjay  over  the  amount  accumulated  to  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Fire  Department,  and  all  tlonations  given  by  anypei-- 
son  or  persons  to  the  Department,  in  acknowledgment  of  services 
rendered  at  any  tire,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Tj'casurer  of  the  Depart- 
ment, for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  fund  to  be  called  the  ''Benevo- 
lent Fund  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Kingston,"  and 
in  addition  to  the  above,  the  Cit}^  Treasui-er  shall  on  the  first  day 
of  December  in  each  year  hereafter,  ])ay  to  the  said  Treasurer  of 
the  Fire  Department,  to  be  added  to  the  fund,  a  sum  of  $40  out  of 
the  general  funds  of  the  City  until  otherwise  ordeii-d  by  the  C'oun- 
cil  by  By-law. 
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312.  Such  luiul  .shall  as  it  may  ucciiinulatc  he  ap])lic(l  lor  Ihc 
as,si.slaiieo  of  .such  lueiuhcrs  of  the  Department  as  may  he  injured 
in  the  perfoi'jiianee  ot  Iheir  duty  as  Fireiiien  and  Iheir  families 
and  the  widows  and  oi-jjhans  of  such  as  muy  have  heen  killed  or 
have  died  from  disease  eontracted  Avhile  performiui;-  their  duty  as 
r'iremen,  by  i-esolution  ol' the  Executive  Committee  of  the  l)e])art- 
ment,  under  tlu>  rules  and  regulations  of  the  De^Kirtment  oi-  apjtli- 
calile  llieivh)  and  suhject  to  the  provisions  ot  this  J-}y-la\v. 

ol3.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  1  )e](ai'tmenl  Ku- the  pur- 
])oses  aloresaid,  in  connection  with  tlu:^  said  Fund,  shall  he  the 
same  committee  as  is  hereinbefore  designated  by  that  name  con- 
slituled  as  is  herein1»el'ore    provided. 

31-1.  The  said  Committee  may  meet  from  time  to  time  and 
cause  meetings  of  the  Dejiarfment  to  be  called  foi'  j»ui']ioses  con- 
nected with  the  said  fund  and  lour  shall  l)e  a  quorum  of  said  Com- 
luillee  to  transact  business. 

315.  Due  notice  ol  each  Committee  Meeting  shall  be  given  to 
each  member  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Department. 

31(j.  The  Chiet  {engineer  may  convene  such  Committee  when 
he  thinks  it  necessar}-,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  call  a  meeting 
iheieof  when  ivquired  so  to  do  by  any  three  members  thereof 

(iFNEKAL    rKOYISIONS. 

317.  All  male  persons  alor  near  any  tire  shall  assist  in  extin- 
guishing the  same  and  in  saving  and  jjreserving  pj'0])ei-t3-  when 
re<|uired  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  Engineer  ov  an}*  of  the  Assistant 
Kngineers.  the  Mayoi'  oi-  any  of  the  Commissioners  of  Police,  any 
of  the  Aldermen  ov  ])ersons  in  charge  of  an_y  Hngini'  or  othei-  a[)- 
pai-atus  of  the  Eire  Department,  the  High  Baililf,  Chief  Constable 
or  any  Sergeant  or  member  of  the  Police  Force;  and  any  such  pei'- 
sons  between  tlie  ages  ot  sixteen  and  sixty  ^-ears  of  age  i-efusing  to 
comply  with  such  oi-dei's  on  being  made  or  any  2)ers()n  refusing 
to  I'elirt^  when  oi-dered  by  any  of  the  authorities  at()resaid,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  ol  a  breach  of  this  l>y-law  and  liable  to  lie  im- 
mediately iwrested  and  dealt  with  as  is  herein  ])rovidcd  f()i'  the 
same. 

31.S.  It  shall  bi^  lawfid  lor  the  Chief  Engineer  oi- either  oi  the 
Assistant  Engineers  or  Otticer  in  command  or  charge  of  an\     En- 
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giiie.  Hose  Can-iii^c  or  Hook  and  Jia<l(ier  Cai-riage,  to  command 
the  Hssistaiice  ot  any  male  iiiliabilant  between  the  ages  of  sixteen 
and  sixty  years  of  age,  to  assist  in  conveying  or  drawing  such  En- 
gine and  other  ujipai-atus  to  oi-  near  any  tire  or  to  assist  in  work- 
ing the  same  thereat,  and  any  person  neglecting  or  refusing  to 
coni])ly  with  such  command  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of 
this  By-law  and  lialik^  to  I)e  immediately  arrested  and  dealt  with 
as  is  lierein  provided  l(.r  the  same. 

;>!!•.  It  shall  bo  lawful  foi'  tlu' Council  ti  oni  linu'  to  time  and 
at  any  time  b\'  a  resolution  to  be  duly  passed  to  increase  or  les- 
sen the  salary  ol  tlie  Engineers  and  care  taker. 

820.  No  altei'ations  shall  be  made  in  any  Knginc  (U-  olhei-  Fire 
a])])aratus  without  the  express  authority  of  the  Comnuttee  on 
Eii'c,  Water  and  (ias,  and  all  such  shall  Ite  repaii'cd  according  to 
their  original  plan  of  construction,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
said  Committee. 

321.  When  any  P]ngine  or  other  part  of  the  Fire  ap])aratus  )>e- 
comes  unserviceable  and  unworthy  ot  repair  the  Chief  Engineer 
shall  report  the  sanu'  to  the  said  Committee,  and  the  same  shall 
be  removed  and  deposited  by  him  in  a  place  ot  safety  to  remain 
there  until  ordei'ed  to  be  sold  or  othei-wise  dis])0sed  of  by  the  di- 
j-ection  of  the  Committee  on  Fire,  Water  and  (ias. 

322.  Any  person  guilty  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  provisions  ot 
this  By-law,  at  any  tire,  may  be  immediately  arrested  and  dealt 
with  as  for  a  breach  of  this  B^-.law,  in  addition  to  any  other  con- 
sequences which  may  follow  under  the  ])rovisions  ot  this  By-law, 
or  otherwise.

])artm(Mit  as  may  ])roj»erl_\'  be  t(Midered  for.  and  the  party  whose 
tender  is  accepted  by  the  (^)mmittee  on  Fii-e,  Water  and  Gas  shall 
enter  into  a  contract  Avith  suilicieiii  sureties  foi-  iIk- due  ]lerfol- 
lllallee  ol' w  li;it    I).' agrees  to  (lo  :    Pi'oxided    (bal   it    shall  not  be   in- 


(•unibciit  on  the  said  ( 'omiiullce  to  .•ncc])!  the  lowest,  teiwh-i'  in  any 
ease  or  any  tender. 

324.  From  and  after  the  })assing-  of  this  By-hi\v  no  person  or 
persons  shall  "-amble  or  play  at  anyg-ame  of  cards  or  chance  nor 
shall  any  intoxicating"  liquors  he  di'unk  at  or  in  any  of  the  Stations 
or  Engine  Houses  in  the  City  of  Kingston  oi-  in  any  place  used 
as  a  fireman's  hall  or  place  of  meeting. 

325.  No  person  shall  di-ive  any  vehicle  whatsoever  over  any 
hose  while  in  use  or  about  to  be  used  at  an}'  fii-e  or  which  has 
been  used  oi'  laid  to  be  used  at  any  tii-e,  and  is  not  3'el  tid'Cen  up. 

326.  No  person  shall  obstruct,  hindcu-  or  delay  any  Fire  Fn- 
gine,  Ilose  ('art,  Hook  and  Ladder  Carriage  or  other  tire  appara- 
tus, while  the  same  is  proceeding  to  a  tire,  and  every  person  tra- 
velling, riding  or  driving  on  any  public  street  or  place  along  which 
any  Engine,  Hose  Cart,  Hook  and  Ladder  Carriage  oi-  other  tire 
a]iparatus,  is  proceeding  to  a  tii-e,  shall  yield  the  I'ight  of  wa^-  to 
the  same  and  sliall  not  obstruct,  hinder  or  delay  the  same  by  keep- 
ing in  its  way  oi-  otherwise. 

327.  No  pei-son  shall  hinder,  obstructor  interfere  with  any  olti- 
ccr  or  member  of  the  Department  while  he  is  engaged  in  per- 
forming his  duty  exce])t  those  ]3ersons  authorized  by  this  By-law 
to  do  so. 

328.  The  Members  of  the  f -ouncil  fi-om  time  to  time  shall  be 
Fire  Wardens,  and  as  such  shall  use  theii'  best  endeavours  in  llie 
suppression  of  fires  within  the  City. 

329.  Tht^  woi'd  "J)e])art-ment"' used  in  the  preceding  sections  i-e- 
lating  torirenu>n  and  the  sup]H"ession  of  tii-es  shall  be  held  and  con- 
strued to  mean  antl  include  the  Olticers  and  men  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 


TITLE  2. -Fire  Limits  and  Wooden  Buildings. 
330.  No  wooden  buildings  of  any  kind  or  lor  any  ust'  or  piir- 
jtoso  shall  be  begun,  cai-ried  on,  cu'cctcd  oi-  ])Ut  or  placed  in  any 
part  of  the  City  lying  within  the  following  limits  w  hich  shall  l>e 
th(^  {'"ii-c  Limits  of  the  City,  thai  is  tosav;  c(fniiiienciiig  at  I  he  toot 
of  Barrie  Street,  thence  northerly  along  l)ari'i((  street  to  ()i-diiance 
Street,      thence     easterly    down      Oi'dnanee    Street     to    Jiideau 
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Slrtvt  \n  IIr-  walers  (.f  [\\v  llurl-oiii-.  llicin'c  uh.iiii;  [\\v  wutei's  of  tlii-. 
HarliourtoKmily  Street,  tlieiice  along  Emily  Street  to  Jviiii;- Street 
and  tlienee  soiitlierly  alono;  Kini;- Street  to  the  ])laee  of  be,i;-inning: 
and  no  wooden  addition  siiall  lie  made  to  an^^  wooden  iKiildini;,- 
now  l)eing  any  where  within  the  said  limits,  and  no  buildings  shall 
be  begun,  carried  on,  erected  or  placed  within  the  said  limits  iniv- 
ing  other  than  main  walls  of  lirick,  ii'on  or  stone,  and  roofing  of 
incondtustible  matei-ial  or  shingles  laid  in  nioilar  i'.\ce|tt  as  heiv- 
inufter  is  excepted  :  I'l-ovided  alway-  that  woo<U'n  buildings  shel- 
tej-ed  and  roofed  with  metal  may  be  eiveted  on  water  lots  where 
a  sutticient  foundation  cannot  l)e  had  foi- a  stone  or  brick  building; 
and  also  that  it  shall  be  lawl'ul  to  erect  substantial  wooden 
buildings  I'oofed  with  incombustible  matei'ial  or  shingles  laid  in 
mortaj-,  such  buildings  to  be  roughcast  in  a  careful  and  substan- 
tial manner,  in  any  part  ot  the  said  City  within  what  is  called  the 
Fire  Limits  of  the  said  Cit}"  except  on  the  lotsoi-  properties  tront- 
ing  on  the  following  named  streets,  viz.  :

(C)   (^.ueen  Street  from  the  waters  edge  to  15ari-ie  Sti'ccl. 

:{:51.  Provided  further  that  no  such  wooden  or  roughcast  build- 
ings which  may  l)e  erected  after  the  passing  of  this  IJy-law  shall 
bo  built  within  a  less  distance  than  thicc  I'cct  of  any  other  build- 
ing, unless  there  be  a  lire-guard  wall  of  brick,  not  less  than  inne 
inches  thi(dx,  oi-  if  of  stone,  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  lliick",  to 
extend  from  the  foundation  up  and  one  ibot  tiuce  inidies  above 
the  roofs  of  said  buililings,  and  provided  also  that  no  wooden  or 
roughcast  building  shall  be  erected  within  sixty-six  feel  in  the 
rear  of  or  behind  buildings  in  slivets  or  part  of  streets  in  which 
the  erection  of  such  wooden  buildings  is  proliibited  by  this  liy- 
law.

All  \vooden  or  roughcast  hnildings  or  additions  to  Imild- 
ings  which  have  been  at  an}'  time  hei-etofore  erected,  begun,  car- 
ried on,  put  or  placed  contrary  to  any  By-law  or  By-laws  hei-eto- 
f(nc  in  torce,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  begun,  carried  on,  put, 
|ilacrd  or  cretded  contrai'v  to  this  By-law,  shall  or  may  be  pulled 
down  or  removed  by  this  ('ouncil  at  the  expenseof  the  owner  there- 
of: i'rovided  that  such  o\\  ner  siiall  i)efore  any  such  Imilding  or 
additions  thereto  shall  be  jjulled  down  or  removed,  receive  tw^o 
weeks  noticiMU  writing  of  the  intention  of  this  ('oun.cil  to  ])ull

'.V.'i7>.  It  shall  not  be  laui'iil  for  any  pi'i'son  to  begin,  earrx'  on, 
|)iit,  jilace  or  erect  oi-  re-erect  tuiy  wooden  building  or  wootleii  ad- 
dition to  any  building  wdtliin  the  limits  in  section  oHO  of  this 
I>y-law  mentioned,  contraiy  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-law,  and 
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:iii\-  person  so  doini;-  shall    lie  ilccnicil    to  lie  u'uilly  of  a  hrcaeli  of 
this  Hy-law   and  shall    he  lialilc   lo  Ihr   in-iiallios    hrrciii    jH'ovided. 

'iHG.  Any  i-cinoval  oi'  enlai-n-omeiit  of  any  such  wooden  building- 
or  addition  shall  l»o  considered  a  i-e-erection  within  tlie  terms  of 
this  By-law.  an<l  any  i'e]>airs  to  any  l)uil(ling  whicli  it  will  lie  ne- 
cessary to  execute  to  the  extent  of  one-half  of  the  whole  value  of 
such  iHiildina;  shall  be  considered  a  re-erection  thereof  witliin  the 
teiMns  of  (his  J5y-law  :  I'rovidcd  thai  such  wooden  buildinn-s  or  ad- 
ditions ma}-  be  removed  outside  of  the  said  tire  limits,  upon  ob- 
taining permission  trom  this  Council  for  the  purpose. 


TITLE  3'— Petroleum  and  other  IMumlnatIng  Oils  and  Fluids- 
387.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  after  the  passing  of  tliis  B^'-law  to 
keep  in  that  ])art  of  the  City  of  Kingston  lying  south  of  a  line 
parallel  and  100  feet  soutli  of  Cataraqui  Street  and  west  of  Mon- 
treal Street,  petroleum,  coal  oil,  benzine,  bensole,  naptha,  spirits  of 
turpentine,  pai-affine  oil,  gasoleum  or  any  fluid  compounded  of 
any  of  the  foregoing  substances,  or  dangerously  combustible,  in 
any  greater  quantity  or  otlierwise  than  is  hei-ein  provideil 
namely : — 

(1.)  Of  petroleum  or  coal  oil  not  more  than  five  ban-els  in  any 
one  place  or  establishnienf. 

(2.)  Of  benzine,  benzole,  naptha,  parafflne  oil  or  gasoleum  not 
more  than  two  barrels  in  any  one  })lace  oi"  establisliment. 

(3.)  Of  any  fluid  containing  any  of  the  above  fluids,  or  dangiirous- 
ly  combustible,  not  moiv  than  two  barrels  in  any  one  place  or  es- 
tablishment:  Provided  tiiat  no  ])ei'sou  shall  keep  in  any  one  place 
or  establishment  in  the  aforesaid  part  of  the  City  more  than  Ave 
barrels  altogether  of  all  the  above  fluids  at  one  time. 

338.  It  shall  be  lawiul  to  ]<vv.]>  and  store  the  above  fluids  in  the 
part  of  the  Cit}'  which  lies  north  of  a  line  100  feet  soutji  of 
Cataraqui  Street,  wc\sf  of  the  (ireat  River  C^ataraqui,  and  east 
of  Montreal  Street,  without  limitation  of  <piantity. 


TITLE    4.— Powder    Magazine. 

339.    A   safe  and  ])i'(>perly  constructed    Powdei-  Magazine  shall 
be   provitlcd  in    llu'('ily  foi'   the  storing  of  gunpo\vder   belonging 
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to  Merchants,  Dealers  and  other  private  i)arties  in  (he  City,  who 
are  used  to  have  quantities  ot'y;unj)owder  in  their  possession  from 
time  to  time  for  sale  or  use  or  otherwise. 

340.  Tiie  Powder  Magazine  now  in  use  and  situated  on  the  })ro- 
2)erty  of  John  Dutt'  Esquire  on  lot  numher  one,  west  side  of  the 
(Ireat  liiver  Catara(pn,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  constitu- 
ted dechired  and  ap2)ointed  to  be  the  City  PoAvder  May;azine  of 
and  for  tiie  City  of  Kingston,  for  the  storing  of  all  gun])o\vder 
(oxcejiting  the  quantity  hereinafter  mentioned)  l)elongin<;-  (o  or 
being  in  the  jtorssession  of  Merchants,  Dealers  and  otiier  private 
j[)arties,  dealing  in  or  using  oi-  being  possessed  ol  the  same  in  the 
City  of  Kingston,  and  all  sueh  (iunpowdor  (except  as  hereinafter 
provided)  shall  be  by  the  said  persons  removed  to  and  duly  and 
safely  stored  in  the  said  Magazine  within  twelve  hours  atterits  ar- 
rival in  the  pity,  under  and  accc^rding  to  the  jn'ovisions  contained 
in  this  By-law  respecting  the  same,  and  from  the  time  this  By-law 
conies  into  force  and  takes  ettect  no  Gunpowder  shall  be  stored  or 
kept  (exce])t  as  hereinafter  provided)  within  the  limitsof  theCity  of 
Kii]gston  elsewhere  than  in  the  said  Magazine  so  ])rovided  for  the 
storage  of  the  same  as  aibresaid,  and  all  (iun])owder  hereafter  im-

of  the  rooms,  divisions  or  compartments  provided  in  the  said  Ma- 
gazine f  )r  the  pui'pose,  and  shall  in  such  case  receive  and  keep  the 
key  of  the  same  and  shall  pay  for  the  same  an  annual  fee  of  tif- 
teen  dollars  to  the  City  Treasurer  upon  liis  obtaining  such  room 
divisi(Mi  or  compartmcMit,  and  no  ])erson  shall  stc)re  or  allow  to  be 
storetl  in  his  I'oom  division  oi-  com])artment  in  tlie  said  Magazine, 
(Jinipowder  which  belongs  to  any  other  person. 

34-.  it  shall  not  be  lawfid  ti)r  any  shippci',  caiTier  oi-  jbi'warder 
to  keep  ( Jun]K)wdei' I'eceived  t'oi- delivery  or  (ranslii[)nient  on  his 
pi'emises  oi-  in  his  vessels  lying  tbert^at,  in  any  greatei*  quantity 
than  is  hereinafter  mentioned,  for  morc^  llian  lw(^lve  houi-s  l)efore 
<lelivei-ing  tiie  same  or  despat<'hing  tiie  same  to  its  destination,  and 
if  the  same  cainiot  be  so  delivered   or  des|iatched    within   twelve 
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Ikjiu's  of  its  rec'ciiil  il  sliall  \>c  removed  to  ami  slorctl  by  siicii  sliij)- 
por,  carrier  or  forwarder,  in  the  said  Magazine,  and  a  fee  of  tivc 
cents  per  original  package  ])ei'  week  shall  bo  paid  b}'  him  for 
the  storage  thereof. 

343.  The  key  of  thu  said  Magazine  shall  be  kejil  by  sin'h  jx-rson 
as  tlicCoiuicil  may  a])point  residing  near  the  Magazine  and  said 
key  may  be  obtained  by  persons  having  Gunpowder  stored  in  the 
said  Magazine  or  their  Clerics  or  employees  at  all  times  between 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  tour  o'clock  in  the  aiternoon, 
;dter  wluch  hour  it  shall  not  be  opened  until  the  lu-xt  day,  and 
said  key  shall  be  returned  to  the  said  caretakei'  or  ]»ci-son  afore- 
said by  the  person  using  the  stime  immediately  after  he  is  done 
with  using  it. 

344.  No  person  shall  use  any  candle,  lamp,  lajicr,  mali-hcs  or 
other  light  or  shall  smoke  in  the  said  Magazine,  nor  shall  any 
person  light  or  ])lacc  any  tire  therein,  nor  shall  an_\-  ])erson  enter 
or  be  therein  weai-ing  boots  or  shoes  with  iron  nails  therein,  and 
the  said  Caretaker  or  person  afoi-esaid  shall  attei-  each  time  the 
said  Magazine  has  been  opened  see  that  the  same  has  Iteen  secure- 
ly locked  up,  and  sliall  also  prevent  the  accumulation  or  thcjthu-- 
ing  of  any  combustible  materials  (n-  the  placing,  carrying  oi-  light- 
ing ol'any  tire  dangerously  neav  to  the  said  Magazine. 

345.  The  said  caretaker  or  person  keeping  the  key  of  Ibe  ^aid 
Magazine  shall  receive  from  the  City  twent3^-five  dollar;^  ])er 
annum  foi'  his  services. 

346.  No  person  shall  kecji  or  allow  to  be  kept  iu  oi- upon  his 
property  or  in  or  upon  the  ]iro})ert\'  he  occupies  within  I  lie  said 
City,  a  greater  (piantity  of  ( Junjiowdei"  at  any  one  lime  Ihan  sev- 
enty-tive  pounds  and  said  quantity  of  (lunpowder  shall  be  ke[)t 
covej'cd  in  metallic  cases  or  boxes  which  shall  be  kept  in  a  close 
])ortable  metallic  case  or  box  capaljle  ()f  being  shut  u])  close,  having 
a  strong  handle  on  each  side,  and  labelled  "■(iun2)owder"  and  placed 
oil  the  ground  floor  not  more  than  ten  feel  distant  from  tlu'  street 
floor  and  at  least  twenty  feet  distant  irom  any  tire  or  stove,  and 
no  ))erson  shall  caiMy  or  use  a  naked  light  within  six  Irct  of  any 
(iun powder  so  ke])t. 

34T.  It  shall  be  the  duty  oi' the  High  llailiif  to  \isit  and  insin'it 
all  places  where  ( iunjiowdei-  is  sold   or  kept    in  (|uanlities  greater 
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than  a,  pound  weight,  or  for  other  purposes  than  the  jirivate  use 
of  the  possessor,  at  least  once  in  every  month  to  see  that  the  pi*o- 
visions  of  this  By-law,  relating  to  Gunjiowder,  are  observed  and 
that  they  are  enforced  and  that  persons  offending  against  them 
be  pj'osecuted. 

348.  The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Kingston  shall  not  incur 
any  responsibility  or  be  liable  in  any  way  for  any  loss  occasioned 
by  the  theft  of  the  Gunj^owder  which  may  be  stored  in  the  said 
Magazine  or  its  destruction  b}'  fire  or  otherwise  or  for  any  loss 
occasioned  by  the  carelessness  or  impro^icr  conduct  or  negligence 
of  the  persons  entering  the  said  Magazine  to  fetch  Gunpowder  for 
its  owners  or  to  store,  examine  or  look  after  said  Gunpowxler  or 
by  the  negligence  of  the  caretaker,  and  each  person  so  storing 
Gunpowder  in  said  Magazine  shall  before  getting  the  privilege  to 

do  so  sign  dn  agreement  to  the  etfect  of  this  section.

349.  No  person  shall  keep  for  his  private  use  oi-  otherwise  than 
tor  sale  more  than  ten  pounds  of  gunpowder. 


DIVISION  VI. 


TITLE     l-Public    Markets. 

350.  The  Public  Market  Houses  and  the  Public  Market  Places 
herein  and  hereby  established  in  the  City  of  Kingston  shall  be  the 
public  market  houses  and  places  in  and  for  the  said  city,  and  all 
grain,  meat,  vegetables,  fish,  hay,  straw,  fodder,  wood,  lumber, 
shingles,  liirm  produce  of  every  description,  small  ware,  and  all 
other  articles,  brought  into  the  said  city  to  be  exposed  for  sale  or 
marketed,  may  be  exposed  for  sale  therein,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  hcreinaftci-  contained  in  that  behalf. 

351.  The  following  area  described  within  inverted  commas, 
which  constituted  Public  Market  Place  Number  One  on  the  first 
day  of  April  in  the  year  1882,  shall  henceforth  continue  to  be  and 
constitiilc  Public  Market  Phicr  Niinibfi- One  in  (his  city,  that  is 
U)  say  : 
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•'All  the  Miirkot  .Square,  together  with  that  portion  of  King- 
Street  l3'ing  hetween  the  northeasterly  side  of  Clareuce  Street  and 
tlic  northerly  side  of  Bvock  Street,  and  all  that  portion  of  Brock 
Street  extending  from  the  southeasterly  side  of  Wellington  Street 
to  the  southeasterly  side  of  Ontario  Street,  and  all  that  portion  of 
Ontario  Street  extending  from  the  northerly  side  of  Brock  Street 
to  the  northeasterly  side  of  Clarence  Street,  and  the  northerly 
side  of  Clarence  Street  to  its  intersection  with  Wellington  Street, 
and  the  southwesterly  side  of  Wellington  Street  to  Brock  Street ; 
Provided  that  the  sidewalks  and  crossings  of  the  streets  in  this 
section  mentioned  shall  not  be  obstructed  or  encumbered,  and  pi-o- 
vided  that  a  passage  in  the  centres  of  said  streets  for  carriages, 
shall  be  preserved  free  from  obstruction,  and  all  grain,  meat,  vege- 
tables, farm  produce  of  every  description,  small  ware  and  all  other 
articles,  brought  into  the  City  and  exposed  for  sale  on  a  Market, 
except  the  articles  by  the  provisions  of  this  Bj-law  relating  to  the 
public  Markets  to  be  exposed  for  sale  in  Public  Market  Number 
Two,  shall  be  exposed  for  sale  and  marketed  in  said  Market  Place 
Number  One,  except  as  hereinafter  is  provided,  and  said  Public 
Market  Place  Number  One  shall  be  sub-divided  as  follows : — 

(a).  That  part  of  the  City  Buildings  lying  east  of  the  western- 
most public  side-door  in  the  "Public  Shambles"  now  called  the  Is- 
land Market,  shall  and  is  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a 
Public  Market  for  the  sale  of  butter,  cheese,  eggs,  poultry,  vege- 
tables, flowers  and  such  other  articles,  commodities  and  things  as 
are  brought  into  the  City  to  be  exposed  lor  sale  or  marketed,  and 
are  exposed  for  sale  in  baskets  or  otherwise  than  in  waggons, 
sleighs  or  other  vehicles,  and  said  market  shall  be  called  "Market 
Letter  A"  of  Public  Market  dumber  One,  and  the  part  of  the  ver- 
andah opposite  the  said  part  of  the  City  Buildings  on  the  north 
side  thereof  shall  be  and  is  hereby  also  constituted  a  part  of  said 
"Market  Letter  A." 

(b).  That  part  of  the  said  Public  Market  Number  One,  lying  on 
the  north  side  of  the  "Public  Shambles"  and  said  "Market  Letter 
A"  and  west  of  the  northern  wing  of  the  said  City  Buildings  and 
east  of  the  ]>avement  I'unning  from  Brock  Stj'cet  to  the  main  or 
iVont  entrance  lo  the  shambles  with  lln' adjoining-  part  of  Brock 
Street,  shall  be  and  (he  sanir  is  licrrby  established  a^a  market  for 
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the s:ilo  of  horses,  eattlc,  shec|)  and  pigs  and  othci-  four  footed  ani- 
mals, in  which  the  same  may  be  exposed,  exhibited  lor  sale  and 
marketed,  properly  secured,  and  the  said  last  mentioned  market 
shall  be  called  and  known  as  the  Cattle  Market ;  and  that  part  of 
the  City  Buildings,  now  known  and  used  as  a  Butcher's  Marketer 
Public  Shambles  and  lying  west  of  the  westernmost  public  side  door 
before  mentioned  of  the  building  in  which  the  said  Shambles  are 
situated,  shall  be  a  Butcher's  Market  for  the  sale  of  fresh  or  but- 
cheers  meat  by  retail  and  wholesale;  and  the  position,  placing  and 
disposition  of  all  persons  attending  the  said  Market  Number  One, 
and  also  Market  Number  Two,  with  their  horses,  vehicles,  commo- 
dities, articles  and  things  for  sale,  shall  rest  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Public  Markets,  subject  to  the  direction  of  this  Council  or  of  the 
Market  Committee  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  and  the  provisions 
of  this  B3'-law  relating  to  the  public  markets. 

352.  That  the  Market  Place  in  the  Place  d' Ai-mes  shall  comprise, 
as  on  the  said  tirst  da}"  of  April  in  the  year  1882  it  comprised,  the 
whole  "Place"'  from  Wellington  Street  to  Ontario  Street,  together 
with  the  parts  of  town  lots  numbers  twenty-six,  twenty-seven, 
tw^eniy-eight,  twenty-nine  and  thirty,  reser\'ed  for  ihe  purpose  of 
the  said  market  in  Nash's  plan  of  the  sub-division  of  said  lots,  and 
shall  be  and  constitute  Public  Market  Place  Number  Two,  and  shall 
be  sub-divided  as  follows  : — 

(a).  The  north-easterly  side  of  this  market  shall  be  appropriated 
and  shall  be  and  is  hereby  established  as  a  public  market  for  the 
marketing  and  sale  of  firewood,  lumber,  shingles,  poles,  binders, 
laths  and  ladders,  brought  into  the  City  to  be  exposed  for  sale  or 
marketed  in  sleighs,  waggons,  and  other  vehicles,  which  shall  be 
placed  with  the  hinder  end  of  each  vehicle  towards  and  within 
two  feet  of  the  sidewalk  on  the  said  northeasterly  side  of  the 
"  Place;"  provided  that  King  street, passing  through  the  "Place"  and 
the  centre  of  the  "Place,"  shall  be  kept  fi-ee  I'rom  all  obstructions 
to  admit  of  the  passing  ol"  the  public  with  horses,  cattle  and  car- 
riages. 

(6)  The  south-westerly  side  ol'  this  market  shall  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  established  as  a  public  market  for  the  sale  of  hay, 
straw  and  fodder  in  vehicles,  and  all  vehicles  ccmtaining  such 
brought  to  the  said  market  to  be  offered  for  sale  or  marketed  shall 
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be  jirranged  on  the  suuth-\vef<(erly  side  t)f  the  "Place''  witli  tlu' 
hiiidci-  Olid  of  each  vehicle  towurds  and  within  tour  feet  ofthe  side- 
walk of  the  eaid  "  Place;"  provided  that  King  street  and  the  centre 
ofthe  "Place"  shall  be  kej)t  free  from  obstruction  to  admit  ofthe 
passing  of  the  public  with  horses,  cattle  and  carriages. 

353.  In  the  Public  Market  Place  number  Two  public  weighing 
scales  shall  be  maintained,  at  which  all  hay,  straw,  cattle,  coal, 
phosphate  and  ore  and  other  heavy  articles,  weighing  five  hund^-ed 
pounds  or  over,  marketed  or  sold  in  the  City,  shall  be  weighed,  and 
the  charges  for  such  weighing  hereinafter  provided  shall  be  made 
and  collected,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  seller;  and  public  weighing 
scales  shall  be  maintained  at  Market  Place  Number  One,  as  at 
present,  and  the  charges  for  weighing  thereat  hereinafter  j^i-ovided 
shall  be  made  and  collected,  and  shall  bo  paid  b}'  the  seller  of  the 
article  weighed. 

354.  The  building  erected  for  a  fish  market  house  at  the  foot  of 
Brock  street  or  any  building  and  market  which  may  be  substituted 
therefor,  there  or  elsewhere  in  the  City,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  established,  as  a  fish  market,  in  wdiich  fresh  fish  brought  for 
public  sale  within  the  City  of  Kingston  may  be  exposed  for  sale. 

355.  The  occupant  of  each  stand  in  such  fish  market  shall  pay 
for  the  use  ofthe  same  the  charge  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  each 
occupant  shall  wash  and  cleanse  his  or  her  stall  or  stand  each  day 
the  same  is  used. 

356.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  B3Maw  respecting  haw- 
kers, pedlars,  and  petty  chapmen,  the  vendors  of  any  articles  may 
without  paying  market  fees  ofter  for  sale  and  sell  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose ofthe  same  at  any  place  within  the  City,  excepting  only  at 
and  upon  the  market  places  thereof  Provided  always  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  that  the  vendoi-s  of  any  such  articles  in  respect  of 
which  a  market  fee  may  now  be  imposed  under  the  Municipal  Acts 
who  shall  voluntarily  use  any  of  the  said  market  places  for  tlie 
purpose  of  selling  such  articles,  shall  be  liable  to  paj'  the  lawful 
market  fee  hei-einafter  imposed  in  the  case.  And  provided  fui-- 
ther  that  any  person  who  shall  remain  upon  thatpai'tof  any  street 
immediately  adjoining  or  surrounding  or  being  within  one  hun- 
dred yards  of  any  market  place  for  the  purpose  of  selling  upon 
such  street  or  streets  such  articles  so  as  to  obtain   the  advantages 
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of  1  lie  said  imu'kct  phiec  shall  l)o  lial^lo  to  pay  the  proper  market 
fee  i a  respeet  of  sue h  articles  hereinafter  imposed,  except  whe)i 
the  sale  is  made  to  persons  carrying  on  business  and  having 
actual  and  bona  fide  stores,  shops,  or  other  similar  ])laces  of  busi- 
ness on  those  portions  of  streets  last  mentioned. 

357.  No  person  selling  articles  elsewhere  in  the  City  than  upon 
one  of  the  market  places  as  aforesaid,  shall  obstruct  or  block  up 
the  traffic  in  the  streets  with  his  vehicle  or  otherwise  and  no  per- 
son shall  place  his  horse  or  horses  and  vehicle  across  any  street 
or  stop  or  stand  them  in  the  middle  of  any  street  or  stop  or  stand 
them  in  an}^  sti'eet  except  in  the  parts  of  any  streets  in  the  sec- 
tions 351,  352  and  356  of  this  By-law  mentioned  beyond 
the  time  actuallj^  necessary  for  negotiating  sales,  and  while  so 
negotiating  sAles,  and  not  exceeding  at  any  one  place  or  time  ten 
minutes,  or  while  delivering  any  such  articles,  and  when  deliver- 
ing the  same  the  person  delivering  them  shall  draw  up  and  place 
his  horse  or  horses  and  vehicle  close  to  the  sidewalk  opposite  the 
place  of  delivery  and  two  or  more  vehicles  shall  not  be  placed 
abreast  or  opposite  to  each  other  in  any  street  as  aforesaid. 

MARKET  DAYS  AND  HOURS. 

358.  Eveiy  day  in  the  year  shall  be  a  market  day  except  Sun- 
day, Good-Friday,  Easter-Monda}',  Christmas  Day,  New  Year's 
Day,  the  Birthday  of  our  Sovereign,  Dominion  Day,  and  such  days 
as  may  be  set  apart  by  Eoyal  Proclamation  or  b^^  the  Mayor  (with 
the  authority  of  the  City  Council)  for  fasting  and  prayer  or  for 
public  rejoicing  oi"  as  a  holiday  ;  and  no  person  shall  sell  or  expose 
for  sale  or  market  an}'  article,  commodity  or  thing  on  any  of  those 
da3s  so  excepted  on  any  of  the  said  markets. 

MARKET   REGULATIONS. 

359.  On  all  such  market  days  as  aforesaid  that  part  of  the  Mar- 
ket Building  used  as  a  Butcher's  Market  shall  be  kept  open  from 
seven  o'clock  a.m.  until  two  o'clock  p.m.,  from  the  first  day  of 
December  until  the  thirty-tii-st  day  of  March  following  inclusive, 
and  during  the  remaindei-  of  the  year  from  six  o'clock  a.m.  until 
H)iir  o'clock  p.m.,  exce])t  Satui'days,  when  said  Butcher's  Market 
shall  not  close  before  nine  o'clock  p.m..  But  the  said  Public  Mar- 
ket Places,  Numbei's  ihw  and  Two,  shall  be  opened  for  the  sale  of 
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the  rnminodilies  aiilhori/A-d  lo  he  tlu'io  sdld.  .-il   all  limos  (Im-iiig 
(lie  day  uiilil  sunset. 

3(i0.  All  poi-sons  resorting-  tu  the  })uhlic  market  liouses  and  mar- 
ket i>laccs  with  commodities,  articles  or  things  for  sale  shall  be 
directed  and  controlled  hy  the  (Jlei-k  of  the  Market  or  other  ])er- 
son  appointed  in  his  stead,  in  the  arrangements  of  the  stands  and 
vehicles,  and  the  oi-der  in  which  each  shall  he  placed,  so  as  to  pro- 
duce oi'der  and  regularity  ;  and  no  person  shall  disobey,  thwart, 
hinder  or  molest  the  Clerk  or  such  person  as  maybe  soapjjointed 
or  his  assistant  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  in  this  behalf 

3C1.  No  empty  cart,  ti'uck,  waggon,  sleigh  or  other  vehicle, 
shall  be  permitted  to  stand  in  the  mai-ket  places;  but  butcher's 
renting  stalls  in  the  public  shambles  shall  be  allowed  during  busi- 
ness to  place  their  carts,  waggons,  sleighs  or  vehicles,  in  the  part 
of  the  Public  Mai'ket  Number  One  on  the  north  side  of  the  Mar- 
ket Buildings,  and  not  elsewhere  in  said  market,  and  such  horses 
or  other  animals  as  belong  or  may  be  harnessed  thereunto  shall 
be  securely  lastened  to  posts  placed  for  their  accommodation  ;  and 
should  any  butcher  or  his  employee  or  person  in  charge  neglect 
to  fasten  his  said  horse,  horses  or  other  animals  to  the  posts  so  provi- 
ded, it  shall  be  considered  an  infraction  of  this  B3'-law,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  penalty  hereinafter  provided. 

362.  No  vehicles,  bari'cls,  boxes,  bags,  crates,  tables  or  stands, 
or  depositories  of  any  kind,  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  on  anv  ])art 
of  the  said  public  markets  over  or  during  the  night  or  on  Sunday 
or  on  any  of  the  other  daj^s  excepted  in  section  358  of 
this  By-law,  and  no  passage  or  footway  heretofore  designed  and 
appropi'iated  to  the  use  of  and  meant  to  be  used  by  foot  passen- 
gers, shall  be  in  any  way  obstructed  on  any  pretence  whatever, 
and  all  public  streets  shall  be  kept  sufficiently  clear  to  admit  of 
the  free  passage  of  the  ])ublic  with  horses,  cattle  and  carriages,  and 
an}'  person  who  shall  obstruct  an}' part  of  any  passage  for  foot 
passengers  as  afoi-esaid  or  any  j)ublic  street  contrary  to  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  held  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  ami  shall 
be  dealt  with  accoi'dingly. 

363.  All  meat,  poulti-y,  tish  or  other  articles  of  food,  tainted  or 
unwholesome  in  the  opinion  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  or  other 
person  a])poinled  in  his  stead,  ottered  or  exposed  tt)r  sale,  oi*  mark- 
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eted  oil  or  iii  any  of  the  said  markets  or  shambles  or  authorized 
fish  or  meat  shops  elsewhere  within  the  City,  shall  be  seized  and 
destroyed,  and  the  persons  offering  or  exposing  the  same  for  sale 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and  shall  be 
dealt  with  accordingly. 

364.  The  vendors  of  articles  in  au}-  waggon,  sleigh,  cart,  truck 
or  other  vehicle  or  other  thing,  brought  into  the  Public  Market 
in  the  Cit}' of  Kingston  for  sale,  shall  be  subject  and  liable  to 
the  respective  and  proper  market  fees  hereinafter  set  down  and 
imposed  in  respect  thereof  in  the  tariff  of  market  fees  and  weigh- 
ing charges. 

365.  No  person  shall  post  on  or  attach  toain*  weigh-house  or  on 
or  to  any  part  of  the  City  or  Market  Buildings  aii}-  bills,  notices, 
papers,  posters  or  placards,  and  any  person  so  doing  shall  bo 
deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and  liable  to  the  penalties 
thereof 

366.  No  person  shall  throw  or  place  any  filth,  offal,  vegetable 
tops  or  refuse,  upon  any  part  ot  the  public  market  places  or  in 
any  market  house,  and  any  jierson  so  doing  shall  be  liable  as 
aforesaid. 

367.  No  person  shall  commit  any  kind  of  nuisance  in  any  of  the 
said  market  houses  or  market  places  and  an}-  person  so  doing 
shall  be  liable  as  afoi'esaid. 

368.  No  huckster,  dealer  or  other  person,  shall  kill  or  pluck  on 
the  Market  Place,  any  descri])tion  of  fowls,  or  any  l)utc]ier  or 
other  person  kill  or  clean  any  animal  there,  or  in  any  public  street 
or  place  or  in  the  City  Building,  and  if  any  such  person  do  so  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  Bj'-law  and  liable  to  the 
penalties  thereof 

360.  No  person  shall,  except  as  is  in  Ibis  By-law  elsewhere  ])ro- 
vided,  offer  or  exjiosc  fbi-  sale  by  auction  or  pidjlic  out- 
cry in  an}-  of  tlie  market  places  or  public  streets  or  places 
adjoining,  any  articles,  commodities  or  things,  nor  shall  any  ])ersoii 
conduct  his  business  in  a  noisy  or  lo(|ii;icious  luainu'r  oi'  so  as  to 
attract  a  ci'owd  about  him  or  intcTiii|it  the  general  Imsincss  ol'the 
Market  oi- obstruct  tlu^  same  or  the  persons  attending  it  or  oh- 
struct  any  of  said  pnblie  strei'ts  or  places,  and  il'an\'  such  person 
do  so  file  Clerk  of  the  Market,   his  assistant,    the   policeman    on 
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duly or  any  olJier  person  uudor  the  uuthurily  of  I  he  Clerk  oi'  the 
Market  shall  eause  such  j)erson  so  ofteuding  to  desist,  and  if  such 
person  refuses  to  desist  he  shall  be  summoned  before  the  Police 
Magistrate  or  the  Maj-or  oi-  any  Alderman  of  the  Cit}'  acting  for 
the  Police  Magistrate  or  otherwise  competent  and  shall  be  dealt 
with  as  for  a  bi'each  of  this  By-law. 

MARKET   FEES   AND    WEIGHING    CHARGES   AND    RENTS   AND    THE 

LESSEE. 

370.  The  juarket  fees  and  Aveighingchai-ges  of  the  City  mai-kets 
other  than  rents  arising  from  butchers'  stalls  and  rents  arising 
from  tables  and  stands  and  rents  of  tenements  and  shops  in  the 
City  Market  Buildings,  shall  be  farmed,  leased  or  rented  to  the 
highest  and  best  tender  on  the  fii'st  Monday  in  August  in  each 
year,  and  at  least  one  week's  notice  shall  be  given  for  'tenders  in 
one  or  more  of  the  City  newspapers  and  also  at  least  tiff}'  large 
sized  printed  bills  shall  be  posted  up  in  conspicuous  places 
throughout  the  City,  calling  for  such  tenders  as  aforesaid,  and  no 
tender  shall  be  received  or  accepted  which  shall  not  contain  the 
actual  signatures  of  two  good  and  sufficient  pei'sons  as  sureties  who 
shall  in  the  lease  to  be  entered  into  with  their  principal,  bind 
themselves  jointly  a]id  severally  for  the  due  fulfilment  of  the  con- 
tract and  the  faithful  pa^nnent  of  such  amount  as  may  be  ottered 
for  such  contract,  whether  such  contract  shall  ju'ove  ju-ofitable  or 
not,  and  such  lessee  and  his  sureties  shall  give  four  promissory 
notes  for  the  rent,  made  by  the  lessee  and  endorsed  l\y  his  sureties,' 
payable  quarterly,  each  tor  an  equal  fourth  pai-t  of  said  rent. 
Provided  that  said  market  fees  and  charges  may  be  disposed  of  l)y 
public  auction  if  the  Council  think  tit,  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  by  them  adopted,  and  provided  further  that  the  City 
Council  may  keep  the  same  in  their  own  hands  if  deemed  advis- 
able. 

371.  The  lessee  oi'  junchaser  of  said  market  fees  and  weighing 
charges  from  time  to  time  shall  and  may  demand,  lake,  collect 
and  recover  the  same  in  as  full,  ani|)Ie  and  etticienl  a  manner  as 
the  Council  might  cause  to  be  doiu^  in  case  said  niai-ket  i'oos  and 
weighing  charges  had  not  been  let  or  sold,  and  no  lessee  of  the 
said  market  fees  and  weighing  charges  shall  assign  or  sub-K-l  the 
same  OI- any  part  OI- porlioii  thereof,  OI' shall    let   oi-   scl    a]»ait    or 
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abwign  to  any  person  any  part  of  the  area  ot  the  Public  Market  to 
be  occu])ied  by  a  stand  or  by  cord  wood  or  otherwise  howsoever 
contrar}'  to  the  true  intent  and  meanini^' of  this  By-law. 

372.  The  colleclor  or  lessee  of  the  market  fees  antl  weighing 
charges  or  his  assistant  or  assistants  shall  not  exceed  the  author- 
ity vested  in  him  by  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  relating  to  the 
public  markets  of  the  said  City  of  Kingston,  and  he  shall  not 
exact,  extort  or  receive  any  higher  or  other  fee  or  eliarge  than  is 
authorized  to  be  collected  and  paid  by  the  said  provisions  of  this 
By-law,  and  all  tickets  given  by  him  for  weighing  hay  or  straw 
or  other  commodities  or  things  shall  be  written  with  ink  and  not 
otherwise,  and ^  he  shall  keep  a  copy  of  the  same  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  to  be  open  for  inspection  at 
reasonable  times,  and  further  that  the  said  collector  or  lessee  and 
his  assistant  or  assistants,  bef</re  entering  upon  the  said  office, 
shall  be  sworn  in  by  the  Mayor  as  Weigh  Masters. 

373.  The  said  butchers  stalls,  and  the  stands  and  tables  outside, 
and  the  shops  in  the  market  buildings,  shall  be  let  by  public  auc- 
tion or  by  tender  on  the  thirty  11  rst  day  of  December  in  every 
year.  Provided  that  if  the  said  day  should  fall  upon  a  Sunday  or 
holiday,  the  letting  shall  take  2)lace  on  the  preceding  day,  and  the 
etting  shall  be  for  one  year  and  the  term  shall  commence  on  the 
tirst  day  of  January  following,  and  the  parties  renting  the  said 
Ixitcher's  stalls,  and  the  said  shops,  shall  each  enter  into  and  exe- 
cute a  lease  of  the  same,  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  fbi-  the  due 
})erformance  of  the  covenants  and  j)ayment  of  the  rents  of  the 
same.  Provided  further"  that  when  any  of  the  stalls;  stands,  tables  or 
shops,  become  vacant,  the  same  may  be  immediately  let  in  such 
manner  as  the  market  committee  may  determine,  and  provided 
also  that  the  rents  of  the  butcher's  stalls,  stands,  tables,  and  shops 
shall  be  payable  weekly  in  advance. 

THE    CLKHK    OK    THE    MARKETS. 

374.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  markets  oi-  his  as- 
sistants to  give  notice  promptly  to  the  owner  of  any  horse  or 
vehicle  or  the  owner  of  any  box,  barrel,  package,  case,  or  other 
depository,  occupying  or  obstructing  any  portion  of  the  markets, 
side-waiks,  oi-  passages  as  liereinbefore  defined  ;  and  if  such  |>erson 
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shall  nut  iiniuediiitoly  remove  such  obstruction,  attend  his  horse, 
and  in  ever}^  matter  obey  said  Clerk  or  his  assistants  and  act 
promptly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  By-laAv  relat- 
ing to  the  ])ublic  markets  when  notified  or  required  so  to  do,  then 
said  Clerk  of  the  market  or  his  assistants  shall  immediately  cause 
to  be  summoned  an}-  and  every  such  offender  before  the  Police 
Magistrate  or  the  Mayor  or  any  Alderman  of  the  City  having  due 
authority,  to  be  dealt  with  as  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law.  Provi- 
ded always  that  a  space  of  three  feet  on  the  insides  of  the  side-, 
walks  be  permitted  to  merchants  and  others  for  the  display  of 
their  goods  and  merchandise  in  all  cases  where  the  side-walks  are 
ten  feet  in  width,  and  a  space  of  two  feet  where  the  walks  ai-e  less 
than  ten  feeet  in  width,  immediately  opposite  to  and  adjoining 
their  places  of  business  in  the  Market  Squares  oi'  places  and  ad- 
joining streets,  but  otherwise  no  sidewalks  or  pavements  shall  be 
obstructed  but  shall  be  kept  sufficiently  free  lor  the  public  traffic 
as  hereinbefore  provided. 

375.  The  duties  of  the  Clerk  of  the  market  shall  be  (in  addition 
to  all  other  duties  herein  contained  or  mentioned)  to  open  and 
close  the  doors  of  the  market  house  in  accordance  with  the  days 
and  hours  aforesaid  and  to  attend  to  the  Mai-ket  Places  during  such 
days  and  hours,  he  shall  not  appoint  a  deputy  without  the  authority 
of  the  City  Council  or  the  Ma3'0)",  he  shall  oversee  and  inspect  and 
shall  seize  and  destroy  all  tainted  and  unwholesome  meat,  poultr}-, 
fish  or  other  articles  of  food  exposed  for  sale  oi-  marketed  in  any 
public  market,  public  street  or  jilace,  and  shall  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate  or  othei-  constituted  authority, 
inspect  all  weights  and  measures  within  the  City,  and  seize 
all  that  are  contrary  to  the  established  standard,  (which  standard 
shall  be  the  Aveights  and  measures  established  by  law),  and  pvo- 
ceed  by  summoning  before  the  ])roper  authorities  and  ju'osocuting 
all  parties  who  may  have  or  use  light,  unjust  or  deficient  weights 
or  measures  oi-  fi-audulent  or  unlawful  scales,  in  his,  or  her  pos- 
session, he  shall  determine  all  dis]uiles  that  may  ai-ise  i-cgardiiig 
weights  and  measures  in  (he  markets,  he  shall  also  summon  befoiv 
the  Police  Magistrate  or  the  Mayor  or  any  Aldernum  of  the  City 
acting  for  the  Police  Magistrate  witlioul  :ni\  unnecessar}'  delay, 
all  pei-sons  whom  he  (h'ciiis  oi'  \\  ho  arc  cliargcd  \\  ilh  )i(>iiig  guilty 
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ofany  breiich  of  any  of  the  provisions  ot  this  Ey-hiw  i-clatiiig  to 
the  public  markets,  and  take  all  necessary  steps  to  have  such  per- 
sons duly  punished,  he  shall  also  determine  the  order  of  standi  no- 
in  or  occupation  of  the  market  places  in  conformity  with  the  said 
provisions  of  this  By-law,  he  shall  see  that  the  Butchei-'s  paying 
rent  have  receipts  for  the  rents  of  such  stalls  as  may  be  rented 
to  them,  so  paid,  and  in  the  event  of  non-payment,  he  shall  seize 
and  sell  after  six  hours  notice,  a  sufficient  quantity  of  meat  in  the 
delinquents  stall  to  pay  the  amount  of  such  rent  as  may  be  due  and 
unpaid  and  shall  rej)ort  delinquents  if  any,  together  with  the  num- 
ber of  stalls,  shops,  or  stands,  which  may  be  untenanted,  he  shall  be 
ex-officio  a  City  €^onstable  and  sworn  in  as  such  when  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  enter  into  a  bond  with  the 
City  Corporation,  himself  in  six  hundred  dollars,  with  two  suffi- 
cient sureties  in  two  hundred  dollars  each,  for  the  due  perform- 
ance and  faithful  discharge  of  all  his  duties  and  the  faithful 
accounting  for  and  paying  the  City  Treasurer,  or  as  directed  by 
the  City  Council,  of  all  monies  which  shall  come  into 
his,  the  Clerk  of  the  Markets  hands,  at  least  once  every  week,  but 
oftener  if  required,  he  shall  also  make  such  returns  relative  to  his 
office,  as  shall  be  called  for  by  the  resolution  of  the  Council.  Pro- 
vided always  that  one  policeman  shall  be  constantly  on  duty  dur- 
ing market  hours  in  the  Market  Place  Number  One,  and  during 
such  time  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Market, 
to  act  promptly  as  circumstances  may  i-equire,  and  especially  to 
prevent  either  forestalling  or  buying  by  hucksters,  grocers,  but- 
chers or  runnei'S,  before  the  hours  hereinafter  mentioned  in  the 
41 1th  section  of  this  By-law  relating  to  Ibrestalling,  regrating, 
and  monopolizing. 

3*76.  The  Clerk  of  the  Market  shall  see  that  the  conditions  and 
requirements  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  relating  to  the  pub- 
lic markets  are  all  satisfied,  obe^^ed,  observed,  and  complied  with, 
by  the  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  satisfy  and  comply  with  the 
same. 

BtlTTER. 

377.  Butter  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  oi- marketed  within  the 
City  of  Kingston  in  rolls  or  prints  or  other  packages, 
shall    bo    sold    by     weight     and     not     otherwise,     and     when 
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stated or  I'Cpix^seiitod  to  contain  a  cortain  \v<.'ii;"lil.  il  shall 
be  lawful  for  tho  Clerk  ot  the  ]\Iarkot  or  any  jierson  ap- 
pointed, to  weigh  such  buttei-,  and  if  iinind  short  or  light  of  weight 
from  what  it  was  represented  to  be,  said  Clerk  or  person  shall  im- 
mediately summon  before  the  Police  Magistrate  or  Magistrate  act- 
ing in  his  stead  the  person  olfering  it  for  sale  and  making  such 
misrepresentation  who  shall  be  dealt  with  as  for  a  breach  of  this 
By-law,  and  the  said  butter  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the 
House  of  Industry  as  herein  provided. 

GRAIN  PRODUCE  AND  ROOTS. 

378.  All  grain,  produce  and  roots,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  of- 
fered or  exposed  for  sale  within  the  City  of  Kingston,  shall  l)e 
sold  bj''  avoirdupois  w^eight  and  not  otherwise  (unless  a  bushel  by 
measure  is  specially  agreed  upon,  which  measure  shall  be  the  Do- 
minion standard  bushel  measure)  the  weights  to  be  used  being  the 
standard  weight  per  Dominion  bushel  measure  as  tixed  by  law, 
and  the  said  weight  shall  be  for  each  such  bushel  as  follows,  viz  ; 
wheat,  60  pounds ;  beans,  60  pounds  ;  barley,  48  pounds  ;  oats,  34 
pounds  ;  rye,  56  pounds  ;  peas,  60  pounds ;  buckwheat,  48  poiuids  ; 
indian  corn,  56  pounds;  cloN'er  seed,  60  pounds;  timothy  seed,  4S 
]>ounds;  jjotatoes,  turni])s,  carrots,  parsnips,  beets,  and  onions,  60 
pounds;  flax  seed,  50  pounds;  hemj)  seed,  44  pounds;  blue  grass 
seed,  14  pounds;  castor  beans,  40  ]X)Uik1s,  avoirdu])ois  weight,  and 
the  fractional  parts  of  a  bushel  of  each  article  shall  weigh  in  ]>i'o 
portion,  and  the  said  articles  shall  be  weighed  at  one  of  the  public 
market  scales  at  the  expense  of  the  vendor  and  the  weigher  shall 
give  a  ticket  as  provided  in  the  case  of  hay  and  sti-aw. 

3T0.  When  potatoes,  turnips,  carrots.  parsni])s,  beets,  onions, 
beans  or  peas,  are  offered  for  sale  or  sold' by  the  bag,  each  bag  of 
said  articles  shall  weigh  ninety  Dominion  pounds  weight  avoirdu- 
pois, exclusive  of  the  weight  of  the  bag,  and  none  of  said  ai-ticles 
shall  be  ottered  foi"  sale  or  sold  by  the  bag  unless  each  bag  con 
tains  the  said  weight,  and  any  person  acting  contrary  to  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and  shall 
be  dealt  with  accordingl}'. 

380.  When  oats  are  offered  for  sale  or  sold  ])v  the  bag  each  baa 
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shall  weigh  six(\'  (M<;-ht  Dominion  pounds  weight  avoirdupois  ex- 
clusive of  the  weight  oi'  the  hag,  and  no  oats  shall  be  offered  lor 
sale  or  sold  by  the  bag  unless  each  bag  contains  the  said  weight, 
and  any  person  acting  in  a  manner  contrary  to  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and  shall  be  dealt 
with  accordingly. 

HAY   AND    STRAW. 

381.  Any  hay  or  straw  exposed  or  ottered  for  sale  within  the 
City,  and  intended  to  be  sold  b}^  weight,  shall  be  sold  by  the  ton 
or  hundred  pounds  weight  avoirdii2:)ois,  and  not  otherwise,  and  if 
straw  be  exposed  or  ottered  for  sale  by  the  bundle,  each  bundle 
shall  weigh  not  less  than  twelve  2)0unds  avoirdupois,  and  in  such 
case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  or  anj^  other 
person  appointed,  to  weigh  one  or  more  bundles,  and  if  found  short 
of  weight  every  bundle  in  the  load  shall  be  weighed  and  all  bun- 
dles found  short  of  weight  shall  be  forfeited  for  the  use  of  the 
House  of  Industry  and  the  person  ottering  the  same  for  sale  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  Bj^-law  and  shall  be 
dealt  with  accordingl}'. 

882.  Hay  and  straw  shall  bo  weighed  at  the  public  weighing- 
scales  in  the  Public  Market  Number  Two  and  not  elsewhere,  and 
after  it  is  sold  and  on  the  way  for  delivery  and  not  before  a  ticket 
shewing  the  gross  weight  and  tare  and  net  weight  of  each  load 
shall  be  given  by  the  Clei-k  of  the  Market  or  weigher  or  other 
])erson  in  charge  to  the  owner  oi-  vendor  of, such  hay  or  straw; 
which  ticket  sholl  also  state  the  j-ear  and  the  day  of  the  month  on 
which  such  load  as  aforesaid  was  weighed,  and  a  ticket  contain- 
ing the  like  particulars  shall  be  given  to  the  vendor  or  owner  of 
anything  weighed  at  any  of  the  public  scales  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Market,  the  weigher,  or  person  in  charge  of  them,  and  said  ticket 
shall  be  delivered  by  the  vendor  to  the  purchaser  at  the  time  ol 
the  delivery  of  the  thing  purchased. 

WEIGHING    AND    MEASURING. 

38:].  The  vendoi-  shall  in  all  cases  pay  for  the  weighing  of  the 
article  sold  and  the  weighing  shall  be  done  at  the  public  scales  in 
the  public  market  herein  appointetl  for  the  sale  of  the  article 
(except  as  herein  may  be  otherwise  provided)  b}''  the  proper 
weigher  who  shall  in  all  cases  grant  a  ticket  of  theweight,  and 
date  of  weiffhinii". 
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oS4.  Tho  vendor  .shall  wcii;li  and  juoa:5m'c  iicconliiig  Lu  the  afore- 
said Dominion  weij^hty  and  measures,  on  request  by  the  purchaser- 
nnd  on  i-efusal  sliall  he  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-hiw 
and  shall  be  dealt  witli  accordingly.  Provided  al\va3's  that  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  vendor  and  buyer  to  agree  specially  that  the  sale 
shall  be  by  the  bushel  by  measure  instead  of  the  bushel  by  weight. 

385.  When  any  article  or  thing  is  exposed  for  sale  or  marketed 
in  any  public  market  of  this  City,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  state  or 
represent  it  to  be  of  greater  weight,  number  or  measure  than  it  is, 
either  verbally  or  by  words,  letters  or  figures,  marked  thereon,  or 
on  the  thing  containing  it  or  otherwise,  and  when  it  is  stated  and 
represented  by  tlie  person  exposing  the  same  for  sale  or  market- 
ing the  same,  or  appears  by  words,  or  letters,  or  Hgures  marked 
on  such  article  or  thing  or  on  the  thing  containing  it  or  other- 
wise, that  such  article  or  thing  contains  a  certain  weight,  num- 
ber or  measure,  or  if  such  article  or  thing  should  be  required  by 
any  law  or  B3'-law  to  contain  a  certain  Aveight,  number  or 
measure,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Clerk  of  the  Market  or 
jjerson  appointed,  to  weigh  such  article  or  thing  on  the  public 
weighing  scales  or  to  count  it  or  to  measure  it,  in  or  by  a  lawful 
measure,  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  proper  to  do  so,  and  if  such 
article  or  thing  be  found  shoi't  or  light  of  weight  or  short  of  count 
or  of  measure  from  what  it  was  represented  to  be  or  from  what  it 
ought  to  be  as  aforesaid,  the  said  Clerk  or  person  shall  forthwith 
proceed  to  summon  the  person  offering  the  article  for  sale  and 
making  such  misrepresentation',  who  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
breach  of  this  By-law,  before  the  Police  Magistrate  or  other 
Magistrate  acting  in  his  stead  to  be  dealt  with  as  for  a  breach  of 
this  By-law,  and  any  such  article  so  found  of  light  weight  or  short 
measurement  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  House  oi  Industry. 

386.  There  shall  not  be  any  ti'ick  or  device  or  other  fraudulent 
means  used  whereby  any  meat,  fish,  fowl,  produce,  commodity; 
article  or  thing  exposed  or  offered  for  sale  is  or  would  be  deceitfully 
enhanced  in  weight,  bulk,  appearance  or  apparent  v^ilue,  and  any 
person  using  any  such  trick,  device,  or  means,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  accor- 
dingly. 
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BERRIES    AND    OTHER    FRUIT. 


38*7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  expof^e  for  sale  or  market  cherries, 
currants,  strawberries,  rasj)berries,  blackberries,  gooseberries,  cran- 
berries, huckleberries,  whortleberries,  or  other  berries,  otherwise 
than  by  the  Dominion  Standard  bushel,  ])eck,  gallon,  half-gallon 
or  quart,  or  by  its  lessor  parts,  multiples,  or  proportions,  using  the 
proper  Dominion  Standai-d  measure-out,  and  its  parts  in  each 
case,  according  to  the  quantity  sold,  and  if  any  of 
the  said  kinds  ol'  fruit  or  berries  are  sold  in  "boxes"  each 
box  shall  contain  not  iess  than  a  Dominion  Standard  quart,  and 
none  of  the  said  kinds  of  fruit  or  berries  shall  be  sold,  except  by 
the  Dominion  Standard  measure  as  aforesaid,  or  in  boxes  containing 
not  less  than  a  Dominion  Standai'd  quart  as  aforesaid,  and  any 
person  acting  contrary  to  this  section  shall  be  deemed  gniltj'  of 
a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  accoi-dingly. 

388.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  apples  (undried),  jjears,  plums, 
peaches,  (luidried)  or  tomatoes,  otherwise  than  by  the  Dominion 
Standard  bushel  measure  and  its  fractional  pai-ts. 

BUTCHERS. 

389.  All  butchers  occupying  stalls  in  the  liutchers  market  in 
the  City  Buildings  or  licensed  shops  shall  keej)  their  stalls  or  shops 
open  during  market  hours  on  each  and  every  market  day  ;  and  any 
person  going  to  a  butchers  stall  or  licensed  shop  and  ordering  or 
requesting  the  person  in  charge  of  meat  for  sale  to  cut  off  any 
piece  of  any  dimensions  or  weight,  shall  bo  obliged  to  take  and 
pay  for  the  same  after  it  has  been  weighed,  according  to  the  price 
j^er  pound  as  may  have  been  agi-oed  upon  when  the  order  or  request 
was  given  or  made  on  pain  of  (ho  penalties  provided  in  and  by  this 
By-law  for  a  breach  thoi'oof 

390.  The  said  butchers  nuirkot  shall  be  thoroughly  whitewashed 
ouce  in  each  yeai'  by  this  ('or])oi'a(ion  and  Iho  Mooi-s  of  the  stalls 
and  all  passages  lc:i<liiig  (hereto  inside  of  the  market  building 
shall^be  thoroughly  swo]>t  on  (ho  alloi'noon  ol' oaeh  and  eveiy  mar- 
ket day,  Saturdays  excepted,  between  (he  hours  oC  (wo  and  six 
o'clock  }).m.,  (he  benches  or  s(:iiids  on  which  meat  may  be  placed 
or  laid  out  or  exposeii  joi-  sale  shall  bo  well  scraped  and  cleaned 
at    least   daily     l)y    the    lessee    ol'    (he    stalls    an<l    such    s(ands 
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or  benches  shall  be  so  placed  as  not  to  interrupt  the  })ublic  j^ass- 
age  through  the  market  building ;  and  all  such  cleansing  and  arr- 
angement shall  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  ot  the  Clerk  of  the  Mar- 
ket :  Provided  always  that  the  sweeping  out  of  the  stalls  shall  be 
done  immediately  after  the  market  hours  by  the  lessee  thereof, 
and  the  sweeping  of  all  23a8sages  shall  be  done  by  the  person  em- 
ployed by  this  Coi-poration  to  clean  the  market  place  :  Provided 
further  that  no  dogs  shall  be  harboured  or  permitted  in  or  about 
the  said  butchers  market  on  any  pretense  whatever,  and  should 
any  dog  be  harboured  or  permitted  in  or  about  any  stall  in  the 
said  market,  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  stall  who  has  so  hai-- 
boured  or  permitted  it,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this 
By-law  and  shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

391.  All  persons  shall  be  permitted  to  market,  sell  or  dispose 
of  fresh  or  butchers  meat  in  or  from  their  waggons,  carts,  sleighs 
or  vehicles,  while  the  same  are  standing  in  the  Public  Market 
Place  Number  One,  by  the  carcase,  side,  or  quarter  only,  and  not 
otherwise  ;  and  all  such  sales  shall  be  made  at  so  much  per  pound 
weight  avoirdupois  or  at  so  much  per  hundred  pounds  Aveight 
avoirdupois,  according  as  the  case  may  be,  and  not  at  so  much  by 
the  piece,  or  quarter,  or  side,  or  carcase,  or  otherwise  than  as  afore- 
said ;  and  the  said  meat  shall  be  weighed  on  the  public  scales  in 
the  said  market  place,  and  not  elsewhere,  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Mar- 
ket, or  lessee,  or  person  duly  in  charge  of  the  market  for  the  time 
being,  and  for  the  weighing  of  which  the  vendor  shall  pay  the 
charge  hereinafter  provided.  And  no  salt  or  dried  meat  shall  be 
sold  in  the  Public  Market  Place  Number  One  in  less  quantities 

.than  by  the  ham,  cheek,  flitch,  shoulder,  side  or  quarter. 

FRESH   PISH. 

392.  It  shall  be  lawful  tor  any  person  to  whom  permission  may 
be  granted  as  hereinafter  provided  by  the  said  Council  to  expose 
tor  sale  and  sell  tresh  flsh  in  shops  to  be  designated  by  the  said 
Council  as  hereiiuiftcr  provided,  wliich  shops  shall  front  on  the 
public  street  and  shall  be  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  house  in  which 
they  are,  and  excc|)t  as  hcu'einailer  pi-ovided,  no  fresh  tish  shall  be 
exjjosed  for  sale  or  sold  in  an}''  shop  in  this  City,  uidess  in  a  shoj) 
designatetl  as  afoi-esaid,  and  while  su<-li  designation  is  inti)ice  and 
not  annulled. 
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393.  Every  such  shop  shall  be  well  drained  and  ventilated  and 
shall  have  a  si;perticial  area  of  floor  of  one  hundred  square  feet 
and  shall  be  nine  feet  wide  and  at  least  eight  feet  six  inches  from 
the  surface  of  the  floor  to  the  ceiling  and  shall  be  properly  fitted 
up  and  shall  be  thoroughly  cleansed  daily  and  shall  be  well  sup- 
plied with  fresh  clean  water  and  shall  be  well  painted  with  oil  paint 
once  in  ever}'  year ;  if  the  walls  are  plastered  they  shall  be  white- 
washed, if  of  brick,  painted  or  whitewashed,  and  if  of  boards  pain- 
ted at  least  once  in  every  year. 

394.  The  said  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  on  application  to 
be  made  to  it,  consider  the  fitness  of  any  shop  mentioned  or  des- 
cribed in  any  such  application  as  a  place  for  the  sale  of  fresh  fish, 
and  if  such  shop  is  found  fit  for  such  purpose,  then,  when  the  Clerk 
of  the  Market  shall  have  certified  that  the  requirements  of  this  By- 
law are  satisfied  and  have  been  complied  with  as  to  the  same,  siich 
shop  may  be  designated  and  numbered  by  the  said  Council  as  a 
place  in  which  fresh  fish  may  be  exposed  for  sale  and  sold  while 
such  designation  is  in  force  and  no  longer,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Markets  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  such  shops  and  of  the  num- 
bers. 

395.  The  Clerk  of  the  Market  shall  make  a  tri-weekly  inspection 
of  the  said  shops  and  the  fish  exposed  thei'ein  for  sale,  and  shall 
cause  all  tainted  and  unwholesome  fish  to  be  seized  and  destroyed, 
and  shall  report  to  the  said  Council  any  non-compliance  with  the 
conditions  and  requirements  of  this  By-law  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  fresh  fish  he  may  observe. 

396.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  keeper  of  such  a  shop  to  satisfy 
and  comply  with  all  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  this  By-law 
in  connection  with  the  sale  of  fresh  fish,  and  to  do  and  pei'form  or 
cause  to  be  done  and  pei'formed,  all  the  painting,  whitewashing, 
cleansing,  and  all  other  matters  necessary  to  be  done  and  per- 
formed, and  if  he  or  she  make  default  as  to  any  of  such  conditions, 
requirements,  or  matters,  after  the  designation  of  such  shop  as  a 
])lace  in  which  fresh  fish  may  be  exposed  for  sale  and  sold,  he  or 
she  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  ujjon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly;  and  the  desig- 
nation of  such  shop,  as  a  place  in  which  fresh  fish  !na\  bo  exposed 
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for  ^iiilc  iiiid  ^iold  shtiU  be  cancelled,  unci  sueh  shoj)  shall  be  no  lon- 
ger so  privileg'cd. 

397.  Should  (lie  keeper  of  any  sho])  sso  designated  as  afore- 
said fail  to  meet  the  requirements  or  fulfil  the  conditions 
of  this  By-law  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  fresh  fish  in  an}-  re- 
pects,  this  CouiK-il  may  recall  and  cancel  such  designation  and 
such  shop  shall  thenceforth  cease  to  be  a  place  in_^which  fresh  fish 
ma}'  be  exposed  for  sale  and  sold. 

398.  Nothing  in  the  sections  of  this  By-law  relating  to  the  sale 
of  fresh  fish  shall  apply  to  the  sale  ot  lobsters,  oysters  or  other 
shell  fish,  in  or  out  of  the  shell,  or  to  the  sale  ot  sea  fish  in  the 
months  of  T)ecember,  January,  February  and  March  or  to  the  sale 
of  fresh  fish  in  the  public  markets,  or  in  the  public  streets  as  here- 

inbetbre  authorized.

FIREWOOD. 

399.  All  firewood  brought  into  the  City  and  exposed  or  offered 
for  sale  or  marketed  shall  be  sold  Ijy  the  cord  and  such  coi-d  shall 
contain  one  hundred  and  twenty  eight  feet  of  wood,  cubic  mea- 
sure. 

•iOU.  All  cordwood  bi'ought  into  the  City  for  sale  or  to  be  mar- 
keted shall  be  divided  or  classified  into  three  qualities  or  brands, 
namely;  first,  second,  and  third. 

401,  There  shall  or  may  be  appointed  by  the  Council  one  fit 
person  to  be  called  the  City  Firewood  Inspector  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  on  request  of  the  jnu'chaser  or  vendor  to  measure  and  iii- 
sjicct  all  cordwood  delivered  or  being  delivei'ed  in  the  city  by  any 
part}-  selling  the  same,  and  to  certify  the  (juality  as  fii-st,  second 
oi"  third,  and  also  the  (pnintit}-  of  such  cordwood,  and  also  to  in- 
spect, ascertain  and  certify  the  ([ualily  and  the(|uantity  of  all  cord- 
wood or  other  wood  for  luel  ofi'ei-ed  tbi-  sale  within  the  City  ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  dut}'  oftlu'  said  I  iispcctoi-  in  e\er\-  such  case  to  mark 
such  qiialil}'  and  (juantity  on  the  wood  so  measured  and  ins])ected, 
and  such  Inspector  shall  granl.  dii  i'C(|uusi,  to  the  party  obtaining 
the  inspec(i(ni  a  ticket  (ontaiiiing  the  partic-iilars  of  such  inspec- 
tion, with  the  da\-  of  the  in()nth  and  year  i»f  such  insjuntion  and 
1  lie  iKMuc^^  I  >  I'  I  he  \ciidiii-  a;  id    ImycT, 


402.  if  shall  1)0  tlic  duty  of  siK'h  Iiis))t'ctiir  ol  (irowixxl,  wht'ii 
j'cquired  by  the  pui-chasoi-  of  any  coinhAood,  to  .sck;  that  such  wood 
i8  properly  and  closely  packed  or  piled,  and,  if  necessary,  he  shall 
cause  the  vendor  to  i-epack  and  repilc  the  same,  and  the  vendor 
shall  do  8o  on  request  of  the  said  Insjiectoi-  on  ])ain  of  being 
deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law, 

403.  No  firewood  shall  be  deceitfully  or  unfairly  piled  so  as  to 
appear  of  greater  measure  th'an  iffairly,  closely  and  compactly])!  led, 
and  no  crooked  wood  shall  l)e  packed  or  piled  with  cordwood,  but 
the  same  shall  be  j^acked  or  piled  separately,  the  Inspector  mak- 
ing due  allowances  for  such  crooked  wood  in  his  measurement, 

404.  No  person  shall  take  upon  himself  the  duties  of  the  In- 
spection of  fii'cwood  unless  he  shall  have  been  regularly  ap|)ointed 
by  the  City  (\>uncil  !is  herein  pi'ovlded. 

405.  The  Inspectoi-  of  firewood  shall  not  purchase  any  wood 
which  shall  be  brought  into  the  City  for  sale,  except  for  the  con- 
sumption of  himself  and  family,  nor  shall  he  deal  in  firewood. 

406.  Any  person  exposing  or  offering  for  sale  cordwood  by  tlie 
load  in  the  City  shall,  if  requested  by  the  pui-chaser,  obtain  from 
the  Inspector  of  firewood  a  certificate  of  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  such  load,  and  any  vendor  refusing  to  do  so  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
breach  of  this  Bj'-law  and  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

407.  It  shall  be  the  dutA'  of  the  said  Ins))ector  of  Firewood,  either 
upon  request  or  upon  infoi'mation  given  him  or  of  his  own  accord, 
to  inspect  and  examine  any  firewood  publicly  exhibited  and 
offered  for  sale  within  the  City,  and  in  case  the  said  firewood^shall 
be  found  short  of  the  measure  befoi'c  stated,  or  shall  lie  found  not 
to  be  closely  or  pro])erly  piled,  the  person  or  persons  offering  or 
exposing  the  same  for  sale,  shall  lie  dealt  with  as  hereinafter  pi'o- 
vided  as  for  an  infraction  of  this  By-law, 

408.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  the  Insjiector 
of  Firewood  shall  execute  to  the  Corjioration  of  (he  City  of  King- 
ston, a  bond,  himself  in  two  hundi-ed  dollars,  with  two  sureties  in 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  conditioned  for  the  due  and

faithful  discharge  by  said  Inspector  ofthc  duties  oi'  his  olfice. 

409.  There  shall  be  a  substantial  standard  hand-measure  con- 
'structed  of  oak  eight  feet  in  length  for  the  measui-ement  of  fire- 
wood sold  from  boats,  rafts,  wharves  or  vessels,  or  from  Avood 
yai'ds  in  this  City,  or  in  waggons,  sleighs  or  other  vehicles,  and 
such  measure  shall  be  so  graduated  as  to  measure  one  cord,  one 
half  cord,  and  one  quarter  cord,  and  shall  be  also  graduated  on  a 
scale  of  feet  and  inches ;  and  said  standai-d  measure  shall  be  in 
charge  and  under  the  control  and  superintendence  of  the  City 
Firewood  Inspector,  and  all  firewood  sold  within  the  City  by  the 
single  cord,  half  cord,  or  quarter  cord,  or  in  quantities  to  be  de- 
livered in  3'ards  or  other  places,  shall  be  sold  according  to  said 
measure,  and  the  said  Inspector  shall  also  be  furnished  with  a 
standard  chain-measure  eight  feet  in  length,  graduated  in  lengths 
of  cords,  half  and  quarter  cords,  Avhich  chain-measure  and  standai-d 
hand-measure  shall  be  for  measuring  all  such  firewood  delivered 
in  loads  or  quantities ;  and  should  the  owner  or  vendor  of  said 
wood  decline  or  refuse  to  have  the  same  measured,  as  aforesaid, 
he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and  subject 
to  the  penalties  thereof. 

FORESTALLING. 

410.  No  person  shall  be  guilty  of  the  offence  of  forestalling,  regrai- 
ing  or  monopolizing  within  the  City,  of  oats,  wood,  meats,  fish, 
fruits,  roots,  vegetables,  poultry  or  dairy  products,  eggs  or  an}' 
article  requii-ed  for  family  use  or  such  as  are  usually  sold  in  the 
market,  brought  into  the  City  for  sale,  and  no  person  shall  bu}' 
any  of  the  said  articles  excejjt  for  his  own  family  use  before  the 
hour  of  ten  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  no  butcher,  grocer,  huckster,  or 
runner  shall  purchase  any  of  the  said  articles  in  any  of  the  public 
markets  before  the  hour  of  ten  o'clock  A.  M,  or  in  any  other  part 
of  the  City  before  the  hour  of  twelve  o'clock  noon,  and  no  person 
knowingJy  shall  sell  any  of  the  said  articles  to  any  butcher,  gi'ocer, 
huckster  or  runner  in  any  of  the  said  nuirkets  or  elsewhere  in  the 
City  before  the  hours  aforesaid  respectively,  and  notwithstanding 
that  such  articles  are  in  any  of  the  said  instances  sold  or  bought 
for   export  from  the  City,  and  no  butcher,  grocer,  huckster   or

I'uiiiior  shall  Ijetbro  the  hum'  oi  ((Mi  o'clock  A.  m.,  in  juiy  of  the 
said  markets  or  before  the  hour  of  twelve  o'clock  noon  elsewhere 
in  the  City  go  to  any  waggon,  sleigh  or  other  vehicle  in  which  ar- 
ticles are  exposed  for  sale,  to  bargain  or  offer  for  the  purchase  of, 
or  make  a  standing  offer  of  a  price  for  any  article  to  he  paid  to  the 
vendor  in  case  the  vendor  fails  to  sell  such  article  to  another  pui-- 
chaser  at  a  higher  price,  or  shall  keep  back  or  hinder  other  per- 
sons from  purchasing,  or  shall  crowd  or  throng  them  while  pur- 
chasing, and  an}^  butcher,  grocer,  huckster  or  runner  so  doing 
or  refusing  to  desist  from  so  doing  and  go  away  upon  being- 
requested  to  desist  and  go  away  or  otherwise  acting  contrary  to 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  Bj'-law 
and  punishable  accordingly. 

SALE  OF  TINWARE,    ETC.,  PROHIBITED  ON  MARKET  PLACE  NO.    1. 

411.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  otfer  or  expose  for  sale^ 
or  to  sell  or  market  in  Public  Market  Number  One  or  in  anj-  vacant 
lot  or  lots  adjacent  thereto,  any  tinware,  metalware,  earthenware, 
woodenware,  pens,  pencils,  paper,  envelopes  or  other  stationary- 
ware,  knives  or  hardware  articles  or  iron,  brass,  copper,  bronze, 
lead,  steel  or  composition  or  other  metal  tools,  vessels  oi-  articles 
of  any  kind  or  farming  implements  or  farming  or  agricultural 
machines  of  any  kind,  oi- jewehy,  or  imitation  jewelry,  or  sweets, 
or  confectionary  of  an}-  kind,  or  oils,  soaps,  essences  or  perfumery 
or  patent  or  other  medicines,  or  drugs,  or  the  compound  thereof, 
or  the  materials  in  any  form  ot  which  the  same  are  composed 
(except  native  bark,  roots  oi-  herbs)  or  saddlery  or  harness  or 
waggons  or  sleighs  or  other  vehicles,  or  any  household  furniture, 
carpets  or  stoves,  or  grates  or  other  household  utensils  or  articles 
of  an}'  kind,  and  any  person  so  doing  shall  be  held  to  be  guilty  of 
a  breach  of  this  Bv  law,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

412.  Provided  that  the  last  section  shall  not  appl}' to  any  person 
now  holding  luidei-  this  Coi'porat-ion  a  shop  in  the  City  Hall  or 
Market  Buildings  as  to  transactions  in  such  shop,  or  in  the  vei-an- 
dah  space  in  front  of  and  belonging  to  such  sho]);  and  ])rovided  also 
that  siiid  lasi  section  Khali  wot  effect  any  pi-ivilege  now  possessed  by 
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Miiy  iiuTcliaiit  i)i' isliopkropcr  as  to  tlio  oceiipaLioii  by  liis   wai-i's  of 
a  part  oflhe  sidewalk  o])posite  his  premises. 

.MlsCKLLANEOls. 

41;:!.  All  dealers,  hucksters  and  othei-s  within  the  City,  selling- 
or  retailing-  any  ])r()duce,  gi-ain,  clover,  timothy  seed,  potatoes, 
tubers  or  other  roots,  commodities  or  articles,  shall  sell  or  retail 
the  same  under  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  sections  of  this  By- 
law relating  to  the  public  markets  and  not  otherwise. 

414.  When  any  article  is  publicly  ottered  for  sale  and  marketed 
within  the  said"( -ity  under  the  laws  relating  to  the  public  markets, 
and  earnest  money  is  ]jui<l  and  received  between  buj'er  and  seller 
both  parties  shall  be  compelled  to  abide  by  their  bargain  and  com- 
plete the  sale  and  delivery  unless  sufficient  reason  shall  be  shown 
to  annul  the  bargain  before  the  Police  Magistrate  or  before  the 
Mayor  or  any  Alderman  of  the  City  acting  for  the  Police  Magis- 
trate, as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  person  refusing  to  carry  out  any 
such  bargain  shall  be  dealt  with  as  hereinafter  provided  as  for  a 
breach  of  this  By-law  of  which  he  or  she  shall  be  deemed  guilty. 

415.  No  gambling  of  any  nature  whatsoever,  nor  any  games  for 
pleasure  or  amusement,  shall  lie  allowed  in  the  public  market 
places  or  market  houses,  nor  shall  thei-e  be  any  dog-fighting  in  or 
at  any  ©f  the  said  places,  and  the  standing  b}' and  encouraging  any 
such  gambling,  gaming  oi"  dog-fighting  shall  be  deemed  prima 
facie  evidence  of  participation  in  or  being  an  accessory  to  such 
gambling,  gaming  or  dog-fighting,  and  any  person  infringing  this 
section  shall  be  dealt  with  as  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law.  Pro- 
vided always  that  should  any  dog-fighting  take  placa  in  any  of  the 
aforesaid  places,  if  it  be  a  set  or  promoted  fight,  the  owner  and 
persons  inciting  such  fighting  shall  be  dealt  with  as  hereinafter 
provided  as  for  a  bi-cach  of  this  By-law,  of  whfch  they  shall  be 
deemed  guilty.' 

416.  Any  pei-son  who  shall  make  use  of  any  profane  swearing- 
indecent,  abusive  or  blasphemous  language  or  who  shall  be  guilty 
of  wrangling  or  othei-  disorder!}-  conduct  in  the  market  houses

or  market  places,  shall  be   deemed  guilt}-   of  a    l)reaeh    of  this 
By-law. 

TARIFF    OF    MARKET    FEES    AND    WEKUIINCi    CHAR(iES. 

■117.  That  the  Ibllowing  market  fees  and  weighing  charges  and 
none  others  shall  be  paid  by  the  veridors  and  collected  by  the 
Cleik  of  the  Market,  or  his  assistant  or  the  lessee  of  the  said  fees 
and  charges,  as  the  case  may  be: 

Upon  each  load  of  hay  (not  in  bundles)  contained  in  a 
waggon,  sleigh  or  other  vehicle  brought  to  the  Mar- 
ket Place  excluding  weighing  charge 7  cents. 

Upon  each  load  of  straw  (not  in  bundles)  contained  in  a 
waggon,  sleigh  or  other  vehicle  brought  to  the 
Marketplace  excluding  weighing  charge 5  cents. 

Upon  articles  (not  herein  specially  named)  brought  to  the  Market 
Place  in  a  vehicle  drawn  l)y  two  horses  upon  which 
fees  may  be  imposed 10  cents. 

Upon  tlie  same  if  drawn  by  one  hoi-se 7  cents. 

Upon  each  load  of  cordwood  or  other  firewood,  lumber, 
shingles,  laths  or  ladders  brought  to  the  Market  Place 
in  a  vehicle  drawn  by  two  or  more  horses  or  other 
animals 7  cents. 

Upon  the  same,  if  drawn  by  one  horse   or  other  animal.  .5  cents. 

Upon  each  load  of  hay  or  straw  in  bundles  i)i-oiight  to  the 
Market  Place  in  a  vehicle  tlrawn  by  two  or  moi-e 
horses  or  other  animals 7  cen ts. 

Upon  the  same  if  drawn  b\-  one  horse  or  other  animal 5  cents. 

Upon  the  article  or  articles  contained  in  any  ci'ate.  bari-el, 
bale,  box,  hand-carl  or  wln-el  liar  row  liroiight  to  the 
Market  Place  tor  sale  |icr  clav 5   cents. 

Upon  the  article  or  articles  contained  inany  pail  or  basket

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Upon  the  artitlo  or  arliclofs  eoutained  in  iiuy  bug"  or  package 
not  enumerated  brought  to  the  Mai-ket  Place  for  sale 
and  not  occu])ying  a  greater  space  than  18  inches 
square,  j^er  day,  1  cent.,  and  so  in  proportion

Upon  each  pig,  sheep,  lamb  or  calf  brought  to  the  Market 
Place  to  be  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  apart  and 
separate  from  Avaggons  or  sleighs  per  day 3  cents.

and  no  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  grain,  meat, 
vegetables,  fish,  hay,  straw,  fodder,  wood,  lumbei-,  shingles,  farm 
produce  of  any  desci-iption,  small  wai-e,  or  any  othei-  articles  on 
any  market  place  within  this  City  without  paying  when  demanded 
the  proper  market  fee  required  to  be  paid  by  or  under  this  section, 
419.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  liable  to  pay  a  market 
fee  or  weighing  charge  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  relat- 
ing to  the  public  markets  to  pay  the  same  to  the  person  entitled 
to  receive  the  same  when  demanded,  and  before  leaving  the  mai-ket 
if  time  for  pajnnent  has  been  allowed. 

■120.  Any  ])ers()U  who,  being  lialile,  shall  refuse  or  negiect  to 
pa}'  the  proper  market  fee  or  weighing  charge  fixed  and  imposed 
by  seclion  417  ol'this  Hy-law  in  the  case,  when  demanded  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Market  or  Lessee  ol' the  Market  fees  and  chai-ges,  or 
other  [)erson  duly  a])poinled  to  receive  or  demand  the  same,  or  who 
being  liablesiiall  leave  the  Marketplace  without  paying  the  same, 
shall  be  di-eiiu-d  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and  shall 
be  di'all  with  acfordinjilv. 
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TITLE  2-Bread. 

421.  All  bread  sold  or  ottered  for  sale  in  the  City  shall  be  made 
of  good  and  wholesome  tlour  unadulterated,  and  shall  be  composed 
of  the  kind  and  quality  of  flour  it  is  held  out  or  represented  to  be 
composed  of,  and  shall  be  in  loaves  of  two  pounds,  and  four 
])ourids  weight  avoirdupois  respectively,  when  weighed,  not 
sooner  than  four  hours  aft^r  being  taken  out  of  the  oven 
in  which  it  was  baked,  and  all  bread  sold  or  offered  for 
sale  within  the  City  of  any  less  weight  than  it  ought  to  be  or  is 
represented  to  be,  or  in  the  making  of  which  deleterious  or  adulter- 
ated materials  are  used  or  which  is  overstale  or  mouldy,  or  other- 
wise unwholesome  or  unfit  for  human  food,  shall  be  seized  and  for- 
feited and  disposed  of  as  hereinafter  mentioned.  Provided  alwa3'8 
that  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  prevent  bakers  or 
other  persons  from  selling  or  offering  for  sale  biscuits,  cakes,  buns, 
rolls,  twists,  crackers,  mufiins,  or  other  fancy  cakes  not  intended 
to  represent  or  pass  as  a  loaf  or  loaves  of  bread,  and  composed  of 
sound  and  projier  materials,  and  otherwise  unobjectionable  as 
aforesaid,  and  no  bakei-  or  other  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in 
the  City  any  bread  not  in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  provisions 
of  this  By-law  relating  to  bread. 

422.  Once  at  least  in  every  month,  at  uncertain  intervals  and 
without  notice,  the  bread  made  for  sale  or  exposed  or  offered  foi- 
sale  by  any  baker  or  other  person  in  the  City  shall  be  inspected 
and  weighed  as  in  the  next  section  is  provided. 

423.  It  shall  be  lav\'ful  foi-  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate  or  aii)- 
Alderman  of  the  City,  or  the  City  Commissioner  accompanied  by 
the  High  Bailiff  or  one  oi-  more  Policemen  at  any  time  between 
the  hours  of  six  o'clock  a.m.  and  seven  o'clock  p.m.  of  each  work- 
ing day  of  the  year  to  cntei-  into  any  bakery,  house,  shop  or  place 
within  the  city,  where  bread  is  made  for  sale,  oi- exposed  or  offered 
fo]'  sale,  and  to  examine  the  contents  of  any  bj-ead  cai't,  or  sleigh, 
containing  bread  foi'  delivery  or  sale,  and  to  examine  the  bread 
found  in  any  such  bakery,  house,  shop  or  cart  or  sleigh,  and  test 
the  ^ame  as  to  purity  and  wholesomcness  of  materials  and  also  to 
weigh  one  oi-  more  loaves  found  in  such  baker}',  house,  shop,  place 
cai'i  or  sleigh,  and  if  any  loaf  is  found  ot  less  weight  than  pi-o- 
vided  in  section  421  of  this  By-law,  according  to  itsclas^,  or  it  it  is 
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tbund  mixed  with  any  deleterious  or  adulteratiiii;-  or  injurious 
substance  or  to  be  mouldy  oi-  overstale,  or  otherwise  unwholesome 
or  unlit  for  human  tbcxl  or  in  any  way  to  be  contrary  to  the  true 
intent  and  moaning'  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  relating  to 
bread,  then  all  such  loaves  as  may  be  so  deticient  in  weight  or 
mixed  with  any  deleterious  or  adulterating  or  injurious  substance, 
or  mouldy,  overstale,  oi-  otherwise  unwholesome  or  unlit  for  hu- 
nmn  food,  shall  be  seized  and  forfeited  and  taken  from  said  bakery, 
Jiouse,  shop,  place,  bread-cai-t,  or  sleigh,  and  the  owners  of  such 
bread  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  ot  this  By-law,  and 
shall  be  dealt  with  accordingl}-,  and  the  bread  shall  be  destroyed 
it  unlit  for  human  food,  or  if  so  lit  it  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of 
Jndustr}'  for  the  use  of  the  poor.  Provided  always  that  the  like 
regulations  and  penalties  as  aforesaid  shall  in  all  respect  be  ap])li- 
cable  to  and  regai-ding  brown  bread,  and  all  other  breads  baked  and 
olfered  for  sale,  and  ])rovided  further  that  biscuits,  cakes,  buns, 
rolls,  twists,  crackers,  muffins  or  other  fancy  cakes,  as  aforesaid, 
may  be  of  less  weight,  th\in  is  hereinbefore  provided,  as  to  loaves 
but  shall  be  of  as  good  quality,  and  shall  be  included  in  the  term 
lircad. 

424.  Every  vendor  of  bi-ead  shall  keej)  scales  and  weights  suit- 
able for  the  weighing  of  bread  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  or  hei- 
shop,  and  every  vendor  of  bread  shall,  whenever  required  by  any 
purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  weigh  the  bread  offered  by  him 
or  her  for  sale. 


TITLE  3-Mllk. 
INSPECTION    OF     MILK    AND     OTHER    NATURAL      PRODUCTS     OFFERED 

FOR    SALE. 

425.  The  City  Commissioner  for  the  time  being  shall  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  appointed  Inspector  of  Milk,  meat,  poultry,  lish,  and 
other  natural  products  olfered  for  sale  lor  human  food  or  drink,  in 
the  City  ol  Kingston,  e.v  officio,  and  without  salary  as  sueh  Inspee- 
tor. 

42G.  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Inspector  to  examine 
and  inspeel  all  such  articles  as  aforesaid  ott'ered  for  sale  for  human 
food  or  driid<  wherever  the  same  niav  be  so  ottered,   whether  on 
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the  street  or  public-  places  and  s(|uares,  or  in  sli()})s  in  the  Cit}-, 
and  witli  proper  instruments  and  appliances  lor  the  purposes  to 
enter  all  carriages,  carts,  and  other  vehicles,  used  for  the  convey- 
ance of  any  such  articles,  oi-  from  which  the  same  are  sold  or  de- 
livered to  purchasers,  and  the  shops  or  premises  of  any  person  or 
persons,  or  other  place,  in  which  any  such  articles  are  exposed  or 
kept  for  sale,  during  business  hours,  and  there  to  examine  and  in- 
spect an}'  such  articles,  and  to  seize  and  destroy  any  tainted  and 
unwholesome  meat,  poulti-y,  fish  or  other  articles  of  food  he  may 
tind,  and  take  samples  of  any  milk  which  may,  in  his  opinion,  be 
adulterated,  ottered  tor  sale,  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  (pialiiy 
of  the  same,  or  of  ascertaining  whether  the  same  is  adulterated, 
paying  or  tendering  for  such  samples,  their  value,  if  required,  out 
of  funds  to  be  provided  by  this  Council.. 

427.  Tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  keeping  or  offering 
any  such  articles  of  food  or  drink  for  sale,  whether  on  the  streets, 
j)ublic  places  or  squares,  or  in  shops,  in  the  City,  to  iuruish  to  and 
permit  the  said  Inspector  to  take  samples  of  any  such  articles  as 
aforesaid  for  examination  or  analysis,  and  any  person  hindering 
the  said  Inspector  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  refusing  to  per- 
mit him  to  examine  and  inspect,  or  to  take  samples  of,  any  such 
articles,  on  his  paying  or  tendering  their  value  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against,  and  incur  the  penalties  of 
this  By-law. 

428.  The  said  Inspector  shall  keep  a  record  in  his  ofiice  of  all 
dealers  in  and  vendors  of  milk,  meat,  j)oultry,  fish  and  other  such 
natural  jjroducts,  and  of  all  inspections  which  he  shall  make  from 
time  to  time,  and  the  result  thereof. 

429.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Inspector  whenever  lie  has  reas- 
on to  believe  an}*  milk  or  other  natural  products  insjjected  or  ex- 
amined by  him  as  aforesaid,  to  be  adulterated  with  water  or  any 
other  substance,  to  procure  a  sample  thereof  to  be  analyzed  by  the 
])roper  analyst  under  the  ])rovisions  of  the  Act  passed  by  the  Par- 
liament of  Canada  in  the  thirty-seventh  year  of  the  i-eign  of  Her 
Majesty,  and  chaptered  eight,  and  pi-oseciite  or  cause  to  be  prose- 
cuted under  the  pi'Ovisions  of  the  said  Act,  or  under  the  provisions 
of  this  By  law  if  applicable  to  the  case,  all  persons  who  may  be 
found  selling,  offering  or  keeping  for  sale,  any  adulterated  milk 
or  other  articles  of  human  food  or  drink. 
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430.  No  person  shall  sell  oi*  olt'ei-  lor  sale  skimmed  milk  for  un- 
skimmed milk,  or  a  mixture  of  the  two  kinds  i'oi- unskimmed  milk 
oi'  new  milk,  oi-  mix  watei*  with  the  milk  he  sells  oi-  otters  tin-  sale 
as  pure  milk. 

431.  No  person  shall  expose  for  sale  or  mai-ket  in  an}-  jjublie, 
market,  street  or  public  place,  any  article  of  human  food  or  drink, 
adulterated  with  any  deleterious  substance. 

432.  No  person  shall  expose  for  sale  or  market  in  any  jniblie 
market,  street  or  public  place  any  article  o^' human  food  or  drink. 
knowing  the  same  to  have  been  mixed  with  nuy  other  substance, 
without  first  declaring  to  the  intending  purehasci-  such  admixture 

433.  No  expenditure  in  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  the 
sections  of  this  By-law  i  elating  to  the  inspection  of  milk,  meal, 
jxmltry,  fish  and  other  natural  pi-oducts  as  aforesaul,  shall  be  in- 
curred by  the  Inspector  without  the  authoi-ity  of  the  (.'hairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Markets  having  been  first  obtainetl. 

434.  Nothing  contained  in  the  preceding  nine  sections  of  this 
By-law  shall  be  held  or  construed  to  i-elieve  any  ofhei-  officer  of 
this  Council  of  any  duty  now  imposed  U])on  him  by  any  By-law  oi- 
B3^-laws  of  this  Council. 

435.  The  word  milk  used  in  the  preceding  sections  shall  mean 
milk  offered  for  sale  as  fresh,  unskinnned  milk,  as  it  came  direct 
from  the  cow. 


DIVISION  vn. 


TITLE   I -Board  of  Health. 

436.  A  Board  of  Health  shall  be  annually  appointed  b}'  the 
City  Council  to  consist  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City 
and  si.x  others  not  members  of  the  Council,  which  boai-d  shall 
have  authoi-ity  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  Province  ])i-oviding 
against  infectious  and  dangerously  contagious  diseases,  and  also  to 
take  all  nece.ssar}*  measures  for  the  preservation  of  the    public 
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health,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  assemble  at  sueli  time  and 
place,  and  as  often  as  they  may  Judge  necessary  to  superintend 
and  direct  the  execution  of  all  such  laws  of  this  Province  and  of 
this  Council  as  now  are  or  hereafter  ma}"  be  passed  pi-oviding 
against  the  said  diseases,  or  which  I'elate  to  the  public  health  of 
the  City,  and  an}'  three  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  be  a 
(juorum  to  ti-ansact  business. 

437.  The  said  Board  of  Health  shall  make  diligent  enquiry  with 
lespect  to  all  nuisances  and  other  matters  which  ma}'  exist  in  the 
City,  which  they  may  deem  obnoxious  to  the  health  or  lives  of  its 
inhabitants,  and  shall  have  full  ])Ower  to  oi-der  the  removal  of  the 
same  at  their  di:-cretion  by  theownei-  or  occupier  of  the  land  upon 
which  the  same  exists,  who  shall  remove  the  same  without  delay 
and  upon  the  neglect  or  i-efusal  of  such  owner  or  occupier  to  re- 
move the  same  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  said  Board  i-epre- 
senting  this  Council,  and  under  and  with  its  authority,  and  in  its 
luime,  may  have  the  same  removed  at  the  expense  of  such  owner 
or  occupier  which  expense  shall  be  recovered  from  such  owner  or 
occupier,  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  and  of  the  Municipal 
Act  in  that  behalf,  or  such  owner  or  occupier  may  be  punished  as 
tor  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  every  days  detault  in  such  removal 
being  tieemed  a  sepai-ate  oflfeuce. 

438.  The  said  Board  during  the  existence  of  any  contagious  or 
e})idemic;il  disease,  or  upon  a  pi-oljable  approach  thereof,  shall 
have  power  at  the  public  expense  to  open  such  place  or  places  as 
they  shall  deem  proper  for  the  accoruniodation  of  the  sick,  and  to 
make  such  i-ules  and  regulations  for  their  admission,  reception 
and  treatment,  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  to  employ  such  and 
so  many  physicians  and  nurses,  and  to  procure  such  nourishment, 
ti)od  and  necessaries  for  the  use  of  the  sick  so  admitted  as  well  as 
toj-  the  use  of  the  sick  of  this  City,  as  they  may  deem  just. 

439.  The  said  Boai-d  shall  have  power  in  their  disci'ction  to  re- 
move or  order  the  retnoval  of  all  ])ersons  and  things  within  the 
said  (yity  infected  by,  or  tainted  with,  contagious  or  pestilential 
mattei',  to  such  place  or  jdaces  as  may  in  their  opinion  best  con- 
duce to  the  preservation  ot  the  health  of  the  City,  and  in  oi'dei-  to 
enforce  a  jjromjif  and  ))unctual  conijjliance  with  tiie  said  order,  all 
persons  disobeying  the  same  shall  i'es})ectively  be  subject  to  the 
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j^enalty  provided  by  tliis  l^>3--la\v  fur  a  breach  thci'coi"  ajul  further 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Inspector,  the  High  Bailiff,  the 
City  C'onimissioner,  and  of  the  other  officers  of  the  City  to  observe 
such  instructions  as  may  be  given  them  respectively  l)y  the  said 
Board  touching  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them. 

*  440.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  foi-  the  Board  of  Health  from 
time  to  time,  and  for  such  period  and  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  shall  think  tit  to  recpiire  the  keepers  of  all  public  houses, 
hotels,  taverns  and  boarding  liouses,  to  make  reports  of  persons 
sick  or  deceased  therein  and  also  to  require  all  physicians  to  report 
the  number  of  persons  sick  and  attended  by  them  and  the  number  of 
persons  deceased  who  have  been  attended  by  them,  during  the  preva- 
lence of  any  infectious  disease  or  epidemic,  and  to  make  such  other 
regulations  as  the  Boai-d  may  deem  proper  for  the  preservation  of 
the  public  health  not  inconsistent  Avith  the  laws  of  this  Province, 
and  every  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  hereof,  and  the  regulations  so  established  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  penalty  as  hereinafter  provided  as  for  a  breach  of  this 
By-law. 

441.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Board  to  direct  some  suit- 
able person  to  be  called  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  by  them 
to  be  authorized  for  the  purpose,  and  suitably  remunerated,  to 
enter  in  the  day  time  and  examine  into  any  building  of  any 
kind,  cellar,  lot  of  ground,  alley,  sink,  va'ilt  or  privy,  which  they 
may  have  reason  to  believe  are  foul,  damj),  unhealthy  or  ill-con- 
structed, and  the  said  Board  may  direct  the  cleansing,  altering 
and  amending  of  the  same,  and  the  removal  of  all  nuisances  and 
things  dangerous  to  health  in  and  about  the  said  premises  by  the 
owner  or  occupier  thereof  who  shall  without  delay  cleanse,  alter, 
amend  or  i-emove  the  same  Tvccordingiy,  and  u])on  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  such  ownei-  or  occupier  to  do  so  within  a  reasonable 
time,  the  said  Board  representing  this  Council,  and  under  and 
with  its  authority  and  in  its  name,  may  have  the  same  done  at 
the  exjDcnse  of  such  owner  or  occupiei-.  which  expense  shall  be 
recovered  from  such  owner  or  occupier  under  the  provisions  of 
this  By-law  and  of  the  JVlunicipal  Act  in  that  behalf,  or  such 
owner  or  occupiei-,  may  be  punished  as  for  a  breach  of  thisBjMaw, 
every  days   default    being   deemed    a   separate    otience,  and  the 
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Health  Insjiector.  the  High  Bailifl:\  the  Cit}-  Commissioner,  and 
other  officers  of  the  City  shall  from  time  to  time  rejDort  to  the 
Mayor,  Council  or  Board  of  Health,  all  such  buildings,  cellars, 
lots,  alleys,  sinks,  vaults  orprivies,  public  or  private,  docks  or  slips, 
as  may  in  his  or  their  judgment  require  to  be  cleansed,  altered 
or  amended  for  the  security  of  the  health  of  the  City. 

442.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Board  of  Health  to  direct 
any  stagnant  waters  to  be  drained  off  or  removed  from  any  lot  b}' 
the  owner  or  occu2)ier  thereof,  and  if  any  owner  or  occupier  of 
ground  on  which  any  such  stagnant  water  may  be,  shall  omit  to 
obey  the  directions  of  the  Board  with  regard  to  its  removal  or 
draining  off  such  offender  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  and  costs 
provided  foi*  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  or  said  Board,  representing 
this  Council,  and  under  and  with  its  authority,  and  in  its  name, 
shall  have  authority  at  their  election  to  enfoi'ce  and  put  in  execu- 
tion the  direction  so  given  at  the  expense  of  the  offender  to  be  re- 
covered as  aforesaid,  or  to  prosecute  the  offender  nnder  this  By-law, 
every  days  default  in  such  draining  oi"  I'emoval  being  deemed 
a  separate  offence. 

443.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Board  of  Health  to  prohibit 
the  use  of  such  vats,  pits  or  pools  of  standing  water,  whether  by 
tanners,  skinners,  dyei-s  oi*  other  persons,  as  they  ma}^  deem 
dangerous  to  the  public  health,  and  to  order  the  removal  of  the 
same,  and  the  same  shall  thereupon  without  delay  be  removed  by 
such  owner  or  occupier,  and  upon  the  neglect  or  i-efusal  of  siich 
owner  or  occupiei'  to  remove  the  same,  the  same  may  be  removed 
at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupier  by  the  said  Board  as 
representing  this  Council,  and  under  and  with  its  authority  and 
in  its  name,  which  exjiense  shall  be  recovei-ed  from  such  owner 
or  occupier  under  the  pi'ovisions  of  this  By-law,  and  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Act  in  that  behalf  or  such  owner  or  occupier  ma^-  be  pun- 
ished as  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  every  days  (lefaull  heing 
considei'ed  a  separate  oHcnce. 

444.  Whenever  any  |)Utrid  or  unsound  beef  |)ork,  fish,  hides  or 
skins  of  any  kind  or  any  ])Utrid  or  unsound  substance,  whether 
animal  or  vegetable,  shall  be  loiiiid  in  any  part  of  thcCily.  it  shall 
be  the  dut^-  of  tlie  said  Insjtector,  the  High  IJailitf,  the  City  Com- 
missionei-,  and  otliei-  officers  i)f  the  City,  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
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destro3'ed  or  to  be  disposed  of  in  such  other  manner  as  may  be 
equally  secure  as  respects  the  public  health,  and  if  an}'  person 
shall  resist  the  Inspectoi",  High  Baililf  oi-  other  officers  of  the 
Cit^Hn  the  execution  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed,  oi-  sIkmI  dis- 
turb, hinder  or  molest  them  therein,  such  offender  shall  lie  lialtle 
to  be  punished  as  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law. 

445.  The  appointment  of  such  Boai'd  of  Health  shall  be  in  this 
Council,  and  shall  take  place  at  the  tirst  meeting  of  the  Council 
in  January,  each  and  evei-y  year,  or  at  the  tirst  general  meeting 
of  the  Council  which  shall  be  thereafter  held. 


TITLE  2— Nuisances. 

446.  No  person  shall  cause  or  commit  a  public  nuisance. 

447.  No  person  shall  sutter  or  pei-mit  an}'  stagnant  water  or  any 
decaying,  puti'id  or  unwholesome  substance  to  be  oi"  remain  on  his 
lot,  or  in  his  house,  cellar  or  yard,  or  in  any  out-building  or  place 
of  his,  or  which  he  leases  or  occupies,  and  no  person  shall  peimit 
or  suffer  the  undue  or  unwholesome  accumulation  of  any  dung, 
manure,  night-soil,  offal,  filth,  refuse,  cindej's,  ashes,  litter  or  othei* 
offensive  matter  or  thing  in  or  upon  his  premises,  or  upon  any 
vacant  lot  belonging  to  him,  or  which  he  leases  or  occupies,  and 
every  such  person  shall  remove  and  abate  the  nuisance  upon  notice 
from  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  oi-  from  tlie 
Health  Inspector,  City  Commissioner,  High  Bailiff,  or  any 
member  of  the  police  force,  and  any  pcj'son  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  remove  or  abate  such  nuisance  foi-th;vith  within  twenty- 
four  hours,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  and  shall  be  dealt  with  as  i'ov 
a  bj-each  of  this  By-law,  each  days  dcfaidt  being  considered  a 
.sepai-ate  offence. 

448.  No  person  shall  deposit  or  throw,  or  cau^c  to  he  deposited 
or  thrown,  any  snow  or  ice,  dung,  manui-e,  night-soil,  uiinc,  dirt, 
filth,  carrion,  dead  carcase,  dead  ainmals,  or  pai't  of  a  dead  ani- 
mal, bones,  offal,  kitchen  or  other  ]-efuse.  swee})ings.  )-uhbish,  oi- 
slops,  or  garbage  of  any  deseription  whatsoever,  dec-ayeil  fi-uit  oi- 
vegetable,  or  other  nuisance,  in  or  upon  any  public  sti'cet,  park, 
square,  market,  lane  or  public  place,  or  in  or  upon  any  sti'cet. 
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square,  park,  lane,  alley  oj-  place  open  to  common  or  public  use, 
or  into  or  upon  any  open  drain  or  open  watercourse,  or  in  or  upon 
any  wharf,  or  into  the  harbour  or  slips  thereof,  or  along  or  upon 
the  shore  or  margin  of  the  said  harbour  or  slips,  or  upon  the  ice 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  hai-bt)ur  or  slips,  in  the  City,  and  any 
person  so  doing  shall  forthwith  and  within  twenty-four  hours  re- 
move the  thing  deposited  or  thrown  as  aforesaid  on  being  notified 
so  to  do  by  any  of  the  officers  of  the  said  City,  or  by  any  member 
or  officer  of  the  Board  of  Health,  or  Police  Constable,  each  days 
default  therein  being  a  separate  ottence,  Provided  that  the  City 
Engineer  may  permit  snow  to  be  properly  spread  on  any  street, 
lane,  alley  or  place. 

449.  No  person  shall  permit  or  allow  any  such  things,  as  in  the 
two  preceding  sections  are  mentioned, to  remain  in  any  public  street, 
lane,  or  public  place  opposite  the  propei'ty  occupied  by  him  for  a 
greatei-  time  than  may  be  sufficient  to  have  the  same  removed  in, 
and  not  more  than  twenty-four  hours  after  having  been  notified  to 
remove  the  same,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  each  days  default 
therein  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  otfence. 

450.  No  person  shall  place  and  leave  unburied  or  insufficiently 
buried  upon  or  in  any  common  or  field  or  place  within  the  City 
any  dead  carcase  of  an  animal  or  any  animal  remains. 

451.  Any  person  acting  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  last 
preceding  section  shall  forthAvith,  upon  request  of  any  officer  of 
the  City  Council  or  Board  of  Health  or  of  any  Police  Constable, 
sufficiently  buiy  such  carcase  or  remains  or  remove  the  same  to 
the  common  nuisance  ground  of  the  City,  to  be  there  buried,  and 
in  default  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and 
shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

452.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  owning  or  occupying 
premises  in  the  City  forthwith,  within  twenty-four  hours,  to  re- 
move and  clear  away  from  the  sidewalks,  streets  and  public  places 
adjoining  such  premises,  all  such  things  as  in  sections  447  and 
448  of  this  By-law  are  mentioned  upon  being  notified  to  do  so  by 
any  member  of  the  Police  Force  or  officer  of  the  City  or  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  Provided  that  if  any  such  things  be 
placed  ecjuidistant  between  two  opposite  properties  owned  by 
diiferent  persons,  either  of  such  pei'sons  may  be  made  amenable 
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undei'  this  By-law  (unless  one  of  them  is  ])roved  to  have  been  the 
actual  offender  who  has  caused  the  nuisance),  and  each  shall  bear 
and  pay  an  equal  share  of  the  expense  of  removal  unless  one  of 
them  is  proved  to  be  the  actual  offender  who  has  caused  the 
nuisance,  and  when  the  actual  offender  who  has  caused  the  nuis- 
ance is  known  he  alone  shall  be  prosecuted  ut)der  this  By  law  or 
be  liable  to'such  expense  of  removal  as  aforesaid,  and  each  days 
continuance  of  the  nuisance  after  notice  to  remove  it  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  a  separate  offence  and  shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly', 
Provided  also  that  all  such  nuisances  as  are  in  the  last  six  pi-e- 
ceding  sections  mentioned,  may  be  abated  or  lemoved  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  person  who  should  abate  or  remove  the  same  upon 
his  making  default,  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-law,  and  of  the 
Municipal  Act,  by  this  Council,  and  this  Council  may  recover  such 
expense  of  abatement  or  removal  under  the  said  provisions,  or  the 
offender  may  be  proceeded  against  as  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law, 
and  each  days  default  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offence  as  afore- 
said. 

453.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  tenement  used  as  a  dwelling 
house  or  of  any  other  building  with  which  there  is  a  privy  con- 
nected and  used  shall  furnish  the  same  with  a  sufficient  covered 
vault  or  pit  under  ground,  and  the  vault  or  pit  of  every  such  privy 
shall  be  sunk  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  four  feet  from  the  sur- 
face, and  shall  be  built  in  the  nianner  hei-einafter  prescribed, 
and  such  owner  or  occupant  shall  maintain  and  keep  the  said 
privy  vault  clean,  unobstructed,  and  in  efficient  oi'der  at  all  times. 

454.  All  priv}-  vaults  shall  be  l)uilt  of  stone,  brick  or  twoinch 
pine,  hemlock,  cedar  or  oak  plank,  and  shall  be  made  water  tight 
so  that  the  contents  thereof  cannot  escape  therefrom  except 
through  a  properly  constructed  drain,  and  shall  be  placed  as  far 
distant  from  any  well  or  water  tank  on  the  premises  and  from  the 
public  street  as  possible,  and  shall  not  be  placed  within  twenty 
feet  of  any  such  well  or  tank  or  street. 

455  No  person  shall  erect  oi"  place,  or  cause  to  be  erected  or 
placed,  or  continue  erected  or  placed,  or  permit  to  be  continued, 
erected  or  placed,  any  privy  above  or  over  any  open  drain  or 
water  (course,  or  in  or  above  oi-  over  the  waters  of  the  harbour  or 
slips. 
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456.  There  shall  be  connected  with  every  dwelling  house  and 
building,  where  the  same  may  be  needed,  a  suitable  privy,  vault 
or  pit,  covered  and  built  and  placed  as  aforesaid,  and  the  owner, 
agent,  occupant  or  the  person  having-  the  care  ofanj'  such  dwelling 
house  or  building  shall  provide  sUch  privy,  vault  or  pit,  and  shall 
maintain  and  keep  the  same  clean,  unobstructed  and  in  efficient 
order  at  all  times,  and  whenever  any  privy,  vault  or  pit  shall  become 
offensive  or  obstructed,  or  shall  need  to  be  cleaned  out,  the 
same  shall  be  cleaned  out  and  put  in  efficient  order,  by 
such  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  person,  and  the  owner,  agent 
occupant  or  other  person  having  charge  of  the  property  in 
which  an}'  privy,  vault  or  pit  may  be  situated,  the  state  or  con- 
dition of  which  may  be  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
By-law  i-elating  to  nuisances  shall  remove,  cleanse,  alter,  amend, 
repair  and  put  in  order  the  same  within  a  reasonable  time  aftei* 
notice  to  that  effect  given  b}'  any  cit}-  officer,  member  or  officer 
of  the  Board  of  Health  or  police  constable,  and  in  case  oi  neglect  or 
refusal  thisCouncil  may  cause  the  same  to  be  removed, cleansed, alter- 
ed, amended,  repaired  and  put  in  order,  in  such  manner  and  to  such 
an  extent  as  may  be  needful  or  necessary,  at  the  expense  of  such 
ownei-  or  occupier  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-law,  and  of  the 
Municipal  Act  in  that  behalf,  and  may  recover  such  expense  from 
its  owner  or  occupant  or  agent  or  person  having  charge  as  afore- 
said under  said  provisions  or  the  offender  may  be  proceeded  against 
as  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  each  days  default  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  offence. 

457.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  tor  any  person  to  remove  through  the 
public  streets  night  soil  or  the  contents  of  any  privy  vault  or  pit, 
or  any  night  tub  or  urinal,  except  between  the  hours  of  twelve 
o'clock  at  night  and  three  o'clock  in  the  morning  following,  and 
water  tight  and  proper  vessels  and  i-eceptacles,  well  covered,  shall 
be  used  for  the  removal  of  the  same  so  that  none  shall  fall  or  drop 
on  the  public  streets  or  places,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  to  empty,  cast  or  lay  down,  any  night-soil  or  the  contents  of 
any  privy,  vault  or  pit,  elsewhere  in  the  City  than  in  the  place 
appointed  bv  this  Council  as  the  common  nuisance  ground  of  the 
City. 

458.  All  privies  and  privy  vaults  or  pits  shall  be  properly  en- 
closed  and    built   and    roofed  over  and  ventilated,  and  shall  be 
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thoroughly  emptied  and  cleaned  in  the  month  of  February  in  each 
year,  or  oftener  if  necessary,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  the  con- 
tents phiced  in  the  phice  appointed  by  this  Council  as  the  common 
nuisance  ground  of  the  City  as  aforesaid. 

459.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  pei-son  to  deposit  or  allow  to 
fall  and  remain  upon  any  land  oi-  lot  within  the  said  City  except 
in  the  common  nuisance  ground  aforesaid  any  niiiht  soil  oi-  the 
contents  or  cleanings  of  any  privy  vault  or  pit,  night  tub  or  urinal. 
Provided  that  nothing  hei-ein  contained  shall  prevent  the  use  of 
such  things  as  manui-e  in  a  proper  manner,  and  jjrovided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  pi'cvent  the  emptying  of  an}' Tiight 
tub  or  urinal  into  a  privy. 

460.  No  privy,  vault  or  pit  shall  be  opened  between  the  tii-st 
day  ot  May  and  the  tirst  day  of  October  in  each  j'cai'  unless  upon 
inspection  made  by  the  proper  officer  he  shall  be  satistied  of  tlie 
necessity  of  opening  and  cleaning  the  same  tor  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  in  such  cases 
no  more  of  the  contents  shall  be  taken  away  than  such  officer 
shall  deem  to  be  absolutely  necessary  for  present  safety  and  relief 
and  all  necessary  precautions  shall  be  used  to  prevent  and  neuti'a- 
lize  any  offensive  effluvia  or  smells,  and  such  i-emoval  and  the  said 
precautions  shall  be  made  and  taken  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner  or  occupiei",  agent  or  person  in  chai-ge  as  aforesaid,  and 
may  be  recovered  as  aforesaid. 

461.  All  stables  and  places  where  animals  are  kept  shall  be  well 
and  thoroughly  cleaned  once  in  each  day  at  least  and  shall  be 
well  ventilated  and  kept  and  maintained. 

462.  Every  butcher  or  other  person  immediately  after  killing 
any  beeves,  calves,  sheep,  pigs  or  other  cattle,  shall  remove  oi-  de- 
stroy the  offals,  gai'bage  and  other  offensive  and  useless  parts  of 
the  same,  or  convey  the  same  to  the  public  nuisance  grounil. 

468.  Every  vacant  lot  or  part  of  a  lot  situate  in  any  part  of  ti)c' 
city  which  this  Council  by  a  resolution  may  declare  to  be  a  nuis- 
ance, shall  be  enclosed  and  kept  enclosed  with  a  good  and  sufficient 
fence  not  less  than  six  feet  in  height  from  the  surface  of  the  ground 
or  of  the  pavement  or  sidewalk,  to  be  constructed  to  the  satisfac- 
tion ot  the  City  Engineer,  and  a  penalty  with  costs  as  provided 
in  and  by  this  By-law  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  owner  or  tenant 
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of  such  lot  or  part  of  lot  for  every  cUiy  ho  may  neglect  to  make  or 
maintain  the  said  fence  after  being  notified  to  that  effect  by  any 
officer  of  the  City  Council  or  member  of  the  Police  Force. 

4G-1.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  land  in  the  City,  upon  or  in 
which  there  is  a  pit,  precipice,  deepwater  or  other  place  danger- 
ous to  travellers  shall  fence  in  the  same  with  a  strong  and  suffi- 
cient fence  at  least  six  feet  high  as  aforesaid  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Engineer  and  keep  and  maintain  the  same  so  fenced  in  for 
the  protection  of  travellers. 

165.  No  person  shall  make,  sink  or  excavate  any  tan  vats,  or 
erect  or  continue  any  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  a  tannery,  or 
carry  on  or  continue  the  trade  or  business  of  a  tanner,  or  erect, 
have  or  keeji  or  continue  any  slaughter-house  or  other  building  in 
the  said  City  foi-  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  any  cattle,  swine  or 
other  animals  therein,  which  may  prove  to  be  nuisances,  and  no 
person  shall  continue  any  such  tannery  or  slaughter-house  or  other 
building  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  any  animal  therein,  which 
may  prove  to  be  a  nuisance,  for  the  space  of  one  week  after  hav- 
ing been  notified  by  the  High  Bailiff  or  other  officer  of  this  Coun- 
cil, or  by  any  member  of  the  Police  Force  to  discontinue  the  same, 
and  such  person  shall  remove  the  same  after  receiving  such  notice 
within  the  said  period,  and  any  such  person  making  default  in  so 
doing  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and 
every  day  any  such  tannery,  slaughter-house  or  building  as  afore- 
said shall  be  continued  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  period 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  seperate  offence  against  this 
By-law. 

4(it).  No  person  shall  build,  erect,  maintain,  continue  or  use  any 
slaughter-hou^e,  building,  yard  oi-  premises  for  the  puipose  of 
killing  beeves,  calves,  sheep,  pigs  or  other  animals  therein  unless 
such  slaughter  house,  building,  yard  or  premises  is  situated  at  least 
sixty  feet  fi-om  any  public  street  or  thoroughfare,  and  at  least  two 
hundj-ed  feet  Irom  any  I'esidence  or  dwelling  except  that  of  the 
owner  of  such  slaughter  house,  building,  yard  or  premises,  and 
unless  that  such  slaughter  house,  building,  yard  or  premises  is, 
and  continues  to  be  in  no  manner  injurious  to  health  or  offensive 
to  the  extent  of  being  a  ])ublic  nuisance.  Provided  that  nothing 
in  this  section  contained  shall  be  held  to  permit  or  authorize  any 
jiei'soii  to  cause  or  commit  a  private  nuisance. 
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46*7.  Every  slaughter-liousc,  building,  yui-d  or  premises  so  used 
shall  be  kept  well  drained  and  ventilated  and  j^hall  be  cleansed 
regularl}'  each  day,  when  killing  has  been  done  therein  and  the 
offal  removed  or  disposed  of  by  the  owner  or  occupier  so  that  no 
offensive  effluvia  may  arise,  and  eveiy  such  slaughter-house  or 
building  so  used  as  aforesaid  shall,  by  the  owner  or  occupier,  be 
lime  white-washed  inside  at  least  once  in  each  month  between  the 
first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  November,  and  shall  also  be 
supplied  with  a  hydrant  pump  or  well  having  a  sufficient  supply 
of  water  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  same  clean  and  free  from 
smell,  and  such  owner  or  occupier  shall  also  whenever  necessary 
or  upon  the  request  of  an}-  Officer  of  the  City  Council  or  Police 
Constable  use  therein  quicklime  and  other  disenfectants  ot 
sufficient  quantity  to  jn-event  offensive  smells  and  injury  to  health. 

468.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  keep  and  no  person 
shall  keep  or  allow  to  be  kept  in  or  upon  his  place  pigs  or  swine 
or  erect,  keep  or  continue  or  permit  on  his  place  pig-styes  or 
piggeries,  so  as  to  cause  a  nuisance,  or  to  be  likely  to  cause  a 
nuisance,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Kingston. 

469.  No  person  shall  erect,  keep,  continue  or  maintain  any 
pig-stye  or  piggery  at  a  less  distance  from  any  public  street  or 
place  than  twenty-  feet. 

470.  No  person  shall  keep  at  any  time  in  any  one  place  more 
than  one  pig-stye  or  piggeiy. 

471.  No  person  shall  keep  in  any  pig-stye  or  piggery  at  any  one 
time  moi-e  than  four  pig>.  or  swine,  and  every  person  keeping  a  pig- 
stye  or  piggery  shall  keej:)  the  same  clean  at  all  times  and  well 
enclosed  and  drained  and  allow  its  inspection  by  any  officer  of  this 
Council  or  of  the  Board  of  Health  or  police  constable. 

472.  No  person  shall  keej)  nor  shall  there  be  kept  within  the 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Kingston  any  cow  oi-  cows  or  other  horn- 
ed cattle,  or  any  cattle  byre,  stable,  yards,  or  other  enclosure  for 
keeping  hoi-ned  cattle,  except  under  and  subject  to  the  following 
provision,  regulation  and  condition: 

(1)  All  stables,  byres,  yards  and  other  enclosui'es  where  cattle 
ai'e  kept  shall  be  properly  constructed,  ventilated  and  kept 
clean     to    the     satisfaction    of    the    City   Commissioner,  Public 
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Health  Inspector,  or  such  other  officer  as  the  Council  may  fi-om 
time  to  time  appoint  to  inspect  the  same,  and  they  shall  be  open 
and  subject  to  inspection  by  said.Commissioner,  Inspector  oi*  other 
officer  at  all  times  in  the  day  time. 

(2)  The  above  rule  and  reguhition  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prevent  propei-ly  fenced  vacant  lots  in  any  part  of  the  City  being- 
used  as  pasture  land  or  as  a  paddock,  and  the  word  "cattle"  shall 
not  be  construed  to  include  horses. 

473.  Any  person  who  shall  or  may  have  any  stable  or  cow- 
house in  the  City,  shall  not  have  the  access  thereto  directly  from 
any  public  street,  square  or  thoroughfare  of  the  said  City,  except 
by  a  gateway  leading  thereto,  through  a  yard  or  the  mterior  of 
the  premises,  and  no  person  shall  have  any  door,  wicket  or  gate 
of  any  such  stable,  or  cow-house,  or  other  building,  3'ard,  garden, 
or  lot,  or  other  premises,  opening  outwards  on  any  of  the  said 
public  streets,  squares,  or  thoroughfares  of  the  said  City,  and  if 
any  person  has  any  such  door  or  gate,  so  opening  outwards  and 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  or  alter  the  same  so  as  to  make 
it  open  inwards  on  the  premises  to  which  it  may  belong  after 
being  notified  by  the  High  Bailiff,  or  City  Engineci",  or  City  Com- 
missioner so  to  do,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of 
this  By-Law,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  accoidingly,  and  every 
twenty-four  houi's  the  same  shall  remain  uni"emoved  or  unaltered, 
as  aforesaid  after  the  offender  shall  have  been  notified  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  separate  offence  against  this  By-Law. 

474.  No  person  shall  milk  or  feed  or  pasture  any  cows  or  other 
cattle,  sheep,  goats,  pigs  or  geese,  or  feed  or  pasture  or  groom 
any  horses  on  any  of  the  public  streets  oj'  sidewalks  oi*  public 
places  of  the  said  City,  or  permit  or  suffer  any  cow,  pig  or  other 
animal,  to  be  or  remain  u]X)n  any  side-walk  within  the  said  City. 

475.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  persons  to  assemble  and 
meet  together  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  charivari,  whether  in 
disguise  or  otherwise,  nor  for  any  persons  to  meet  in  or  march 
througii  any  sti-eet  or  public  place  in  disguise  or  in  masquerade 
with  design  to  hold  any  such  charivari,  iioi-  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  visit  or-  entei"  the  place  or  residence  of  any  newly 
uiarned  persons  with  intent  to  hold  u  charivari  or  to  demand  or 
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ext»rt  money,  provisions,  refreshments  or  an}'  otliei-  thing  of  value 
from  any  such  newly  manned  persons. 

4*76.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  number  of  persons  to  meet  or 
be  together  in  an}-  street  or  public  place  after  dark  with  their 
faces  or  bodies  concealed  or  in  disguise  or  with  tire  arms,  weajjons, 
clubs  or  missils  of  any  description,  for  any  pui-pose  whatevei-.  un- 
less under  the  command  of  the  civil  or  military  authorities. 

477.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  the  Police  Magistrate 
and  Aldermen  or  any  constable  to  take  up  and  an-est  any  person 
who  shall  belong  to  or  be  found  taking  part  in  any  such  unlawful 
meetings  or  assemblages  of  pei'sons  as  are  above  mentioned  and 
to  detain  such  person  in  custod}''  until  delivered  to  bail  or  tried 
before  the  Police  Magistrate  or  other  justice  having  jurisdiction 
for  his  offence. 

478.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  resist,  hindej-  or 
ill-treat  the  Mayor,  the  Police  MagiKtrate,  an}'  of  the  Aldei-rnen, 
any  Constable  or  any  person  assisting  them,  or  eithei-  of  them, 
while  dispersing  any  such  unlawful  meeting  or  assemblage,  or 
while  arresting  or  detaining  in  custody  any  person  oH'ending 
against  sections  475  and  476  of  this  Bj'-law. 

479.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  ring  a  bell,  blow  a 
horn,  shout  or  make  any  unusual  noise  oi-  noises  in  an}'  street, 
square,  or  puVjlic  place.  Provided  that  auctioneers  may  use  a  hand 
bell  when  about  to  sell  or  selling  anything  by  public  auction  in 
front  of  their  premises,  and  provided  also  that  milkmen  may  use  a 
hand-bell  in  pursuing  their  calling. 

480.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  fire  off  guns  or 
other  fire-arms  in  any  public  street,  square  or  place  in  the  said 
City. 

481.  No  person  without  lawful  authority  shall  climb  or  remain 
on  any  lamp  post,  telegraph  or  telephone  pole  or  trees  in  the  City, 
or  on  any  fence  of  any  park,  square  or  public  place  in  the  City, 
or  on  any  of  the  railings  or  fences  along  any  of  the  public  sti'eets, 
parks  or  places  of  the  City. 

482.  Books  sball  be  kept  in  the  (.'ity  Clerks  office  in  which  ma}- 
be  entered  all  com])laints  relating  to  niiisatices.  and  such  com- 
plaints shall  be  innnediath    enquired    into  by  the  High    Hailiff, 
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Health  Inspector   or  City  Commissioner,  and  a  report   thereon 
made  to  the  Mayor  and  Police  Magistrate. 

483.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Commissioner,  assisted  by 
members  of  the  Police  Force,  to  make  periodical  inspections  of  the 
City,  in  the  months  of  May  and  November  in  each  year,  and  to 
cause  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  relating  to  nuisances  to  be 
carried  out,  and  to  report  from  time  to  time  to  the  Mayor  or  City 
Council  the  result  of  such  insjjections. 


TITLE  3-Vaccinatlng  Offices. 

484.  The  places  hereinafter  in  this  section  named  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed and  established  as  the  vaccinating  offices  in  the  several 
wards  in  the  city  of  Kingston,  namely: 

Cataraqui  Ward — Dr.  Thomas  Fenwick's  Office. 
Frontenac   Ward — Dr.  Wm.  H.  Henderson's  Office,  St.  Law 
re  nee  Ward. 

Ontario  Ward — Dr.  Saunders'  Office. 

Eidcau  Ward — Dr.  Samuel  H.  Fee's  Office. 

St.  Lawrence  Ward — Dr.  Thomas  E.  Dupuis'  Office. 

Sydenham — Dr.  K.  N.  Fenwick's  Office. 

Victoria  Ward — General  Hospital. 

485.  The  medical  practitioners  appointed,  or  to  be  appointed  to 
vaccinate  for  the  several  wards  shall  respectively  attend  for  that 
purpose  at  the  said  places  in  their  said  wards  respectively  at  the 
hours  and  times  following,  that  is  to  say,  on  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Friday  in  each  week,  between  one  o'clock  and  two  of  the 
clock  in  the  afternoon  of  th6  said  days. 

486.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  on  behalf  of 
the  City  Coi'}>oration  to  contract  from  time  to  time  as  may  be 
necessary  for  one  j-car  at  a  time  with  seven  lawfully  qualified 
medical  practitioners  resident  in  the  city,  one  for  each  ward  to 
attend  at  the  said  places,  in  the  said  wai'ds  respectively,  at  the 
said  times,  and  vaccinate  such  jDcrsons  as  then  j)resent  themselves, 
oi-  as  ma}'  then  l)e  presented  there  for  that  purpose,  and  that  the 
full  remuneration  fixed  by  the  statute  passed  in  the  twenty-fourth 
year  of  Her  Majesty's  Eeigu    chapter  twenty-four,  be  allowed  to 
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said  medical  ijractitioners  payable  as  is  provided  in  the  said  statute, 
and  that  in  addition  each  medical  jii-actitioner  so  to  be  apjiointed, 
shall  be  allowed  five  dollars  ainuially  whei-ewith  to  procure  vac- 
cine matter  for  the  said  purpose.  Provided  that  the  names  of  all 
such  medical  practitioners  shall  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
for  approval  before  such  contracts  are  entered  into,  and  provided 
that  such  contracts  shall  be  in  accoi'dance  with  the  said  statute. 


TITLE  4-Interment  of  the  Dead. 

48*7.  No  dead  body  of  any  deceased  person  shall  be  interred  or 
buried  in  any  place  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Kingston, 
Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  render  unlawful 
intei'ments  made  within  the  walls  of  churches  or  buildings  in 
actual  use  as  places  of  public  worshiji. 


DIVISION  YIII. 


TITLE   I -Streets. 


488.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  any  horse  or  horses  or  other 
beasts  through  any  of  the  public  streets,  squares,  wharves  or 
thoroughfares  of  the  City  at  an  immoderate  rate,  nor  shall  suffer 
the  same  to  run  or  remain  loose  or  at  large,  nor  to  stand  i  n  any 
public  street  or  place  Avithout  being  sufficiently  secured  or  tied  to 
prevent  their  running  away. 

489.  No  person  riding  or  driving  any  horse  or  horses  oi-  other 
beasts,  shall  race  Avith  any  other  horse  or  other  team  or  seek  or 
try  to  pass  the  same  at  an  immoderate  or  dangerous  pace,  or 
gallop  any  horse  or  other  team  in  any  public  street  or  place. 

490.  No  person  shall  load,  ride  or  drive,  propel,  push  or  draw 
any  horse  or  vehicle,  cutter,  sleigh,  sled,  hand  cart  or  wheelbarrow, 
bycicle,  trycicle  or  velocipede,  or  any  cart,  waggon  or  carriage 
wheel  on  any  public  sidewalk  of  the  City  except  at  the  entrance 
to  a  gateway  in  crossing  such  sidewalk  to  pass  through  such  gate- 
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way,  nor  suffer  the  sarue  to  remain  thereon,  and  no  person  shall  place 
or  fasten  any  horse  or  horses  in  such  away  so  that  the  reins  shall 
form  an  obstacle  to  the  free  use  of  the  sidewalk,  or  keep  any  horse 
or  vehicle  standing  upon  anj^  public  crossway,  for  foot  passengers 
over  any  street'or  thoroughfare.  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  sec 
tion  contained  shall  ajDply  to  children's  carriages. 

491.  No  person  shall  place,  operate  or  run,  in  any  public  street 
any  road  engine,  steam  traction  engine  or  steam  motor  without 
leave  of  this  council  having  been  first  obtained. 

492.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  any  cask, 
barrel,  hogshead,  puncheon,  box,  basket,  package,  bale,  furniture, 
waggon,  cart  or  other  vehicle  without  horses,  wood,  stone,  brick, 
plank,  boards,  or  other  obstruction,  article  or  thing  whatsoever  in 
or  upon  any  public  street,  place,  pavement  or  sidewalk  in  the  city 
so  as  to  incommode  or  obstruct  the  public  in  the  free  passage  or 
use  thereof,  except  when  any  such  article  is  being  actually  moved 
or  transported  across  or  along  such  street  or  place  or  across 
a  sidewalk  or  pavement  and  except  as  in  this  By-Law  is  provided. 

493.  Persons  contravening  the  last  preceding  section  shall 
remove  the  things  placed  on  any  such  street  or  sidewalk  therefrom 
forthwith  on  notice  by  any  officer  of  this  Council  or  member  of 
the  Police  force. 

494.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  or  permit  to  be  placed  any 
materials  for  building  or  to  be  used  in  any  building,  on  any  public 
pavement,  sidewalk  or  crossing  of  the  City  and  every  person 
engaged  in  erecting  or  repairing  any  house  shall  keep  and  main- 
tain strong  and  sufficient  scaffolding  to  prevent  injury  to  foot 
passengers,  with  its  supports  so  placed  that  as  little  obstruction 
to  traffic  as  possible  shall  take  place,  and  also  shall  keep  and 
maintain  all  openings  or  excavations  sufficiently  fenced  and 
lighted  and  secured  to  prevent  any  such  injury,  and  shall  during 
the  time  of  erection  of  any  such  building  cover  the  pavement  or 
planking  on  the  sidewalk  with  good  and  sufficient  planks  to 
protect  the  same  from  injury,  or  take  sucli  other  precautions  for 
the  preservation  thereof  as  the  City  Engincei-  shall  direct. 

495.  No  person  shall  occupy  with  building  materials  more  than 
one-half  of  any  public  street  of  the  City  whether  there  bo  one 
contractor  or  more  than  one  contractor  eni>a2:ed  in  the  erection  of 
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the  building,  (and  in  case  of  buildings  being  erected  opposite  each 
other  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  street  or  each  side  shall  be 
occupied)  nor  shall  such  building  materials  be  placed  in  front  of  an}' 
adjoining  house,  building  or  ])renaises,  but  only  opposite  the  site  of 
the  building  being  erected  or  repaired,  and  then  only  during  such 
time  as  may  be  indispensably  necessary  from  time  to  time  lor 
carrying  on  or  completing  the  work. 

496.  Before  so  placing  any  such  building  materials  or  excavating 
any  earth  or  stone  in  any  public  street  or  jilace  eveiy  person 
about  to  build,  or  contractor,  or  master  workman  concerned  in 
the  building  or  work  who  shall  desire  to  occupy  a  part  of  the 
public  street  or  place  with  building  materials  as  aforesaid,  or 
to  make  an  excavation  in  or  adjoining  any  public  street  or  place, 
shall  before  so  doing  notify  the  City  Clerk  of  such  his  intention, 
and  with  two  sureties  enter  into  a  bond  to  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  in  which  bond  shall  be  stated  the 
time  during  which  such  street  may  be  occupied. 

497.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law  anj/  person  in- 
tending to  open  or  enlarge  or  repair  a  drain  or  make  an  excavation 
or  lay  down  building  materials  in  or  obstruct  in  anj^  way  in  con- 
nection therewith,  or  with  any  building  or  other  work  a  public 
street  or  highway  or  public  square  or  public  jjlace  of  this  City,  or 
erect  scaffolding  or  ladders,  or  gangways,  or  poles,  cranes  or  hoists, 
or  other  obstruction  therein,  shall  before  so  doing  enter  inio  a  bond 
to  this  Corporation  with  a  condition  according  to  the  form  follow- 
ing with  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties  the  said  jDerson  in  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  the  said  sureties  in  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  each,  and  said  condition  may  be  adopted  to  each; particular 
case  by  such  change  in  the  phraseology  thereof  as  may  be  neces 
sary,  and  no  person,  unless  he  or  she  has  with  his  or  her  sureties 
as  aforesaid  duly  entered  into  the  bond  aforesaid  conditioned  as 
aforesaid,  shall  proceed  to  open  or  make,  enlarge  or  repair  a 
drain,  or  make  an  excavation,  or  lay  down  any  building  materials 
in  or  obstruct  in  any  way  in  connection  therewith,  or  with  any 
building  or  other  work  any  public  street  or  highway,  or  public 
square  or  jjublic  place  of  this  City,  or  erect  any  scattblding  or 
ladders,  or  gangways  or  poles,  cranes  or  hoists,  or  other  obstruc- 
tion therein,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk  to  jn-epare 
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such  bond  and  jirocin-e  its  due  execution  by  the  proper  jnu-ties  in 
each  case,  and  unless  the  conditions  above  mentioned  have  been 
duly  coni})lied  with  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  do  any 
of  the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned  in  any  public 
street  or  highway,  or  public  square,  or  public  place  of  the  City 
and  anj'  permission  to  do  the  same  wliich  may  have  been  granted 
to  an}'  such  pej'son  shall  be  of  none  eft'ect,  and  shall  so  remain  until 
such  bond  has  been  duly  entered  into,  and  the  ('ity  Engineer  shall 
be  i"es])onsible  to  this  Council  for  seeing  that  this  and  the  three  next 
preceding  sections  of  this  By-Ijaw  are  didy  observed  and  enforced 
in  all  cases.  Provided  that  in  unimj^ortant  cases  the  Ma3'0j'  ma}'  by 
written  minute  dispense  with  the  Bond  aforesaid  or  lessen  the 
amount  of  the  penalty.

498.  On  deiault  being  made  in  the  observance  of  any  part  of  the 
said  condition  of  said  bond  this  Corporation  besides  the  remed}^ 
on  the  said  bond,  shall  l)e  at  liberty  to  take  such  other 
proceedings,  summary  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  be  advised, 
or  as  they  may  be  entitled  to  take. 

499.  Hereafter,  subject  to  any  jn-ovisions  contained  in  this  By- 
Law,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  pei'mission  of  the 
Council  to  lay  down  building  materials  or  to  make  a  di-ain,  or  do

in  such  street  or  place,  which  fence  is  to  be  made  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  City  Engineer,  and  no  wood  or  stone,  or  earth,  oi- 
other  iiiatei'ial  shall  he  ]»laced  in  the  sti'eet  foi-  such  house  or 
erection  except   within  the  limits  ol  the  said  trnce. 
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501.  Hereafter  no  cut  stone  or  lumber  shall  be  manufactured 
in  the  public  streets  or  thoroughfares,  but  the  same  shall  be 
dressed  either  on  some  part  of  the  lot  or  premises  to  be  built  upon 
or  previously  prepared  by  the  contractor,  or  master  workman  on 
his  own  premises. 

502.  Every  person  who  in  the  excavation  of  any  cellar,  area, 
drain,  pit  or  well,  may  deposit  the  stones,  earth  or  rubbish  there- 
from on  the  public  street  shall  remove  the  same  as  fast  as  the 
same  is  dug  out  or  excavated,  or  on  notice  from  any  officer  of  the 
City  Council  or  of  the  Police  Force,  and  in  case  of  any  excavation 
in  or  near  a  public  street,  place  or  thoroughlare,  shall  at  night, 
except  in  clear  moonlight,  sufficient!}'  light,  and  keep  the  same 
provided  with  a  light,  and  shall  also  enclose  or  secure  the  same 
from  the  commencement  to  the  completion  by  a  fence  sufficient 
to  protect  the  public  from  injury,  and  no  person  shall  leave 
unlighted  as  aforesaid,  uncovered,  uninclosed  or  unfenced,  any 
cellar,  area,  drain  or  other  excavation  whatsoever,  whether  now 
or  hereafter  to  be  made  upon  any  lot  or  parcel  of  ground  whether 
occupied  or  unoccujued,  near  any  public  street  or  thoroughfare,  or 
in  or  upon  any  public  street,  place  or  thoroughfare,  so  as  to 
endanger  the  safety  of  passengers. 

503.  All  ])ei"Sons  and  corporations  having  occasion  to  dig  or 
excavate  in  any  public  street,  sidewalk  or  place  in  the  City  shall 
forthwith  when  such  digging  or  excavating  is  completed  re-lay, 
re-make  and  restore  the  part  of  the  sti-eet,  sidewalk  or  phice  so 
disturbed,  so  that  it  will  be  in  as  good  a  condition  as  it  was  in 
before  such  digging  or  excavating  took  place,  and  shall  keep  such 
part  in  repair  for  a  period  of  six  months  thereafter,  in  default 
whereof  this  Council  may  do  the  work  at  the  expense  of  the  jierson 
or  corporation  so  making  default,  and  recover  such  expense  from 
such  person  or  corporation  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law 
and  of  the  Municijial  Act  in  that  behalf,  or  may  proceed  against 
such  person  as  for  a  breach  of  this  Bj'-Law,  every  week's  default 
to  constitute  a  separate  offence. 

504.  Ever}^  owner  oi-  occupant  of  a  house  or  j)roprictor  ot  an 
unoccupied  house  having  cellars  oi-  areas  adjoining  on  any  ])iil»Hc 
street,  place  or  thoroughfai-e  shall  secure  and  maintain  such 
openings  with  strong  and  sufficient  trap-doors  or  iron  gratings. 
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on  a  level  with  the  foot  pavement  or  regular  side-walk,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  City  Engineer,  and  all 
such  doors  and  openings  shall  be  kept  shut  except  for  immediate 
use  and  while  in  use,  and  that  use  shall  be  only  by  day-light,  and 
all  such  doors  and  openings  shall  while  open  be  in  charge  of  some 
intelligent  person  to  warn  passers  by. 

505.  Hereafter  no  cellar  or  other  door  or  area  whatsoever  shall 
.be  constructed  in  or  across  any  side-walk  or  public  street  or  place. 
Provided  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  construct  cellar  windows  which 
shall  not  encroach  upon  the  side-walk  or  street  more  than  eigh- 
teen inches  beyond  the  line  of  the  house  to  which  they  belong, 
provided  that  the  same  shall  at  all  times  be  covered  with  a  strong 
and  substantial  iron  grdting,  and  it  shall  also  be  lawful  on  per- 
mission first  had  from  the  City  Council  to  place  circular  gratings 
not  to  exceed  eighteen  inches  in  diameter  on  the  sidewalks  and 
level  with  the  surfiice,  but  all  persons  making  or  placing  such 
cellar  windows  or  gratings  shall  give  a  bond  of  indemnity,  with 
sureties  to  the  said  Corporation  as  aforesaid  with  a  penalty  and  a 
condition  suitable  to  the  case. 

506.  No  person  shall  excavate  for  any  drain  in  any  of  the  public 
stieets  or  squares  of  the  City  without  first  having  with  his  sureties 
entei'ed  into  a  bond  to  the  said  Corporation  as  aforesaid,  and 
having  also  first  paid  one  year's  rent  in  advance  for  the  use  of  the 
drain  to  be  entered  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law 
relating  to  sewers  and  drains,  and  no  excavation  shall  be  begun 
(or  if  begun  may  be  stopped  by  any  member  or  officer  of  the  City 
Council)  until  the  said  conditions  have  all  been  complied  with. 

507.  No  person  shall  cart,  carry  or  transport  sand,  stones,  dirt, 
manure,  rubbish,  or  any  loose,  fluid,  or  semi-fluid  material  across 
or  over  any  public  street,  or  square,  or  place,  in  any  cart,  waggon 
or  other  vehicle  in  such  a  manner  that  any  portion  of  the  load 
may  or  shall  spill,  fall  or  be  scattered  on  the  street,  nor  shall  any 
person  draw  any  timber  or  any  other  heavy  article  so  that  the 
same  or  the  end  or  other  part  of  the  same  shall  dragon  any  public- 
street,  place  or  sidewalk. 

508.  The  owner,  occupant  or  person  in  possession  of  every 
house,  or  building,  or  occupied  lot,  shall  cause  the  sidewalk 
opposite   his    house,    building,    yai'd    and  garden    attached   to  be 
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properly  swept  and  cleaned,  and  if  any  such  house  or  yard  and 
garden  attached  should  form  the  corner  of  two  streets,  the  side- 
walks on  both  sti'cets  f^hall  be  so  swept  and  cleaned. 

509.  No  person  shall  break  oi-  train  hoi-ses,  i-un  or  assist  at  or 
take  part  in  horse  races,  or  races  by  men  on  foot,  plaj-  at  any 
game  of  shinty,  or  ball,  cricket  or  lacrosse,  or  at  any  game  or 
sport  with  a  ball  or  othei-wise,  or  ^y  a  kite,  or  play  at  quoits,  or 
use  any  bow  and  arrow  or  catapult,  or  pUu-  at  pitch  and  toss,  or 
throw  any  hammer,  bar,  shot,  bullet,  stone,  snow-ball  or  other 
midsile  in  any  of  the  public  streets,  or  sidewalks  of  the 
City. 

510.  No  person  shall  set,  urge  on  or  encourage  dogs  to  tight  in 
any  public  street,  square  or  place  in  the  City. 

511.  No  person  shall  kill  or  slaughtei-  any  animal  in  an}'  public 
street,  square  or  public  place  in  the  City. 

512.  No  person  shall  throw  an}^  dirt,  filth,  ashes,  cindei-s,  slops, 
refuse  or  other  castaway  matter,  or  thing,  or  caicases  of  animals, 
or  rubbish  in  or  upon  any  public  street,  sidewalk,  crossing,  road, 
lane  or  highway.  Provided  always  that  the  spi-inkling  of  ashes 
or  salt  on  slippeiy  places  on  the  sidewalk  for  the  purpose  of  ])re- 
venting  pedestrians  fiom  slipping  shall  not  be  deemed  an  infrac- 
tion of  this  By-Law. 

513.  No  person  shall  scatter  or  throw  in  or  UY)on  any  public 
street,  sidewalk  or  place,  or  shall  stick  or  fasten  upon  any  such 
sidewalks  any  bills,  hand-bills,  dodgers,  notices  or  advertisements, 
printed  or  Avritten,  and  no  person  shall  print  or  otherwise  make 
any  letters,  or  device,  on  an}'  public  sidewalk. 

514.  No  person  shall  put,  place  or  throw  any  fog  signals, 
explosive  bombs,  or  other  explosive  thing  or  matter  on  or  upon 
any  street  or  other  railway  track  in  any  public  street  or  place,  or 
on  or  upon  any  public  street  or  place. 

515.  No  person  shall  set  tire  to  kindle  oi-  buin  any  bi'ush,  sti'aw, 
chips,  shavings  or  other  mattei-  in  any  public  street  or  place. 

516.  No  person  shall  pile  cordwood,  or  tirewood,  or  cast, 
or  saw  any  timber,  lumber  or  other  wood,  or  deposit  coal  or  char- 
coal in  or  upon  any  public   sidewalk,  street  or  place  in  the  City, 
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or  otherwise  obstruct  the  same.  Provided  that  tuel,  wood  and 
coal,  and  charcoal  may  be  deposited  in  the  street  opposite  to  the 
premises  occupied  by  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  being- 
delivered,  but  riOt  on  the  sidewalk,  and  all  such  wood,  coal  and 
charcoal  shall  be  forthwith  removed  by  such  occupant  to  his 
premises.  Provided  always  that  fuel  wood  may  remain  a  reason- 
able time  for  the  purpose  of  being  sawed,  but  shall  be  piled  close 
to  the  sidewalk. 

51*7.  No  person  shall  obstruct  any  public  sidewalk,  street  or 
place  by  placing  ladders  or  othei-  obstructions  across  or  in  the 
same,    except  in  cases  of  building,  repairs,  or  fire. 

518.  No  person  shall  put  any  stud-horse,  or  bull,  or  boar,  or 
other  male  domestic  animal  to  cover  a  mare,  cow,  sow,  or  other 
female  domestic  animal  in  and  public  street,  squai-e,  lane  or  place 
in  the  City. 

519.  No  person  shall  sing  ballads  or  songs,  or  do  any  other 
thing  or  act  in  any  public  sti'eet,  square,  sidewalk,  or  place  in  the 
City  in  such  a  manner  or  wise  as  to  attract  a  crowd  and  obstruct 
the  thoroughfare.  Provided  that  this  section  is  subject  to  the 
j)]'Ovibions  of  the  claubes  of  this  By-Law  relating  to  licensed 
auctioneers. 

520.  No  person  shall  play  any  organ  or  other  musical  instru- 
ment in  an}^  public  street  or  place  before  the  hour  of  nine  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  or  alter  the  hour  of  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
or  so  as  to  attract  a  crowd.  Provided  that  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  bands  of  music  attached  to  processions,  or  going  to  or 
returning  from  excursions,  or  playing  in  the  jDarks,  or  in  any 
public  square,  or  to  any  military  bands, 

521.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  hang  up,  suspend  or 
expose  any  carcase,  or  any  lesser  or  other  part  of  any  animal  in 
any  public  street  or  place. 

522.  No  person  shall  dig  up  or  i-emove  in  oi-  from  any  public 
street,  park,  square,  lane,  alle}^  or  place  in  the  City  any  turf,  sod, 
earth,  stones,  gravel  or  grass. 

523.  No  person  shall  sprinkle,  spread  or  place  salt  brine,  pickle 
or  other  like  substance,  or  salt  mixed  with  water,  or  other  liquid, 
or  anything  to  melt  snow  or  ico  on  any  public  sidewalk  or  street. 
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or  place,  with  the  intent  and  for  the  purpose  of  dissolving  any 
snow,  ice  or  dirt,  or  othei'wise.  Provided  that  salt  may  be 
sprinkled  on  slippeiy  places  on  the  sidewalks  to  prevent  pedes- 
trians from  slipping. 

524.  No  person  shall  pour  or  throw  any  water  or  other  liquid 
upon  any  public  street,  place,  pavement  or  sidewalk,  (except 
clean  water  lor  sprinkling  and  cooling  purposes  in  the  summer 
time,  between  the  month  of  May  and  the  month  of  November 
following.) 

525.  No  person  shall  make  or  use  any  ice  or  snow  slide  in  or 
upon  any  public  street  or  sidewalk  in  the  City,  or  skate  upon  any 
sidewalk. 

526.  No  person  shall  coast  or  ride  rapidly  down  any  declivity 
in  any  jjublic  street  or  sidewalk  in  the  Cit}',  in  or  upon  any 
coasting  or  other  like  sleigh,  or  sled,  or  in  or  upon  any  toboggan, 
or  in  or  upon  any  other  vehicle  or  thing,  or  rapidly  push  any 
such  down  any  such  declivity. 

527.  No  person  shall  cast  or  throw  into  any  of  the  drain  or 
sewer  grates,  or  into  any  drain  or  sewer  in  the  City  anj^  wood, 
stones,  dirt,  rubbish,  earth,  refuse,  night  soil,  urine,  or  filth  of  any 
kind,  or  other  substance  or  thing  which  may  obstruct  or  injure 
the  same,  or  be  injurious  to  health,  or  offensive  to  the  public,  or 
contrary  to  cleanliness.  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section 
contained  shall  effect  the  ordinary  and  proper  use  of  drains. 

528.  No  person  who  is  in  chai-ge  of  or  driving  any  cattle  oi- 
other  animal  in  the  public  streets  or  place  of  the  City  shall  allow 
the  said  cattle  or  other  animals  to  loiter  or  stop  to  graze  or  feed 
in  such  public  streets  or  places. 

529.  No  person  shall  stand  his  horse  or  team  and  vehicle  across 
any  public  street  or  thoroughfare,  except  when  unloading,  and 
shall  then  keep  as  close  to  the  sidewalk  as  possible. 

530.  Teams  by  which  grain  and  produce  or  other  articles  ai-e 
being  delivered  ^shall  not  obstruct  or  block  up  the  public  street, 
but  shall  be  ranged  close  to  the  sidewalk  in  single  file  and  shall  bo 
retired  when  unloaded. 

531.  The  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Ontario,  intituled  "An  Act 
to    regulate  the  travelling  on  Public   Highways  and  Bridges," 
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(Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  chaptei-  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
three)  shall  further  regulate  the  driving  and  riding  of  horses  and 
other  cattle,  and  the  conveyance  of  traffic  in  the  public  streets 
and  thoroughfares  of  the  City. 

532.  No  person  shall  perform  or  practice  rope-walking  or  other 
gymnastic  or  athletic  feats,  or  assist  at  the  same  in  any  public 
street,  square  or  place  in  the  City. 

533.  No  person  shall  have,  hold  or  exhibit  any  show  or  exhibi- 
tion of  any  kind  whatsoever,  or  have  or  hold  any  dramatic  or 
musical  performance  or  other  entertainment  in  any  public  street 
square  or  place  in  the  City,  or  erect  or  place  for  the  same  in  any 
such  public  street,  square  or  place  any  booths,  tents  or  other  con- 
struction or  erection  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  and  all  such  booths, 
tents,  constructions  or  erections  shall  be  forthwith  removed  by 
the  offender,  and  on  his  default  in  removing  the  same  forthwith, 
the  same  ma}'  be  removed  by  this  Council,  and  such  offender  shall 
be  liable  to  the  jicnalty  provided  for  a  breach  of  this  By-Law. 

534.  Persons  shall  not  stand  in  a  group  or  near  to  each 
other  in  any  public  street  or  sidewalk  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  obstruct  a  fi-ee  passage  for  foot  passengers  aftei*  a  request  to 
move  on  made  by  any  Police  Officer,  Police  Constable  or  any 
officer  of  the  City  Council,  and  no  person  siiall  crowd  or  jostle 
other  foot  passengers  on  any  public  street  or  sidewalk  or  place,  so 
as  to  cause  discomfort,  disturbance  or  confusion. 

535.  No  pei-son  shall  in  any  public  street  or  place  in  the  City 
impoi-tune  another  to  travel  in  or  employ  any  vessel  or  vehicle,  or 
go  to  any  tavern  or  boarding  house. 

536.  No  person  shall  occupj'^  or  use  any  public  street,  square, 
lane,  alley,  or  place  in  the  City,  or  any  part  of  such  to  erect  or 
place  an}'  booth,  platform,  table,  stand  or  structure  therein  for 
the  purpose  of  exposing  for  sale  any  fish,  provisions,  goods,  or 
articles  of  an}'  kind  (except  as  authorized  by  the  clauses  of  this 
By-L;i\v  relating  to  the  puljlic  mai'kets)  without  the  permission 
of  the  City  Council  first  obtained,  and  any  such  booth,  platform, 
table,  stand  or  structui-e  for  which  no  such  permission  has  been 
obtained  shall  bo  forthwith  i-emoved  by  the  pei'son  who  has 
erected  or  placed  the  same,  and  on  his  default  may  be  removed 
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by  this  Council,  and  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty 
provided  for  a  breach  of  this  By-Law.  Pi-ovided  that  notwith- 
standing anything  in  this  section  contained  the  Mayor,  or  in  his 
absence  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Streets,  may  from 
time  to  time  gi-ant  leave  to  persons  of  good  character  to  keep 
fruit  and  candy  stands  in  the  public  streets  at  such  places  an  he 
shall  (letej-mine,  but  so  as  not  to  obstruct  or  incommode  the  pub- 
lic tratiic,  and^any  such  leave  may  be  at  any  time  withdrawn  by 
this  Council. 

537.  Xo  person  shall  encumber  any  public  street,  square,  alley, 
lane,  or  other  public  communication  by  erecting,  constructing, 
placing  or  continuing  ixny  verantlah,  portico,  terrace,  door,  door- 
stej),  poi'ch,  stairs,  ladder,  landing,  railing,  fence,  wall,  house 
building  or  other  erection,  obstruction  or  encumbrance  projecting 
into  or  over,  or  being  in  any  such  public  street,  square,  alley,  lane, 
or  other  public  communication  in  the  City,  and  any  person  so 
doing  and  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  real  property  having  a 
verandah,  portico,  terrace,  door,  door  step,  porch,  stairs,  ladder, 
landing,  railing,  fence,  wall,  house,  building,  or  other  erection  or 
obstruction  pi'ojecting  into  or  over  or  being  in  any  public  street, 
square,  alley,  lane  or  other  public  communication  in  the  City 
shall  forthwith  I'emove  the  same  upon  being  notitied  so  to  do  by 
any  officer  of  the  City  Council,  and  ujjon  his  default  this  Council 
may  i-emove  the  same  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant 
under  the  provisions  of  this  -By-Law  and  of  the  Municipal  Act  in 
that  behalf,  or  such  owner  or  occupant  may  be  prosecuted  as  for 
a  breach  of  this  By-Law,  each  week's  default  being  considered  a 
separate  offence,  or  this  Council  may  resort  to  any  other  remedy 
provided  by  law. 

538.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  foi*  an}^  locomotive,  or  railway  car, 
or  truck,  or  railway  ti-ain,  to  obstruct  public  traffic  or  endanger 
persons  or  pi'opei'ty  passing  the  same  by  exposing  teams  to  the 
danger  of  being  frightened  by  standing  in  or  across  any  public 
street  or  thoroughfare,  and  no  person  shall  blow  any  steam  whistle 
on  an}'  locomotive  in  an^^  public  street  or  thoi-oughfare,  and  the 
person  or  pei-sons  in  charge  of  such  locomotive,  railway,  c^'r, 
truck  or  train  .occupying  a  position  or  doing  anything  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section  may  be  made  amenable  under  this 
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Bj-Law  and  prosecuted  as  for  a  breach  thei-eof. 

539.  No  person  shall  i-emove  or  cause  to  be  removed,  or  assist 
in  removing  any  building  into,  along  oi-  across  an}'  street  or  side- 
walk in  the  Cit}'  without  tirst  having  obtained  the  permission  of 
the  Cit}'  Council,  and  complied  with  such  conditions  as  said 
Council  imposed,  and  without  having  given  a  proper  bond  of 
indemnit}'  to  this  Corporation  with  a  suitable  condition  and 
penalty. 

540.  No  person  shall  di-ive  any  descj-iption  of  sleigh  or  other 
vehicle  on  I'unners  in  the  public  streets  or  places,  or  thoi'oughfares 
in  the  Cit}'  without  having  two  or  more  bells  affixed  to  the  horse 
or  other  animal  drawing  the  same,  of  a  size  and  sound  to  give  suf- 
ficient notice  of  the  appi'oach  of  the  sleigh  or  other  vehicle. 

541.  All  bicycles,  tricycles  and  velocipodes  used,  di-iven  or 
ridden  in  any  public  street  or  place  of  the  City  shall  be  provided 
with  a  bell  or  bells  and  at  night  with  a  lighted  lamp  to  warn 
pedestrians,  and  so  pi-event  accidents,  and  no  person  shall  use, 
drive  or  ride  a  bicycle,  tricycle  or  velocipede  upon  any  public 
sidewalk  or  pavement  in  the  City. 

542.  No  merchant,  shop-keeper,  Iradesman,  mechanic  or  other 
person  shall  sweep  or  suffer  to  be  swe])t  any  dirt,  rubbish  or 
sweepings  out  of  any  shop,  store  or  dwelling  on  or  across  any 
sidewalk  or  into  any  street  to  allow  the  same  to  remain  theret 

543.  No  person  shall  break,  or  injure,  or  deface  any  of  the  board- 
walks, sidewalks,  crossings,  flaggings,  cui'bstones  or  grates  in  the 
public  streets,  squares,  places  or  slips  in  the  City,  or  displace  or 
remove  the  same,  or  any  plank,  sleeper,  board,  stone  or  other  part 
thereof,  without  permission  from  the  City  Engineer  or  Surveyor, 
subject  always  to  the  action  of  this  Council,  and  no  person  shall 
injure  or  damage  any  awning,  post  or  other  erection  legally  placed 
in  any  public  street,  square,  place  or  slip. 

544.  No  person  shall  ei-ect  or  continue  erected  an}'  sign,  awning 
hoi-se  oj-  other  post  or  hoise-block,  or  plant  any  ti-ee,  or  erect  or 
continue  ei-ected  an}-  awning  in  any  jjujilic  street,  square  or  place 
without  permission  from  this  Council,  nor  shall  any  person  erect 
aiiy  awning-post,  or  post  for  fastening  horses'  to,  or  horse  bNjck. 
except  the  same  is  made  in  conformity  with  the  pattern  to  be  fur 
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nished  by  the  Cit}-  Engineer  or  Survej^or,  and  all  signs  and  awn- 
ings shall  ^be  elevated  at  least  seven  feet  six  inches  above  the 
surface  of  the  sidewalk  or  pavement  beneath  them,  measuring 
from  the  lowest  fringe  or  edge  of  such  aivning  or  sign.  And  no 
person  shall  erect  or  continue  erected,  or  use  any  awning  of  wood 
■or  other  matei-ial  except  of  cloth  with  an  iron  frame  in  or  over 
an}'  public  street,  place  or  sidewalk  in  the  City,  and  such  awning 
shall  not  be  supported  by  anj-  posts  or  supports  resting  in  or  upon 
the  street,  place  or  sidewalk,  but  shall  be  supported  by  and  from 
the  wall  of  the  house  or  building  to  which  it  belongs  or  is  attached 
and  no  such  support  shall  be  attached  to  such  wall  at  a  point 
lower  than  eight  feet  above  the  part  of  the  sidewalk  above  which 
the  awning  is  placed,  and  any  person  who  erects  or  continues 
erected,  or  uses  any  awning  constructed  or  placed,  or  suppoi'ted 
conti'ary  to  the  foregoing  pi"ovi>ions,  or  who  refuses  to  remove  or 
alter  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  said  piovisions  when  notified 
so  to  do  by  any  Officer  of  this  Council  or  Police  Constable  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-Law,  and  shall  be  prosecuted 
accordingly,  and  each  forty-eight  hours  default  in  the  premises 
shall  be  held  to  cons*^itute  a  separate  offence. 

545.  No  person  shall  place  or  ei-ect,  or  permit,  or  suffer  to  be 
placed  or  ej-ecied  or  continue  any  sign  post,  window  fj-ames  or 
sills,  balcony,  oj-nament  or  fixtui-e  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  which 
shall  project  more  than  one  foot  off  and  from  any  building  or  wall 
or  section  into  a  public  street  or  place,  or  over  any  public  side- 
walk. 

546.  It  shall  be  lawful,  subject  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  the 
City  Council  at  any  time  after  giving  one  week's  notice,  to  order 
the  removal  b}'  the  offender  of  any  sign,  sign  post,  oj-  other  post 
or  trees,  or  of  any  window  frame  or  sills,  balconies,  oinaments  or 
fixtures,  now  or  hei'eafter  found  pi'ojecting  more  tlum  one  foot 
as  aforesaid,  and  of  any  swinging  sign,  now  or  hereaftei"  found 
projecting  more  than  two  feet  six  inches  off  or  from  any  building 
or  wall  or  erection,  inio  a  public  street  or  place,  or  over  any  public 
side-walk,  or  which  shall  be  less  than  seven-  feet  six  inches  from 
its  lowest  edge  above  the  street  or  side-walk  over  which  it  is  sus- 
pended. 
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547.  Provided  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person 
desirous  of  erecting  a  swinging  sign  to  do  so  on  obtaining  per- 
mission from  this  Council,  without  which  such  sign  shall  not  be 
erected,  but  such  sign  shall  not  project  more  than  two  feet  six 
inches  into  the  street  or  over  any  sidewalk,  and  that  the  same  shall 
be  elevated  not  less  than  seven  feet  six  inches  above  the  surface 
of  the  sidewalk  or  pavement  beneath  it. 

548.  No  j)erson  shall  erect,  hang  out,  or  suspend  or  maintain, 
oi-  continue  erected,  hung  out,  or  susjjentled  in,  over,  or  projecting 
into  any  public  street,  sidewalk  or  place  in  the  City,  any 
sti-eamer,  flag  or  banner,  cloth  or  paper  sign,  or  device, 
except  on  Her  Majesty's  Birthday,  Dominion  Day,  or  any  other 
hiwfully  authorized  holiday,  except  Sunday. 

549.  Persons  carrying  on  any  trade  or  business  shall  be  allowed 
to  occupy  for  the  purj^ose  of  exposing  to  public  view  merchandize 
and  articles  usually  sold  by  them  such  part  of  the  sidewalk  as 
adjoins  their  places  of  business,  but  the  part  so  occupied  shall  not 
exceed  in  any  case  two  Jeet  and  a  halt  in  width  where  the  side- 
walk is  not  less  than  eight  feet  wide,  and  shall  not  exceed  one 
foot  and  a  half  in  width  where  the  sidewalk  shall  be  less  than 
eight  feet  wide,  and  such  occupied  part  shall  be  along  the  inside 
border  of  the  sidewalk.  Provided  always  that  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  allow  any  article  or  articles  so 
exposed  to  be  kept  upon  the  sidewalks  alter  nine  o'clock  at  night 
or  on  the  Sabbath  Day. 

550.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  every  house  or  building  adjoin- 
ing an}'  public  street,  square  or  place  within  the  City  shall  provide 
the  same  with  and  maintain  and  keep  thereon  light  eavetroughs, 
and  watei-  spouts,  by  which  the  water  shall  be  conveyed  from  the 
I'oof  of  such  house  or  building  to  the  distance  of  not  less  than 
twelve  inches  beyond  the  outside  edge  of  the  sidewalk,  such  spout 
to  be  conducted  under  the  sidewalk  or  pavement,  and  all  such 
pipes  as  are  now  placed  or  erected  shall  be  within  one  month  alter 
the  passing  of  this  By-Law  in  like  manner  conducted  under  and 
beyond  the  sidewalks  and  pavements  by  and  at  the  cost  of  the 
ownei-s,  or  occupiers,  or  agents  of  the  owners,  of  the  houses  or 
buildings  to  which  such  pipes  belong  or  appertain. 
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551.  No  person  shall  use  for  the  conveyance  of  articles  of 
burden,  goods,  wares  or  merchandize  within  the  City  any  waggon 
or  vehicle  drawn  by  two  or  more  horses  or  other  animals,  the 
wheels  of  which  are  three  and  a  half  feet  in  diameter  or  over, 
wnless  the  tire  and  edge  of  the  rim  of  such  wheels  are 
at  least  three  inches  in  width,  oi"  an}^  such  waggon  or  other 
vehicle,  the  wheels  whereof  are  less  than  three  and  a  half  feet  in 
diameter,  unless  the  tire  and  edge  of  the  rim  of  such  wheels  are 
at  least  four  inches  in  width.  Provided  always  that  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  waggons  or  other  vehicles  laden  with  and  botia 
fide  used  for  Conveying  farm  or  garden  produce  into  the  City.  Pro- 
vided thai  this  section  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  expiration  of 
two  years  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law. 

552.  Every  person  before  fencing,  or  building,  or  re-building, 
on  his  property  along  any  public  street  or  place  shall  obtain  the 
correct  line  of  the  street  opposite  to  and  bounding  such  property 
from  a  legally  qualified  Provincial  land  sui-veyor,  and  the  said 
person  shall  file  in  the  City  Engineers  office  sketch  plans  and 
data  of  the  lines  so  given  from  time  to  time. 

553.  ,A^y  person  employing  the  said  surve^^or  under  the  pre- 
ceding section  shall  pay  him  for  each  property,  the  line  opposite 
which  he  has  given,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  which 
he  will  be  entitled  to  receive  and  take  to  his  own  use,  and  said 
fee  shall  be  his  whole  and  only  remuneration  for  services  to  be 
rendered  under  the  preceding  section. 

554.  Wherever  the  name  of  any  public  street  or  highway 
within  the  City  is  changed  by  By-Law,  and  whenevei-  any  public 
street  or  highway  is  opened  up,  widened,  diverted  or  extended, 
such  By-Law  shall  be  forthwith  registered  in  the  Registi-y  Office 
for  deeds  in  and  for  the  City. 

555.  All  By-Laws  heretofore  passed  for  changing  the  names  of 
any  public  streets  or  highways  within  the  City,  or  for  opening  up 
widening,  diverting  or  extending  any  public  street  or  highway 
within  the  City  which  have  not  been  registered  shall  be  forthwith 
registered  in  the  said  Registry  Office. 

556.  The  City  Clerk  shall  prepare  the  duplicate  originals  of 
gaid  By-Laws  and  seal  and  certify  the  same,  and  also  the  certifiod 
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copies  of  the  said  Bj'-Laws  as  may  be  required  to  enable  the  same 
to  be  registered  as  aforesaid. 

557.  The  City  Council  Committee  on  Streets  shall  from  time  to 
time  as  may  be  required,  cause  the  name  of  every  public  street, 
avenue,  or  highway  within  the  City  to  be  affixed  at  tlie  corners 
thereof  (where  the  same  has  not  already  been  done)  in  such 
number  as  to  the  said  Committee  shall  seem  meet. 

RELATING    TO   THE    CITY   ENGINEER   OR   SURVEYOR. 

558.  The  City  Engineer  or  Surveyor  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  shall  make  a  declaration  before  the  Mayor  well 
and  faithfully  to  execute  the  duties  of  his  office  as  prescribed  by  this 
Council,  and  according  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  understanding. 

559.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Surveyor  or  Engineer  to  assist 
this  Council  in  laying  out  and  regulating  the  lines  of  all  streets, 
wharves,  slips  and  docks,  and  to  surv&y  all  grounds  required  for 
the  opening,  widening  or  straightening  of  any  street,  road,  avenue, 
or  public  square,  and  all  grounds  in  the  vicinity  which  may  be 
assessed  for  the  benefits  and  advantages  of  any  such  improvements. 

560.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  take  and  report  the  levels  of  all 
streets,  lanes  or  avenues  (when  required)  and  to  survey,  take  levels 
and  make  maps  and  profiles  of  all  lots  directed  by  this  Council  to  be 
filled,  reduced  or  levelled,  and  make  accurate  estimates  of  the  filling, 
excavating  and  levelling  or  reducing,  also  to  survey  and  measure 
all  works  done  for  this  Council  by  contract  or  otherwise  (when 
required)  and  to  make  estimates,  statements  and  reports  to  this 
Council,  and  to  make  accurate  and  proper  maps,  profiles  and  dia- 
grams of  all  survey's  and  works  done,  whenever  the  same  may  be 
required  in  relation  to  his  duties  and  business  by  this  Council 
or  any  Committee  thereof,  and  to  keep  a  regular  minute  book, 
showing  the  services  rendered  under  the  several  provisions  of  this 
By-Law  relating  to  streets,  and  under  any  ord(u-  or  resolution  of 
this  Council,  and  to  file  all  maps,  surveys,  levels  and  diagrams 
when  completed  in  his  office,  after  having  numbei-ed  ov  otherwise 
properly  designated  the  same,  there  to  remain  on  record ;  also  to 
collect  and  keep  in  his  office  such  maps,  surveys,  instruments  and 
documents  as  relate  to  the  duties  and  office  of  City  Engineer  or 
Surveyor. 
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561.  The  City  P^ng-ineer  or  Surveyor  at  all  times  shall  exclusivel}' 
devote  his  whole  time  to  the  work  of  this  Council  or  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  he  shall  not  perform  any  work  for  private  pei'sons 
so  long  as  the  Council  shall  require  his  service. 

562.  In  all  cases  where  improvements  are  to  be  made  in  any  of 
the  streets  within  the  City,  either  by  excavating,  tilling,  pitching, 
levelling,  forming,  paving  or  flagging,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
City  Engineer  or  Surveyor  (previous  to  the  commencement  of 
the  said  improvement)  to  submit  to  the  City  Council  a  proiile, 
showing  the  depth  and  height  of  excavating  and  filling  (if  any) 
in  front  of  each  and  every  lot  which  may  be  affected  b}'  said  im- 
provment,  also  cross  section  profiles,  showing  the  width  ofcai-riage 
way,  height  of  curb-stones  above  the  gutter,  arch  of  sti-eot,  depth 
of  sand  or  ashes,  and  width  of  sidewalk  and  the  level,  elevation  or 
depression  of  opposite  gutters,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  it  shall 
further  be  his  duty  to  accompany  said  profiles  with  a  map  ex- 
hibiting the  number  offset  and  inches  of  front,  and  depth  of  each 
and  every  lot  with  the  name  or  names  of  the  owners  thereof,  if 
the  same  can  be  ascertained  by  him,  which  profiles  and  maps 
shall  be  referred  to  this  Council  and  afterwards  filed  in  his  office. 

563.  If  any  building  hereafter  to  be  erected  shall  project  bej'ond 
the  range  of  the  street  so  laid  down  as  aforesaid,  the  person  erect- 
ing the  same  shall  within  thi-ee  days  after  notice  is  given  to  him 
by  the  City  Engineer,  or  Surveyor,  or  other  City  Officer  remove 
the  said  building  to  the  range  so  laid  down  as  aforesaid,  and  e\evy 
twenty-four  hours  that  the  said  building  shall  be  continued  be- 
yond such  range  after  notice  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offence 
against  this  By-Law. 

564.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  City  Engineer  or  Surveyor 
to  give  notice  to  the  parties  offending,  and  to  the  Mayor,  PoliC(; 
Magistrate,  or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  this  Council  on 
Streets  of  any  obstructions  or  nuisance  existing  or  accruing  in 
the  public  streets,  squares,  places  or  sli])s  of  the  City  coiitrai-y  to 
the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  relating  to  streets  oi"  to  law,  in  ordei- 
to  the  immediate  removal  and  abatement  of  the  same,  and  to  the 
punishment  of  the  offender. 

565.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  foi-  any  2)erson  to  disturb,  hinder, 
molest  or  illtreat  the  said  City  Engineer  or  Surveyoi",  or  any  City 
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Officer  or  member  of  the  Police  Force  in  the  performance  of  any 
lavvfiil  order,  or  of  his  duty  under  this  by-Law  in  connection  with 
its  provisions  relating  to  Public  Streets,  Squares  and  Places. 


TITLE  2.-Sewer8. 

'RELATINU  TO  COMMON  SEWERS  AND  THE  ANNUAL  RENT  OR  SEWER 
RATE  FOR  THE  USE  OP  THE  SAME. 

566.  The  owners  and  occupiers  of  all  properties  abutting  on 
any  public  streets  or  places  in  which  common  sewers  have  been 
consti'ucted  who  have  heretofore  paid  the  charges  required  by  the 
City  By-Laws  hitherto  in  force  from  time  to  time  to  be  paid  for  the 
privilege  of  using  such  common  sewers,  shall  and  may  continue 
to  use  the  same  free  of  any  further  charge  for  the  number  of  feet 
frontage  for  which  they  have  so  paid. 

567.  When  any  such  property  is  situated  on  thecornerat  the  in- 
tersection of  a  street,  lane  or  alley,  with  another  street,  or  lane,  or 
alley  in  each  of  which  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  there  is  a  common 
sewer,  the  frontage  of  the  longest  side  or  front  of  thepropei'ty  shall 
be  the  frontage  on  which  the  rental  hereby  imposed  shall  be  comput- 
ed though  drained  into  any  one  of  the  sewers,  and  if  drained  into 
both  of  the  sewers  the  frontage  tor  said  rent  shall  be  the  frontage 
of  the  shortest  side  of  the  property,  and  a  part  of  the  fi'ontage  of 
the  longest  side  equal  in  length  to  the  shortest  side,  and  provided 
further  that  the  frontage  upon  which  the  annual  rental  shall  be 
based  shall  be  the  external  length  of  the  wall  of  the  building  or 
buildings  drained,  or  if  there  are  no  building  or  buildings  of  the 
lot  drained,  and  provided  further  that  when  the  frontage  of  the 
said  building  or  buildings  is  extended,  or  increased,  or  when  any 
additional  building  or  buildings  is  or  are  erected,  and  the  original 
or  another  connecting  drain  is  used  to  drain  such  extension  or  addi- 
tional building  or  buildings  into  the  common  sewer,  an  annual  rental 
based  on  such  increased  frontage  as  pi'ovided  in  the  ])i'ovisions  of 
this  By-Law  relating  to  sewers  shall  be  imposed  and  collected 
under  the  jjrovisions  of  this  By-Law  relating  to  sewers. 

568.  The  properties,  grounds,  yards,  cellai-s  and  vacant  lots,  abut- 
ting on  any  public  street  in  thisCity  through  which  a  common  sewer 
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has  been  conHtructed  or  may  he  hereafter  constructed,  and  which 
are  opposite  to  such  common  sewer,  shall  each  be  drained  into 
such  common  sewer  by  the  owner  or  occupier  who  shall  pay  the 
proper  rate  or  rental  in  the  case  accoi-ding  to  schedule  "A," 
of  Division  VIII,  Title  2  of  this  By-Law,  and  shall  be  with 
their  said  properties  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law 
relating-  to  sewers  as  to  rent  and  otherwise.  Provided  that  this 
section  sliall  not  iii>ply  to  such  properties,  grounds,  yards,  cellars,  ■ 
and  vacant  lots  as  may  have  been  already  otherwise  efficiently 
drained  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Engineer,  and  provided  further 
that  on  default  of  compliance  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the 
passing  of  this  By-Law  with  this  section  by  any  such  owner  or 
occupier,  this  Council  may  jjroceed  to  make  the  necessary  connect- 
ing drains  and  assess  such  owner  or  occupier  with  the  cost  there- 
of, and  collect  the  said  cost  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided 
for  the  collection  of  the  cost  of  work  as  hereinafter  in  this 
title  mentioned,  and  the  properties  so  drained,  and  the  owners 
and  occupiers  thereof,  shall  also  be  subject  and  liable  to  the  an- 
muil  rent  in  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  provided  in  the  case, 
and  provided  further  that  instead  of  making  such  connecting 
drains  this  Council  may  proceed  against  the  person  in  default  as 
for  breach  of  this  lij'-Law.  every  months  detault  being  consid- 
ered a  separate  and  distinct  oiience. 

569.  It  shall  and  may  be  huvful  for  this  Council  to  construct 
common  sewers  ami  drains  in  such  pai'ts  of  the  said  City  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  sanitary  purposes,  and  for  the  use  of  such 
sewers  oi'  drains  when  constructed  an  annual  rental  may  be 
chai'ged  and  imposed  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  By- 
Law  relating  to  sewers. 

570.  No  persons  shall  excavate  for,  make  or  construct  any 
sewer  or  drain  in  or  through  any  public  street  or  place  wherein 
a  common  sewer  shall  have  been  constructed,  unless  to  enter  the 
said  common  sewer  for  the  purpose  of  draining  property  abutting 
on  said  street  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  relating  to 
sewers,  except  by  leave  of  this  Council,  and  on  such  reasonable 
term8  and  conditions  as  this  Council  may  determine. 

57L  No  person  shall  excavate  for,  make  or  construct  or  open 
up  any  sewer  or  drain  in  any  public;  street  or  place  or  enter  or 
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let  or  connect  any  such  sewer  or  drain  into  or  with  any  common 
sewer  without  first  obtaining  leave  from  this  Council,  and  entering 
with  sureties  into  a  bond  as  provided  by  this  By-Law  under  the 
title  of  "  Streets,"  and  filing  in  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer  a 
plan  and  section  of  the  said  sewci-  or  drain  and  of  its  connection 
with  the  common  sewer,  together  with  its  level  and  the  level  of 
the  cellar,  place,  lot  or  ground  drained  and  the  level  of  the  com- 
mon sewer  at  the  place  where  it  is  entered,  and  the  Mayor  or 
any  Alderman  or  any  City  Officer  may  cause  any  work  or 
thing  being  done  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  to  be 
immediately  stopped  and  the  person  who  is  doing  the  same  or 
who  has  done  the  same  to  be  prosecuted  as  for  a  breach  of  this 
By-Law. 

572.  This  Council  may  order  any  excavation,  sewer  or  drain 
done,  made  or  opened  up  contrary  to  the  ])rovisions  of  the  last 
preceding  section  of  this  By-Law  to  be  filled  in  and  stopped  up 
by  the  offender,  and  upon  his  default  this  Council  may  fill  in  and 
stop  up  the  same  at  the  offenders  expense,  to  bo  recovered  from 
him  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  in  that  behalf. 

573.  All  private  sewers  or  di'ains  to  be  constructed  to  con- 
municate  with  the  said  common  sewers  shall  be  constructed 
and  so  communicate  in  such  manner  and  at  such  parts 
thereof  as  the  Streets  Committee  of  this  Council  or  the  City  En- 
gineei"  shall  direct  and  appoint,  and  the  owners  or  occupants  of 
property  entering  or  connecting  such  sewers  or  drains  into  or 
with  any  common  sewers  to  drain  such  property,  shall  with  theii 
properties  respectively  be  liable  to  the  proper  annual  i-ent  im 
posed  in  the  case  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  relating  to 
sewers,  as  set  forth  in  the  said  Schedule  "A." 

57'4.  Sewers  or  drains  in  streets  in  which  there  is  no  common 
sewer  may  be  let  into  common  sewei's,  and  any  such  sewer  so  to 
be  let  into  common  sewers  shall  not  be  used  to  drain  premises 
having  a  fuont  on  a  street  in  which  there  is  a  common  sewer,  and 
such  first  mentioned  sewers  or  drains  shall  be  so  let  iiito  common 
sewers  in  such  manner  and  form  as  this  Council  or  the  Committee 
on  Streets  shall  direct  and  appoint,  and  th(^  owners  and  occupiers 
as  the  case  may  be  of  the  projjorties  drained  into  such  first  men- 
tioned sewers  or  drains,  and  through  them  into  such    common 
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sewers  shall  be  charged  with  and  shall  pay  an  annual  rental  of  five 
cents  or  three  cents  per  foot  fj-ontage  (as  the  case  may  be  accord- 
ing to  the  size  of  the  common  sewer)  of  their  respective  properties 
so  drained  as  provided  in  clause  (c)  of  said  schedule  A. 

575.  No  person  shall  commit  damage  or  injury  to  any  com- 
mon sewer  or  to  any  private  sewer  or  drain  communicating 
therewith. 

576.  The  owner  or  occupier  of  any  property  so  drained  or  to  be 
drained  into  any  common  sewer,  may  commute  for  the  payment 
ot  the  annual  rent  hereinbefore  mentioned, and  set  forth  in  the  said 
schedule  A  and  chargeable  in  the  case,  by  payment  of  a  sum  equal 
to  ten  times  the  amount  of  the  annual  rent  commuted  together 
with  all  ari-ears  of  said  rent. 

577.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Engineer  on  the  first  day 
of  January  in  each  year  to  furnish  to  the  City  Ti'easurer  a  state- 
ment in  writing  of  all  common  sewers  or  drains  which  have  been 
constructed  by  this  Corporation  during  the  preceding  year,  show- 
ing the  names  of  the  streets  or  places  in  which  such  sewers  have 
been  constructed,  the  extent  and  cost  of  such  sewei-s,  the  size  of 
the  internal  section  of  such  sewers  at  intervals  of  a  block,  the 
name  of  the  ownei's  or  occupierK  as  the  case  ma}-  be  of  the  pro- 
perties fronting  on  such  streets  on  each  side  indicating  any  change 
of  ownership  or  occupation  since  the  sewers  were  respectively 
made,  and  the  fi'ontage  of  each  of  such  properties  and  such  fur- 
ther information  as  may  be  required  by  this  Council. 

578.  The  said  City  Engineer  shall  at  the  same  time  fui-nish 
similar  statements  in  writing  to  the  said  City  Treasui-er  of  the 
names  of  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  property  draining  the 
same  into  any  common  sewer  with  the  frontages  of  their  respec- 
tive properties,  and  the  size  of  the  internal  section  of  the  sewer  so 
drained  into,  where  entered,  and  the  date  of  its  being  entered  by 
such  pei-sons  respectively.  , 

579.  Sometime  in  the  month  of  .January  next,  after  the  passing 
of  this  By-law,  and  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  and  every 
year  thereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  make 
out  separate  rolls  of  the  annual  reiitals  due  tbi-  the  use  of  the  com- 
mon sewers  in  each  ward  of  the  said  City  by  the  owners  or  the 
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occupiers  of  i5ropei'ty  therein  in  tlie  form  contained  in  schedule 
'B"  to  this  Title,  and  to  cause  such  rolls  to  be  delivered 
to  the  cit}'  collector. 

580.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Collector  to  demand  pay- 
ment from  each  and  every  person  whose  name  shall  appear  on  the 
said  rolls  of  the  sum  or  sums  payable  by  him,  her  or  them,  accord 
ing  to  the  said  rolls,  by  leaving  at  his,  her  or  their  place  of  abode 
or  business,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  bill  of  the  same  in  the  form  set 
forth  in  said  schedule  "B,"  and  calling  at  least  once  thereafter  for 
the  same. 

581.  In  case  any  of  the  parties  so  liable  as  aforesaid  shall  refuse 
01'  neglect  for  fourteen  days  alter  demand  made  as  in  the  last  j^re- 
ceding  section  is  provided  to  pay  such  annual  rental,  the  said 
Collector  shall  forthwith  collect  the  amount  in  default  in  the  same 
manne]'  as  ordinar}-  taxes  upon  real  estate  are  collected  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Assessment  Act. 

582.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  this  Council  at  any  time  t«  no- 
tify and  require  in  wj-iting  any  owner  or  occupier  to  fill  i\j),  drain, 
clear,  alter  or  relay  or  re^jair  any  grounds,  yards,  vacant  lots, 
cellars,  private  drains,  sinks,  cesspools,  and  privies,  and  such 
owner  or  occupier  shall  do  what  he  or  she  is  so  required  to  do  in 
and  by  such  notice  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  receipt  of 
such  notice  and  without  unnecessary  delay,  and  on  any  default  by 
any  such  owner  or  occupier,  this  Council  may  cause  the  work  so 
required  to  be  done,  to  be  executed,  and  in  such  case  this  Council 
may  and  whall  assess  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  such  grounds  or 
yards,  or  of  the  real  estate  on  which  the  cellars,  private  drains, 
sinks,  cesspools,  and  privies  are  respectively  situate,  with  the  cost 
of  such  work,  and  the  said  owners  or  occupiers  shall  pay  such  cost 
to  the  City  Treasurer  within  three  days  after  a  bill  of  the  same 
has  been  rendered  to  them  respectively  by  the  City  Tj-easurer, 
and  in  case  of  default  in  such  payment  being  inade  by  any  owner 
or  occupier  so  liable  a  demand  of  payment  of  such  cost  in  writing 
ill  the  form  in  schedule  "C"  to  this  Title  as  near  as  may  be 
signed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shewing  the  work  or  matter  done, 
an' I  the  cost  thereof,  with  a  general  designation  or  description  ol 
the  property  on  which  it  was  done,  shall  be  left  at  the  place  of 
abode  or  business,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  said  owner  or  occu- 
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pier  by  the  Collector  of  the  said  City,  who,  in  case  of  non-payment 
shall  proceed  to  collect  the  said  cost  in  like  manner  as  municipal 
taxes. 

583.  When  a  main  sewer  is  made  in  a  public  street  or  place  by 
or  at  the  cost  of  private  persons,  or  under  Section  551  of  the 
Municipal  Act,  a  sole  and  tinal  charge  of  twenty-tive  cents  per 
foot  of  the  frontage  of  each  of  the  properties  of  the  persons  mak- 
ing it  or  drained  into  or  by  the  same  shall  be  made  and  jjayable  be- 
fore breaking  ground  as  a  charge  foi*  breaking  up  and  disturbing 
the  street,  and  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  owners  or  occupiers  of 
such  properties,  and  such  sewer  shall  be  a  public  common  sewer, 
if  adopted  by  this  Council,  and  shall  be  entered  and  used  by  leave 
of  this  Council  thereafter,  and  a  charge  shall  be  made  each  time 
thereafter  the  said  sewer  is  entered  by  a  private  drain  of  the  same 
amount  and  kind  to  the  owner  or  oecupier  of  the  property  di-ained 
by  such  pi'iMate  drain  and  such  property,  if  such  owner  or  occupicj' 
had  contributed  to  the  expense  of  such  main  sewei"  otherwise  an  an- 
nual rental  as  provided  in  said  Schedule  A,  Clau8es(a)  or  (b)  as  the 
case  may  be,  maj^  be  charged  to  such  owner  or  occupier  and  the 
property  so  drained.  Provided  if  such  a  sewer  is  drained  into  a 
common  sewer  an  annual  rental  shall  be  chai'ged  as  in  clause  (c) 
of  said  Schedule  A  to  the  persons  and  their  properties  avIio  contri- 
bute to  the  expense  of  such  main  sewer. 

584.  When  any  sewer  is  made  as  in  the  preceding  Section 
mentioned  falls  into  disrepair  and  is  lepaired  by  this  Corporation, 
the  persons  who  made  it  neglecting  upon  reasonable  notice  to 
repair  it,  it  shall  forthwith  become  and  be  a  public  common  sewer 
and  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  properties  drained  or  which  may 
be  drained  into  it  shall  with  the  said  properties  be  subject  to  an  an- 
nual rent  as  provided  in  clause  (c)  of  said  Schedule  A,  payable 
and  collectable  as  aforesaid. 

585.  This  Council  may  adopt  any  sewer  in  a  public  stieet  oi- 
place  made  b}'  or  at  the  cost  of  ])rivate  perbons  as  ii  public  com- 
mon sewer  or  part  of  one,  and  thereafter  all  persons,  owners  or 
occupants  of  ])i"Oj)crties  drained  or  which  may  be  drained  into  o)- 
by  the  said  sewer  (except  the  ])ei'sons  at  whose  cost  it  was  made 
and  their  said  properties)  in  and  theii- said  properties  shall  he 
subject   to  an    annual    rent    a^   lierein   piovidod    in  Schedule   A, 
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clause  (a)  ov  (^)  as  the  case  may  be,  payable  and    collectable   as 
aforesaid. 

586.  This  Council  may  assist  jjrivate  persons  to  make  a  com- 
mon sewer,  and  in  such  a  case,  ov  if  the  sewer  is  made  under 
section  553  of  the  Municipal  Act,  such  sewer  shall  be  a  public 
common  sewer,  and  the  ownei's  and  occupiers  of  properties 
drained  into  or  by  such  sewer  with  such  properties  shall  if 
contributors  to  the  cost  of  such  sewer  respectively  be  subject  to 
an  annual  rent  as  provided  in  clause  (c)  of  said  Schedule  A,  paj^- 
able  and  collectable  as  aforesaid,  otherwise  they  shall  be  I'espec- 
tively  subject  to  an  annual  rent  as  provided  in  clauses  (a)  or  (6) 
as  the  case  may  be  of  said  Schedule  A,  payable  and  collectable  as 
aforesaid. 

587.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  drain  one  tenement  or  property 
into  another,  and  thence  to  the  common  sewer,  but  each  shall  or 
drained  directly  into  the  common  sewer  opposite,  independently, 
and  any  person  permitting  a  property  to  be  drained  through  his 
])roperty  or  private  drain  into  the  common  sewer  shall  be  liable  as 
for  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly 
and  shall  also  be  liable  with  his  property  for  the  proper  annual 
rent  as  herein  provided,  as  if  such  first  mentioned  property  had 
been  directly  drained  into  the  common  sewer  if  this  Council  see 
fit  to  hold  him  for  the  same.  Provided  that  this  Council  may  per- 
mit ^he  non-0 bsei-vance  of  this  section  when  necessary  or  advis- 
able, the  proper  payment  of  the  annual  rent  being  secured  and 
paid  without  default. 

588.  When  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  adjoining  properties  drain 
them  through  a  common  drain  or  through  the  other  property  into 
a  common  sewer  such  owners  or  occupiers  shall  be  liable  to  the 
same  extent  as  if  each  pro^jerty  was  di-ained  independently  into 
such  sewer  by  a  separate  drain. 

589.  Upon  any  person  commuting  for  the  annual  rent  a  certi- 
ficate under  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurei-  shall  be 
given  such  person,  stating  the  amount  of  tbe  commutation  money 
the  name  of  the  person  and  the  property  as  to  which  such  commu- 
tation has  been  made,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  record  of 
all  such  commutations,  with  full  particulars  thereof. 
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590.  This  Council  may  in  its  discretion  and  for  what  it  may 
deem  a  sufficient  reason,  relieve  any  person  from  draining;-  into 
a  common  sewer  upon  such  person  petitioning  this  Council  to  be 
so  relieved,  and  entering  into  an  undertaking  to  pay  the  propoi- 
annual  rent  as  herein  pi-ovided,  but  this  section  shall  not  apply 
whore  drainage  is  required  on  sanitiMy  grounds. 

591.  Whereas  by  section  twenty-five  of  the  Act  of  the  Ontario 
Legislature  passed  in  the  forty-second  year  of  Her  Majesty's 
rc'gn  and  chaptered  thirty  one,  all  sewer  rents  and  chai-ges  for 
work  and  services  done  1)}'  the  Corporation  in  default  of  the  oM'ners 
of  real  estate  under  the  provisions  of  any  valid  By-law  shall  form 
a  lien  and  charge  upon  the  real  estate  upon  or  in  respectof  whirl i 
the  same  shall  be  charged,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  with  the  like  remedies  as  ordinai-y  taxes  upon  real  estate  are 
collectable  under  the  provisions  of  the  Assessment  Act,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  on  the  first  da}-  of  January'  in  each 
year  to  pi-epare  a  roll  of  the  ai-rears  of  such  rent  and  charges 
with  full  particulars  concerning  the  same  and  the  usual  dcscrij)- 
tion  of  the  properties,  in  respect  of  which  such  arrears  aie  due 
and  to  keep  the  said  rolls  on  file  in  his  office  for  the  ins])ection 
of  all  persons  whom  it  may  concern,  and  such  lieu  and  charge 
shall  be  enforced  and  satisfied  in  the  manner  provided  in  said 
Section  twenty-five  of  the  said  Act. 

592.  The  provisions  of  this  By-law  relating  to  sewers  shall  be 
subject  to  Section  546  of  the  Municipal  Act  and  bo  constj-ued  ac- 
cordingly. 

SCHEDULE   A. 

(a)  The  annual  rent  per  foot  for  every  foot  of  frontage  of  a 
property  drained  into  a  common  se\ver  where  the  sewer  has  been 
made  at  the  public  exjjense,  and  is  2  feet  by  IJ  feet  or  over  at 
its  largest  interior  sectional  area,  shall  be  the  sum  of  ten  cents 
per  foot. 

(i»)  If  the  sewer  is  made  under  2  feet  by  1^  feet  at  its  largest 
interior  sectional  area,  the  said  annual  rent  pei'  foot  frontage  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  the  sum  of  six  cents  per  foot. 

(c)  Where  the  sewer  has  been  repaired  or  enlarged  at  the 
public  expense,  or  has  been  made  partly  at  the  public  expense 
and   partly   by   private   persons,    the  said  annual  rent  per  foot 
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frontage  as  aforesaid  shall  be  iuilf  the  above  rates  per  foot  accord- 
ing to  the  size  of  the  sewer. 

(</)  Whore  the  sevver  entered  has  been  nmde  by  ])rivate  persons 
a  sole  and  tinal  charge  ot  25  cents  per  foot  ot  the  frontage  of  the 
properties  drained  by  it  shall  be  made  and  be  paj^able  before 
breaking  ground  as  a  charge  for  breaking  ground  and  disturbing 
the  street,  but  if  the  sewer  is  adopted  as  a  common  sewer  by  the 
Cit}'  Council  the  charge  shall  be  made  under  clauses^(a)  and  (6) 
as  the  case  may  be,  to  all  except  those  who  had  contributed  to 
tbe  cost  of  the  sewer. 

(e)  When  a  sewer  is  made  at  the  expense  of  private  persons  a 
chai-ge  of  25  cents  per  foot  of  the  frontage  of  properties  to  be  drained 
into  it  or  b}'  it  for  bi-eaking  ground  and  disturbing  the  street  shall 
in  each  case  be  made  and  be  payable  before  bi-eaking  ground. 

(/')  Provided  that  where  a  di-ain  already  made'and  in  connec- 
tion with  which  the  annual  rent  has  been  regularly  paid  or  in 
connection  with  which  the  i-egular  charge  for  frontage  was  paid  at, 
the  time  of  its  making,  is  opened  up  for  the  purpose  of  cleansing, 
removing  an  obstruction,  or  deepening  the  same,  the  frontage  or 
charge  for  breaking  ground  and  disturbing  the  street  shall  be 
calculated  on  the  length  of  the  excavation  in  the  street  and  not 
on  the  frontage  of  the  building  or  property  drained. 
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TITLE  3.— Relating  to  the  Numbering  of  Houses  and  Lots. 

593.  The  houses  and  lots  along  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Kingston  shall  be  numbered,  and  the  numbers  affixed  to  the  houses, 
buildings  and  other  erections  along  the  said  streets  in  accordance 
with  the  following  provisions  in  that  behalf. 

594.  Permission  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  any  person 
conti-acting  with  this  corporation  to  number  the  lots,  houses, 
buildings  and  other  erections  situated  and  fronting  on  any  of  the 
public  streets  within  the  limits  of  this  city,  so  that  the  same  shall 
be  done  in  accordance  with  the  following  system. 

595.  All  streets  running  noi-th  and  south  or  in  that  dii'cction 
within  the  said  limits  shall  be  numbered  towards  the  north,  be- 
ginning at  the  southern  extremity  of  said  streets,  and  all  streets 
running  east  and  west  or  in  that  direction  within  the  said  limits 
shall  be  numbered  from  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  said  streets 
or  more  particularly  as  follows  : — 

Ontario  Street,  Fj-om  West  Street,  N.  E. 

King  Street  "      Barrie  Street,  N.  E.  k  W. 

Wellington  Street  "      West  Street,  N.  B. 

Bagot  Street,  "  Barrie  Street,  N.  E. 

Sydenham  Street,  "  West  Street,  N.  E. 

Clergy  Sti-eet,  "  Banie  Street,  N.  E. 

Montreal  Street,  "  Brock  Street,  N. 

Eideau  Street,  "  Barrack  Street,  N. 

Bondhead  Street,  "  Hay  Market,  N. 

596.  All  other  less  important  streets  to  start  and  numbei*  in  the 
same  directions  respectively,  as  near  as  possible  as  the  princi])al 
streets. 

597.  The  series  of  numbers  ot  each  street  shall  be  complete  in 
itself,  and  the  numbering  shall  be  proceeded  with,  so  that  each 
number  on  one  side  of  the  street  shall  have  its  alternate  or  follow- 
ing number  opposite  to  it,  as  near  as  may  be  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  street. 

598.  Twenty  feet  shall  constitute  the  distance  for  which  one 
number  is  to  be  allowed,  and  the  nuijiber  })laced  upon  the  building 
shall  correspond  with  the  number  allotted  to  the  twenty  leet  of 
ground  to  which  the  front  or  main  entrance  of  said  building  or 
buildings  may  open  or  on  which  it  is  erected,  Provided  always 
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that  nothing  in  this  By-Law  is  to  be  construed  as  compelling 
any  owner  or  agent  of  any  house,  building  or  other  erection,  to 
purchase  from,  employ  or  permit  the  said  contractor  to  affix 
numbers  to  his  houses,  buildings  or  other  erections  or  any  or  all 
of  them,  but  in  all  cases  whei-e  numbers  are  affixed  thereto  they 
must  be  correct  and  correspond  with  the  numberer's  record,  and 
be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  relating  to 
the  numbering  of  houses  and  lots. 

599.  And  it  is  further  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained 
'^hiiU  in  any  way  be  construed  as  making  the  said  Council  or  this 
Coi'poration  in  any  manner  liable  or  responsible  for  any  charge, 
payment,  loss,  costs,  or  expenses,  that  the  said  contractor  or  any 
other  person  or  persons,  shall  or  may  have  or  incur  in  or  for 
attaching  such  numbers  to  the  said  houses,  buildings  or  other 
erections  or  any  of  thoni  or  in  carrying  out  he  provisions  of  this 
By-Law  ]'clating  to  the  numbering  of  houses  and  lots. 

600.  The  said  contractor  may  charge  and  receive  from  any 
pei'son  emploj^ng  him  under  the  foregoing  provisions  the  follow- 
ing prices  according  to  the  services  rendered  by  him  namely: — 

601.  Prices  of  numbering  houses,  buildings  or  other  erections, 
including  work,  numbers,  block  or  shield,  affixing,  and  all 
necessary  materials  and  labour.

Silver  plated  numbers  on  Walnut  Shields  with  moulded  edge,  from 
SI. 00  to  $2.00,  according  to  number  of  figures,  style,  and  finish, 
and  the  said  contractor  shall  not  charge  or  receive  any  greater 
pi'ices. 

602.  The  said  contractor  shall  report  to  this  Council  monthly 
during  the  continuance  of  his  contract,  showing  the  progress  of 
the  said  numbering  and  the  number  of  houses,  buildings,  lots,  and 
elections  numbered,  without  charge  to  this  Corporation,  and  also 
the  said  conti-actor  shall  in  all  things  carry  out  and  observe  the 
provisions  of  his  contract,  and  perform  the  said  work  in  ac- 
conlance  with  the  system  contained  in  the  provisions  of  this  By- 
Law  relating  to  the  nunibci'ing  of  houses  and  lots  agreed  upon 
in  his  contract. 
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603.  Any  owner  of  ]iroperty  in  the  City  may  require  the  said 
contractoi-  to  number  his  house,  building  or  other  erection  or  lot 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  relating  to  the 
immboring  of  houses  and  lots,  and  the  said  contiactor  shall  be 
bound  on  such  requisition  to,  and  shall,  number  said  house, 
building  or  other  erection  or  lot  on  being  paid  or  tendei-ed  the 
proper  charges  for  so  doing,  and  all  work  done  under  the  provisi- 
ons of  this  By-Law  relating  to  the  numbering  of  houses  and  lots 
shall  be  so  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Engineer. 

604.  No  person  shall  remove,  deface,  obliterate  or  destroy  the 
figures  or  shields  placed  or  painted  or  affixed  to  an^^  house,  build, 
ing  or  other  erection  numbered. 

605.  Numbers  shall  not  be  affixed  to  any  church  or  place  of 
public  worship,  public  schools  or  to  any  public  building  belonging 
to  the  Crown  or  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Kingston  or  to 
the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  Frontenac. 

606.  It  shall  be  lawful  ior  the  owners  iind  occupiers  of  houses, 
buildings  or  other  erections  or  lots  to  number  the  same  without 
employing  the  contractoi"  provided  that  the  figures  used  are  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  relating  to  the 
numbering  of  houses  and  lots  and  represent  the  pi'oj)er  numbers 
of  such  houses,  buildings  or  other  erections. 

607.  In  numbering  houses,  buildings  or  other  erections,  the 
odd  numbers  will  be  on  the  right  hand  side  and  the  even  numbers 
on  the  left  hand  side  from  the  starting  point  in  cvciy  case. 


TITLE  4. -Snow,  Ice,  and  Dirt. 

608.  All  owners  or  occupants  of  houses  and  buildings  in  the 
City  of  Kingston,  shall  from  time  to  time  during  each  winter 
season,  between  the  first  day  of  November  and  the  first  day  of 
May  following  in  each  year,  when  and  as  often  as  it  shall  be 
necessary  so  to  do  by  reason  of  their  accumulation  or  otherwise 
or  when  required  so  to  do  l)y  the  City  Commissioner  or  other 
City  Officer  or  by  a  member  of  the  ]\)lice  Force,  remove  all  snow 
and  ice  from  the  roots  of  the  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  them 
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respectively  in  the  said  City,  sueli  removal  to  be  made  in  all  eases 
without  any  unnecessaiy  dela}'. 

609.  All  owners  and  occupants  ol"  real  property  in  the  City  of 
Kingston  shall  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times,  when  and  so 
ollen  as  it  shall  be  necessary  so  to  do  or  when  required  so  to  do 
by  the  City  Commissioner  or  other  City  Officer  or  by  a  member 
of  the  Police  Force,  remove  and  clear  away  all  snow,  ice  and  dirt, 
and  otliei-  obstructions  from  the  sidewalks  adjoining  their  re- 
spective jjroperties,  and  if  there  be  no  sidewalks  then  from  six  feet 
of  the  street  or  alley  adjoining  and  running  alongside  of  theii-  re- 
spective properties,  such  removal  and  clearing  away  to  be  made 
in  all  cases  without  any  unnecessary  delay. 

610.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  this  Council  in  the  case  of  vacant 
properties,  the  properties  ot  non-residents,  and  of  all  other  persons 
who,  for  twenty  four  hours,  neglect  to*clean  the  sidewalks  and 
streets  adjoining  the  same  after  being  required  so  to  do  by  the 
City  Commissioner  or  other  City  Officer  or  by  a  member  of  the 
Police  Force  as  aforesaid,  to  cause  the  removal  and  clearing  away 
of  all  snow  and  ice  and  other  obstructions  from  said  sidewalks  and 
streets  at  the  exj)ense  ot  the  said  respective  owners  or  occupants 
of  the  same,  incase  of  their  default,  and  in  case  of  non-payment  to 
charge  such  exjjense  as  a  special  assessment  against  such  premises 
respectively  to^^be  recovered  in  like  manner  as  other  municijjal 
rates  of  the  said  City.  » 

Gil.  Every  person  having  the  charge  of  any  church,  chapel  o 
other  public  building,  shall  during  the  winter  season  and  during 
the  time  snow  shall  continue  on  the  ground,  keep  the  sidewalk  or 
pavement  in  front  of  such  building  and  of  the  lot  in  which  it  stands 
tree  from  obstruction  by  snow,  ice,  dirt  or  other  incumbrance, 
and  shall  at  all  other  times  keep  such  sidewalk  or  pavement  clean 
and  free  fronx  dirt  and  other  incumbrances,  and  the  provisions  of 
the  immediatly  preceding  section  ot  this  Jij-Law,  shall  appl}'  to 
every  such  case.  Provided  always  that  it  shall  be  lawful  instead  of 
enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  immediately  preceding  section  of 
this  By-ijaw  to  proceed  against  any  offender  against  this  section 
f»r  the  two  immediately  preceding  sections,  as  for  a  brcacli  of  this 
By-Law'and  each  day's  default  in  the  pi-emises  shall  be  considered 
a  se})erate  and  distinct  offence. 
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TITLE    5. -Cab  and  Cart  Stands. 

612.  The  following  stands  are  hereby  authorized  and  assiii^nod 
for  cabs  and  other  vehicles,  licensed,  used  to  carry  pei'sons  foi-  hire, 
and  are  the  only  stands  authorized  or  assigned  for  such  cabs 
and  vehicles,  that  is  to  say, — 

Number  one — On  the  east  side  of  Ontario  Street  between  Clarence 
Street  and  Brock  Street. 

Number  two — On  the  East  side  of  Wellington  Street  fi-om  Clar- 
ence Street  to  St.  George's  Hall. 

Il^mber  three — On  the  East  side  of  Clergy  Street  between  Pi-in- 
cess  Street  and  Brock  Street. 

Number  four — On  the  south  side  of  Clarence  Street  from  the 
westernmost  gate  post  of  the  Custom  House 
gate  to^the  easternmost  gate  post  of  the  Post 
Office  gate  as  staked  on  the  ground. 

G13.  That  no  such  cabs  or  vehicles  shall  stand  or  be  placed  to 
be  hired  elsewhere  in  the  City  than  upon  one  of  the  stands  in  the 
last  preceding  section  mentioned,  and  any  person  standing  or 
placing  any  cab  or  vehicle  to  be  hired  elsewhere  in  the  City  than 
upon  one  of  the  said  stands  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a 
breach  of  this  By-Law. 

614.  The  following  stands  are  hereby  authorized  and  assigned 
for  carts  and  other  vehicles,  licensed,  used  to  cany  loads  other 
than  of  persons  for  hire  and  are  the  only  stands  authorized  or 
assigned  for  such  carts  or  vehicles,  that  is  to  say, — 

Number  one — On  part  of  the  east  side  of  Ontaj-io  street  between 
Johnston  Street  and  William  Street  and  extend- 
ing from  a  post  erected  about  forty  feet  from 
the  south-west  corner  of  Ontario  and  Johnston 
Streets  and  thence  along  the  east  side  of  On 
tario  Street  to  William  Street. 

Number  two — On  jjart  of  the  south  side  of  Queen  Street  between 
Ontario  Street  and  King  Street  as  follows: 
commencing  at  the  drive- way  forming  the  en- 
trance to  the  premises  formerly  owned  by  Wm. 
Boyce  and  from  thence  along  the  south  side  of 
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Queen   Street  to   the   drive-way   forming   the 

entrance  to  tlie  coal  sheds  of  C.  F.  Gildorsleeve 

Esquire. 

615.  No  such   carts   or  vehicles   shall  be  stood  or  jjlaced  to  be 

hired  elsewhere  in  the  City  than  upon  one  of  the  said  stands  in  the 

last   preceding   section    mentioned,  and  any  person  standing  or 

placing  any  cart  oi-  vehicle  to  be  hired  elsewhere  in  the  City  than 

upon  one  of  the  said  last  mentioned  stands  shall  be  deemed  to  be 

guilt}-  (jf  a  breach  ot  this  By-Law. 

GIG.  The  horses  attached  or  belonging  to  all  such  cabs,  cai-ts 
and  vehicles  shall  be  kept  well  and  constantly  in  charge  on  the 
said  stands  respectively  by  their  driver^;,  when  not  employed. 

617.  No  person  shall  stand  or  place  for  hire  upon  any  of  tlie 
said  stands  or  elsewhere  in  the  city  any  cab,  cart  or  vehicle,  the 
owner  of  which  has  not  a  license  as  required  by  the  By-Law  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Police  of  the  City  then  in  force. 


DIVISION  IX. 


TITLE  I.— Relatlngto  thelmpoundlngof  Cattle  and  Pounds, 
and  Poundkeepers. 

618.  Tlie  ])Ound  now  erected  and  established  on  a  part  of  Samuel 
Shaw's  lot,  Earl  Sti-eet,  City  of  Kingston,  described  as  follows, 
that  is  to  say  : — Being  a  piece  of  land  situated  on  the  north  side 
of  Earl  Street  near  its  intersection  with  Gordon  Street,  being  part 
of  the  western  portion  of  Block  43  on  Innes'  map  of  the  City, 
formerly  part  of  farm  lot  twenty-four  in  the  tirst  concession  Of 
the  Township  of  Kingston,  now  in  the  City  of  Kingston,  and  being 
a  ]»art  of  the  land  conveyed  by  the  late  Venerable  Archdeacon 
Stuart  to  the  late  Uobei-t  James,  by  deed  dated  on  the  twenty- 
third  day  of  November,  A.I).,  1831,  late  the  property'  of  one 
James  C.  Mills,  and  which  pai-t  is  under  lease  from  said  Mills  to 
the  said  Samuel  Shaw,  and  which  land  for  said  pound  may  be 
dest  ribed  as  follows,  that  is  to  say  :     Commencing  on    the    north

side  ol  Earl  Sti-eet  at- its  iulersectiuu  with  the  division  line  be- 
tween the  old  House  of  Industry  pi'operty 'now  owned  by  one 
Robert  Keyes  and  the  said  James'  propei-ty,  thence  noi'th  along 
said  division  line  one  Imndi'ed  and  tour  feet,  thence  parallel  Avitli 
Earl  Street  thirty-six  feet,  thence  south  parallel  with  said  division 
line  one  hundi-ed  and  four  feet  to  Earl  Street,  thence  west  along 
Earl  Sti-eet  thirty-six  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning  :  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  a  public  common  ]3ound  foi*  the  safe  keeping  of  such 
animals  as  it  may  he  the  duty  of  the  pound  keeper  to  imjjound 
or  that  may  be  impounded  by  law  under  the  laws  and  by-laws 
relating  to  pounds. 

619.  The  pound  ncjw  tbrmed,  erected  and  established  on  the  fol- 
lowing described  site,  that  is  to  say : — Commencing  at  the  north- 
west gate  post  of  the  I'ear  entrance  into  the  new  House  of  Indus- 
try grounds,  thence  northerly  along  a  board  fence  forty-five  feet, 
thence  easterly  along  a  board  fence  forty-six  feet,  thence  southerl}' 
forty-eight  feet  to  the  north  east  angle  of  a  small  building  used  as 
a  latrine  in  connection  with  the  said  House  of  Industry,  then 
along  the  north  side  of  said  small  building  and  in  its  course  pro- 
duced thirty-six  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  with  a  right  of 
way  from  Patrick  Street  by  the  present  road  leading  through 
said  gate,  shall  continue  to  be  a  public  common  pound  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  such  animals  as  it  may  be  the  duty  of  the  jwund  keeper 
to  impound  or  that  ma}-  be  impounded  by  law  under  the  laws  and 
by-la-ws  relating  to  pounds. 

620.  Samuel  Shaw  is  hereby  appointed  pound  keeper  of  the  said 
first  mentioned  pound  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  and 
emoluments  appertaining  or  attached   to   said  olfice. 

621.  John  Harkes  is  hei-eb}^  appointed  pound  keeper  of  the 
said  second  mentioned  ])Ound  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
and  emoluments  ap})ei'taining  or  attached  to  said  office. 

622.  Except  as  hereinafter  in  this  section  is  provided  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  cows,  oxen  or  other  cattle,  horses,  swine, 
goats,  sheep,  geese,  or  other  poultiy,  to  i-un  at  lai-ge  in  the  City, 
and  no  })ei'son  shall  allow  any  of  the  said  animals  belonging  to 
him,  or  of  which  he  has  the  charge  or  possession  to  run  at  lai-ge 
in  the  City  except  as  aforesaid.  Provided  that  subject  to  the 
exception  hereinafter  contained  the  said  animals  may  run  at  large 
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in  the  City  outside  of  the  following  limits  at  the  risk  of  the  own- 
ers or  possessors  thereof  as  to  damage  to  private  jjrojDcrty,  that  is 
to  say  : — Commencing  at  the  waters  e(.ige  on  the  line  of  Alfred 
Street,  thence  northward  along  the  said  street  to  where  it  would 
be  intersected  by  a  continuation  of  York  Street,  thence  eastward 
to  and  along  York  Street  to  Picard  Street,  thence  along  Picard 
Street  to  Montreal  Street,  and  thence  northward  aloDg  said  street 
to  the  City  limits;  excepting  always  stallions,  bulls,  boars,  rams, 
a^d  he-goats,  which  are  not  to  be  allowed  to  run  at  large  in  any 
part  of  the  City,  and  the  ownei-  or  possec^sor  of  these  animals  who 
allows  the  same  to  run  at  large  in  any  part  of  the  City  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-Law. 

623.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  and  the  duty  of  the  High  Bailiff  or 
any  Police  Constable  or  any  Officer  of  the  said  City,  to  take,  drive 
and  impound  any  cows,  oxen  or  other  cattle,  horses,  swine,  goats, 
sheep,  geese  or  other  poultry,  found  running  at  lai-ge  in  the  City 
contrary  to  this  By-Law,  in  any  common  pound  of  the  City,  and 
to  pursue,  follow  and  take  such  cows,  oxen  or  other  cattle,  horses, 
swine,  sheep,  geese  or  other  poultry,  into  any  lot,  yard  or  build- 
ing into  which  the  same  mny  run  or  enter,  and  the  same  shall 
i-emain  impounded  until  payment  is  made  of  the  tine  and  costs 
imposed  upon  their  respective  owners  or  possessors  and  of  the 
lawful  fees  and  chui-ges  of  the  pound  keeper  or  until  a  deposit  of 
five  doUai's  has  been  made  with  the  pound  keeper  against  such 
fine,  cost,  fees  and  charges  ;  and  no  person  shall  assault,  oppose, 
impede,  hinder,  insult  or  obstruct  any  such  officer  in  the  execu- 
tion of  his  duties  aforesaid,  and  no  person  shall  lescue  or  retake 
or  attempt  to  rescue  or  retake  from  the  person  in  whose  custody 
the  same  shall  be  any  animal  taken,  distrained  or  impounded 
under  the  provisions  of  Title  L  Division  IX,  of  (.his  By-Law. 

62-1.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  impounding 
of  any  cows,  oxen  or  f)ther  cattle,  horses,  swine,  sheep,  geese  or 
other  poultry  or  any  of  the  animals  hereinafter  in  this  section 
specially  mentioned  fbmid  tres})assing  upon  any  pi-ivate  property 
or  in  the  public  pai'k.s,  utidei- and  subject  to  the  Statute  in  that 
behall,  or  shall  be  held  to  permit  or  allow  any  stallions,  bulls, 
boaiH,  rams  or  he  goats,  to  run  at  large  in  any  pari  of  the  Cit}', 
which  animals   if  found   running  at  large  in  any  public   street, 
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park,  thoroughfare,  square,  lane  or  place  in  an}-  part  of  the  Cit}-, 
shall  be  impounded  and  dealt  with  as  herein  is  provided  as  to 
other  animals  found  running  at  large  coutraiy  to  the  provisions 
of  Title  I,  Division  IX,  of  this  By-Law. 

625.  If  no  person  shall  appear  to  claim  any  animal  so  impound- 
ed within  six  days  after  the  impounding  thei-eof  and  to  pay 
such  fine  and  costs  as  may  be  imposed  and  all  reasonable  chai-ges 
for  the  taking  and  keeping  the  same,  then  and  in  such  case  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  pound  keeper  after  having  givefi 
one  week's  public  notice,  in  writing,  at  least  in  three  public  places 
in  the  City,  of  which  the  City  Hall  shall  be  one,  and  by  advertis- 
ing in  a  city  newspaper,  to  sell  the  same  at  public  auction,  and 
after  deducting  such  fine  and  costs  and  all  charges  aforesaid,  be- 
sides the  costs  of  advertising,  the  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be])aid  ovei" 
to  the  ownerof  the  said  animal,  provided  such  claim  be  made  M'ithin 
three  months  after  such  sale,  and  if  no  claim  be  made  within  the 
time  aforesaid  then  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  jiaid  to  the 
Cit}:^  Treasui-er  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  said  City. 

626.  The  owners  and  possessors  of  cows,  oxen  oi-  other  cattle, 
horses,  sheep,  swine,  geese  or  other  poultry,  stallioiis,  bulls,  boars, 
rams  or  goats,  shall  not  allow  the  same  to  be  or  to  run  ai  lai-ge  in 
the  said  City  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  contained 
under  Title  1,  Division  IX  thereof!,  and  such  owner  or  posses- 
sor so  doing  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By- 
Law  and  shall  upon  conviction  forfeit  and  pay  the  following 
penalties  with  costs,  respectively,  besides  and  in  addition  to  the 
lawful  fees  and  charges  of  the  pound  keeper,  and  besides  any 
damage  caused  by  the  said  animals  to  ])roperty,  that  is  to  say . — 
For  each  horse,  bull,  ox,  cow,  heifer,  steer,  goat,  sheep  or  pig,  the 
penalty  to  be  imposed  shall  be  not  less  than  one  dollar  noi*  more 
than  ten  dollars  in  the  discretion  of  the  convicting  Justice — for 
each  calf  fifty  cents,  for  each  goose  or  turkey  ten  cents ;  for  each 
head  of  other  poultry  ten  cents ;  which  penalties  shall  be  recover- 
able with  costs  as  provided  by  law;  and  any  person  laying  the 
informatien  which  leads  to  the  conviction  for  a  breach  of  any  of 
the  said  provisions  of  Title  1,  Division  IX,  of  this  By-Law  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  and  shall  be  paid  one  moiety  of  the  tine  i-ccov- 
erexi. 
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627.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ])Ound  keepers  and  their  assist- 
ants to  impound  any  of  the  animals  liable  to  be  impounded  under 
the  said  provisions  of  this  By-Law  found  running  at  large  in 
the  said  City  contrary  to  the  said  pi'ovisions  of  this  By-law,  and 
and  the  fees  to  the  poundkeeper  for  so  impounding  the  same  shall 
be  as  follows,  that  is  to  say: — for  each  horse,  bull,  ox,  cow, 
heifer,  steer,  goat,  sheep  or  pig,  twenty-tive  cents ;  for  each  head 
of  geese  or  other  poultry,  five  cents;  and  a  like  sum  for  each  day 
after  the  first  that  any  of  the  said  animals  shall  remain  in  pound, 
besides  the  amount  of  any  damages  which  ma}^  have  been  com- 
mitted, and  the  costs  of  the  keeping  of  such  animals  while  in  the 
pound. 

628.  The  pound  keeper  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive 
from  the  owners  or  possessors  of  animals  impounded  the  follow- 
ing charges  for  the  daily  food  of  the  same,  namely: — tor  horses> 
cattle  and  swine, the  sum  of  twenty  cents  each  pei-  day;  for  geese  and 
other  poultry  the  sum  of  two  cents  per  day;  for  sheep,  goats  and 
calves  the  sum  of  ten  cents  per  day  ;  and  the  food  furnished  shall 
be  in  sufficient  quantity  and  wholesome  and  the  animals  shall  be 
regularly  furnished  with  as  much  good  water  to  drink  as  they 
require. 

629.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  respecting 
pounds",  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  Chapter  195,  shall  be  m 
force  in  the  City  of  Kingston,  except  where  the  same  are  varied 
by  the  provisions  contained  under  Title  1,  Division  IX,  of  this 
By-Law,  and  shall  Jipply  and  govern  in  all  cases  not  provided  for 
by  the  said  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  and  also  in  all  cases 
where  damage  has  been  done  to  private  property  the  damage 
shall  be  ascertained  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  respec- 
ting pounds,  but  the  fines  and  penalties  and  fees  and  charges  of 
pound  keepers,  shall  be  as  in  the  said  provisions  of  this  By-Law 
is  provided, 

630.  Nothing  contained  in  the  sections  of  this  By-Law  com- 
prised under  said  Title  No.  1,  Divisi(Mi  IX,  shall  be  held  to  pre- 
vent the  driving  of  cows,  oxen,  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  geese,  or 
poultry,  thi'ough  the  public  streets,  provided  the  same  be  in 
sufficient  and  competent  charge ;  and  are  not  allowed  to  stop  or 
loiter  by  the  way,  but  no  pei'son  shall  drive  or  lead  through  any 
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public  street  oi"  place  :iiiy  stailion,  hull,  boar,  ram,  or  he  goat,  un- 
less such  animal  is  thorough  I}'  secured  troni  getting  loose  by 
strong  bridles,  halters,  reins,  i-opes,  oi'  othei-  sutiicient  means 
held  by  the  drivei-  or  ])erson   in  chai"ge. 


TITLE  2.— Fence  Viewers  and  Fencec. 

031.  The  City  Engineei',  the  City  Comrnissionei',  and  the  High 
Bailitl  of  the  City  for  the  time  Ijeing  shall  be  the  fence-viewers 
of  the  City,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  take  and  receive  the  follow- 
ing fees  for  their  services. 

632.  Two  dollars  each  for  every  day's  work  under  the  Acts 
of  the  Legislature  of  Ontai'io,  entitled,  "The  line  fences  Act," 
and  "  The  Ditches  and  Watei-  Courses  Act." 

633.  Two  dollars  each  lor  every  day's  work-  undei-  the  Act  of 
Legislature  of  Ontaj'io  entitled  "An  Act  I'especting  pounds,"  in- 
cluding certiticates  and  statements. 

634.  A  lawful  division  fence  and  a  lawful  fence  shall  be  of  the 
height  of  at  least  four  feet  six  inches  and  shall  be  nuulc  and 
maintained  b}-  the  person  oj*  persons  by  law  j'esponsible  good 
and  substantial  fences  and  satisfactory  to  the  Fence  V'^iewers  or  a 
majority  of  them,  and  all  such  fences  to  be  hei-eafter  elected  shall 
be  constructed  of  either  of  the  following  matei-ials,  namel}',  iron 
or  other  suitable  metal,  stone,  brick  or  wood  or  parti}'  of  nil 
or  any  of  the  said  materials  or  of  other  good  and  pi-opci-  ina- 
tei'ials  a])proved  of  by  the  fence  viewej's  or  a  majority  of  them, 
and  every  such  fence  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  by  the  pei'son 
or  pei'sons  by  law  responsible  in  a  good  and  substantial  state  of 
repair  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  fence  viewei's  or  a  majority  of 
them,  and  every  such  fence  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  ]»revent 
horses,  cattle,  sheep,  goats,  swine  and  geese  to  pass  through  it. 

635.  The  owners  of  lands  through  which  an}'  open  di-ain  oi"  watei-- 
coui'se  passes  shall  erect  and  keep  up  water  gates  whei-e  fences 
cross  such  di'ain  or  water-coui'se,  and  no  person  shall  obstruct  any 
drain  or  water-course  oi'  foul  the  same  by  dead  aniiiials,  filth  or 
otherwise. 
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636.  The  Acts  and  AmcndiMg  Actsof  theLegisJaturc  of  Ontario 
respecting  line  fences  and  ditches  and  watercourses  in  force  from 
time  to  time  «hall  continue  and  be  applicable  to  this  Municipality 
as  to  all  matters  not  herein  provided  for. 


TITLE  3.-Publlc  Parks. 

637.  The  Committee  on  Parks  shall  have  the  care  and  custody 
of  all  the  public  parks  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  or  in  pos- 
session of  the  City  subject  to  all  such  By-Laws  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  passed  by  the  said  Council,  but  no  more  public  civic 
money  of  said  City  shall  be  expended  thereon  than  shall  be  ap- 
lii'Ojii'iated  by  the  Council  for   that  purpose. 

638.  A  caretaker  or  caretakers  shall  be  appointed  to'  take 
charge  of  the  said  parks  and  keep  the  same  in  order. 

(>39.  Such  caretaker  or  caretakers  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Council  by  resolution,  shall  be  paid  sucli  salary  as  the  Council 
may  dii'ect,  and  shall  hold  office  dui'ing  the  pleasure  of  the  Coun- 
cil." 

64:0.  Such  caretaker  or  caretakers,  except  with  the  permission 
of  said  Committee,  shall  not  engage  in  any  other  or  outside  occu- 
jiation,  but  shall  devote  his  or  their  whole  time,  labor  and  services 
solely  and  exclusively  to  the  duties  of  the  office  of  caretaker. 

641.  Every  such  caretaker  shsill  lie  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  said  Committee  on  Parks,  and  shall  obey 
all  such  directions  and  perform  all  such  duties  as  shall  be  given 
to  or  required  of  him  by  said  Committee. 

642.  Each  such  caretaker  while  he  holds  office  shall  wnh  the 
approval  of  the  Police  Commissioners  be  an  ordinary  member  of 
the  Police  foi'ce  of  said  City,  and  shall  be  sworn  in  as  a  Cons^^^ible 
for  park  purposes,  but  shall  not  exercise  any  of  the  duties  of  a 
constable  outside  the  limits  of  the  park,  except  in  connection  with 
an  offence  committed  within  said  limits. 

643.  No  extra  salary  shall  be  \)nk\  to  an^- such  caretaker  lor  the 
pei'formance  of  the  duties  of  constable  or  as  a  member  of  such 
police  force. 
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644.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  police  officer,  constable,  care- 
taker or  other  duly  authorized  person  to  exclude  and  eject  from 
the  said  public  parks  all  tlrunken  or  filth}^  persons,  vagrants  and 
notoriously  bad  characters,  and  to  i-emove  therefrom  any  person 
who  is  violating  any  By-Law  of  the  City  Council  or  is  uttering 
blasphemous  or  indecent  language  or  is  committing  any  nuisance 
or  is  guilty  of  any  disorderly  condu«'t  therein. 

645.  No  person  on  foot  when  crossing  any  such  park  from  sti-eet 
to  street,  or  from  one  part  of  a  street  to  another  part,  shall  walk 
on  the  grass  or  sward  of  such  park,  but  shall  confine  himself  oi- 
herself  strictly  to  the  foot  paths  and  carriage  drives  therein  laid 
out. 

646.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  walk  on  the  grass  or  sward 
of  any  such  park  when  forbidden  so  to  do  by  any  caretaker  or  Con- 
stable or  when  otherwise  properly  notified. 

647.  No  person  shall  walk,  drive  or  ride  into  or  upon  any  part 
of  any  such  park  when  forbidden  so  to  do  l)y  any  caretaker  oi- 
constable  or  wdien  otherwise  properly  notified. 

648.  The  right  of  prohibition  conferred  by  the  two  last  pre- 
ceding sections  shall  not  be  exercised  except  by  direction  of  the 
said  Committee  or  when  such  pi-ohibition  is  actually  necessary 
for  th*b  due  preservation  of  such  park. 

649.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  any  horse  in  or  upon  or 
through  any  such  park  at  an  immoderate  rate  or  so  as  to  incom- 
mode or  interfere  with  or  endanger  other  persons  frequenting  the 
same. 

650.  No  person  shall  ride  or  di'ive  any  animal  or  vehicle  on 
any  turf  or  green  sward  in  any  ])art  of  any  such  park  nor  in  any 
])art  thereof,  other  than  in  the  I'oads  set  apai-t  as  carriage  drives. 

651.  No  person  shall  break  in  oi-  train  any  horse  in  any  such 
park. 

652.  No  person  shall  tie  up,  fasten  or  leave  unattended  any 
hoi"se  or  other  animal  in  any  such  park. 

653.  Except  when  any  such  park  is  being  repaired  or  improved 
and  In'  permission  of  the  said  Committee,  no  vehicles  other  than 
those  intended  for  pui-jjoses  of  health  or  leci-eation  shall  be 
driven  therein. 
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654.  No  person  shall  drive  through  any  such  park  an}^  cattle 
or  other  animals  not  in   harness  or  attached  to  any  vehicle. 

655.  No  person,  except  in  the  like  case  of  repairs  or  improve- 
ments, and  with  the  like  permission,  shall  dig-  or  carry  away  any 
of  the  sward,  gravel,  earth,  sand  or  turf,  in  or  from  any  part 
of  any  such  pai-k. 

656.  No  person,  except  in  the  like  case  of  i'ej)airs  or  improve- 
ments, and  with  the  like  permission,  shall  climb,  break,  peel, 
cut,  dcfoce,  disfigure,  pull  up,  remove,  injure,  or  destroj^,  any 
trees,  shrubs,  flowers,  plants,  grass,  buildings,  fences,  gates,  seats, 
benches,  locks,  bolts,  or  any  other  City  pro])erty  whatsoever  in 
any  such  jDark. 

65*7.  No  person,  except  in  the  like  case  of  repairs  or  improve- 
ments, and  with  the  Iil?e  permission,  shall  in  any  manner  carry  or 
cause  to  be  cari-ied  or  taken  into  any  such  pai'k  any  stone,  dirt, 
earth  or  other  matei'ial  or  any  tilth  or^  other  otfensive  matter  or 
substance  whatsoever,  and  no  person  shall  commit  any  nuisance 
in  any  such  park. 

658.  No  person  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  animal  in  his  charge 
to  deface,  disfigure,  injure  or  destroy  any  trees,  shrubs,  flowers, 
plants,  grass,  fences  or  any  other  City  property  in  any  such  park. 

659.  No  person  shall  shake  or  otherwise  cleanse  any  carpet, 
floor  or  other  cloth,  rug,  mat,  mattrass,  bedding  or  clothing,  in  any 
such  park. 

660.  No  person  shall  cast,  project  or  tlii-ow  any  stones,  sticks, 
snowballs  or  other  missels  within  oi-  into  any  such  park,  and  nc 
person  shall  play  any  game  therein  without  the  permission  of  the 
said  Committee. 

661.  No  person,  except  by  permission  of  (he  said  Committee 
shall  in  any  such  Dark  set  Are  to  any  shavings,  chips,  sti-aw  or 
other  matter,  oi"  make  or  light  any  fire  or  bon-tire,  or  set  Are  to 
or  let  oft'  any  fire-works,  or  fii'c  oft'  or  discharge  any  gun,  fowling 
piece  or  other  firearms. 

6()2.  No  pic-nic  sliall  be  held  in  any  such  park,  except  by 
permission  of  the  said  Comiiiitlee,  and  no  person  shall  litter  any 
part  of  any  such  park  with  pieces  of  paper,  food,  rags  or  other 
refuse  whatsoever. 
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(i6o.  No  person  tshuU  cxjjosc  t'ov  sale  iH^troslunonts  or  any  other 
jirtit'les  whatsoever  in  any  such  pai'k,  without  the  ])ei'uiission  ot 
the  said  Committee. 

G64:.  No  person  shall  expose  in  any  such  })ark,  any  table  oi' 
device  of  any  kind  whatsoever  upon  or  by  which  any  game  of 
hazard  or  chance  can  be  played,  and  no  person  shall  play  at  any 
such  table  or  device  or  at  cards  or  any  unlawful  game  in  any 
such  park. 

665.  Provided  always  that  the  provisions  of  this  By-Lay  relating 
to  the  public  park  shall  in  all  cases  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
any  statute  having  force  in  said  city,  which  shall  expressly  pro- 
hibit any  of  the  otfences  hereby  forbidden,  and  in  case  of  a  pro- 
secution under  any  such  statute  for  any  such  offence  this  By-Law 
shall  not  apply. 


^  TITLE  4.— Injuries  to  property  and  notices. 

666.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner  thereof  to  deface  any  building,  fence,  telegraph  or 
telephone  pole  or  lamp-post  or  any  private  or  other  property-  by 
writing,  printing,  painting  or  posting  thereon  or  attaching  thej-e- 
to  printed,  painted,  written  or  other  notices. 

667.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner  thereof  to  pull  down  or  deface  uny  sign-board  or 
written,  painted  or  printed  notice  lawfully  affixed  within  the  city. 

668.  Without  lawful  authority  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  anj- 
person  to  injure,  remove  or  destroy  any  tree  or  shrub  planted  oj- 
presei'ved  for  shade  or  ornament  in  the  city,  and  no  person  shall 
do  so  without  such  authority- 

669.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  foi-  any  person  to  violate  any  c(ime- 
tery,  grave,  tomb,  tomb-stone  or  vault  in  the  city,  whei'e  the 
dead  are  interred,  or  dig  in  or  injure  the  same,  oi-  injure  any  tomb, 
tomb-stone  or  vault  therein. 

670.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  tor  any  person  to  stick  or  fasten  any 
placard,  card,  poster  or  advertisment  to  any  building,  gate,  dooi', 
fence  or  wall  without  the  permission  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  premises.

TITLE   l-The  Harbour. 

f)7l.  I(  sliull  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Habour  Master,  or  bin  assistant, 
and  lie  is  liei'eb}'  authorized  and  empowered  to  direct  tliat  all 
vessels,  craft  or  floats  arrivin*;-  in  the  harbour  of  tlie  City  of 
Kingston  be  placed  in  their  turn  in  such  naannei',  in  regard  to 
anchoring,  mooring,  loading,  unloading,  cliange  of  place  or  station, 
moving  or  shifting,  use  of  harboui',  or  extent  of  accommodation, 
as  he  shall  think  lit,  with  a  view  to  their  sj^eedy  loading,  unload- 
ing or  accom2:)lishment  of  >^uch  other  purposes  as  may  have  caused 
them  to  enter  the  harbour,  as  also  to  the  general  convenience  and 
safety  ot  all  vessels,  cratt  or  floats  coming  into,  remaining  in,  or 
going  out  of  the  harboui- — provided  always  that  in  the  selection 
of  berths  or  moorings  a  vessel  with  cargo  shall  have  precedence  of 
a  vessel  light  or  in  ballast,  and  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
interfere  with  the  private  right  of  the  proprietor,  or  lessee  of  a 
wharf,  to  moor  his  vessel,  craft  oi-  float  thereat,  in  such  a  manner 
as  not  to  obstruct  the  public  use  or  navigation  of  the  harbour  or 
the  slips. 

(J72.  Vessels  laden  with  wood,  sand,  stone,  lime  and  produce,  to 
be  sold  or  transhipped  at  the  city,  shall  in  all  cases  have  the 
preference  over  other  vessels  at  the  slips  near  the  water's  edge  in 
arriving  at  and  remaining  in  said  slips,  but  no  vessel  of  any  de- 
scription shall,  during  the  winter,  occupy  any  of  the  slips  with 
which  there  is  communication  with  any  of  the  streets  practicable 
for  a  team  and  sleigh,  and  no  vessel,  craft  or  float  shall  be  so 
mooreil  or  aiiehoied  within  the  harbour,  or  in  an}^  slip  oi-  dock,  so 
as  to  prevent  or  obstruct  the  jiassage  of  any  other  vessel  craft  or 
float. 

(J73.  Whenever  there  shall  be  in  the  harbour  any  vessel,  craft  or 
float  insecurely  fastened,  ailrift,  sunken,  or  laid  up,  notin  use,  which 
may  require  to  be  fastened,  raised,  removed,  or  its  location  changed, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant,  to 
notify  the  owner,  master  oi- othei-  person  who   may   be  in   charge 
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tliei'cot',  to  xeciire,  rai^io  or  remove  such  vessel,  craft  or  float,  with- 
out delay.  But  if  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant  shall  be  un- 
able* to  tind  the  master,  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  such  vessel, 
craft,  or  float  as  afoi'csaid,  or  if  no  person  answering  such 
description  can  be  found  by  him  or  them,  such  notice  shall  not  be 
required,  and  any  person  wdio  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply 
with  such  order  or  direction  shall  he  guilt}"  of  a  breach  of  this 
B3"-law  for  every  day  he  or  the}"  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  observe 
the  same,  and  shall  be  liable  to  punishment  accordingly. 

674.  If  any  vessel,  craft  or  float  shall  not  be  secured,  raised, 
removed,  or  its  location  changed,  in  compliance  with  thedirection 
of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant,  after  notice,  or  if  the 
Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant  shall  be  unable  to  serve  such 
notice  as  aforesaid,  in  either  case,  it  shall  be  his  and  their  duty  to 
cause  such  vessel,  craft  or  float  to  be  secured,  i-aised,  removed  or 
its  location  changed  as  aforesaid,  emjjloyiug  such  assistance  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose;  all  expenses  which  may  be  incurred 
in  any  case  shall  be  recoverable  of  the  owner,  master  or  other 
person  having  charge  of  such  vessel,  craft  or  float,  and  the  same 
expenses  shall  be  summarily  recovered  under  the  provisions  of 
this  By-law  in  that  behalf,  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal  Act. 
And  if  any  person  shall  resist  the  Harbour  Master,  his  assistants 
or  any  person  acting  under  him  or  them  in  the  execution  of  such 
duty  or  of  any  duty  imposed  upon  him  or  them  by  the  provisions 
of  this  By-law  relative  to  the  harboui',  such  person  so  resisting 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and  punishable  accord- 
ingly. 

G75.  No  vessel,  craft  or  float  shall  be  anchored  or  moored 
across  the  entrance  to  any  dock  or  slip,  nor  shall  any  vessel,  craft 
or  float  be  anchored  or  moored  nearer  than  three  hundred  yards 
from  any  of  the  wharves  opposite  or  nearest  thereto  except  when 
leading  or  unloading  or  laid  up  at  the  owners  or  consignees  wharf. 

6^6.  No  master  or  ])erson  in  cliarge  of  any  vessel,  craft  or  float 
shall  be  guilty  of  any  unreasonable,  unnecessary  or  vexatious  de- 
lay in  loading,  unloading,  or  moving  the  same,  or  in  obeying  the 
lawful  orders  of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant  with  respect 
thereto. 
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677.  No  person  discharging  the  cargo  of  any  vessel,  craft  or 
float,  shall  sufter  any  part  of  such  cargo  to  remain  projecting  over 
the  front  of  any  wharf  after  such  vessel,  craft  or  float  shall  remove 
from  the  wharf. 

678.  It  shall  be  lawful,  M'^hen  the  circumstances  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant,  render  it  necessary,  for 
steamboats  and  other  vessels  to  load  and  unload  over  the  decks  of 
each  other  respectively,  and  no  person  in  charge  of  any  such  boat 
or  vessel  shall,  when  thereunto  rfiquii'ed  by  the  Harbour  Master 
or  his  assistant,  refuse  to  permit  a  person  in  chai'ge  of  any  other 
boat  or  vessel  so  to  load  or  unload — provided  always  that  when 
necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Harbour  Master  or  his 
assistant,  the  wharf  and  such  boats  or  vessels  shall  be  connected 
together  with  proper  gangways,  securely  placed,  and  all  necessary 
precautions  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  injury  to  the  vessels  so  to 
be  passed  over. 

679.  AH  vessels  using  steam-power  shall,  while  entering  and 
on  leaving  the  harboui-,  be  moved  slowly,  at  a  speed  not  exceed- 
ing five  miles  j)er  hour;  and  all  sail  vessels  shall  likewise  be 
moved  slowly,  and  under  short  sail,  so  as  not  in  any  case  to  en- 
danger or  injure  other  vessels  or  boats. 

680.  No  master  or  other  jjerson,  owning  or  having  charge  of 
any  vessel,  craft  or  float,  shall  leave  the  same  in  the  harbour, 
without  first  providing  some  proper  and  competent  provision  for  ' 
managing  and  securing  the  same,  except  when  the  ice  has  become 
permanent  in  the  harbour. 

681.  No  master  or  person  in  charge  of  any  vessel,  craft  or  float, 
nor  any  other  person  whomsoevei-,  shall  fasten  any  hawser  or 
other  rope  or  chain  across  any  part  of  the  harbour  or  in  any  slip, 
so  as  to  obstruct  the  passage,  except  for  the  express  purpose  of 
hauling  in  or  out  immediately  or  for  the  pur])ose  of  hauling  off  a 
vessel,  craft  or  float,  agi-ound  or  for  other  necessary  temporary 
pui'pose,  and  in  such  case,  such  master  or  person  shall  slack  the 
hawser,  r()j)e  oi-  chain,  in  order  to  give  a  free  passage  to  any  other 
vessel,  craft  or  float  that  may  require  to  pass. 

682.  No   master  or  pei'son  in  chai-ge  of  any  vessel,  craft  or 
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float,  1o  which  any  other  vessel,  craft  or  float,  may  be  made  fast 
by  any  rope,  hawser  or  chain,  shall  cast  olf,  or  due  to  be  cast  of, 
any  such  rope,  hawser  oi-  chain  without  giving  notice  to  the 
master  or  person  in  charge  of  an}'  such  vessel,  craft  or  float  so 
made  fast. 

683.  All  vessels,  crafts  and  floats,  whether  using  steam  or 
otherwise,  while  in  the  harbour,  shall  have  and  keep  their  anchors 
(not  in  use)  on  board,  or  suspended  from  the  hawse  pipe,  the  ring 
or  shackle  below  the  surface  of  the  water;  and  all  vessels,  crafts 
and  floats,  while  in  the  harbour,  shall  be  securely  ftistened  and 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  drift  or  be  adrift. 

684.  The  master  or  person  in  charge  of  any  vessel  lying  along 
side  the  wharves  or  adjoining  any  other  vessel,  shall  cause  her 
hatchways  to  be  securely  and  completely  covered  with  hatches  or 
gratings  or  otherwise  protected  immediately  after  the  work  of 
loading  or  unloading,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  been  finished 
for  the  time,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  remain  so  covered  until 
the  time  when  the  work  again  begins, 

685.  Every  steamboat,  propeller  or  other  vessel  used  in  convey- 
ing passengers,  resorting  to  the  harbour,  shall  be  provided  with  a 
good  and  sufficient  gangway  for  the  use  of  persons  going  and 
coming  from  aboard  such  vessel,  and  on  dark  nights  a  light  shall 
be  placed  on  the  said  vessel  near  the  gangway,  so  that  the 
passage  from  the  said  vessel  to  the  wharf  shall  be  clearly  lighted. 

686.  All  floats  in  the  harbour  and  vessels  or  ci-aft  moored  to  any 
wharf  in  any  part  of  the  harbour,  shall,  during  the  night,  show  a 
light  at  the  bowsprit  and  one  at  the  stern  or  one  at  each  end, 

687.  No  fires  shall  be  used  inanj'  vessel,  ci-aft  or  float,  anchored 
or  moored  in  the  harbour,  oi-  at  an}'  of  the  wharves,  except  in 
proper  cabooses  or  stoves  or  hearths  of  brick,  or  iron,  or  other 
hard  metal  properly  secured. 

688.  No  light  shall  be  allowed  on  any  vessel  (except  signal 
lights  and  lights  on  steamboats)  after  ten  o'clock  at  night,  but 
lights  may  be  used  after  this  hour  in  the  cabin  of  any  vessel,  where 
a  ])erson  must  be  during  the  time  such  lights  are   used,   in  atten- 
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dance,  or  where  the  light  is  so  secured  as  to  prevent  the  danger  of 
accidental  fire. 

689.  A  light  may  be  used  at  any  time  on  vessels  actually  load- 
ing and  unloading,  and  on  any  steamboat  having  a  watch  on 
board,  the  necessary  tires  for  getting  up  steam  may  be  made  when 
required. 

090.  The  owner,  master  or  person  in  charge  of  any  steam- 
vessel  visiting  the  said  harbour,  which  has  a  chimney  from  the 
boiler  tires,  through  which  sparks  of  tire  or  hot  coals  or  cinders, 
ma}'  escape,  shall  be  compelled  to  have  a  bonnet  or  screen  made 
of  wire,  sheet  iron  or  other  suitable  metal,  in  such  a  way  as  to 
prevent  the  sparks,  coals  or  cinders  from  escaping. 

691.  No  tar,  pitch,  turpentine,  rosin,  oil  or  grease,  shall  bo 
boiled  or  heated  near  the  harbour  except  at  such  safe  place  as  the 
Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant,  may  point  out,  unless  a  proper 
person  remain  constantly  in  charge  of  the  pot  or  Kettle, 
which  shall  be  pi'ovided  with  a  suificient  cover  or  other  effectual 
means  of  immediately  extinguishing  any  fire  which  might  occur 
during  such  boiling  or  heating  or  otherwise — provided  that  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  any  shipyard  or  enclosed  private 
property. 

692.  No  master  or  person  in  charge  of  any  vessel  shall  throw,  or 
permit,  any  ballast,  rubbish,  ashes,  coals,  cinders  or  refuse  matter 
to  be  thrown,  from  his  vessel,  craft  or  floats,  or  boats  into  the 
harbour  or  sli^DS,  nor  shall  any  person  or  pei'sons  throw  dirt,  filth, 
rubbish,  obstructions,  logs  or  matter  of  any  kind,  into  the  harbour 
or  slips,  which  would  tend  to  choke  or  obstruct  or  fill  up  or  im- 
pair the  use  or  injure  the  navigation  of  the  harbour  or  slips  or 
^ul  said  harbour  or  slips. 

693.  No  person  shall  place  any  earth,  obstructions,  logs  or  other 
matter  on  the  ice  of  the  harbour  or  slips  or  in  the  harbour  or 
slips  or  on  the  shores  of  the  harbour  or  slips  or  upon  any  of  the 
public  wharves,  piers  or  embankments. 

694.  No  person  shall  unload  any  vessel,  craft  or  float,  at  or  on 
any  of  the  public  wharves,  landings,  docks  or  slips  which  now 
are  or  hei'eafter  may  be   in  this  city  or  otherwise  place  or  de- 
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posit  at  or  on  any  such  wharves,  hmding  docks  or  slips,  any  stone, 
timber,  lumber,  tirewood  or  other  materials,  without  permission 
of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant  or  some  other  authorized 
officer  of  the  city— provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  contained 
shall  atfect  the  rights  of  private  owners  or  lessees  of  wharf 
property. 

695.  Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  three  last  pre- 
ceding sections,  shall  be  compelled  to  remove,  where  possible,  the 
thing  unloaded,  landed,  or  deposited,  immediately  after  receivijig 
notice  from  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant  or  from  any 
Police  Officer  or  other  City  Officer,  to  that  effect,  and  a  l•efu^al  or 
neglect  to  so  remove  the  same,  where  possible,  will  be  a  breach  of 
this  By-law,  equally  with  the  unloading,  landing  or  depositing 
thereof,  and  similarly  punishable,  and  each  days  default  will  be  a 
separate  offence. 

696.  No  person  shall  place  the  dead  body  of  any  aninuil  or  any 
part  of  any  dead  animal  in  the  waters  of  the  harbour  or  slips  or 
on  the  ice  thereof. 

697.  No  person  shall  drown  or  kill  any  animal  in  the  watej-s  of 
the  harbour  or  slips,  leaving  its  body  therein. 

698.  No  person  shall  cut  any  holes  in  the  ice  of  the  harbour  or 
slips,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  water  or  of  easing  vessels 
laid  up  in  the  hai-bour,  which  shall  be  done  and  protected  undei- 
the  direction  of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant,  and  no  pei-- 
son  shall  cut  or  take  any  ice  in  the  harbour  or  slips  without  first 
applying  to  the  Harbour  Master  and  having  a  place  assigned  to 
him  for  that  purpose,  and  no  ice  shall  be  cut  or  taken  from  any 
such  place,  unless,  and  until,  such  place  has  been  pi-otected  or 
planted  around  with  pine,  hemlock  or  cedar  bushes,  stuck  upright 
in  the  ice  and  at  least  four  feet  high  fi-om  the  surface  of  the  snow 
and  six  feet  apart  or  with  a  substantial  rail  fence  of  the  same 
height  and  to  the  satisfliction  of  the  Harbour  Master  oi-  his 
assistant. 

699.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbour  Mastei-  or  his  assistant 
to  assign,  on  application  of  any  resident  of  the  city  or  any  mastej- 
of  a  vessel  lying  in  the  harbour,  a  fit  place  in  the  harbour 
at  which  such  resident  or  master  may  cut  and  take  away  ice  after 
protection  and  planting  as  aforesaid. 
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700.  No  vessel  or  cj-aft  shall  lay  up  in  the  hai-bour  or  any  of 
the  slips  without  the  ownei-,  master  or  person  in  chai-ge  notifying 
the  IL'U'bour  Master,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assign  a  place  in 
which  such  vessel  or  craft  shall  lay  up  and  to  keep  a  register  of 
the  vessels  so  laid  up  and  the  places  hy  him  assigned  them.  But 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  owner  or  lessee  of  a 
wharf  fi'om  laj'ing  up  any  vessel  at  the  outer  end  of  his  wharf  or 
in  the  slip  at  the  side  thereof  except  when  by  the  provisions  of 
this  Bj'-law  relating  to  the  harbour  the  slip  is  to  be  kept  clear 
and  in  so  far  as  it  is  to  be  kept  clear,  and  so  as  not  to  hinder  and 
obsiruct  ether  vessels  or  the  use  oi  the  slip  by  the  public. 

701.  All  masters  or  perso.is  in  charge  of  vessels  or  craft  ai-riv- 
ing  in  the  night  time  shall  hoist  their  distinctive  colors  on  the 
following  morning  at  sunrise  and  continue  flying  them  until 
boarded  by  the  Harbour  Master  or  liis  assistant,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  Officer  or  his  assistant  to  board  them  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible. 

702.  The  hands  or  crew  in  the  absence  of  the  master  of  any 
vessel,  craft  or  float  shall  be  liable  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-law 
relating  to  the  hai'bour,  and  in  such  case  any  order  lawfully  given 
by  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant  shall  have  the  like  eftect, 
and  be  obeyed  as  if  given  to  the  master  in  person. 

703.  No  person  shall  disobej'  the  lawful  orders  or  directions 
of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  assistant  in  administering  the  pro- 
visions of  this  By-law  relating  to  the  harbour,  and  no  person  shall 
molest,  hinder  or  disturb  them  in  any  way,  while  in  the  proper 
performance  of  their  duties  as  authorized  by  the  provisions  afore- 
said, and  such  assistants  when  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Harbour 
Master  shall  have  and  receive  tho  same  powers  and  consideration 
from  all  peisons  as  the  Harbour  Master. 

70-1.  That  hereafter,  subject  to  the'  i-ights  of  the  Govei  nment 
and  of  the  military  authorities,  and  any  private  rights  which  may 
exist,  no  wharf,  pier  or  other  erection  shall  be  begun  or  built  or 
extended  in  any  part  of  the  waters  of  the  hai'bour  without  per- 
mission be  first  had  and  obtained  from  the  City  Council,  by  reso- 
lution of  the  Council  adopted  at  one  of  its  regular  meetings,  and 
hereafter  no  wiiai-f,  jjier  or  other  erection  shall   be   ])erinitted  to 
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extend  or  .shall  extend  beyond  or  further  out  than  the  dotted  line 
in  red  ink  on  a  plan  of  the  harbour  made  by  John  C.  Innes,  C.E., 
dated  the  nineteenth  day  of  December,  1879,  and  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Clerk,  which  line  is  marked  "line  of  "wharf  ex- 
tension" on  said  plan  ;  and  wharves  and  piei"s  may  with  such  per- 
mission as  aforesaid  be  extended  out  to  the  said  line  and  jio 
further. 

705.  The  words  "vessels  and  crafts"  shall  be  deemed  to  inchtde 
every  species  of  steam  and  other  vessels  and  boats  lying  or  floating 
in  or  navigating  the  harbour,  and  the  word  "float"  shall  be  deemed 
to  mean  and  include  all  rafts  of  timber,  lumber,  logs,  wood,  trees, 
firewood,  or  other  floating  material,  and  the  word  "harbour"  shall 
mean  and  be  deemed  to  include  all  those  parts  of  Lake  Ontario 
and  the  great  River  Cataraqui,  by  law  included  within  the  limits 
of  the  city  and  harbour  of  Kingston  together  with  the  slips  con- 
nected therewith  and  part  thei-eof. 

706.  No  person  shall  drive  or  ride  a  horse  or  horses  on  or  near 
any  of  the  wharves  at  a  quicker  pace  than  a  walk,  and  the  drivers 
of  cabs,  carts  and  other  vehicles  shall  so  arrange  them  as  not  to 
block  up  or  unduly  obstruct  the  entrance  or  passage  to  any  wharf. 

%0l.  Any  person  causing  or  procuring  or  permitting  anj'thing 
to  be  done  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  relating  to 
the  harbour  shall  be  equally  guilty  of  a  breach  thereof  as  the  per- 
son actually  doing  it. 

708.  No  person  shall  sound  any  steam-whistle  or  steam 
sounding  apparatus  on  any  steamboat  or  vessel  in  the  harbour 
except  one  blowor  whistle  three  times  in  succession  on  entering 
the  harbour. 

709.  No  person  shall  sound  any  steam-whistle  or  steam 
sounding  apj^nratus  on  any  steamboat  oi-  vessel  in  the  harbour 
approaching  the  Cataraqui  Bridge  on  either  side  for  the  purpose 
of  passing  throughthe  same,  until  such  steamboat  or  vessel  is  within 
five  hundred  yards  of  the  said  bridge,  and  then  only  by  giving 
four  sharp  short  whistles  or  bh^ws,  which  may  be  repeated  once. 

710.  Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to    prevent   the  sounding   of  any  such  steam-whistle   or   steam 
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sounding  apparatus  whero  actually  necessary  for  the  pre- 
vention of  accidents  in  navigating  the  harbour,  but  no  steam- 
whistle  shall  be  blown  or  soundod  more  than  ten  seconds  at 
one  time  without  an  interval  of  one  minute  each  time  of  blowing 
or  sounding. 

711.  No  steamboat  or  vessel  shall,  whilst  lying  at  any  wharf  or 
moored  in  the  harbour,  sound  any  steam-whistle  or  other  steam- 
sounding  apparatus. 


TITLE  2.— Respecting  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Poles  and  Wires. 

712.  Telegraph  and  telephone  poles  shall  be  erected.in  the  public 
streets  and  places  in  the  city  only  in  such  a  manner  as  that  the 
public  I'ight  of  travelling  on,  and  user  of,  said  streets  and  places 
shall  not  be  interfered  wjth,  and  not  more  than  one  row  of  such 
poles  (counting  those  now  erected),  whether  telegraph  or  tele- 
phone, or  the  two  combined,  shall  be  erected  on  one  and  the  same 
side  of  any  public  street  or  place  without  the  leave  of  this  Council, 
and  such  row  of  poles  shall  be  placed  immediately  outside  or  at 
the  outer  edge  of  the  sidewalk,  and  where  there  is  no  sidewalk, 
then  within  ten  feet  from  the  side  of  the  street  or  place — provided 
that  the  poles  of  the  fire-alarm  telegraph  shall  be  held  to  be  tele- 
graph poles  within  the  meaning  of  this  section. 

713.  The  said  telegraph  and  telephone  poles  shall  not  exceed  forty 
feet  in  height  from  the  surface  of  the  street  or  place,  they  shall  be 
of  cedar  or  pine,  straight  and  sound  and  perpendicular  when 
placed,  and  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter  at  the  small  end, 
and  they  shall  be  cleared  of  branches  and  bark  and  well  smoothed 
and  rounded,  and  they  shall  be  painted  with  two  coats  of  paint  by 
the  companies  or  proprietors  immediately  upon  being  erected  and 
thereafter  at  least  once  every  two  years,  with  one  coat  of  paint, 
and  in  such  colours  as  this  Council  may  desire — provided  that  all 
poles  now  erected  which  have  not  been  yet  painted  shall  bo 
painted  with  two  coats  as  afoi-esaid  immediatel}^  after  the  passing 
of  this  By-law  and  shall  thereafter  be  painted  everj^  two  j-ears  as 
aforesaid  by  the  companies  or  proprietors. 
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*714:.  The  lowest  wii-e  hung  or  attached  to  any  of  the  said  poles 
shall  be  at  least  twenty-two  leet  from  the  surface  of  the  street  or 
place  beneath  it  at  the  lowest  part  of  the  said  wire  and  this  sec- 
tion shall  apply  to  poles  and  wii-es  now  erected. 

715.  The  said  poles  shall  be  planted  firmly  and  securely  per- 
pendicularly, their  lower  ends  being  not  less  than  five  feet  be- 
neath the  surface  of  the  street  or  place,  and  the}'  shall  be  so  main- 
tained, and  when  broken  or  in  disrepair  they  shall  be  renewed 
with  sound  poles  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  By-law 
relating  to  telegraph  and  telephones  poles  and  wires  and  painted 
as  aforesaid. 

716.  None  of  the  said  wires  shall  cross  or  pass  along  any  roof 
except  at  a  distance  of  two  feet  above  the  same  or  be  supported 
by  or  from  an}'  roof  without  leave  of  the  owner. 

717.  No  such  pole  shall  be  erected  opposite  the  door  of  a  dwelling 
house  or  shop  in  such  a  place  or  manner  as  that  free  access  to  and 
from  such  dwelling  house  or  shop  shall  be  impeded. 

718.  No  person  shall  stick  or  fasten  any  sign  boards,  advertising 
boards,  bills,  posters,  notices,  papers,  advertisements,  or  docu- 
ments of  any  kind,  printed,  written,  painted,  marked  or  otherwise 
formed  or  executed  to,  or  upon,  oj*  against  any  such  pole,  or 
paint  or  mark  anything  thereupon. 

719.  The  pi'ovisions  of  this  ±}y-law  relating  to  telegraph  and 
telephone  poles  and  wires  shall  alsa  apply  to  every  other  kind  of 
poles  that  may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  law  to  be  erected  in  the 
public  streets  or  places. 

720.  No  person  shall  when,  or  in  the  course  of  erecting  or  re- 
pairing telegraph  or  telephone  poles,  or  hanging,  fixing  or  lepair- 
ing  telegraph  or  telephone  wires  or  othei'  apparatus,  or  making 
preparations  ^herefoi',  shall  cut  down,  cut,  break,  lop  or  injui-e  any 
ti*ee,  shrub  or  sapling  planted  in  any  public  street  or  place,  or  any 
branch  or  part  thereof. 
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nivisioi^  XI. 

TITLE   I. -Public  Morals. 

721.  No  pcrf>on  shall,  within  the  city,  sell  or  give  intoxicating 
drink  to  a  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  without  the 
consent  of  the  parent,  master,  or  legal  protector  of  such  child. 

722.  No  person  shall  j)ost  indecent  placards,  writing  or  pic- 
tures, or  write  indecent  words,  or  make  indecent  pictures  or 
drawings,  on  any  walls  or  fences  in  the  streets  or  public  places 
within  the  city. 

723.  No  person  shall  be  guilty  of  profane  swearing,  or  shall 
make  use  of  obscene,  blasphemous  or  grossly  insulting  language, 
or  be  guilty  of  any  other  immorality,  indecency  or  vice  within 
the  city. 

724.  No  person  shall  exhibit,  or  sell,  or  offer,  or  expose  for 
sale,  or  have  in  his  possession  within  the  city  for  sale,  any  inde- 
cent or  lewd  book,  paper,  picture,  plate,  drawing,  or  other  thing. 

725.  No  person  shall  exhibit  or  perform  any  indecent,  immoral 
or  lewd  pla}',  performance  or  show,  or  give  any  indecent  exhibi- 
tion within  the  city,  and  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  the  High 
Bailitf  or  Chief  of  Police,  or  any  policeman  or  peace  officer,  may 
prevent  the  same  from  being  given,  performed  or  exhibited. 

726.  No  person  shall  make  any  indecent  public  exposure  of  his 
person  within  the  city. 

727.  It  shall  not  be  Uuvfiil  for  any  person  to  be  found  in  any  of 
the  public  streets,  parks  or  places  in  the  city  indecently  or  in- 
sufficiently clothed  or  dressed,  so  as  to  cause  an  indecent  public 
exposure  of  the  person  or  indecent  exhibition,  and  any  person  so 
found  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law. 

728.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  be  found  in  any 
of  the  public  streets,  parks  or  places  in  the  city,  if  a  woman  or 
girl,  dressed  as  a  man  or  boy,  or  if  a  man  or  boy,  dressed  as  a 
woman  or  girl,  or  otherwise  masked  or  disguised  to  conceal  or 
facilitate  the  ccmcealment  of  such  person's  identity,  and  any 
person  so  found  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this 
By-law. 
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*729.  No  person  shall  bathe  or  wash  liis  person  on  the  .shores  or 
wharves  or  in  the  harbour  of  the  city  within  the  limits  of  the  city 
between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  eight  o'clock 
in  tlie  afternoon,  exce]>t  in  any  public  bath  hereafter  to  be  es- 
tablished by  b^^-law;  Provided  always  that  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  held  to  prevent  any  person  from  bathing  in  the  said  har- 
bour at  Point  Frederick,  so  long  as  the  Department  of  Militia 
and  Defence  does  not  object  thereto. 

730.  No  person  shall  keep  or  frequent  a  house  of  ill  fame  or  a 
disorderly  house  within  the  city,  or  in  any  manner  contribute  to 
the  support  of  such  house  or  of  any  inmate  thei-eof,  or  voluntarily 
reside  therein. 

Y31.  No  person  shall  knowingly  let  any  house  or  building 
within  the  city  to  be  used  as  a  house  of  ill  fame,  or  knowingly  or 
wilfully  permit  any  house  of  which  he  is  the  owner,  trustee,  les- 
see or  agent,  or  otherwise  controls,  to  be  so  used. 

*732.  No  person  shall  permit  his  house  or  other  building  within 
the  city  to  be  used,  frequented  or  resorted  to  by  disoi'dcrly  or 
drunken  persons,  betting  men,  gamblers,  vagrants,  prostitutes, 
or  other  persons  of  bad  character. 

733.  No  person  shall  keep  a  gambling  house  within  the  city,  or 
keep  or  use  or  permit  to  be  kept  or  used,  for  the  purpose  of 
gambling,  in  any  house,  room  or  place,  within  the  city,  occupied 
by  him,  any  faro  bank,  rouge  et  noir  or  roulette  table,  or  any 
other  device  for  gambling,  or  permit  or  alloAV  an}'  games  of 
chance  or  hazard  with  dice,  cards  or  othei-  device,  to  be  played 
for  money,  liquor,  or  other  thing,  \vithiii  such  house,  room  or 
other  place,  and  no  person  shall  permit  any  description  of  gam- 
bling, playing  at  cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance,  or  betting, 
in  any  such  house,  room  oi*  place,  and  no  person  shall  fi-equent 
ajiy  such  house,  room  or  place,  or  gambling  house,  or  be  therein 
for  the  purpose  of  gaming. 

734.  No  person  shall  knowingly  let  any  house  or  building 
within  the  city,  or  permit  any  house  or  building  within  the  city 
of  his,  or  of  which  he  has  charge  oi-  control,  to  be  used  as  a 
gambling  house  oi'  j)lace  wherein  gambling  or  gaming  is  to  be,  or 
is,  carried  on,  and  no  person  shall  sell  or  conduct  the  sale  of  any 
article  oi-  thing  in  any  public  street,  square,  park,  or  ])ublic  mar- 
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ket  place  by  way  of  lottery,  or  gift  sale,  (real  or  pretended)  or 
in  any  way  in  which  there  is  an  element  of  gambling,  or  shall  in- 
vite or  induce  any  person  to  become  a  purchaser  of  any  such  ar- 
ticle or  thing  offered  for  sale  in  such  a  manner,  and  no  person 
shall  place  or  exhibit  for  the  purpose  of  gambling  or  gaming,  any 
gambling  or  gaming  board,  table  or  apparatus,  or  other  device  for 
gapibling  or  gaming,  in  any  public  street,  square,  park,  or  place, 
or  shall  gamble  or  play  games  thereon  or  therewith  in  such  public 
street,  square,  park,  or  place,  or  invite  or  induce  other  persons  to 
gamble  or  jDlay  games  thereon  in  such  jDublic  street,  sc^uare,  park, 
or  place. 

735.  The  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  High  Bailiff  or  Chief  of 
Police,  or  any  policeman  or  peace  officer,  maj'  enter  into  any 
house,  room  or  place  within  the  city  in  which  any  faro  bank, 
rouge  et  noir  or  roulette  table,  or  other  device  for  gambling,  may 
be  kept  or  used  for  gambling,  or  in  -which  gambling  of  any  de- 
scription may  be  carried  on,  and  may  arrest  any  j)erson  who  shall 
be  found  therein,  and  seize  and  destroy  all  such  faro  banks,  rouge 
et  noir,  roulette  tables,  and  other  devices  for  gambling  as  shall  be 
found  thei-ein. 


TITLE  2. -Drunk  and  Disorderly  Persons  and  Mendicants. 

736.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  be  found  drunk  or 
fighting  or  offering  to  fight  or  quarrelling  or  brawling  or  shout- 
ing, or  otherwise  disorderly,  in  any  public  street,  highway,  or 
public  place  in  the  said  city. 

737.  All  persons  who  shall  be  found  drunk,  or  fighting  or  offer- 
ing to  fight,  or  quarrelling,  brawling  or  shouting  or  otherwis*^ 
disorderly,  in  any  public  street  or  highway  or  public  place  in  the 
said  city  shall  immediately  be  taken  into  custody  by  any  Police 
Constable,  and  shall  bo  fined  in  such  penalty  and  dealt  with  in 
such  manner  as  is  authorized  by  this  By-law  for  a  breach  thereof. 

738.  All  persons  wandering  abroad,  or  yjlacing  themselves  in 
streets,  public  places,  courts  or  pa^^sages,  or  going  from  door  to 
door  to  beg  or  gather  alms,  or  causing  or  ])rocuring  or  encourag- 
ing any  child  or  children  so  to  do,  or  endeavouring  by  the  expo- 
sure of  wounds,  diseases,  or  deformities,  to  effect  the  same  pur- 
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pose,  and  all  persons  imposing,  or  endeavoring  to  impose,  upon 
persons  or  charitable  institutions  by  any  false  or  fraudulent  re- 
presentation, either  verbally  or  in  writing,  with  a  view  to  obtain 
money  or  some  other  advantage  or  benefit,  shall  be  deemed  men- 
dicants and  street  beggars  within  the  true  meaning  and  intent  of 
this  By-law. 

739.  If  any  drunken  person,  mendicant  or  street  beggar  {;s 
aforesaid  shall  be  found  or  seen  acting  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
deemed  an  oftence  against  this  By-law,  and  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  any  constable  or  any  other  person  whomsoever  with- 
out any  warrant  for  that  purpose  to  apprehend  such  person  so 
found  offending,  and  to  carry  and  convey  or  cause  to  be  carried 
and  conveyed  such  person  when  so  apprehended  before  the  police 
magistrate  or  any  other  justice  ol  the  peace  of  the  said  city, 
having  jurisdiction,  or  to  the  police  station,  there  to  be  kept  until 
such  person  so  apprehended  can  with  all  convenient  S])eed  be 
brought  before  the  said  police  magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace. 

740.  When  any  drunken  person,  mendicant  oi-  street  beggar, 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  apprehended  by  any  person  or  constable  as 
aforesaid,  and  brought  before  the  police  magistrate  or  any  justice 
of  the  peace  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  tbe  said 
police  magistrate  or  justice  to  examine  the  person  apprehended, 
and  to  take  the  evidence  upon  oath  of  any  credible  person  as  to 
the  offence  of  drunkenness,  mendicancy  or  street  begging,  as  the 
case  may  be,  alleged  and  charged  against  the  person  so  appre- 
hended; and  if  such  offence  be  proved  .such  person  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  shall  be  dealt  with 
accordingly. 

741.  Instead  of  proceeding  under  this  By-law  against  any  such 
drunken  person,  mendicant  or  street  beggar,  the  police  magis- 
trate or  other  justice  having  jurisdiction,  ma}' proceed  against  such 
drunken  person,  mendicant  or  street  beggar  under  any  statute  or 
law  dealing  with  such  persons, 

742.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  in  any  public  street 
or  place  to  importune  another  person  for  help  or  aid  in  money. 

743.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  deformed  or  malformed 
or    diseased    person     to  expose  himself,  or   for    an}'    person    to 
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expose  any  deformed,  or  malformed,  or  diseased  person,  in 
the  public  streets  oi-  places  to  excite  sympathy  or  induce  help  or 
assistance  from  general  or  public  charity;  and  ever}'  deformed, 
malformed  or  diseased  person  so  exposed  contrary  to  this  section, 
shall  be  immediately  i-emoved  or  caused  to  be  removed  by  any 
officer  of  the  City  Council  or  police  constable,  and  in  case  of  a 
repetition  of  the  offence  any  such  deformed,  or  malformed  or  dis- 
eased person,  and  any  person  exposing  such  malformed,  de- 
formed or  diseased  person,  may  be  forthwith  arrested  and  taken 
into  custod}^  to  be  brought  before  the  poli(;e  magistrate  or  other 
justice  as  aforesaid  to  be  dealt  with  as  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law. 

744.  Provided  that  any  person  having  a  certificate  signed 
within  six  months  b}'  a  priest,  clergyman  or  minister  of  the 
gospel  or  two  justices  of  the  peace  residing  in  the  said  city,  that 
he  or  she  is  a  deserving  object  of  charity,  ma}'  beg  and  take  alms 
in  the  said  city  notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained. 


TITLE  3.-Pollce. 

745.  There  shall  ])e  a  Folic  Force  established  and  maintained 
for  the  city. 

746.  A  Police  Office  and  Station  is  hereby  established  in  and  for 
the  City  of  Kingston,  and  the  present  Police  Office  and  Station, 
situate  in  the  City  Buildings,  shall  continue  to  be  the  Police 
Office  and  Station  of  the  said  City. 

747.  The  Police  cells  and  the  ante-room  or  day  room  thereto 
now  used  in  connection  with  the  said  Police  Office  and  Station 
shall  also,  fi'om  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-law,  bo  and  con- 
stitute, and  are  hereby  established,  a  Lock-up  house  for  the  said 
city,  aud  said  Lock-up  house  shall  be  in  charge  of  and  under  the 
management,  regulation  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  Police  of  the  said  city  in  connection  with  the  said 
Police  Office  and  Station. 

748.  The  persons  detained  in  the  said  Police  Office  and  Station, 
or  in  the  said  Lock-up  house,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  in  charge 
of  the  Police  Force  of  the  said  city,  under  the  regulations  of  the 
said    Board  of  Commissioners  of  Police,  made   or  to  be  made  in 
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that  behalf.  And  no  person  sliall  hold  any  conversation,  or  have 
any  communication  by  speech-signs  or  by  writing  or  by  letter  or 
otherwise,  or  sliall  hand  or  throw  or  convey  any  liquor,  tobacco, 
lights,  matches,  cigars,  cigarettes,  weapons,  tools,  implements,  or 
any  other  article  or  thing  whatsoever  to  any  person  detained  in  the 
said  Lock-ujjhoLise  or  Police  Office  and  Station,  clandestinely  or 
secretly,  or  otherwise,  except  through  the  medium  or  with  the 
permission  of  the  Police  authorities  in  charge,  and  any  such 
article  or  thing  given  or  conveyed  as  aforesaid  without  the 
permission  of  tho  Police  authorities  in  charge,  or  through  them, 
to  any  person  detained  in  the  said  Lock-up  house  or  Police 
Office  and  Station,  shall  be  destroyed  or  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the 
public,  as  the  said  Board  may  determine. 

749.  The  provisions  of  this  By-law  contained  in  the  four  pre- 
ceding sections  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Act  in  that  behalf 


DIVISION  XII. 


TITLE  I. -Court  of  Revision. 

750.  The  Court  of  Eevision  shall  not  have  power  to  remit  or 
reduce  the  taxes  due  by  any  person  unless  the  petition  for  such  re- 
mission or  reduction  is  presented  not  later  than  *he  month  of  No- 
vember in  the  year  for  which  such  taxes  are  imposed,  and  all  such 
remissions  and  reductions  shall  be  made  by  the  Court  of  Eevision 
in  the  year  in  which  such  taxes  are  imposed,  and  not  otherwise. 
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DIYISION  XIII. 

TITLE    l.-Publlc  Works,  Contracts,  Labour,  and  Supplies 

751.  No  Mayor,  or  other  member  or  members,  or  committee, 
of  this  Council,  or  officer  thereof  shall  order  or  contract  or  assume 
to  order  or  contract  for  any  works  to  be  done  or  men,  horses, 
vehicles  or  machines  to  be  employed,  or  to  purchase  or  procure 
any  such,  for,  to,  or  in  the  name,  or  on  behalf  of,  this  Council  or 
Corporation,  unless  such  mayor  or  member  or  members  or  com- 
mittee or  officer  be  expressl}'  authorized  so  to  do  b}^  a  resolution! 
of  this  Council  duly  to  be  passed  antecedent  to  any  such  orderin*;, 
contracting,  employing  or  purchasing.  Provided  that  nothing 
herein  contained 'shall  be  held  to  prevent  the  mayor  or  othei-  head 
of  the  Council  for  the  time  being  in  case  of  emergency  and  where 
the  public  interest  or  safety  would  be  endangered  by  delay  or 
where  the  preservation  or  protection  of  the  public  property 
immediately  requires  it,  to  order,  contract,  employ  oi"  purchase 
as  aforesaid,  as  ma}^  be  absolutely  necessary  in  the  particular 
case,  upon  the  requisition  of  a  quorum  of  the  proper  commit- 
tees according  to  the  nature  of  the  case;  all  such  transctions  to 
be  reported  to  the  next  ensuing  meeting  of  this  Council.  And 
provided  that  the  mayor  or  any  Committee  may  in  case  of  emer- 
gency as  aforesaid,  order,  contract,  employ,  or  purchase  as  afore- 
said to  the  extent  of  twenty  dollars  only. 

752.  All  work  and  materials,  labor  and  supplies  beyond  the 
value  of  twenty  dollars  shall  be  conti-acted  for  on  tender  called 
for  by  public  advertisement  or  posteis  and  accepted  b}^  this 
Council  by  resolution  duly  to  be  passed.  Provided  that  ordinary 
street  cleaning,  patching  and  materials  therefor,  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Chairmen  of  the  Streets  Committee  and  of  the  several 
Wards,  within  the  limits  of  their  several  and  respective  ajipro- 
prialions,  and  provided  further  that  the  provisions  of  this  Division 
of  this  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to  work  required  to  be  done  in 
the  city  Parks  within  the  Pai-ks  a])pi()j>riation  when  the  amount  to 
be  expended  by  the  Parks  Comtnitlec  does  not  exceed  sixty  dollars, 
and  no  Ward  appropriation,  special  or  othei-  uppi'opriatioii,  sliall  in 
any  case   be  exceeded  without  the  express  authority  of  the  City 
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Council  as  aforesaid,  and  this  Corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for 
any  such  excess  in  the  absence  of  such  authorization  of  tliis 
Council. 

753.  This  Corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for  and  shall  not  pa}' 
for  an}'  work,  lal)our,  materials,  articles  or  supplies  as  aforesaid, 
ordered,  purchased,  conti-acted  for,  or  emplo3'ed,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  By-Law  relatin^^-  to  public  works,  contracts, 
purchases,  labour,  and  supplies;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
City  Engineer,  and  of  every  officer  and  member  of  this  Conned, 
upon  learning  that  any  of  thesaidjDrovisions  relating  as  aforesaid, 
has  been  infringed,  immediately  to  report  the  same  to  the  Mayor, 
or  to  this  Council,  and  in  the  meantime  to  cause  all  action  in  such 
matter  to  be  suspended  ;  and  the  said  City  Engineer  shall  keep  a 
true  account  of  all  appropriations  and  shall  see  that  the  same  are 
not  exceeded  in  any  case,  and  shall  forthwith  report  to  this  Coun- 
cil when  each  apj^ropriation  has  been  expended,  and  shall  also 
stop  immediatly  all  work  In  connection  with  which  such  appro- 
priation was  made  or  granted. 


TITLE  n.-House  of  Industry. 

754.  The  house  and  premises  on  jNIontreal  Street,  in  this  City 
now  occupied  and  used  as  a  House  of  Industry,  shall  continue  to 
be  the  House  of  Industry  of  the  said  City. 

755.  There  shall  be  chosen  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in 
February,  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned  twelve  Inspectors  (six 
of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum)  to  govern  and  manage  the  said  House 
of  Industry  under  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  pi'oper 
manaiiement  and  discipline  of  the  said  institution,  and  of  the 
inmates  and  officers,  to  be  adopted  and  approved  of  b}-  the  City 
Council  of  the  said  City  from  time  to  time. 

756.  The  following  Eules  and  I^egidations  are  declared  to  be 
the  Eules  and  Eegulations  for  the  government  and  management 
of  the  said  Honse  of  Industry,  and  its  inmates  and  officers: — 

((/)  Inmates. 

1.  Every  a])])licant  for  admission  to  the  House  of  Industry 
must  present  a  ticket  ot  admission  from  at  least  one  Inspector  of 
the  Institution. 
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2.  All  applicants  must  disclose  all  the  particulars  concerning 
themselves  required  by  the  Institution  for  entry  in  the  Admission 
Book  kept  by  the  Supei-intendent. 

3.  All  Inmates  who  are  able  shall  risa  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell 
at  six  o'clock  during  the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  August  and 
September,  and  at  seven  o'clock  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

4.  No  Inmate  shall  be  allowed  to  sit  down  to  meals  without  ap- 
pearing clean  and  properly  washed. 

5.  No  profane  or  immoral  language  or  conduct  shall  be  per- 
mitted in  the  Institution.  No  smoking  allowed  in  the  dormitories, 
and  no  spirituous  liquors  allowed  on  the  premises  without  per- 
mission from  a  Medical  Officer  being  given  in  writing. 

6.  The  inmates  who  are  able  may  attend  their  several  places  of 
worship  on  Sundays,  bnt  shall  return  to  the  'House  immediatel}' 
after  service  unless  permission  to  the  contrary  has  been  obtained 
from  the  Superintendent. 

7.  All  inmates  are  required  to  attend  Divine  Service  which  they 
respectively  profess  when  held  in  the  House,  unless  excused  by 
the  Superintendent. 

8.  Persons  supported  in  this  Institution  shall  perform  any  work 
they  are  required  to  do  b}'  the  Superintendent  or  Committee. 

y.  No  Inmate  shall  leave  the  Institution  expecting  to  return 
without  permission  of  the  Sujierintendent. 

10.  Any  Inmate  found  in  a  state  of  intoxication  shall  bo  imme- 
diately reported  by  the  Superintendent  to  the  weekly  Committee. 
»  11.  Any  Inmate  violating  any  of  the  above  rules  for  the  first 
offence  shall  be  reported  in  writing  by  the  Superintendent  to  the 
weekl}-^  Committee ;  and  for  the  second  offence  shall  be  subject  to 
dismissal  by  the  Superintendent,  who  shall  report  his  action. 

(b)    Oi-'i-'ICERS. 

75Y.  The  Officers  of  the  said  Institution  shall  consist  of  a 
Superintendent  and  a  Matron,  and  any  nurse  or  nurses  which 
may  be  occasionally  employed  by  the  Board. 

758.  The  Superintendent  and  Matron  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board,  and  shall  hold  office  during  pleasure  and  reside  in  the 
Institution,  and  shall  have  free  rations,  lodging,  fuel  and  light, 
and  shall  take  charge  of  the  provisions  and  stores  and  administer 
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the  same  to  ilic  ininales  with  care  and  witliout  waste.  They  shall 
Bce  that  the  inmates  wash  themselves  regularly,  and  keep  them- 
selves and  their  clothes  clean,  and  that  the  rooms  and  doi-mitories 
and  hed  clothes  are  regularly  cleaned  and  kept  clean,  and  they 
shall  not  absent  themselves  fi-om  the  Institution  without  leave  ex- 
cept on  its  business,  and  both  shall  not  be  absent  at  the  same  time ; 
and  they  shall  in  all  things  ol)e3^  the  Board,  and  the  member  or 
members  composing  the  Visiting  Committee  from  time  to  time. 

759.  (e)  Persons  who  are  Ineligible  for  Admission  to  this 

Institution. 

1.  Any  former  inmate  who  has  been  dismissed  fj-om  the  Insti- 
tution for  bad  conduct,  unless  the  Inspectors  are  satistied  as  to  re- 
formation in  character. 

2.  Persons  who  are  depraved  in  their  morals,  and  whose  gene- 
ral character  is  bad. 

3.  All  persons  with  contagious  disorders,  or  who  require  con- 
stant medical  treatment. 

•760.  Four  of  the  said  Inspectors  shall  consist  of  the  Mayoj-  of 
the  City  for  the  time  being,  and  three  members  of  the  said  City 
Council,  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  Council  annually,  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  in  February  in  each  3"ear. 

761.  The  remaining  Insj^cctors  shall  be  chosen  as  follows:  the 
persons  who  shall  bo  annual  subscribei's  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the 
said  Institution  to  the  amount  of  four  dollars  per  annum  and  up- 
wards, shall  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  for  the  purpose  annually  on  ^ 
the  first  Monday  of  February  in  each  year  as  aforesad,  of  which 
meeting  one  week's  public  notice  in  the  city  daily  newspapers 
shall  be  given,  by  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  such  subscribers  present 
at  such  meeting,  select  eight  of  the  said  subscribers  as  Inspectors, 
who  with  the  other  Inspectors,  members  of  the  said  Council,  shall 
form  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  said  Institution. 

762.  The  first  mectuig  of  the  subscribers  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned for  the  election  of  Inspectors,  in  accordanre  with  the  last 
section  of  this  By-law,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  the 
month  of  February,  next  ensuing  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this 
By-law. 

763.  The  said  Insjieetors  shall  ajijioint  one  of  themselves  to  be 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Institution. 
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764.  The  Institution  shall  be  supported  exclusively  on  its  own 
proper  income  iind  revenue,  out  of  which  it  shull  also  be  kept  in 
repair  ;  and  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Kingston  shall  not  be 
liable  to  any  person  whomsoever  for  or  on  account  of  any  salaries, 
sujjplies,  repairs,  or  any  other  matter  or  thing  connected  with  the 
said  Institution  or  its  management. 

765.  A  Committee  consisting  of  two  of  the  Inspectors  in  rota- 
tion, shall  visit  the  Institution  and  superintend  its  internal  afJairs, 
iiH'hiding  the  admission  of  innuitos,  on  Wednesday  in  each  week. 


TITLE  III.— To  provide  a  summary  remedy  If  By. laws  are  not  obeyed. 

iGG.  Whereas,  by  section  485  of  the  Municipal  Act,  it  is 
enacted  that  whenever  any  Municipal  Council  has  any  authority 
to  direct  by  By-law  or  otherwise,  that  any  matter  or  thing 
should  be  done  by  any  person  or  corporation,  such  Council 
may  also  by  the  same  or  another  By-law  direct  that  in  default  of 
its  being  done  by  the  person  or  corporation,  such  matter  or  thing 
shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  coi'poration  in  de- 
fault, and  may  recover  the  exjiense  thereof  with  costs  by  action  or 
disti-ess;  and  that  in  case  of  non-payment  thereof'  the  same  shall 
be  recovered  in  like  manner  as  municpal  taxes. 

767.  Therefore  it  is  enacted  that  whenever  this  Council  has,  by 
By-law  or  otherwise,  lawfully  directed  any  matter  or  thing  to  be 
done  by  any  person  or  corporation,  and  if  such  person  or  corpora- 
tion has  made  default  in  doing  the  matter  or  thing  as  directed, 
such  matter  or  thing  may  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  jjerson  or 
corporation  in  default  by  this  Council,  and  this  Council  may  re- 
cover the  said  expense,  with  costs,  from  such  2:»erson  or  corpora- 
tion by  action  or  distress;  and  in  case  of  non-2)ayment  thereof, 
the  same  shall  be  recovered  in  like  manner  as  municipal  taxes. 
Pi-ovided  always  that  instead  of  proceeding  under  this  section,  the 
offending  person  or  persons  in  default  may  be  proceeded  against 
as  such  and  dealt  with  under  the  jicnal  provisions  of  this  By-law 
hereiruifter  contained. 


768.  That  the  following  Section  be  inserted  after  Section  417  of 
this  By-law  and  be  read  and  construed  as  Section  418  of  this 
Bylaw : 
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418.  Provided  that  no  market  fee  filial  1  be  imposed  or  collected 
upon  or  in  respect  of,  any  grain,  seeds,  dressed  hogs  or  wool  ex- 
posed for  sale  on  that  part  of  any  street  immediately  adjoining  or 
surrounding  or  being  within  one  hundred  yards  of  either  of  the 
said  market  places,  numbers  1  and  2,  as  hereinbefore  defined,  or 
upon  the  vehicles  containing  the  same,  in  accordance  with  Section 
1,  46  Victoria,  chapter  11,  O. 

PENALTY. 

769.  Any  pei'son  guilty  of  a  breach  oi'  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  By-law  shall,  unless  where  another  and  different  penalty  is  pre- 
scribed by  this  By-law,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars,  exclusive  of  the  costs  of  prosecution,  and  in 
default  of  payment  of  the  fine  and  costs  forthwith,  or  as  directed 
by  the  convicting  magistrate,  the  said  fine  and  costs  may  be  levied 
by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  oftonder :  and 
in  default  of  sufficient  distress  out  of  which  the  said  sums  can  be 
levied,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  the  same  otherwise,  such 
offender  may  be  imprisoned  in  the  common  gaol  of  the  County  of 
Prontenac,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  any  period  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months,  unless  the  said  fine  and  costs  are  sooner  paid. 
Provided  that  where  another  and  different  pecuniary  penalty  is 
prescribed  for  an  oflence  against  this  By-law,  the  same  may  be, 
when  inflicted,  recovered,  together  with  the  costs  imposed,  in  the 
above  manner,  unless  another  manner  for  the  recovery  of  the 
same  has  been  provided. 

770.  This  By-law  shall  come  in  force  and  take  effect  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  next.

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A    BY-LAW 

Relating  to  and  to  provide  for  the  licensing  of  Carters 

and  Cabmen  in  the  City  of  Kingston. 

Passed  this  4th  day  of  January,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Police  of  the 
City  of  Kingston  as  follows : 

CAETEES. 

1.  This  Board  may  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  required,  by 
order  license  as  a  public  carter  any  sober  respectable  person,  who 
is  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years  at  least  and  w^ho  is  provided  with  a 
proper  horse,  harness,  and  cart,  upon  his  paying  the  license  money 
hereinafter  mentioned,  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  producing  the 
City  Treasurer's  receipt  for  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  and 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  thereupon  issue  the  license  and 
shall  file  the  receipt  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  his  own  use  from  the  licensee. 

2.  The  price  or  charge  for  a  carter's  license  as  aforesaid  to 
persons  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  City  shall  be  four 
dollars,  and  to  persons  residing  without  the  said  limits  shall 
be  ten  dollars.  Licensed  carters  shall  have  the  exclusive  privi- 
lege within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Kingston  of  carrying  loads 
on  carts  or  other  vehicles  for  hire. 

3.  Every  eart  or  other  vehicle  used  by  a  licensed  carter  in  his 
business  shall  have  his  name  in  full  plainly  painted  thereon  in 
some  conspicuous  place  in  black  letters  on  a  white  ground,  and 
also  a  number  corresponding  with  the  number  of  his  license 
similarly  painted  beneath  his  name,  such  letters  to  be  one  inch 
and  a  half  long  and  three-eighths  of  an  inch  broad,  which  paint- 
ing and  numbering  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Chief  of  Police,  and  such  licenses  shall  be  numbered  froin  one 
upwards  in  yearly  series,  and  each  ntnv  license  issued  in   lieu    of 
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a  former  license  shall  bear  the  same  number  that  was  borne  by 
the  former  license,  and  any  licensed  carter  who  shall  drive  a  cai-t 
or  other  vehicle  in  the  Citj'  of  Kingston  without  having  the  same 
painted  and  numbered  as  aforesaid  shall  be  dealt  with  as  for  a 
breach  of  this  By-law  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalty  and 
costs  in  that  case  provided. 

4.  Each  carter's  license  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  next  following  its  issue,  and  if  it  has  been  issued  after 
the  first  day  of  July  only  one  half  of  the  license^money  shall  be 
charged. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  enter  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  the  numbers  of  the  licenses  issu- 
ed to  the  owners  of  carts  and  other  vehicles  licensed,  (which 
shall  also  be  the  numbers  to  be  painted  on  the  said  carts  and 
other  vehicles  respectively  as  aforesaid)  with  the  names  of  the 
respective  licensees  and  their  places  of  residence,  and  no  such 
license  shall  be  transferable,  neithei*  shall  it  authorize  the  carter 
to  employ  more  than  one  vehicle  to  be  drawn  by  one  or  two 
horses,  or  mules,  as  the  case  may  be. 

6.  No  unemployed  licensed  carter  shall  when  called  upon 
neglect  or  refuse  to  take  and  draw  a  load,  and  no  licensed  carter 
shall  refuse  to  load  his  cart  or  vehicle  with  any  loading  that  may 
be  conveniently  packed  or  borne  thei-eon  not  exceeding  twelve 
hundred  pounds  avoirdupois  weight  for  each  horse,  but  he  shall 
not  be  obliged  to  load,  or  carry  at  any  one  time,  more  than  one 
pipe  or  puncheon  of  wine  or  liquor,  or  one  hogshead  of  molasses 
or  sugar. 

*7.  No  licensed  carter  shall  charge,  take  or  extort  a  gi-eatcr  price 
or  rate  for  his  service  than  that  which  is  hereinafter  authorized, 
and  any  licensed  carter  who  shall  be  guilty  of  so  doing,  or  who 
shall  be  guilty  of  cruelt}'  to  his  horse,  or  of  fraud,  deceit,  gross 
negligence,  drunkenness,  profaneness,  insulting  or  improper  lan- 
guage or  conduct  in  foUowing.his  calling  shall  be  liable  to  be  dealt 
with  as  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  also  to  have  his  license 
forfeited  upon  conviction. 

8.  If  any  accident  or  injury  shall  hai)])en  toany  person,  animal, 
cart,  carriage,  vehicle,  or  other  thing,  by  reason  of  coming  into 
contact  with  any  licensed  carter's   horse,  oj-  cart,  or  vehicle,  Oi- 


with  ai\ytliing  loaded  thereon,  while  the  same  is  moving,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  carter,  oj-  the  driver  of  such  horse  and 
vehicle,  immediately  to  stop,  and,  if  necessary,  render  assistance, 
and  he  shall  also  on  demand  give  his  name  and  the  number  of  his 
license  and  vehicle,  and  in  case  any  damage  or  injury  shall  hap- 
pen as  aforesaid,  or  to  any  article  or  thing  while  conveyed  by  a 
licensed  carter  or  by  his  driver,  in  his  cart  or  other  vehicle,  in 
consequence  of  his  or  his  driver's  negligence,  carelessness,  or  in- 
attention, or  from  the  defect  or  insufficiency  of  his  horse,  vehicle, 
harness  or  tackle,  (any  of  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  of- 
fence against  this  BjMaw),  the  said  carter  shall  by  way  of  penalty 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  person  sustaining  the  damage  or  injury,  or 
the  owner  or  person  having  charge  of  such  article  or  thing,  the 
amount  of  the  damages  which  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Police 
Magistrate  of  the  city,  and  such  carter  may  also  be  dealt  with  as 
for  a  breach  of  this  By-law,  and  on  his  neglect  promptly  to  pay 
such  damages,  his  license  may  be  forfeited. 

9.  Every  licensed  carter  when  called  upon  by  the  Mayor,  Police 
Magistrate,  or  any  member  of  the  police  force,  shall  aid  and  assist 
with  his  cai-t  or  other  vehicle  in  the  conveyance  to  the  police 
station  house,  or  to  prison,  of  persons  arrested  for  an}^  offence 
within  the  said  city. 

10.  The  stands  for  carters  when  unemployed  and  waiting  to  be 
hired  shall  be  those  authorized  and  assigned  by  the  City  Council 
of  the  said  city,  and  no  licensed  carter  shall  wait,  loiter,  oi-  remain 
with  his  horse  and  vehicle  on  any  part  of  the  Market  Squares,  or 
on  any  public  street,  square,  place,  wharf,  or  slip,  iii  the  said  city, 
except  on  the  said  stands,  unless  when  actually  employed  in  his 
business  as  a  carter. 

11.  Every  licensed  carter  who  is  provided  with  chains,  wheels 
and  other  necessary  tackle  for  transporting  timber  or  other 
heavy  loading  with  two  horses,  shall  be  allowed  to  demand  for 
drawing  any  such  load  not  being  store  or  shop  merchandize 
twice  the  usual  charge. 

12.  Nothing  in  this  By-law  shall  prevent  a  licensed  carter  at 
his  own  option  from  being  employed  by  special  agreement  at 
rates  other  than  the  rates  herein  fixed,  or  from  engaging  by  the 
hour,  or  by  the  day,  at  such  rates  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  but 
such  agreements  shall  not  be  enforceable  under  this  By-law. 
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13.  No  pei\son  shall  cai-iy  or  draw  a  load  within  the  said  City 
upon  any  cart  or  other  vehicle  for  hire  either  directly  or  indi 
rectly  without  having  a  carter's  license  to  such  person  as  requir- 
ed by  this  Bj^-law,  and  each  day  any  person  so  does  shall  be 
deemed  to  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offence  against  this 
By-law  committed  by  him. 

14.  All  disputes  which  ma}'  arise  with  any  licensed  carter 
in  the  pursuit  of  his  calling,  or  in  connection  with  it,  shall  be  in- 
vestigated and  detei'mined  by  the  Police  Magistrate  or  other 
member  of  the  said  Board. 

15.  The  prices  or  rates  to  be  taken  by  licensed  carters  for  their 
services  shall  be  the  following  and  no  other : 

For  each  load  drawn  for  the  distance  of  three  '-blocks"  of 

the  City  or  under $0  15 

For  each  load  drawn  for  the  distance  of  five  ''blocks"    or 

under  and  more  than  three  "blocks"    0  20 

For  each  load  drawn  for  the  distance  of  eight  "blocks"  or 

under  and  more  than  five  "blocks" 0  25 

For  each  load  drawn  for  the  distance  of  twelve  "blocks"  or 

under  and  more  than  eight  "blocks"    0  30 

For  each  load  dl-awn  to  any  part  of  the   City   and    for   a 

greater  distance  than  twelve    ''blocks" 0  50 

Foi-  the  carriage  of  each  cord  of  firewood  and  of  eveiy 
three  loads  of  sand  for  the  distance  of  five  "blocks"  and 
under 0  30 

For  the  same  for  a  distance  of  ten  "blocks"  or  under  and 

more  than  five  "blocks" 0  40 

For  the  same  over  ten  "blocks"  or  to  the  limits  of  the  city     0  50 

Provided  that  if  any  carter  shall  be  unnecessarily  detained  in 
loading  or  unloading  for  more  than  ten  minutes  he  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  charge  five  cents  additional  for  ever}'  ten  minutes  he 
shall  be  so  detained. 

16.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  member  of  the  Board  to  suspend 
any  carter's  license  for  proved  misconduct  until  the  further  ac- 
tion of  the  Board  is  taken  thereon,  and  no  person  guilty  of  such 
misconduct  shall  afterwards  drive  any  cart  or  vehicle  for  hire  in 
the  said  city  until  said  suspension  shall  be  removed  by  the 
Board. 
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CABMEN. 

17.  This  Board  may  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  required,  by 
order,  license  as  a  cabman  any  sober,  reputable  person  of  the  age 
of  eighteen  years  at  least,  who  is  provided  with  a  proper  cab, 
horse  or  horses,  and  harness,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Every 
chariot,  coach,  coachee,  caleche,  carriage,  hackney,  cab,  barouche 
landau,  sleigh,  or  other  vehicle,  except  an  omnibus,  by  whatever 
name  or  names  it  may  be  called,  whether  covered  or  open,  on 
wheels,  or  runners,  drawn  by  one  or  more  horses  or  other  ani- 
mals, used  for  hii-e  in  the  said  City  for  the  conveyance  of  persons 
within  the  said  city,  shall  be  deemed  a  cab  within  the  meaning  of 
this  By-law. 

18.  Every  person  licensed  as  a  cabman  shall  at  the  time  of 
the  issue  of  the  license  be  the  owner  of  one  or  more  good  sound 
well  broken  horses,  a  clean  well  painted  strong  and  commodious 
cab,  and  strong,  suitable  and  good  harness,  and  decent  appare^ 
for  himself. 

19.  Every  person  shall  before  getting  his  license  pay  his  license 
money  to  the  City  Treasurer,  who  shall  grant  him  a  receipt  for 
the  same,  which  receipt  he  shall  produce  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  when  taking  out  his  license,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
shall  file  the  receipt  having  first  endorsed  it  with  the  number  of 
the  license,  and  shall  then  issue  the  license,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  licensee  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  his  own 
use. 

20.  The  price  to  be  paid  for  a  license  for  a  single  cab  to  persons 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  City  shall  be  four  dollars,  and  to 
persons  not  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  city  shall  be  ten 
dollars. 

21.  Each  cabman's  license  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  next  following  its  issue,  and  shall  not  be  transfer- 
able, or  authorize  any  person  to  act  as  or  ])ractice  the  business 
of  a  cabman  except  the  person  named  therein  or  his  authorized 
di'iver. 

22.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  member  of  the  Board  to  suspend 
any  cabman's  license  for  proved  misconduct  until  the  further 
action  of  the  Board  is  taken  thereon,  and  no  person  guilty  of 
such  misconduct  shall  afterwards  drive  axiy  cab  for  hire  in  the 
said  city  until  such  suspension  shall  be  removed  by  the  Board. 
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23.  Licensed  cabmen  shall  have  the  exclusive  privilege  within 
tlie  City  of  Kingston  of  carrying  persons  for  hire  in  their  licensed 
cabs. 

24.  Every  licensed  cab  shall  be  numbered,  with  the  number  of 
the  license  granted  to  the  owner  thereof  conspicuously  painted 
on  the  outside  back  of  the  cab  in  white  or  gilt  letters,  on  a  black 
or  dark  green  ground,  the  letters  to  be  one  inch  and  one  half 
long  and  til  ree-eighths  of  an  inch  broad,  which  numbering  shall 
bedoile  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  ot  Police. 

25.  Each  cab  or  vehicle  used  for  cari-ying  jmssengers  for  hire 
w^ithin  the  City  of  Kingston  shall  require  and  have  a  se^^arate 
license  in  respect  thereof 

26.  A  Livery  Stable  license  or  carter's  license  shall  not  author- 
ize the  licensee  to  follow  the  business  of  a  cabman. 

27.  The  cabs  shall  be  numbered  from  one  upwards  in  yearly 
series,  and  the  number  of  the  license  of  each  cab  shall  be  w^orn 
in  brass  or  white  metal  tigures  at  least  one  inch  in  length  and 
three-eighths  of  an  inch  broad,  fastened  on  a  black  varnished 
leather  pendant  suspended  on  the  forehead  of  the  horse  or  horses 
attached  to  the  cab,  in  respect  of  which  such  license  was  issued, 
and  such  figures  shall  always  be  kept  bright  and  clean,  and  shall 
be  provided  by  the  Boai-d,  and  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the 
Chief  of  Police  by  any  cabman  who  ceases  to  be  a  licensed  cab- 
man, and  each  new  license  issued  in  lieu  of  a  former  license  shall 
bear  the  same  number  that  was  borne  by  such  former  license. 

28.  Every  person  driving  a  licensed  cab  shall  be  clean,  decent- 
ly and  suitably  clad,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper 
condition  of  his  cab,  horse,  harness,  and  personal  appearance,  and 
shall  be  of  good  habits  and  character. 

29.  Before  any  license  is  issued  the  cab,  horse,  and  harness 
shall  be  inspected,  and  passed  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  who  shall 
certify  their  condition  to  the  Board. 

30.  No  licensed  cabman  shall  ply  his  calling  or  be  allowed  to 
ply  his  calling  within  the  said  City  unless  he  has  complied  and 
continues  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  relating 
to  licensed  cabmen  and  cabs. 

31.  Every  licensed  cab  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  inside  and 
outside  in  the  morning  of  each  day  before  being  used,  and  ottener 
if  necessary,  and  the  horse  and  harness  shall  always  be  kept 
clean  and  neat. 
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32.  J^o  person  driving  a  licensed  cab  carrying  any  person  for 
hire  shall  smoke  tobacco  or  other  thing  in  a  pipe  or  otherwise 
while  so  engaged. 

33.  No  person  driving  a  licensed  cab  shall  drive  to,  or  remain 
at  any  house  of  ill-fame,  and  the  horse,  harness  and  cab  in  charge 
of  any  such  person  so  offending  niay  be  at  once  taken  into  cus- 
tody by  any  policeman  and  removed  to  some  place  of  safety. 

34.  -No  person  shall  carry  or  convey  iii  a  cab  any  person  for 
hire  within  the  said  City  without  having  a  license  as  a  cabman 
as  herein  provided.  ^ 

35.  Any  person  employing  any  licensed  cabman  who  shall  de- 
tain the  cab  at  his  place  of  destination  not  longer  than  five 
minutes  shall  be  entitled  to  return  in  the  same  cab  to  the  place 
of  starting  without  being  liable  to  pay  any  additional  charge, 
and  should  such  detention  exceed  five  minutes  and  not  exceed 
fifteen  minutes  the  driver  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  one-third  of 
the  original  ftire  as  fixed  by  this  Ey-law  as  return  fare,  and  should 
such  detention  exceed  fifteen  minutes  and  not  exceed  thirty 
minutes  the  driver  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  two-thirds  of  said 
original  fare  as  return  fare,  and  if  the  detention  exceed  half  an 
hour  the  driver  shall  charge  and  be  paid  agreeably  to  the  rate 
fixed  foi"  time. 

36.  It  shall  bo  lawful  for  a  licensed  cabman  to  charge  and  re- 
ceive for  conveying  a  passenger  one-thiixl  more  than  the  tarift" 
rates  herein  fixed  for  services  rendered  ufter  the  hour  of  ten 
o'clock  at  night  and  before  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  from  the 
first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year,  and 
after  the  hour  of  nine  o'clock  at  night  and  up  to  six  o'clock  in 
the  morning  during  the  remainder  of  the  yeai-. 

37.  No  driver  of  a  licensed  cab  in  the  said  city  unless  bona  fide 
engaged  by  some  other  person  in  his  calling  shall  when  (--ailed 
upon  by  an}'  person  neglect  or  refuse  to  carry  and  convey  such 
person  to  any  place  withiji  the  City  limits  for  the  lawful  fare, 
which  fare  shall  not  be  payable  until  the  service  therefore  shall 
be  duly  rendered. 

38.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  driver  of  any  licensed  cab  to 
demand  or  take  foi- the  conveyance  of  j)ei'sons  i'rom  any  place 
within  the  limits  (jf  the  said  City  to  any  other    place    within   the 
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limits  hereinaftei"  mentioned  or  specified  any  higher  fare  or  rates 
than  the  following  which  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  take, 
that  is  to  say, 

From  any  one  point  within  the  Cit}-  limits  to  any  other  point 
within  the  said  limits  (to  the  Grand  Trunk  passenger  station  ex- 
cepted) 

For  one  person $0  25 

For  each  additional  person.... 0  15 

For  each  passenger  to  Grand   Trunk  Station 0  25 

By  the  hour, 

For  the  first  hour 1  00 

Each  additional  hour 0  50 


Any  time  over  the  hour  to  be  charged  in  half  hour  fractions 
at  25  cents  per  fraction,  and  no  additional  charge  to  be  made  on 
account  of  the  number  of  passengers  or  persons  carried. 

To  and  from  the  Grand  Trunk  Eailwa}'  trains  between   9 

p.  m.  "and  6  a.m.  each  passenger    $0  50 

And  an}'  licensed  cabman  or  driver  exacting  or  taking  any 
greater  price  or  rate  than  the  foregoing  except  as  in  this  By-law 
is  provided  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By- 
law and  shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

39.  There  shall  bo  affixed  and  constantly  kept  hung  up  in  a 
conspicuous  place  inside  of  everj'  licensed  cab  a  white  card-board 
card  eight  inches  long  by  six  inches  wide,  on  which  card  shall 
be  plainly  printed  in  black  letters  the  number  of  the  cab,  the 
name  of  the  person  licensed  therefor,  and  the  tariff  of  rates 
authorized  to  be  charged  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  by 
this  By-law,  with  such  exti-acts  from  this  By-law  as  the  Board 
may  ordei',  and  such  cards  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Board  free  of 
charge. 

40.  The  driver  of  any  licensed  cab  in  the  said  Cit}'  shall  when 
required  so  to  do  by  any  person  who  has  or  is  about  to  hire  the 
same  exhibit  the  tarirt' card  aforesaid  to  such  person,  and  shall 
also  if  requested  state  his  own  name,  the  number  of  his  license 
and  where  he  resides  truly  to  such  person,  and  if  he  falsely  states 
any  or  either  of  the  said  ]»articiilars  he  shall  be  dealt  with  as  for 
a  breach  of  this  By-law. 
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41.  No  licensed  cabman  or  driver  of  a  licensed  cab  shall  act  as 
or  use  his  team  or  cab  as  a  carter,  or  as  a  cart,  or  drive  or  lend  his 
horse  or  cab  to  be  used  as  or  in  a  cart  for  hij-e  to  draw  loads. 
Provided  always  that  a  licensed  cabman  or  driver  as  aforesaid 
may  convey  the  luggage  (only)  of  their  passengers  to  and  from 
the  place  of  departure  or  arrival  without  charge,  without  requir- 
ing a  carter's  license. 

42.  Every  licensed  cab  driven,  or  used,  in  the  night  time  unless 
it  be  clear,  bright  moonlight,  shall  while  so  driven  or  used  have 
fixed  conspicuously,  outside,  in  front,  on  each  side  of  the  cab,  two 
well  lighted  lamps,  at  least  three  and  one  half  inches  diameter 
each  way,  with  strong  glass  fronts  and  sides.  Provided  that  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  sleighs  driven  or  used  in  the  winter 
time,  but  the  horses  attached  to  such  sleighs  shall  carry  bells  as 
required  by  law. 

43.  Any  male  person  eighteen  years  of  age  or  upwards,  not  the 
owner,  may  upon  written  application  of  the  owner  to  the  Board 
obtain  a  written  permit  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  to 
act  as  the  driver  of  a  cab,  upon  producing  a  certificate  of  good 
character  and  competency,  and  paying  fifty  cents  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  foi"  the  use  of  the  municipalty,  and  no  person  shall  drive  a 
cab  for  hire  as  aforesaid  except  a  licensed  cabman  or  a  person 
having  a  written  permit  as  aforesaid,  and  the  Board  may  cancel 
such  permit  at  any  time. 

44.  A  licensedLivei-y  Stable  Keeper,  may  also  become,  on  com- 
plying with  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  relating  to  cabmen  and 
cabs  and  on  obtaining  a  cabman's  license  and  paying  therefor,  a 
licensed  cabman  subject  to  the  said  provisions. 

45.  The  Board  may  also  grant  a  license  to  any  owner  of  an 
omnibus,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  relating  to  cab- 
men and  cabs,  who  shall  apply,  and  such  licenses  shall  expire  at 
the  same  time  as  the  cabmen's  licenses,  and  the  price  to  be  paid 
for  such  license  shall  be  ten  dollars,  payable  before  the  license 
issues,  and  every  omnibus  licensee  shall  be  subject  to  the  said 
provisions  of  this  By-law. 

46.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  enter  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  the  numbers  of  the  licenses  issued  to 
owners  of  cabs  licensed,  with  the  names  of  the  respective  licensees, 
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and  each  such  license  shall  specify  the  name  of  the  cabman 
licensed,  the  number  of  his  license  and  of  the  cab,  the  desci-iption 
of  the  cab  and  whethei"  it  is  a  one  horse  or  two  horse  cab,  and 
the  names  of  all  holdin<i;  permits  as  drivers,  and  no  such  license 
shall  authorize  the  cabman  to  employ  moi-e  than  one  vehicle. 

47.  Ever}-  licensed  cabman  and  driver  shall  strictly  observe 
the  provisions  of  this  By-law  I'elating  to  cabmen  and  cabs,  and 
any  licensed  cabman  or  driver  who  shall  infringe  any  of  the  pi-o- 
visions  of  this  By-law  relating  to  licensed  cabmen  and  cabs,  or 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  neglecting  to  see  such  provisions  strictly 
observed,  or  of  cruelty  to  his  horse,  or  of  fraud,  deceit,  gi-oss 
negligence,  drunkenness,  profaneness,  insulting,  or  im])i'oper 
language  or  conduct,  while  following  his  calling,  shall  be  liable  to 
be  dealt  with  as  for  a  breach  of  this  Bj^-law,  and  also  to  have  his 
license  forfeited. 

48.  No  licensed  cabman  or  his  driver  shall  deceive,  mislead, 
give  wrong  information  to,  or  drive  to  the  wrong  place  or  address 
from  that  given  to  him,  or  to  anj^  disreputable  or  impi-oper  place 
with  the  pretence  that  it  is  respectable,  any  traveller  or  any 
stranger  or  person  arrived  in  the  Cit}'  employing  him,  and  any 
such  cabman  or  his  driver  so  doing  shall  in  addition  to  the  penalty 
for  a  breach  of  this  By-law  be  liable  to  have  his  license  or  pei'mit 
forfeited  or  annulled. 

49.  No  licensed  cabman  or  driver  shall  because  he  may  be  em- 
ployed in  di'iving  at  any  election  chai-ge  or  take  any  greater  sum 
for  his  services  than  is  authoi'ized  by  this  By-law,  and  the  license 
of  any  licensed  cabman  who  or  whose  di-ivei'  acts  contrary  to  this 
section,  in  addition  to  any  punishment  such  cabman  oi- his  driver 
may  otherwise  be  liable  to  under  this  By-law,  shall  be  foj-feited 
and  shall  not  he  renewed  for  one  year  thereafter. 

50.  No  licensed  cab  shall  be  used  in  conveying  or  canying  any 
person  having  any  infectious  disease,  and  if  any  such  cab  has  been  so 
used  it  shali  be  thoroughly  disinfected  befo.-e  being  again  used  to 
convey  passengers,  and  any  person  acting  conti-ar}-  to  this  section 
may  be  dealt  with  as  for  a  breach  of  this  B3--law. 

51.  Tlie  stands  for  lict'iised  cabmen,  when  unemployed  and  wait- 
ing to  be  hired,  shall  be  those  authorized  and  assigned  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  said  Citv.   and    no   licensed   cabman    shall    wait   or 
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loiter  or  remain  with  his  horse  and  vehicle  on  any  pai-i  of  the 
market  squares,  or  on  any  public  street,  square,  or  place,  or  slip 
except  on  the  said  stands  unless  when  actually  emploj^ed  in  his 
business  as  a  cabman. 

52.  No  licensed  cabman,  or  his  di-iver,  shall  make  an  additional 
charge  for  driving  from  the  place  where  the  hiring  takes  place  to 
the  place  where  the  person  to  be  driven  is  to  be  talvcn  up  whether 
the  person  sent  to  eftect  the  hiring  rides  in  the  vehicle  or  not  and 
whether  the  charge  be  made  on  the  basis  of  distance  or  'time,  and 
in  case  of  a  disagreement  as  to  distance,  time,  or  price,  the  same 
may  be  detei-niined  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  the  Sergeant-Major 
of  Police  in  accordance  with  the  taritf  or  other  provisions  of  this 
By-law  relating  to  licensed  cabmen  and  cabs. 

GENEEAL  PEOVISIONS. 

53.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pa}'  any  licensed  cabman  or  carter  or  omnibus  driver  whom  he  has 
employed  when  lawfully  demanded,  the  rates  or  charges  which  such 
cabman  oi-  carter,  or  driver,  is  respectively  allowed  to  charge  and 
take  under  this  By-lay,  and  if  it  be  satisfactorily  proved  that  the 
proper  charge  was  so  demanded,  the  person  so  neglecting  or  re- 
fusing to  pay  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By- 
law,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

54.  Every  licensed  cabman  and  carter  shall  while  so  licensed 
keep  and  use  only  sound  and  safe  horses  which  they  shall  not  ill- 
treat  or  use  cruelly,  good  clean  and  sufficient  vehicles  and  hai-ness, 
they  shall  drive  their  horses  at  a  reasonable  pace,  and  shall  not 
refuse  to  furnish  their  horses  and  vehicles  when  required  at  reason- 
able hom-8. 

55.  No  licensed  cabman,  or  carter,  or  driver,  shall  wilfully  fail  or 
neglect  to  fulfil  an  engagement  he  has  entered  into  with  any  person 
to  carry  or  convey  him  or  a  load  for  him,  and  any  licensed  cabman 
or  carter  or  driver  so  doing,  without  being  able  to  shew  that  his 
default  occurred  from  unavoidable  circumstances  which  he  could 
not  control,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law 
and  in  addition  his  license  may  be  susjicnded  foi*  one  week  during 
which  he  shall  not  exercise  his  calling. 

56.  No  licensed  cabman,  or  carter,  or  cabman'tT  driver  shall  act 
as  the  runner,  waiter  or  agent  for  any  hotel  or  tavern,  or  board- 
ina"  house  or  lodffina:  house. 
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5*7.  No  licensed  cabman,  or  carter,  or  cabman's  driver  sliall  en- 
ter, or  go  upon,  any  Eailway  platform  or  wharf,  to  solicit  or  im- 
portune any  person  to  employ  or  hire  his  cab,  cart,  or  other 
vehicle. 

58.  No  licensed  cabman  or  carter  shall  assign  his  license  or  per- 
mit any  other  person  to  drive  his  vehicle  unless  he  shall  obtain 
permission  to  do  so  from  the  Board,  which  permission  shall  be  en- 
dorsed on  the  back  of  the  license,  and  no  licensed  cabman  or  carter 
shall  exchange,  lend  out,  or  permit  to  be  used  by  others,  his 
license,  or  the  number  of  his  vehicle  and  license,  or  shall  have  or 
use  a  different  number  than  the  one  under  which  he  is  licensed. 

59.  No  person  having  charge  of  any  licensed  cab,  cart,  oj-  other 
vehicle,  shall  snap  or  flourish  his  whijj  about  or  haloo,  or  use  any 
uncivil  or  bolstering  language  whether  on  any  stand,  or  while  en- 
gaged in  his  said  business,  neither  shall  he  tease  or  annoy  any 
person  by  his  soliciting  him  t<^  become  his  passenger,  but  he  shall 
remain  quietly  on  the  stand,  either  sitting  on  his  vehicle  or  stand- 
ing near  his  horse. 

60.  The  provisions  of  this  By-law  shall  not  be  deemed  to  apply 
to  persons  conveying  their  own  property  or  their  own  families  or 
friends  by  their  own  vehicles  and  horses  without  hire. 

61.  No  person  having  a  valid  license  at  the  time  of  the  passing 
of  this  By-law  shall  be  requii-ed  to  take  out  a  new  license  for  the 
same  subject  matter  until  the  license  so  held  by  him  shall  expire. 

62.  No  agreement  or  engagement  whatever  at  any  time  or  on 
any  occasion  made  with  the  driver  of  any  licensed  cab,  cart,  or 
other  vehicle  as  aforesaid  for  the  paj-ment  of  more  than  his  lawful 
charge,  or  fai-e,  shall  be  binding  on  the  person  making  the  same, 
but  any  such  person  may  notwithstanding  any  such  agreement 
refuse  on  discharging  such  vehicle  the  payment  of  any  sum  beyond 
the  lawful  charge  or  fare. 

64.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  driver  of  any  licensed  cab,  cart, 
or  other  vehicle,  to  leave  the  same  unattended  or  his  horse  un- 
fastened in  any  part  of  the  said  City,  whether  he  shall  be  hired  or 
not,  and  if  so  left  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Policeman  to  drive  the 
same  to  a  place  of  safety  in  the  said  City,  and  the  driver  oi'  owner 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  B3'-law,  and  shall  be 
dealt  with  accordingly.     Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained 
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shall  be  construed  to  prevent  a  licensed  cabman  or  carter  or  driver 
from  leaving  his  horse  to  get  or  deliver  baggage  or  other  load,  or 
to  announce  his  arrival  or  assist  his  employer  into  the  cab. 

65.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  driver  of  any  licensed 
cab,  cart,  or  other  vehicle  to  let  out  for  hire  on  the  Sabbath  Day, 
any  horse  or  any  such  cab,  cart,  or  vehicle,  except  for  woi-ks  of 
necessity  or  charity,  or  for  the  purpose  of  going  to,  or  fi"om,  a  place 
of  Public  Worship,  or  to  a  funeral,  under  the  penalty  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Magistrate,  of  forfeiting  his  license  on  being  duly  con- 
victed, besides  being  otherwise  dealt  with  as  for  a  breach  of  this 
By-law. 

66.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  insjject  all 
licensed  cabs,  carts  and  other  vehicles,  and  the  horses,  and  harness, 
belonging  thereto,  quarterly  or  oftener  in  each  year,  and  whenever 
the  Board  shall  direct,  and  to  report  to  the  Board  as  to  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  same  in  writing,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Board  to  suspend  the  license  of  any  cabman  or  carter  whose  vehicle 
shall  be  found  unsafe,  insufficient,  or  dirty,  or  whose  horse  or  har- 
ness is  unfit  or  unsound  or  dirty. 

6*7.  Woi-ds  in  this  By-law  importing  the  masculine  gender  only 
shall  include  male  and  female,  and  the  word  "  person"  may  be 
construed  to  mean  more  than  one  person,  and  the  word  "  horse" 
may  be  construed  as  meaning  any  draught  animal,  whenever  neces- 
sary to  a  proper  construction  of  this  By-law. 

68.  All  licenses  issued  under  this  By-law  shall  bear  date  on  the 
day  of  issue,  and  shall  state  the  numbei'  of  the  license  and  of  the 
vehicle  to  which  it  refers,  the  number  of  horses  to  be  used  in  draw- 
ing the  vehicle,  the  description  of  the  vehicle,  the  price  of  the 
license,  the  date  of  its  expiry,  and  the  number  of  passengers  which 
may  be  carried  in  the  case  of  a  cab  or  omnibus,  the  name  of  the 
licensee,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  and 
countersigned  by  the  Clerk  of  this  Board. 

69.  On  the  forfeiture  of  any  license  issued  under  this  By-law 
none  of  the  license  money  shall  be  returned. 

70.  Any  pt^rson  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  any  provision  of  this 
By-law  shall,  upon  due  conviction  therefor  before  the  Police  Magis- 
trate of  this  City,  or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction,  be 
subject  to  the  specific  penalties  herein  before  jji'ovided  in  the  case, 
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with  costs,  and  in  cases  where  no  specific  penalties  are  provided 
the  convicted  person  sliall  forfeit  and  pay  at  the  discretion  of  the 
convicting  Justice  a  penalty  not  less  than  two  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  together  with  costs,  and  in  default  of  the  pay- 
ment of  any  money  penalty  and  costs,  ordered  to  be  paid  under 
any  of  the  jjrovisions  of  this  By-law,  the  same  shall  be  levied  by 
distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender,  and  in 
case  of  no  sufiicient  distress  to  satisfy  the  said  penalty  and  costs 
being  found,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  commit  the  offender  to  the  Com- 
mon Gaol  of  the  Comity  of  Frontenac  in  this  City,  there  to  be 
imprisoned,  for  any  pei-iod  not  exceeding  six  months,  unless  the 
said  penalty  and  costs   be  sooner  paid. 

71.  This  BjMaw  shall  come  in  force  and  take  effect  on  the  sixth 
day  of  January,  1882. 

72.  From  the  time  this  By-law  comes  in  force  and  takes  effect, 
all  By-laws  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  By-law  shall  be 
and  ai-e  hereby  repealed.

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A  BY-LAW 

Relating    to   Livery    Stable    Keepers,  in  the   City  of 

Kingston,  and  to  licensing  the  same. 

Passed  this  6th  day  of  January,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Police  of  the 
City  of  Kingston  as  follows  : 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-law  every  person  owning 
or  keeping  or  intending  to  own  or  keep  a  Livery  Stable, t)r  letting 
or  intending  to  let  out  Horses  or  Carriages  or  other  vehicles  of  travel 
for  hire  in  the  said  City  of  Kingston,  shall  tirst  apj^ly  to  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  Police  of  the  said  City  for  a  license,  who  may 
grant  the  same,  which  license  when  granted  shall  authorize  the 
person  in  whose  name  it  is  issued,  and  no  other,  to  keep  a  livery 
stable  and  to  carry  on  the  business  or  occupation  of  letting  out 
Horses  and  Carriages  or  other  vehicles  of  travel  for  hire  or  reward, 
and  no  person  shall  keep  a  liver}^  stable  or  carry  on  such  business 
in  the  City  without  having  first  obtained  and  paid  for  such  a 
license. 

2.  Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  liver}'  stable,  licensed  as  afore- 
said, shall  at  all  times  keep,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public, 
a  sufficient  number  of  safe,  gentle  and  tractable  horses,  good  strong 
and  sufficient  vehicles  and  harness,  and  drivers,  hostlers,  and  other 
servants,  who  shall  be  sober,  steady,  and  careful  men,  competent  to 
their  business.  And  any  such  licensee  who  shall  not  keep  such 
horses,  vehicles,  and  servants,  as  aforesaid,  shall  upon  being  duly 
convicted  of  the  offence  be  subject  to  the  forfeiture  of  his  license 
with  costs,  or  in  the  alternative  to  the  penalty  and  costs  provided 
hereinafter  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law. 

8.  Any  person  licensed  under  this  By-law  as  aforesaid  who  shall 
carry  or  keep  or  suffer  to  be  can-ied  or  kept  any  uni)rotected  or 
exposed  Candle,  Lamp,  or  Lantern,  or  other  light,  or  use  or  suffer 
to  be  used  any  smoking  Pipe  or  Cigar,  within  his  stables  or  other 
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place  where  hay  or  other  fodder  shall  be  kept,  or  who  shall  keep 
or  sutfer  to  be  kept  any  tire  within  the  said  Stable  or  other  place, 
shall  upon  conviction  as  aforesaid  be  subject  to  either  oi  the  penal- 
ties, in  the  last  preceding  clause  authorized,  and  costs. 

4.  Any  person  licensed  under  this  By-law  who  shall  cruelly  beat 
or  in  any  wise  ill  treat  any  horse  belonging  to  him  or  under  his 
charge,  or  knowingly  allow  any  of  his  agents  or  servants  to  do  the 
same,  or  who  shall  suffer  any  such  horse  to  be  used  when  sick, 
lame,  or  otherwise  in  a  condition  unlit  for  travel,  shall  upon  con- 
viction be  subject  to  either  of  the  penalties  in  Clause  two  of  this 
By-law  authorized  and  costs. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  this  By-law  every  hoi'se  in  the  possession 
or  under  the  control  of  any  person  licensed  as  aforesaid,  his  agent 
or  servant,  shall  be  deemed  to  belong  to  such  person,  unless  he  can 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  of  Police  that  any  such  horse 
is  placed  under  his  charge  at  the  Livery,  and  that  he  does  not  let 
out  the  same  for  hire  or  reward,  and  such  licensed  person  who 
shall  when  obtaining  his  license,  or  when  called  upon  by  the  Chief 
of  Police  or  other  authorized  Officer  of  the  said  Board,  misstate, 
conceal,  or  otherwise  deceive  as  to  the  true  number  of  horses  in 
his  possession,  or  under  his  control  or  charge,  shall  for  every  such 
otfence  on  conviction  be  subject  to  the  penalty  and  costs  hereinafter 
provided  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law. 

6.  For  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  and  to 
ascertain  whether  any  of  the  same  are  violated  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Chief  of  Police  or  other  authorized  Officer  of  the  said  Board 
to  enter  into  any  part  of  the  premises  in  the  occupation  of  any 
person  licensed  under  this  By-law  and  inspect  and  examine  the 
same,  or  any  animals,  articles  or  things  therein  contained,  and  any 
such  licensed  person  or  other  persons  who  shall  obstruct  or  hinder, 
or  cause  to  be  obstructed  or  hindered,  the  Chief  of  Police  or  other 
Officer  as  aforesaid  in  the  execution  of  his  said  duty,  shall  upon 
conviction  be  subject  to  the  penalty  and  costs  hereinafter  provided 
for  a  breach  of  this  By-law. 

V.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  licensed  under  this  By- 
law, with  any  horse  or  vehicle,  to  carry  or  suffer  to  l)e  cai-ried,  any 
goods,  wares,  merchandize,  baggage,  burthen,  or  loading  of  anj^ 
description,  commonly  carried  by  the  licenseci  cai-ters  of  the  said 
City,  unless  the  same  shall  be  for  his  own  particular  use  and   that 
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of  no  other  person  whatever,  or  unless  the  same  be  conveyed  out 
of  the  limits  of  the  said  City,  when  he  shall  be  employed  in  the 
regular  course  of  his  business,  as  authorized  by  this  By-law.  Any 
such  licensed  j)ei'son  thus  offending,  shall  on  conviction  thereof,  be 
subject  to  forfeit  his  license,  and  to  the  penalty  and  costs  provided 
hereinafter  for  a  breach  of  this  By-law. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  enter,  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  names  of  all  persons  receiving 
licenses  under  this  Act,  the  number  of  his  license,  and  the  locality 
of  the  place  of  business  of  each,  and  he  shall,  on  being  ordered  by 
the  Board  and  paymeut  to  him  of  the  license  money,  make  out  and 
deliver  a  license  to  the  person  so  authorized  to  receive  the  same, 
and  all  such  licenses  shall  be  numbered  in  yearly  series  from  one 
upwards. 

9.  Every  license  granted  under  this  By-law  shall  expire  on  the 
thirty-fii'st  day  of  December  next  ensuing  the  date  of  issue  thereof, 
and  not  otherwise,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  taking  out  the  same 
to  keep  twelve  horses  and  no  moie,  and  any  such  licensed  person, 
who  shall  at  any  time  desire  to  employ  a  greater  number  of  hoj'ses 
than  twelve,  shall  apply  to  the  Board  to  have  the  desij-ed  additional 
number  endorsed  on  his  license,  which  endorsement  and  the  pay- 
ment of  two  dollars  for  each  horse  so  added,  shall  be  his  authority 
for  employing  such  additional  number  of  horses  until  the  expira- 
tion of  his  license.  Any  such  pei-son  who  shall  at  any  time  keep, 
to  let  out  for  hire  or  reward,  a  greater  number  of  horses  than  is 
thus  allowed  by  his  license  and  the  endorsement  thereon,  shall  bo 
subject  to  the  penalty  and  costs  hereinafter  provided  for  a  breach 
of  this  By-law. 

10.  The  price  of  each  license  under  this  By-law  shall  be  twenty 
dollars,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  before  the  issue 
of  the  license,  and  belong  to  the  general  funds  of  the  City,  and  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  grant  a  receipt  for  the  license  money,  and 
such  receipt  shall  be  produced  to  the  Clerk  of  this  Board,  who  shall 
thereupon  issue  the  license  as  aforesaid,  and  such  license  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  said  Board,  and  countersigned  by 
the  Clerk  of  this  Board,  who  shall  file  the  receipt  and  keep  a 
record  thereof,  including  the  naine  of  the  licensee,  and  the  number 
oJtlie  license;  and  if  the  license  issue  after  the  first  d:iy  of  July  the 
*um  of  te)i  dollars  oidy  shall  be  charged. 
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ment he  has  entered  into  with  any  person  tor  the  hii'e  of  a  horse, 
or  horses  and  vehicle,  shall  be   deemed  guilty   ot"  a   breach  of  this 
By-law,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

12.  Any  person  who  breaks  any  agreement  he  has  entei-ed  into 
with  any  licensed  Liver}^  Stable  Keeper  for  the  hire  of  an}'  horse 
or  horses  and  vehicle,  by  retusing  to  pay  the  lawful  charge  for  such 
horse  or  horses  and  vehicle,  or  by  di-iving  beyond  the  place  stated 
at  the  time  of  the  hiring,  or  improperly  using  the  hoi'se,  or  horses, 
and  vehicle,  hired,  shall  be  deemed  guilt}'  of  abi'each  of  this  By-law, 
and  shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly,  and  shall  also  pay  such 
damages  as  the  Magistrate  shall  assess. 

13.  No  person,  having  a  valid  license  at  the  time  of  the  passing 
of  this  By-law.  shall  be  required  to  take  out  a  new  license  mitil  said 
license  so  held  by  him  shall  expii-e. 

14.  Words  in  this  By-law  importing  the  masculine  gender  only 
shall  include  females  as  well  as  males,  and  the  woi'd  "person"  may 
be  construed  to  mean  more  than  one  jicrson  wherever  and  when- 
evei"  necessary  for  the  proper  construction  of  this  By-law. 

15.  Every  person  keeping  hoi'ses,  or  horses  and  vehicles,  for  hLi'e, 
other  than  such  as  may  be  included  in  and  licensed  under  the  By- 
law relating  to  cabmen  and  carters,  passed  on  the  14th  day 
of  January,  in  the  yeai*  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  shall  be  deemed  a  Livery  Stable  Keeper,  and  a 
license  issued  under  this  By-law  shall  not  authorize  the  licensee  to 
act  as  a  cal)nuin  o]'  carter. 

l«j.  Any  })ers()n  who  sball  be  guilt}'  of  an  intj-action  of  this  By- 
law shall,  upon  due  ccmviction  theretbr  l)etbre  the  Police  Magistrate 
of  this  City,  or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction,  be 
subject  to  the  specific  penalties  hereinbefore  jJi'Ovided  in  the  case, 
with  C(jsts,  and  in  cases  where  there  are  no  specific  penalties  pro- 
vided, the  convicted  perscm  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  convicting  Justice,  a  ])enalty  not  less  than  two  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  together  witii  costs,  and  in  default  of  the 
payment  oi'uii}'  money  penalty  and  costs  oi-dered  to  be  paid  under 
any  provision  of  this  By-law,  tlie  same  shall  be  levied  by  distress 
and  sab' ot'  the  otfender's  goods  and  chattels;  and  in  case  of  no 
hullicient  distress  to  satisfy  tlie  s;iid  ])enalt\'  and  costs  being  found. 
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it  shall  be  lawful  to  coiiiiDit  the  ott'oiukn'  to  the  Comiuoii  Gaol  (»f 
the  County  of  Frontenac  m  this  City,  there  to  bo  imprisoned  tor 
any  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  unless  the  said  penalty  and 
costs  be  sooner  paid. 

17.  The  licenses  to  be  issued  under  this  By-law  shall  be  paid  for 
as  follows  :  If  issued  before  the  first  day  of  July  the  full  price  shall 
be  paid  ;  if  issued  after  the  first  day  of  July  one-half  the  full  jjrice 
shall  be  paid. 

18.  This  By-law  shall  come  in  force  and  take  effect  on  the  14th 
day  of  January,  1882. 

19.  From  the  time  this  By-law  comes  in  force  and  takes  effect 
all  By-laws  contrary  to,  or  inconsistent  with,  this  By-law  shall  be, 
and  are  hereby,  repealed. 

20.  Livery  Stable  Keepers  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  or  take 
and  I'eceive  the  sums  set  forth  in  the  following  tariff' for  the  services 
therein  stated  respectively,  and  no  more  or  greater  sums,  and  no 
livery  stable  keejDer  shall  demand  or  take  or  receive  from  any  per- 
son any  greater  sums  for  such  services  than  are  set  down  in  the 
said  following  tariff",  and  the  said  charges  shall  not  be  affected  by 
the  number  of  persons  driving  in  any  vehicle,  but  no  hirer  of  a 
horse  or  horses  and  vehicle  shall  over-load  the  same  or  drive  the 
horse  or  horses  drawing  any  vehicle  beyond  the  rate  of  six  miles 
per  hour,  (unless  a  special  arrangement  has  been  made  by  the  owner 
to  the  contraiy,)  or  otherwise  cruelly  treat  or  beat  such  horse  or 
horses.

A  By-Laiu  to  Raise,  by  Way  of  Loan,  tJic  Siun  of 

$2^,000,  for  the  Purpose  Hereinafter  Me7i- 

tioned. 

Passed,  MomUiy,  April  9th,  18^7, 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  that  the  sum  of  $25,000, 
should  he  raised,  hy  way  of  loan,  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Kingston,  for  the  following  purposes,  namely  : — 

$4,930  required  to  defray  the  cost  of  building  the  City  Eegitsry 
OlRce. 

$4,000  required  to  pay  for  a  new  8team  Fire  Engine. 

$8,080  requii-ed  for  the  City's  propoi'tion  of  the  expense  incurred 
in  rebuilding  Court  House. 

And  whereas  it  will  require  the  sum  of  $2,185,  to  be  raised  an- 
nually by  special  rate,  tor  the  payment  of  the  said  debt  and  interest 
as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable  propei'ty  of  the 
said  Municipality,  irrespective  of  any  future  increase  of  the  same, 
or  any  income  trom  any  of  the  objects  of  the  above  jiroposed  out- 
lay, according  to  the  last  revised  Assessment  Roll  of  the  said  Muni- 
cipality,being  for  the  year  1876,  is  $5,112,246. 

And  whei-eas  the  amount  of  the  existing  debt  of  the  said  Muni- 
cipality is  as  follows  : 

Principal,  the  sum  of  $479,894.54,  and  interest  the  sum  of 
$4,688,  mailing  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $484,582.59,  of  which 
principal  and  interest  there  is  in  arrear,  of  principal  $4,236.92, 
and  of  intci-est  the  sum  of  $288,  making  in  the  aggi-egate  $4,524.92 
of  principal  and  interest  in  arrear.  (Note — $18, 749  of  the  above 
debt  is  included  in,  aiul  to  be  ])rovided  for,  in  tiie  loan  to  be 
authoi-ized  by  this  By-law.) 

And  whereas  for  paying  the  said  debt  and  interest  by  an  e([ual 
annual  payment  during  the  period  of  the  said  loan  as  hereinafter 
provided,  it  will   require   an  e(|ual    annual   s])ecial  rate  of   43-100 


of  a  mill  on  tho  dollar,  in  addition  to  all  other  rates,  to  be  levied 
in  each  year. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  l)y  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of 
City  of  Kingston  as  follows  : 

I.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  said  city  shall,  for  and  on  behalf  of, 
and  in  the  name  of,  the  said,  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  King- 
ston, under  the  provision  of  law  in  that  behalf,  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  raise  by  way  of  loan,  from  any  per- 
son or  persons,  body,  or  bodies,  corporate,  who  may  be  willing  to 
advance  the  same  upon  the  ci'edit  of  the  debentures  hereinafter 
mentioned,  a  sum  of  money,not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of 
twent3'-tive  thousand  dollars,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  into 
the  hands  of  the  City  Treasurer,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting,  pay- 
ing,and  dischaiging,  the  sums  in  the  first  recited  paragraph  of  this 
By-law  mentioned. 

II.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  cause  any  num- 
ber of  Debentiu'es  to  be  made  for  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
required,  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  not  exceeding 
in  the  whole  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  that  the 
said  Debentures  shall  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  said  Council, 
and  signed  by  said  Maj'or,  antl  countersigned  by  the  said  City 
Treasurer. 

Til.  That  the  said  debeutm-es  shall  be  payable  in  twenty  years 
from  the  day  hereinafter  mentioned  for  this  By-law  to  take  effect, 
at  the  oflSce  of  the  said  City  Treasurer,  and  shall  have  attached  to 
them  coupons  for  -the  pajanent  of  interest,  and  such  a  portion  of 
the  said  Debentures  shall  be  made  payable  in  each  j-ear  of  the  said 
period  of  twenty  years,  as  with  the  interest  payable,  will  make  the 
total  amount  payable  in  any  year  of  the  said  period,  equal  as  nearly 
as  may  be  to  what  is  pa^'uble  for  principal  and  interest  during  each 
of  the  other  years  of  such  period. 

IV,  That  said  Debentures  shall  bear  interest  at  and  after  the  rate 
of  six  percent,  per  aniunn,  from  the  date  thereof,  which  interest 
shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  in  each  3'ear, 
at  the  office  of  the  said  City  Treasurer,  on  pi'esentation  of  the  said 
interest  cou])ons,  and  in  negotiating  the  said  Debentures,  regai'd 
will  be  had  to  the  accrued  interest  thereon  at  the  time  of  negotia- 
tion, and  a  propei-  allowance  secured  therefbi',  and  said  Debentures 
shall  be  dated  the  day  on  which  this  By-law  fakes  effect. 
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V.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  said  Debentui-es,  and  the 
said  interest  thereon,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  an  equal  special  rate 
of  43-100  of  a  mill  in  the  dollar,  shall,  in  addition  to  all  other  rates 
be  raised,  levied,  and  collected,  in  each  year,  upon  all  the  rateable 
property  in  the  said  Municipality,  dui-ing  the  continuance  of  the 
said  Debentures,  or  any  of  them. 

\^1.  That  this  By-law  shall  take  eftect  and  come  into  force  on  the 
the  12th  day  of  April,  A.D.,  1877. 

VII.  That  the  Clerk  shall  sum  u])  the  number  of  votes  given  for 
and  against  this  By-law  on  the  next  day  after  the  day  of  polling  at 
his  ofl8.ce,  in  this  city,  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  the 
persons  to  attend  at  the  various  polling  places,  and  at  the  final 
summing  up  of  the  votes  bj'  the  Clerk,  on  behalf  of  the  persons  in- 
terested in  and  promoting  or  opijosing  the  passage  of  this  By-law 
resjjectively,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  on  the  day  before 
the  day  of  polling,  at  the  City  Clerk's  ofRce,at  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon.

A  By-Lazv  to  'Raise,  by  Way  of  Loan,  the  sum  of  Four 

Hundred  and  Seventy  Thousand  Dollars,  Pztr- 

suant  to  the  Statute  in  that  Behalf. 

Passed,  Monday,  December  23]'d,  1872. 

Whereas  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the  Province  of  On- 
tario, passed  in  the  thii-tj^-fifth  year  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  and 
entitled  :  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  Corporation  ot  the  City  of 
"  Kingston,  to  negotiate  a  loan  of  four  hundred  and  seventy  thou- 
"  sand  dollars,  to  consolidate  the  city  debt,  by  the  issue  of  Deben- 
"  tures,  and  for  other  pui-poses,"  it  is  enacted,  that  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  to,  and  for,  the  Corporation  fo  the  City  of  Kingston,  to 
raise  by  way  of  loan,  upon  the  credit  of  Debentures,  from  any  per- 
son, o]'  persons,  body,  or  bodies,  foi'poi-ate,  either  in  this  Province, 
Gi'cat  Britain,  or  elsewhere,  who  ma}^  be  willing  to  lend  the  same, 
a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and 
seventy  thousand  dollars,  of  the  lawful  mone}'  of  Canada,  and  the 
Municipal  Council  of  the  saidcityjs  thereby  authorized  to  pass  a 
By-law,  without  observing  the  formalities  required  under  the 
Municipal  Act  in  force  in  this  Province  in  such  cases,  authorizing 
the  said  loan,  and  the  issuing  of  the  Debentures  therefor. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  raise  by  way  of  loan,  as  aforesaid, 
the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Kingston,  under  the  authority  of  the  Act  hei-einbefore  first 
mentioned. 

J.  That  there  be  raised  by  way  (^f  loan  ii])()n  the  cretlit  of  the 
debentures  hereinaftei'  mentioned,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and 
seventy  thousand  dollars  of  lawful  money  of  Canada,  from  any 
p(^i'son,  ()!•  ])ersons,  bcxly,  or  bodies,  corporate,  either  in  this  Pro- 
vinee,  in  (Jreat  Britain,  or  elsewheiv.  who  ina\'  be  willing  to  U'nd 
the  i^ame. 


II.  That  the  said  Council  ehall  cause  to  he  issued  debentures  of 
the  said  Corporation  under  the  corporate  seal  signed  by  the 
Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  Chamberlain  of  the  said  City  for 
the  time  being,  to  the  amount  of  the  said  sum  of  four  hnndred 
and  seventy  thousand  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  the  same,  bearing 
interest  from  date,  which  interest  shall  be  payable  on  the  first 
days  of  January  aud  July  in  each  jea,r  at  the  r^e  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  and  said  debentures  shall  be  issued  for  sums  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  a  portion  of  the  same  shall  be 
made  payable  in  each  year  for  thirty  years  from  the  present 
year,  inclusive,  and  so  that  the  sums  to  be  levied  for  principal 
and  interest  shall  be  as  nearly  equal  in  each  year  as  may  be,  and 
said  debentures  shall  be  issued  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  said  Council,  who  may  determine  the 
amounts  thereof,  "where  the  same  shall  be  made  payable,  and 
whether  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  for  sterling  money 
or  currency. 

III.  That  said  loan  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  con- 
solidated debt  of  the  said  Corporation  in  the  said  Act  mentioned 
in  the  manner  directed  and  required  by  the  said  Act, 

IV.  And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable  property  of 
the  Municipality  of  the  Corporation  of  the  said  City  of  Kingston 
for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-two,  accord- 
ing to  the  revised  assessment  rolls  of  the  said  year,  is  four  millions 
two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty 
one  dollars, 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  that  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
mone}'  to  pay  the  said  debentures  as  they  become  due  and  the 
interest  thereon  as  aforesaid,  there  shall  be  raised  in  the  present 
year,  and  in  each  and  every  year  for  the  next  ensuing  twent}-- 
nine  years,  the  sum  of  thirty-lour  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  by  a  special  rate  of  eight  and  one-thirteenth  mills  on  the 
dollar  over  and  above  and  in  addition  to  all  other  rates  to  be 
levied  in  each  year,  which  special  rate  shall  be  called  "The  Con- 
solidated Loan  Rate,"  and  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in 
each  of  the  said  years  as  aforesaid  upon  the  whole  rateable  prop- 
erty of  the  said  Municipality.  Provided  that  as  the  amount  of 
the  said  rate  for  this  present  year  has  been  directed  to  be  levied 
in  the  Bylaw  already  passed  providing  for  the  annual  liability  and 
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expenditure  of  the  said  Corporation  for  this  year,  no  levy  of  the 
said  rate  for  this  year  shall  be  made  under  this  Bylaw,  except  in 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  said  aforesaid  levy, 
and  the  said  aforesaid  levy  is  hereby  confirmed  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Bylaw  accordingly. 

V.  This  Bylaw  shall  take  effect  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  De- 
cember in  the  year' one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-two.

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A  BY-LAW 

Respecting  the  Kingston  Street  Railway. 

(Passed  Monday,  April  16th,  1877.) 
Whereas  by  certain  Articles  of  Agreement  bearing  date  the 
seventh  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1876,  between  The 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Kingston,  of  the  first  part  and 
The  Kingston  Street  Eailway  of  the  second  part,  it  was 
mutually  agreed  and  covenanted  by  and  between  the  said  parties 
as  follows : — 

AETICLES  OF  AGEBEMENT 

Had,  made  and  agreed  upon  this  seventh  day  of  June  m  the 
year  of  our  Lord  1876 

Between  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Kingston,  of  the  first 

part  and  the  Kingston  Street  Eailway  Company, 

of  the  second  part. 

Whereas  the  party  of  the  second  pai-t,  incorporated  by  an 'Act 
passed  at  the  late  session  of  the  Parliament  of  Ontario,  are 
authorized  to  lay  down,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  single 
track  iron  railway  upon  and  along  such  streets  in  the  City 
of  Kingston  as  they  may  be  authorized  to  pass  along,  under 
and  subject  to  any  agreement  to  be  made  between  them  and  the 
Council  of  the  said  city,  and  under  and  subject  to  any  by-laws  of 
the  said  Council  made  in  pursuance  thereof. 

And  whereas  the  party  of  the  second  part  have  petitioned  the 
said  city  that  they  should  be  permitted  to  build  their  j-aihvay 
along  the  streets  and  parts  of  streets  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  and 
the  party  of  the  first  part  have  agreed  to  grant  the  required 
permission,  under  and  subject  as  aforesaid. 

Now  these  Articles  of  Agreement  witness  as  follows,  that  is  to 

say  :— 

1.  The  party  of  the  first  part  hereby,  in  consideration  of  the 
covenants  and  agreement  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  herein 
contained,  agree  to  permit  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  lay 
down,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  single  track  iron  railway 
of  the  kind  known  as  a  street  railway,  with  the  necessary  side 
tracks  and  turnouts  as  hei'cinafter  mentioned,  in  and  along  the 
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following  streets,  to  the.  extent  herein  defined  only — that  is  to 
say :  The  starting  point  of  the  said  Street  Eailway  shall  be  at 
the  city  limits  on  the  northwestern  end  of  Princess  Street,  thence 
along  Princess  Street  to  King  Street,  thence  along  King  Street  to 
Barrie  Street,  thence  up  Barrie  Street  to  Union  Street,  and  thence 
along  Union  Street  to  the  western  city  limits,  upon  the  conditions, 
stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this  agreement,  and  in 
any  by-law  to  be  passed  in  pursuance  thereof  and  in  connection 
therewith. 

2.  The  party  of  the  second  part  agree  as  follows — that  is  to 
say :  the  said  railway  shall  be  of  approved  construction  and 
worked  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pi'o- 
tection  of  the  citizens.     Also, 

3.  All  works  necessary  for  constructing  and  laying  the  railway 
track,  sidetracks  and  turnouts  shall  be  made  and  placed  in  a  sub- 
stantial manner,  according  to  the  best  modern  practice,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  City  Engineer,  or  such  other  competent  person 
as  the  City  Council  shall  appoint  for  this  purpose,  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Council.     Also, 

4.  The  roadway  between  the  rails  and  for  at  least  eighteen 
inches  on  each  side  outside  of  the  rails,  shall  be  kept  paved  or 
macadamized  and  constantly  in  good  repair  by  the  parly  of  the 
second  part,  who  shall  also  be  bound  to  construct  and  keep  in 
good  repair  crossings  of  a  similar  character  to  those  adopted  by 
the  party  of  the  first  part  within  the  limits  aforesaid  at  the  inter- 
section of  the  said  track  and  cross  streets.     Also, 

5.  The  rails  of  the  said  railway  shall  be  laid  so  as  to  cause  the 
least  inconvenience  possible  to  general  traffic,  consistent  with  the 
proper  working  of  the  Company,  the  said  rails  shall  be  laid  flush 
with  the  streets,  the  track  shall  conform  to  the  grades  of  the 
streets  through  which  it  will  run,  and  shall  not  in  any  way 
change  or  alter  the  same.     Also, 

6.  The  track  shall  be  laid  down  in  the  middle  of  the  sti-eet;  and 
during  the  construction  of  the  said  railway  due  and  j^roper  care 
shall  be  taken  to  leav'e  sufficient  space  and  crossings  so  that  the 
traffic  and  travel  on  the  said  streets  shall  l)e  left  free  and  unob- 
structed, and  lights,  barriers  and  watchjneti  ])rovided  and  kept  by 
the  said  Company  when  and  where  rc([nii'od,  to  j)revent  accidents 
to  the  public.     Also, 


Y.  The  city  authorities  shall  have  the  right  to  take  up  the 
streets  traversed  by  the  raihva}-  either  for  the  purpose  of  altering 
the  grades  thereof,  constructing  or  repairing  drains,  or  for  laying 
down  or  repairing  water  or  gas  pipes,  and  for  all  other  purposes 
within  the  province  Und  powers  ot  the  City  Corporation,  without 
being  liable  for  any  compensation  or  damage  that  may  be  occa- 
sioned to  the  working  ot  the  railway  or  to  the  works  connected 
therewith  by  the  ineerruption  of  the  traffic  of  the  railwa}',  or  the 
taking  up  of  the  works;  but  the  city  authorities  shall  use  all  rea- 
sonable despatch  in  replacing  the  track  and  works  disturbed,  but 
shall  not  be  liable  for  any  damage  or  loss  arising  further  than 
they  would  be  liable  if  said  railway  had  never  been  laid  down. 
Also, 

8.  The  rails  to  be  emploj^ed  for  said  railway  shall  be  those  of 
the  most  approved  construction,  and  the  cars  shall  be  constructed 
in  the  most  modern  style,  and  shall  be  commodious,  comfortable 
and  suitable  cars  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  and  shall  be 
kept  clean  and  well  ventilated.     Also, 

9.  That  said  railway  shall  be  laid  with  single  track  only,  with 
such  sidetracks  and  turnouts  as  shall  be  necessary  to  enable  the 
said  company  to  operate  their  cars  within  the  time  required;  and 
the  guage  of  the  said  railway  track  shall  be  three  feet  six  inches. 
Also, 

10.  That  no  more  sidetracks  or  turnouts  than  are  absolutely 
necessary-  shall  be  laid,  and  not  more  than  one  of  any  kind  in  the 
length  of  three  blocks  without  leave  from  the  Council.     Also, 

11.  Each  car  or  sleigh  employed  on  the  railway  shall  be  num- 
bered.    Also, 

12.  The  cars  or  sleighs  shall  be  run  daily  from  6^  a.m.  to  10 
P.M.  over  the  whole  track,  in  such  manner  that  no  greater  space 
of  time  than  thirty  minutes  shall  intervene  between  the  passage 
of  one  car  in  either  direction  and  the  arrival  of  another  at  that 
point  of  observation,  and  so  on  continuously  throughout  the  said 
daily  period  of  time;  and  no  cars  or  sleighs  not  being  in  actual 
use  shall  be  permitted  to  stand  or  remain  on  the  track  or  in  the 
street.  If  any  car  runs  otf  the  track  or  upsets  it  shall  be  imme- 
diately righted  and  placed  on  the  track  again  ;  and  no  car  or 
sleigh  shall,  after  starting,  stop  moi'c  than  one  and  a  half  minutes 
at  one  time  at  any  place  to  receive  or  discharge  j)asscngorSj  or  for 
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any  other  purpose;  and  no  car  shall  be  Htopped  or  be  allowed  to 
remain  on  the  street  crossings.     Also, 

13.  The  speed  of  the  cars  or  sleighs  shall  never  exceed  six 
miles  per  hour.     Also, 

14.  The  conductors  shall  be  sober,  prudent,  careful,  attentive, 
civil  and  obliging,  and  shall  announce  to  the  passengers  the 
names  of  the  streets  and  public  squares  and  places  as  the  cars 
reach  them.     Also, 

15.  The  cars  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  conveyance  of 
passengers,  and  no  parcels  shall  be  carried  except  those  small  or 
hand  parcels  belonging  to  passengers.     Also, 

16.  When  the  accumulation  of  snow  or  ice  on  the  roadway  shall 
be  such  as  to  impede  the  traffic  of  the  ears,  a  sufficient  number  of 
Bleighs  shall  be  provided  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public. 
Also, 

17.  No  higher  fare  shall  be  charged  or  exacted  than  the  Act  of 
Incorporation  allows.     Also, 

18.  The  party  of  the  second  jmrt  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages 
arising  out  of  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  the 
railwsy,  and  shall  protect,  save  harmless,  and  indemnify  the  party 
of  the  tirst  part  from  and  against  all  actions,  suits,  costs,  claims, 
du  'lages  and  demands  which  may  arise  or  be  brought  or  recovered 
against  the  party  of  the  first  part,  in  consequence  of  the  conces- 
sions and  privileges  hereby  granted,  or  in  consequence  of  the 
construction,  maintenance  or  operation  of  the  said  railway'.     Also, 

19.  The  railway  track,  sidetrack  or  turnouts,  shall  be  main- 
tained and  kept  at  all  times  in  an  efficient  and  safe  state.     Also, 

20.  Should  the  party  of  the  second  part  neglect  to  keep  the 
track,  or  roadway,  or  street,  or  crossings  between  the  rails  and  on 
each  side  of  the  rails,  outside,  to  ihe  extent  aforesaid,  in  good 
condition  and  thoiough  repair,  or  to  have  the  necessary  repairs 
made  therein,  the  City  Engineer  or  other  proper  officer  shall  give 
notice  thereof  requiring  such  repairs  to  be  made  forthwith,  and  if 
not  made  in  the  opinion  of  such  City  Engineer  or  (;ther  officer  in 
a  reasonable  time,  he,  the  said  City  Engineer  or  other  officei'  as 
aforesaid,  shall  cause  such  repairs  to  be  made,  and  the  amount  ex- 
pended in  making  the  ^ame  may  be  recovered  by  the  pai'iy  of  the 
first  part  against  the  i)arty  of  the  second  pai-t  in  any  Court  of 
competent  jurisdiction.     Also, 


21.  Should  the  parly  of  the  second  part  at  any  time  give  up 
the  raihvaj'  or  any  part  of  it,  or  cease  to  exercise  the  privilege 
hereby  granted  to  them  as  to  the  railway  or  any  part  of  it,  in  the 
manner  herein  provided,  for  a  period  of  six  months,  they  shall 
forfeit  the  right  to  run  on  such  part,  and  shall  take  up  the  rails 
and  ties  and  replace  the  street  in  its  former  condition  forthwith. 
Also, 

22.  Xot  more  than  fifty  rods  of  the  track  shall  be  in  hands  in 
the  laying  down  and  making  and  completing  at  one  time,  and  not 
more  than  ten  days  shall  be  occupied  in  completing  this  length 
and  fixing  up  the  track  and  street  as  required  to  be  done  herein. 
Also, 

23.  That  no  extra  chai-ge  shall  be  made  for  any' valise,  satchel, 
market  basket  or  parcel  of  reasonable  size,  in  charge  of  or  carried 
by  any  passenger  on  said  cars  or  sleighs.     Also, 

24.  That  each  of  the  said  cars  or  sleighs  used  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part  on  or  in  connection  with  the  said  railway  shall, 
after  sunset,  display  two  colored  signal  lights  of  two  different 
colours,  one  for  each  end  thereof  (only  two  coloui-s  to  be  used  on 
the  railway),  and  the  horses  or  mules  drawing  said  vehicles  shall 
each  have,  during  each  end  every  trip,  a  bell  attached  to  some 
part  of  the  harness.     Also, 

25.  That  the  construction  of  the  said  railway  fhall  be  com- 
menced within  twelve  months  from  the  date  hereof,  and  the  work 
of  construction  shall  go  on  continuously  until  it  is  completed,  and 
the  railwa}'  shall  be  fully  completed  and  equipped,  and  in  work- 
ing order,  within  fifteen  months  from  the  date  hereof.     Also, 

26.  That  in  constructing  the  said  railway  and  laying  the  track, 
then,  as  fast  as  the  rails  are  laid  the  macadamizing,  paving  or 
grading,  or  othei-  materials  necessarily  removed  in  the  course  of 
such  operations,  shall  be  immediately  replaced  and  repaired  in  a 
good  and  substantial  manner,  and  the  same  at  least  as  before  such 
removal  by  the  said  compan}-,  and  all  due  despatch  shall  be  ob- 
served in  restoring  and  keeping  the  streets  through  and  along 
which  the  said  railway  passes  to  their  usual  condition.     Also, 

27.  That  if  the  railway  and  works  are  not  proceeded  with  and 
completed,  and  fully  equipped  with  cars  and  in  good  working 
order  within  the  time  hereinbefore  limited  therefor,  the  party  of 
the  first  part  may  annul  all  the  privileges  hereby  granted,  and 
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abrogate  and  cancel  this  agreement  and  repeal  the  By-law  con- 
nected therewith,  and  all  work  done  by  the  said  company  up  till 
that  time  shall  be  forfeited  to  and  become  the  propertj^  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  who  may  enter  into  new  arrangements 
with  any  other  company  or  person  to  construct  or  complete  the 
said  railway  and  operate  the  same.     Also, 

28.  It  shall  be  lawful  at  all  times  for  all  and  every  person  or 
persons  with  horses,  carriages,  or  any  kind  or  description  of 
vehicle,  whether  loaded  or  not,  to  travel  upon  and  along  the  track 
of  the  said  railway,  provided  that  in  so  doing  they  shall  not  inter- 
fere with  or  impede  the  cars  running  thereon :  the  cars  in  all  in- 
stances being  entitled  to  the  first  right  of  way  on  the  said  track. 
Also, 

29.  The  conductor  or  driver  of  any  street  car  or  sleigh .  shall, 
when  required  to  do  so,  stop  the  same  at  the  intersection  of 
streets  or  at  any  crossing  to  receive  or  leave  passengers  ;  and  the 
said  car  or  sleigh  shall  be  so  stopped  that  the  rear  platform  of 
the  car,  or  the  side  opening  (if  such)  of  the  sleigh,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  be  free  of  the  crossing.     Also, 

30.  The  conductor  or  driver  iu  charge  of  any  car  or  sleigh, 
when  the  same  is  running  on  said  track,  shall  keep  a  vigilant 
watch  for  all  teams,  carriages,  vehicles,  and  persons  on  horseback 
or  on  foot,  especially  children,  either  on  the  track  or  proceeding 
in  the  direction  thereof,  and  on  the  first  appearance  of  danger  to 
any  such,  the  car  or  sleigh,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  each  case  shall 
be  stopped  in  the  shortest  time  and  distance  possible.     Also, 

31.  The  conductor  or  driver  of  a  car  or  sleigh  shall  not  permit 
any  person  to  leave  or  enter  the  car  or  sleigh  while  in  motion. 
Also, 

32.  The  use  of  salt  for  the  purpose  of  removing  snow  or  ice 
from  the  said  track,  or  for  any  purpose  on  or  near  the  said  track, 
is  strictly  prohibited  ;  and  recently  fallen  snow,  taken  from  the 
track  in  eleai'ing  it,  may  be  evenly  spread  on  the  street  so  as  not 
to  obstruct  vehicle  traffic  on  the  street,  either  along  or  across  it ; 
but  all  hard  snow  or  ice  must  be  cari-ied  away  by  the  company 
and  not  put  on  the  street.     Also, 

33.  In  the  event  of  any  other  company  or  party  proposing  to 
construct  and  operate  the  railways  on  any  of.  the  streets  or  parts 
of  the  streets  of  the  city  not  now  allowed  to  be  occupied  by  the 
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said  party  of  the  second  part;  and  in  the  event  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part  favoring  such  a  proposal  or  desiring  the  construction 
and  operation  of  such  further  railways,  the  party  of  the  second 
part  shall  he  notified  of  any  such  proposals  or  desire,  and  if  they 
are  willing  and  within  six  months  after  notice,  undertake  and 
perform  the  construction  and  operation  of  such  further  railways 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  which  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  the  said  privilege  shall  be  granted  to  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  otherwise  the  party  of  the  first  part 
may  grant  it  to  whom  they  please,  and  such  terms  and  conditions 
need  not  be  the  same  as,  but  may  be  different  from,  the  terms  and 
conditions  contained  in  this  agreement.     Also, 

34.  That  if  it  should  happen  that  the  eaid  company  have  not 
entitled  themselves  to  the  privilege  of  laying  down  further  rail- 
ways as  aforesaid,  and  the  laying  down  of  the  same  is  in  the 
hands  of  any  other  company  or  party,  the  last  mentioned  com- 
pany or  party  shall  have  the  right  of  crossing  the  railway  of  the 
said  The  Kiugston  Street  Railway  Company  as  often  as  necessary 
by  other  railways  traversing  other  streets  in  making  such  further 
railways.     Also, 

35.  The  Company  shall  be  obliged,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  as 
aforesaid,  if  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  does  not  bring 
their  passenger  depot  to  or  establish  a  passenger  depot  at  some 
place  in  the  City  south  of  Princess  street  within  five  years  from 
the  day  of  the  date  of  this  agreement,  within  six  months  after 
the  said  period  of  five  years,  to  lay  down,  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  street  railway  to  the  present  Grand  Trunk  Passenger 
Depot,  which  shall  be  laid  down,  constructed,  maintained  and 
operated  under  the  conditions,  stipulations  and  provisions  herein 
contained,  but  subject  to  such  modification  in  the  running  regula- 
tions as  may  be  agreed  upon  b}'  the  parties  hereto.     Also, 

36.  The  said  railway  shall  be  operated  by  the  force  or  power  of 
animals,  or  such  other  motive  power  as  may  be  authorized  by  the 
said  City  Council  by  By-law,  and  not  otherwise.     Also, 

37.  And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  covenant,  promise 
and  agree  with  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  as  follows,  that  is  to 
say, 

(1.)  That  they  will  construct,   maintain  and  opei-ate   the  said 


railway  within  the  times,  in  the  manner,  and  upon  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  conditions  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

(2.)  That  they  will  well  and  ti-uly  and  faithfully  at  all  times 
perform,  fulfil  and  keep  all  the  conditions,  covenants  and  agree- 
ments, and  do  all  things  in  these  presents  expressed  and  con- 
tained on  their  part  to  be  done,  pei-formed,  fulfilled  and  kept. 
And  the  party  of  the  first  part  covenant,  promise  and  agree  with 
the  part}'  of  the  second  part  to  observe,  keep,  do  and  perform  well 
and  faithfully,  all  and  every  matter  or  thing  that  they  have  to 
observe,  keep,  do  or  perform  under  and  by  this  agreement. 

(3.)  That  they  will  not  wilfully  and  w^ithout  proper  cause, 
hinder  or  delay  the  party  of  the  second  part  in  the  construction 
or  operating  of  the  said  railway,  the  latter  complying  in  all  things 
with  this  agreement. 

(4.)  That  the  real  propei'fy  of  the  party  of  the  second  part 
necessary  to  be  owned  or  held  by  them  in  connection  with,  or  to 
enable  them  to  operate  properly,  the  said  railwaj^  shall  be  free 
from  municipal  (not  school)  taxes  for  five  j^ears  from  the  date  of  this 
agreement,  and  their  rolling  stock,  sleighs,  horses  and  personal 
property  necessary  to  be  used  on  the  said  railway  and  in  necessary 
connection  therewith  shall  be  free  from  municipal  (not  school) 
taxes  for  ten  years  from  the  date  thei-eof.

By-law  01-  By-laws,  and  to  amend,  repeal  and  enact  the  same  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  any  euch  agreements  and  cov- 
enants as  the  above  recited  Articles  of  Agreement,  and  also  con- 
taining all  such  necessary  clauses,  provisions,  rules  and  regulations

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  pass  such  a  By-law. 

Be  it  therefoi'e  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Kingston  as  follows  :  — 

1.  That  the  said  Articles  of  Agreement  hereinbefore  recited 
are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  the  said  Kingston  Street 
Eailway  Company  is  hereby  authoi-ized  to  construct,  maintain, 
and  operate  a  single  track  iron  railway  with  the  necessary  side 
tracks  and  turnouts  on  the  following  streets  in  this  City  to  the 
extent  herein  limited  and  defined,  that  is  to  say  :  Starting  at  the 
city  limits  on  the  north-western  end  of  Princess  street,  then  along 
Princess  street  to  King  Street,  thence  along  King  Street  to  Barrie 
Street,  thence  along  Barrie  street  to  Union  Street,  and  thence 
along  Union  Street  to  the  western  limits  of  the  City;  the  same  to 
be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  under  and  subject  to 
the  conditions,  covenants,  restrictions,  stipulations  and  provisions 
contained  in  the  said  Articles  of  Agreement. 

2.  That  as  soon  as  the  said  Railway  is  certified  as  completed 
and  in  working  order,  and  this  Council  has  declared  its  satis- 
faction therewith,  and  certified  thereto  as  provided  for  in  the 
said  Articles  of  Agreement,  the  said  The  Kingston  Sti-eet  Kail- 
way  Company  may  commence  to  run  cars  or  carriages  and  con- 
vey passengers  thereon,  and  collect  the  fare  for  the  same  as 
settled  by  their  Act  of  Incoi-poration  under  and  subject  to  the 
said  Articles  of  Agreement,  and  fully  operate  the  said  roads. 

3.  That  the  cars  and  cari'iages  running  on  the  said  railway 
shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  said  railway  and  the  right  of  way 
thereon  as  provided  in  the  said  Articles  of  Agreement,  and  al! 
other  vehicles  and  all  persons  shall  have  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges as  to  approaching,  going  upon,  along  and  crossing  the  said 
track  defined  and  provided  as  to  the  same  respective!}'  in  the 
said  Articles  of  Agreement-. 

4  That  the  rights  conferred  upon  The  Kingston  Street  Kail- 
way  Company  by  this  By-law  and  the  Articles  of  Agreement 
hereby  confirmed,  shall  in  all  cases  and  in  all  times  be  subject  to 
and  limited  and  controlled  h}-  the  conditions,  covenants,  restric- 
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tions,. stipulations  and  provisions  conttuned  in  tlie  said   Articles 
of  Agreement  and  this  By-law. 

5.  That  any  person  or  persons  driving  any  description  of 
vehicle  on  said  track  and  thereby  impeding  the  progress  of  any 
car  or  cars  then  running  thereon  shall,  upon  sufficient  signal  or 
request  from  the  di-iver  or  conductor  of  such  car,  at  once  proceed 
to  turn  out  of  and  leave  the  said  traciv  unobstructed,  and  the 
driver  of  any  such  vehicle  wilfully  neglecting  to  do  so  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  By-law  and  liable  to  the 
penalty  in  such  case  provided.  Provided  that  if  an}'  person  or 
persons  are  removing  any  building  or  other  large,  heavy  or  cum- 
brous substance  along  or  across  the  track  of  the  said  railM^aj-,  or  if 
any  person  or  persons  so  driving  upon,  along  or  across  said  track 
shall,  by  any  accident,  such  as  the  breaking  down  of  his  vehicle^ 
be  detained  thereon,  then  and  in  such  case  the  said  person  oi-  per- 
sons shall  have  a  reasonable  time  to  remove  all  and  an}^  such  ob- 
structions therefrom,  and  shall  not  incur  the  said  penalty  or  any 
penalty. 

6.  That  no  person  shall  wilfully  place  any  stone,  brick,  iron  or 
other  obstruction  of  any  kind  on  the  radway  whereby  the  cars 
may  be  hindered,  upset,  run  off  the  track,  or  otherwise  delayed 
or  injured,  or  whereby  the  track  may  be  injured,  and  an}'  per- 
son who  does  so  shall  be  deemed  to  be  gulity  of  a  breach  of  this 
Bj'-law  and  liable  accordingly;  and  no  person  shall  wrongly  take 
up  or  remove  any  of  the  rails,  or  any  other  part  of  the  said  Rail- 
way from  the  said  track,  side-tracks  or  turnouts,  or  loosen  or 
unfasten  the  same,  and  an}'  persons  so  doing  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  bi*each  of  this  By-law  and  liable  accoi-dingly. 

7.  That  the  fares  authorized  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation  of  the 
said  Company  shall  bo  due  and  payable  by  every  passenger  on 
entering  the  car  or  sleigh  as  provided  l)y  the  said  Act,  and  any 
person  refusing  to  pay  the  said  fiare  when  demanded  by  the  con- 
ductor or  driver,  and  refusing  to  quit  the  car  or  sleigh,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  twenty 
dollars,  recoverable  upon  conviction  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  having  jurisdiction,  and  upon  default  of  (payment  of)  said 
fine  and  all  costs^  forthwith,  to  imprisonment  in  the  Common 
Ciaol  of  the  City  for  a  pei-iod  of  not  more  than  thirty  days  as 
provided  in  the  said  Act. 
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8.  That  no  greater  fare  than  that  allowed  by  the  paid  Com' 
pany's  Act  of  Incorporation  shall  be  imposed  or  taken  by  the 
said  Compan}'  or  by  any  of  theii-  conductors  or  drivers,  or  other 
servants  appointed  to  collect  the  same. 

9.  That  the  said  Articles  of  Agreement  shall,  as  to  and  for  the 
purpose  of  this  Section,  be  deemed  a  part  of  this  By-law,  and  the 
said  Company  and  all  persons  committing  any  breach  of  the  said 
Articles  of  Agreement  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this 
By-law,  and  to  have  incurred  the  penalty  in  the  next  Section 
mentioned;  but  any  other  remedy  to  which  they  may  be  liable 
may  be  adopted  against  the  said  Company-  and  persons  in  any 
such  case. 

10.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  an  in- 
fraction of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Bj^-law,  and  who  shall  be 
duly  convicted  of  the  same  by  and  before  the  police  magistrate  or 
other  magistrate  having  jurisdiction,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offence,  together  with  the  costs,  to  be  paid  and  applied  ac- 
cording to  law,  and  in  default  of  payment  as  ordered  b}'  the  con- 
victing magistrate  the  same  shall  be  levied  on  the  goods  and 
chattels  of  the  offender,  and  in  default  of  sufficient  distress  the 
offender  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  Common  Gaol  of  the  City  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-one  days,  imless  such  fine  and 
costs  be  sooner  paid. 

11.  The  last  preceding  section  shall  not  applj'  to  the  offence 
mentioned  in  Section  Seven  of  this  By-law,  a  penalty  having 
been  provided  therefor  in  the  Company's  Act  of  Incorporation. 

12.  That  the  Bj-'-law  in  this  behalf,  pasesed  on  the  seventh  day 
of  June,  A.D.  1876,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

A  BY-LAW 

Respecting  the  sJwotmg,  firing  and  setting  off  of  guns, 

pi<^tols,  revolvers  and  other  fir  ear  7ns  in  the  City. 

(Passed  Monday,  October  1st,  1883.) 

Whereas  the  practice  of  firing  off  pistols,  revolvers  and  other 
firearms  in  the  City  is  becoming  too  prevalent  for  the  safety  of 
the  inhabitants,  and  very  sei-ious  accidents,  sometimes  involving 
the  loss  of  life,  happen,  and  may  be  expected  to  happen,  so  long  as 
the  practice  is  allowed  to  continue,  and  it  is  desirable  that  the 
practice  should  be  immediately  suppressed. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Kingston  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  shoot,  fire  or  set 
off  any  guns,  pistols,  revolvers  or  other  firearms  in  the  City,  ex- 
cept in  the  lawful  defence  of  such  person's  life  or  of  his  wife's, 
child's  or  servant's  life  or  lives,  or  except  in  resisting  burglars  or 
other  night  marauders,  or  except  in  a  properly  constructed  and 
equipped  shooting  gallery,  oi-  except  by  lawful  command  and 
authoi'ity,  and  no  person  shall  do  any  act  herein  forbidden. 

Any  person  who  shall  do  any  act  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  By-law,  upon  being  duly  convicted  thereof  before  the  Police 
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Magistrate  or  other  Justice  of  the  Peace,  liaving  Jurisdiction  in 
the  City,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
nor  less  than  one  dollar,  for  each  offence,  together  with  the  costs, 
which  penalty  and  costs  shall  be  paid  by  the  offender  as  ordered 
by  the  convicting  Justice,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  the  said 
penalty  and  costs  as  ordered,  the  same  shall  be  levied  by  the  dis- 
tress and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender,  and  in 
case  of  no  sufficient  distress  to  safeisf}'  the  said  penalty  and  costs 
being  found,  the  said  offender  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  Common 
Gaol  of  the  County  of  Frontenac,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one 
month  nor  more  than  six  months,  unless  the  said  penalty  and  costs 
be  sooner  paid.

A  BY-LAW 

Respecting  the   sale  oj  fresh    meat    and  to    repeal  a 

By-law. 
(Passed  Monday,  October  1st,  1883.) 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the   Coi-poration  of  the  Cit}-  of 
Kingston  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  By-law  passed  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  May,  in  the  year 
1879  intituled  "A  By-law  to  grant  licenses  for  the  sale  of  fresh 
meat,  in  less  quantities  than  by  the  quarter  carcase,  and  to  im- 
pose a  license  fee  therefore  and  for  other  purposes"  is  hereby  re- 
pealed, but  such  repeal  shall  not  have  the  effect  of  reviving  any 
By-law  oi-  part  of  a  By-law  there b}^  repealed. 

2.  Fresh  meat  may  be  sold  without  leave  from  this  Council  by 
the  quarter  carcase,  side  or  whole  carcase  in  any  part  of  the  City, 
except  in  public  market  number  two,  subject  to  the  market  fee  if 
sold  in  public  market  number  one  elsewhere  than  in  leased 
shambles. 
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3.  Fresh  sheep's,  heave's  and  pig's  heads,  feet  and  edible  viscera 
may  be  sold  in  any  part  of  the  City  without  a  license  or  leave  from 
this  Council  subject  as  mentioned  in  the  last  section. 

4.  Fresh  meat  may  be  sold  in  a  shop  in  any  part  of  the  City 
without  the  leave  of  this  Council,  as  to  the  place,  by  any  person  in 
less  quantities  than  by  the  quarter  carcase  upon  such  person  ob- 
taining a  license  fi-om  the  Cit}^  Treasurer,  who  is  hereby  authori- 
zed to  grant  the  same  upon  application  b}'  such  person  and  upon 
such  person  paying  him  the  sum  of  two  dollars. 

5.  Such  a  license  shall  not  be  for  a  greater  period  than  a  year, 
and  shall  terminate  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next  after 
its  issue. 

6.  The  shops  or  places  where  any  fresh  meat  is  sold  or  kept  or 
offered  for  sale,  shall  be  inspected  by  the  Clerk  of  the  public  mar- 
kets once  in  each  week  from  May  until  October  both  inclusive, 
and  once  eveiy  two  weeks  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  and 
the  said  Clork  shall  promptly  prosecute  the  keeper  of  any  such 
shop  for  any  avoidable  uncleanliness  found  therein,  and  for  any 
nuisance  caused  or  permitted  by  him  or  her  therein. 

7.  The  keeper  of  any  shop  for  the  sale  of  fresh  meat  or  in  which 
fresh  meat  is  kept  or  offered  for  sale  or  sold,  shall  not  keep  or 
offer  for  sale  or  sell  therein  any  tainted  or  unwholesome  meat  or 
products  of  meat,  and  he  or  she  shall. also  at  all  times  keep  his  or 
her  shop  clean,  wholesome  and  free  from  noxious  smells  and  the 
cause  or  I'auses  of  such  and  to  the  satisfaciion  of  the  said  Clerk  of 
the  public  markets,  and  the  said  Clerk  may  seize  and  destroy  any 
tainted  and  unwholesome  meat  he  finds  in  any  such  shop. 

8.  This  Bj'-law  except  the  last  section  shall  not  affect  the  sale 
of  fresh  meat  in  any  manner  in  the  shambles  at  public  market 
number  one. 

9.  No  person  shall  sell  fresh  meat  in  less  quantities  than  by  the 
quarter  carcase  in  the  city  without  a  license,  and  no  person  shall 
sell  fresh  meat  in  the  public  streets  or  public  markets  (except  in 
the  leased  stalls  in  the  shambles  in  public  market  number  one), 
in  less  quantities  than  liy  the  quarter  carcase. 

10.  Any  person  who  infringes  any  of  the  provisions  ot  this  By- 
law, shall  upon  conviction  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  nor  less  than  two  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs,  which  fine  and 
costs  unless  j)aid  as  ordered   by   the  convicting  justice,  shall  be 
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levied  by  diBtress  and  sale  of  the  gof»dH  and  chattels  of  the  otTender, 
and  in  default  of  sufficient  distress  and  of  pa3ment  of  the  said  fine 
and  costs  otherwise,  the  offender  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  Com- 
mon Gaol  of  the  County  ot  Frontenac  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
six  months — with  or  without  hard  laboui',  unless  such  fine  and 
costs  be  sooner  paid.

A  BY-LAW 

To  amend  a  By-Law  intituled  a  By-law  relating  to 
and  to  provide  for  the  licensing  of  Carters  and 
Cdbmen  in  the  City  of  Kingston. 
[Passed  4th  December,  1882.] 
B«  it  enacted  by  the  Board  of  Commissionei'^  of  Police  of  the 
City  of  Kingston  as  follows  : 

1st.  The  fii'st  clause  of  section  two  of  the  said  By-law  down  to 
the  woi'd  "Licensed,"  and  exclusive  of  this  word  is  hereby  re- 
pealed from  the  fii'st  day  of  Januaiy  nrxt. 
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2nd.  From  and  after  the  tirst  day  of  January  next,  the  price  or 
charge  for  a  Carter's  license  in  the  City  shall  be,  for  a  double  or 
two  horse  team  ($10.00)  Ten  dollars,  and  a  single  or  double  team 
(S4.00)  Four  dollai's,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  By-law. 
Provided  that  a  license  as  for  a  double  or  two  horse  team  shall 
not  be  needed  for  the  two  horses  which  may  be  used  under  section 
(7)  seven  of  the  said  By-law. 

3rd.  Before  any  license  is  issued  the  horse  or  horses,  harness, 
cart,  truck  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  inspected  and   passed  by  the 
Chief  of  Police  who  shall  certify  their  condition  to  the  Board.

The  following  amendment  to  the  By-law,  relating  to  the  licens- 
ing of  Carters  and  Cabmen  in  the  City  of  Kingston,  passed  4th 
day  of  January,  1882,  was  read  a  first,  second  and  third  time  and 
passed  : 

That  part  of  Section  38  which  reads  "To  and  from  the  Grand 
Trunk  JRailway  trains  between  9  P.M.  and  6  A.M.  each  passen- 
ger," be  altered  to  read  as  follows  :  "To  and  from  the  Gi-and 
Ti-unk  Eailway  trains,  between  9  P.M.  and  8  A.M.,  each  passen- 
ger 50  cents."
